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This volume is an attempt to produce a book of reference, 
furnishing, in a condensed form, some biographical particulars 
of notable living men. The leading idea has been to give 
only facts, and those in the briefest form, and to exclude 
opinions. While the book went through the press, many changes 
occurred, which must to some extent account for errors and

imperfections, as well in inserting the names of dead as omitting

those of living persons. A number of omissions have been 
rectified in the Appendix.

Author 
of 'Kings and Queens, or Life in a Palace," New York, 1839; 'The Mother at Home,' 
ib. 1845 ; and ' Life of Napoleon,' 2 vols. ib. 1855. 

ABD-EL-KADER, Sidi-el-HadJi-Oaled-Mahiddin, Arab chieftain, b. near 
Mascara, Algeria, 1807 ; besieged Oran, 1832 ; acknowledged Emir of Maaeara by the 
French government, 1834 ; ordered a massacre of Europeans, 1S39 ; driven into the ter- 
ritory of the Sultan of Morocco ; taken captive by the French troops, 1843 : imprisoned 
in the castle of Pau, 1844-48 ; and in the castle of Amboise, 1848-52 ; released by order 
of Napoleon III. and retired to Damascus, Dec. 2, 1852. 

ABDUL-AZIZ, Saltan of Turkey, thirty-second, in male descent, of the house of 
Othman; b. at Constantinople, Feb. 0, 1830, the second son of Sultan Mahmoud II. ; 
succeeded to the throne at the death of his brother, 8ultan Abdul-Medjid, June 25, 1861. 

ABOUT, Edraond Franqois, French author, b. at Dicuze, Meurthe, Feb. 14, 1828; 
educated at the Lycee Charlemagne, Paris, and at the Ecole frangaise, Athens, 1843-53. 
Author of 'La Grece contemporaine,' Paris, 1855; 'Les Mariages de Paris,' ib. 1856; 
'Germaine,' ib. 1857; 'Trente et Quarante, ib. 1858: 'La Question Romaine,' Brussels, 
1860 ; and numerous comedies, dramas, and political pamphlets. 

ABRAHAMS, Nicholas Christian, Danish archaeologist, b. at Copenhagen, 
Sept. 6, 1798: appointed professor at the University of Copenhagen, 1829. Author of 
' De Roberti Waci carmine quod inscribitur Brutus,' Copenhagen, 1828 ; and ' Balthasari 
Castilionei aulici liber tertius secundum veterem versionem gallicam,' ib. 1848. 

AC HARD, Ame'de'e, French author, b. at Marseilles, Apr. 9, 1814; appointed secre- 
tary of the prefect of Herault, 1835 ; secretary of the Duke de Montpensier, son of Louis 
Philippe. 1846. Author of ' Lettres Parisiennes,' Paris, 1845 ; ' La Chasse Royale,' 7 vols, 
ib. 1849-50 ; and numerous dramatic pieces and pamphlets. 

ACHENBACH, Andreas, German painter, b. at Cassel, Sept. 29, 1815; studied at 
Dusseldorf under Schadow, 1834-39. Painted 'Coast of Scheveningen, Holland,' 1861 ; 
*8hore of Ostend at high water,' 1864 ; and numerous other landscapes and architectural 
views. 

ACHBNBACH, Oswald, German painter, brother of the preceding, b. at Dusseldorf, 
Feb. 2, 1827.

♦Monument to Cecilia Metella,' 1864 ; and many other, chiefly Italian, views. 
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ACHTERMANN, Wilhelm, German sculptor, b. at Munster, Aug. 15, 1709; 
studied at Berlin under Rauch, 1831-33. Sculptor of the ' Descent from the Cross ' in 
the cathedral of MUnster. 

AC LAND, Henry Wentworth, English physician and sanitary reformer, b. 1815; 
studied at Christ Church, Oxford, and took the degree of M.D. 1848 ; appointed physi- 
cian to the Radclirfe Iutirmary, 1849. Author of several books and pamphlets on 
sanitary matters. 

ADALBERT; Prince Of Prussia, German admiral and author, b. at Berlin, 
Oct. 29, 1811 ; entered the Prussian army in 1827. but quitted it in 1832, setting out on 
a course of travels through Europe, Asia, and America ; appointed high admiral of the 
North German navy, 1867. Author of ' Aus meinem Reisetagebuche,' Berlin, 1842 ; and

ADAM, Jean Victor, French painter, b. at Paris, Feb. 29, 1801 ; educated at the Paris

4 Entry of the French into Mayenee,' 1838 ; and numerous battle-pieces exhibited at the 
Museum of Versailles. 

ADAMS, Charles Francis, American statesman, b. at Boston, Mass., in 1807, the 
son of John Quincy Adams, President of the United States; studied jurisprudence, and 
became barrister at Boston in 1828 ; elected member of the Senate of Massachusetts, 
1844 ; elected member of the Congress of the United States, 1858; appointed American 
envoy to Great Britain, March, 1861, resigned Feb. 1868. Author of 'Life and Works of 
John Adams,' Boston, 1846 ; and 'Letters of Mrs. Adams,' ib.

ADAMS, John Couch, English astronomer, b. at Bodmin, Cornwall, in 1817; studied 
at St. John's College, Cambridge, and passed Senior Wrangler. 1843 ; discovered, simul- 
taneously with M. Le Verrier, the planet Neptune, 1S45; appointed Lowndean professor 
of astronomy at the University of Cambridge, 1858. Author of 'The observed irregularities 
in the motion of Uranus,' Cambridge, 1847. 

ADDERLEY, Rt. Hon. Charles Bowyer, English statesman , b. at Norton, Staf- 
fordshire, in 1814 : studied at Christ Church, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1838 ; elected 
M. P. for the northern division of Staffordshire, 1841 ; president of the Board of Health, 
and vice-president of the Committee of Council of Education, 1858-59. Author of ' Trans- 
portation,* and several other pamphlets. 

AD ELS WARD, Renauld Oscar, French author, b. at Longwy, Moselle, Dec. 18, 
1811; entered the French army, 1880; retired with the rank of captain, 1844; elected 
deputy to the National Assembly for the department of Meurthe, 1848.

ADOLPHUS, Prince of Schaumburg-Lippe. born Aug. 1, 1817. the son of Princt 
George and of Princess Ida of Waldeck ; succeeded to the throne at the death of his 
father, Nov. 21, 1860; married, Oct 25, 1844, to Hermina, Princess of Schaumburg-Lippe, 
born Sept. 29, 1827, daughter of the late Prince George of Waldeck.

appointed professor of modern literature at the University of Giessen, 1824. Author of

Author of 4 Ueber den Krankhaften Schlaf,' Gottingen, 
1830 ; 4 Die ersten Mutterpflichten und die erste KindeBpfiege,' Leipsic, 1857 ; and other 
medical works. 

AM SB ERG, Augustus Christian Theodore von, German statesman, b. at 
Rostock, July 17, 1789; secretary to the Grand Duke of Brunswick; director of the 
Brunswick College of Finances, 1832 ; director of the Administration of Railways and 
Posts of Brunswick, 1850. 

ANASTASI, Augustus, French lithographic artist, b. at Paris, 1819; studied 
painting under MM. Delaroche and Corot, and exhibited in 1843. Executed 4 Les Bords 
de la Touque,' 1850 ; 4 La Saison des Foins,' 1852 ; 4 Les Bords de la Spree,' 1855; 4 Retour 
du Troupeau,' 1861 ; 4 Aqueducs de Claude,' 1864. 

ANCEL, Daniel Edouard Jules, French politician, b. at Havre, Oct. 16, 1812; 
president of the Chamber of Commerce of Havre; mayor of the town, and member of 
the General Council ; member of the Legislative Assembly for Havre and of the Corps 
Legislatif since 1852. 

ANCELET, Gabriel Auguste, French architect, b. at Paris, Nov. 21, 1829 ; studied 
under MM. Lequeux and Baltard, 1845, and in the School of Fine Arts. Exhibited 4 Un 
Hospice dans les Alpes,* 1851 ; 4 Restauration de la Voie Appienne,' Oct. 1856. Appointed 
architect of the chateau of Pau, 1858. 

ANCELOT, Marguerite Louise Virginie Chardon, French authoress, b. at 
Dijon, Cdte-d'Or, Mar. 17, 1792; married M. Ancelot, 1818, who died 1854. Author ,of 
4 Cardinal et Page,' 1832 ; 4 Emprunts aux Salons de Paris,' 1835 ; 4 Mariage raisounable,'

Author of 4 Forme et Reforme du Budget de l'Etat/ 1859 ; and other works. 

ANDERS, Gottfried Engelbert, French writer, b. near Coblentz, 1795 ; employed 
in the Royal Bibliotheque, Paris, in the department of music, since 1833. Author of 
4 Nicolo Paganini, sa Vie, sa Personne, et quelques Mots sur son Secret,' 1831 ; 4 Details 
biographiques sur Beethoven/ 1839 ; contributor to several musical magazines. 

ANDERSEN, Hans Christian, Danish poet and novelist, b. at Odense, April 2. 

T.' 1835 ; 4 Only a Fiddler,' 1837 ; 4 Tales 
from Jutland,' 1859 ; 4 The Sandhills of Jutland,' 1860 ; 4 Tales for Children,' 1861 ; 4 The 
Wild Swans, a Fairy Tale,' 1863 ; 4 The Ice Maiden/ 1863 ; « From Spain/ 1866 ; and 
other works. 
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ANDERSON, Henry, American mathematician, b. 1798; professor of mathematics 
and astronomy at Columbia College, New York, 1825 ; resigned, 1843 ; travelled through 
Asia Minor, and, with Lieut. Lynch, explored the Dead Sea and the Jordan. Author 
of • Geological Survey of part of the Holy Land,' 1848 ; and other works. 

1798; educated 
at Balliol College, Oxford; graduated B.A. 1820; chaplain in ordinary to her Majesty, 
1836 ; preacher of Lincoln's Inn from 1844 to 1858 ; rector of Tonnarton, near Chippen- 
ham, 1851 ; Bristish chaplain at Bonn. Author of 4 History of the Church of England in 
the Colonies and Foreign Dependencies of the British Empire,' 1851. 

ANDERSON, Robert, American general, b. in Kentucky, 1806; graduated at West 
Point, 1825 ; inspector of the Illinois volunteers during the 1 Black Hawk war ;' assistant 
instructor and inspector of West Point Military Academy from 1835 to 1837; aide-de- 
camp to General Scott in the Indian war and Florida ; commander of Fort Sumter and 
Charleston at the breaking out of the civil war, 1860 ; brigadier-general, 1861. 

ANDERSON, William, Scottish theologian, b. at Kilsyth, Stirling, 1800 ; studied at 
the University of Glasgow ; minister of John Street Relief Church in that city since 
1822. Published 'The Mass, Penance, Regeneration ;' and other theological works. 

ARDIGNE DE LA CHASSE, Charles, Marquis of, French politician, b. at 
Paris, Jan. 6, 1791 ; member of the General Council of Ille-et-Vilaine ; representative 
for the department d'llle-et-Vilaine after the revolution of February, 1848. 

ANDLAW, Heinrich Bernard von, German politician, b. 1802 ; entered the army of 
the Grand Duchy of Baden, 1821 ; resigned his commission, 1825; councillor of Friburg ; 
deputy in the Baden Chamber, 1833. Published 4 Der Aufruhr und Umsturz in Baden,' 
Friburg, 1850. 

ANDOUILLE , Edmond, JFrench administrator, b. at Mezieres, 1804 ; studied law 
at Paris, and entered the Ministry of Finance ; appointed chief deputy-governor of the 
Bank of France, 1858. 

ANDRiE, Charles Christopher George, Danish politician, b. Oct. 14, 1812, at 
Hjertebjerg ; entered the army as second lieutenant, 1828 ; lieutenant-colonel, 1801 ; 
member of the Academy of Sciences, Copenhagen, 1853 ; member of the First Chamber 
of Parliament, 1850-51 ; member of the Second Chamber, 1853 ; minister of finance, 
Dec. 12, 1854 ; president of the Council of Ministers, 1856-58. 

ANDRAIa. Gabriel, French physician and author, b. at Paris, Nov. 6, 1797 ; studied 
at the College of Louis le Grand, and obtained the degree of M.D. 1821 ; professor of 
hygiene at the Academy of Medicine, Paris, 1827 ; professor of internal pathology, 1&30, 
and of general pathology, 1839 ; member of the Academy of Sciences, 1842.

Oct 17, 1805 ; notary at 
Aigre, Charente, 1830 ; member of the General Council for the canton, 1841 ; member of 
the Corps Legislatif, 1852-57. 

ANDRE', Jules, French painter, b. at Paris, 1804 ; studied under M. Watelet, 1827 ; 
first exhibited, 1831. Executed and exhibited ' Entree de Foret, les Bonis de l'Ource 
dans la C6te-d'Or,' 1835 ; 4 Les Bords de la Vienne,* 1855; 4 Un Cherain pres de Cambes, 
Gironde,' 1861 ; 4 Vue prise dans la Vallee de Streture, Vosges,' 1863; 4 Marais pres de 
Saint-Yrieux, Haute-Vienne,' 1864 ; and many others.

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ANDREA, Je rome, Italian statesman, b. at Naples, April 12, 1802 ; archbishop in 
partibns, abbe of Subiaco, and prefect of the Congregation of the Index ; commissioner 
extraordinary' of the Pontifical government in the revolution of 1849 ; promoted cardinal, 
March 15, 1852. 

AN DRIES, l'Abbe' Joseph Oliver, Belgian ecclesiastic, b. at Ruddervoorde. 
Flanders, 1796; cure of Middelburg till the Revolution of 1830; envoy to the National 
Congress for the district of Eccloo ; returned, 1835, for the district of Gand; canon of 
the cathedral of Bruges, 1841.

ANDRIEU, Mathieu Maurice, French politician, b. June 22, 1813; mayor of 

Maringues, and member of the General Council for the same canton ; member of the 

Corps Legislatif since 1863.

AN GLADE, Hippolyte Clement, French politician, b. at Nes, Ariege, Dec. 20, 
1800 ; member of tne Chamber of Deputies, 1833-34 ; deputy to the Constituent Assem- 
bly, 1848 ; member of the Legislative Assembly; after the coup d'etat of Dec. 1851, 
retired from political life. 

ANGLE MONT, Edouard Hubert Scipion d', French writer, b. at Pont- A u- 
demer, Eure, Dec. 28, 1798. Author of 'Berthe et Robert,' 1825; 'Tancrede,' 1827 ;

1797; colonel of 
a cavalry regiment, 1838; M.P. for Anglesey, 1S30-32, when he entered the House of 
Ix>rds ; lord chamberlain to the Queen, 1839-41 ; privy councillor, and lord-lieutenant of 
the county of Anglesey, 1854. 

ANICET BOURGEOIS, Auguste, French dramatic author, b. at Paris, Dec. 25, 
1806.

ANNE, The odore, French writer, b. April 7, 1797; entered the army, 1814; retired 
after the Revolution of July, 1830.

ANOT DE MAIZIE RES, Cyprien, French writer, b. at St. -Germain, Mont Ar- 
dennes, Apr. 27, 1794 ; studied at Rheims ; entered the University, and became professor 
of grammar and history ; inspector of the Academy of the Seine-et-Oise, 1851. Author 
of 4 Discours sur la Necessite du maintien de la Charte constitutionelle," 1819 ; 4 Cours 
gradu6 de Narrations francaises,' 1848 ; 4 Cromwell,' 1861. 

ANSDELL, Richard, English painter of animals, b. at Liverpool, Lancashire, 1818;

Slave,' 1863 ; and many other works of art. * 

ANSON, Hou. Augustus Henry Archibald, English politician, b. 1833; served 
in the army during the Crimean war, 1854-55; in India, 1857-59; in China, 1859-60;

ANSPACH, Philippe Leon, French magistrate, b. 1805, of Jewish parents at 
Metz ; advocate in Paris, 1880 ; proeureur-genernl, 1851 ; president of the Cour Imperiale, 
and the first Israelite admitted to the bench in France, 1853. Author of 4 De la Procedure 
devant les Cours d' Assises : Doctrine et Jurisprudence en cette matiere,' 1856. 
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ANSTED, David Thomas, English geologist, b. in London. 1814 ; educated nt a 
private school, London, and Jesus College, Cambridge, where he graduated M A. ; pro 
feasor of geology at King's College. London, 1840 ; lecturer on geology at the East India 
Military Seminary, Addiseombe, 1844, and professor of geology at the College of Civil 
Engineers, Putney, 1845; vice-secretary of the Geological Society, 1H44. Author of 
'Geology: introductory, descriptive, and practical,' 1844 ; * Scenery, Science, and Art,' 
1854 ; ■ Great Stone Book of Nature,' 1863 ; and many other scientific works.

ANTHOINE DE SAINT JOSEPH, Francois. Baron, French general, b. at 
Marseilles, 1787; entered as a volunteer a regiment of dragoons; passed the Military 
School at Fontainebleau, 1804 ; served in Poland as aide-de-camp to Marshal Soult, and 
under Marshal Suchet in tho campaigns of 1811 to 1813; colonel, 1814; major-general, 
Oct. 11, 1832; lieut. -general, April 14, 1844 ; nominated grand officer of the Legion 
d'honneur, Aug. 15, 1851. 

ANTHON, Charles, American author, b. in New York, 1797 ; entered the College oi 
Columbia, 1811, and graduated, 1815; called to the bar of the Supreme Court of New 
York, 1819; professor of languages at Columbia College, 1820-35; rector of the College 
Grammar School, 1830; LL.D., 1831. Editor of a new edition of 'Lempriere's Classical

ANTONELLI, Giacomo, Italian statesman, b. at Sonnio, nearTerracina, April 2, 1806, 
the son of a woodcutter; educated at Rome; bishop in partihui, 1840; under-secretary 
of state for the Roman ministry of the interior, 1841 ; minister of finance, 1845 ; cardinal- 
deacon, 1S47: minister of state and of foreign afTairs, appointed Apr. 12, 1850. 

ANTROBUS, Edmund, English politician, b. 1818 ; educated at Eton and St. John's 
College, Cambridge, and graduated B.A. 1840; M.P. for East Surrey, 1841-47, and for 
Wilton since 1855. 

APJOHN, James, Irish chemist and physician, b. at Sunville, co. Limerick, Sept. 1, 

1796; studied at Trinity College, Dublin, and passed B.A. 1818, and M.B. 1821; 

appointed professor of chemistry at the Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, 1S28. 

Author of 4 A New Method of investigating the Specific Heats of the Gaseous Bodies,' 

1837, and articles on 4 Spontaneous Combustion/ on 4 Electricity,' on 4 Galvanism,' &c. 

in the Encyclopaedia of Practical Medicine. 
APPERT, Eugene, French painter, b. at Angers, 1820; studied under M. Ingres.

descendu de la Croix,' 1846; ' Une Armure,' 1850; * L' Adoration des Mages,' 1853 ;

ARENALES, Jose, American geographer, b. at Buenos-Ayres, 1790; entered the 
army; lieut. -colonel of artillery, 1825; charged with the Topographical Department of 
Buenos-Ayres, 1835. Published ' Noticias historicas y descriptivas sobre el gran pais 
del Chaco y Rio Bermejo,' Buenos-Ayres, 1833. 

ARETIN, Karl Maria, Viscount von. Bavarian diplomatist, b. at Munich, 
July 4, 1796; took part in the campaign of 1813-15; councillor of legation to the 
minister of foreign affairs, 1834 ; chamberlain and councillor to the king of Bavaria. 
Author of 4 Darstellung der auswartigen Verhaltnisse Baiern's,' Passau, 1839; and other 
works. 

AN GE LANDER, Frederick William Augustus, German astronomer, b. at 
Memel, Prussia, March 21, 1799; educated at the University of Konigsberg; studied 
astronomy under Bessel, and employed by him as assistant in the observatory under his 
charge, 1820 ; undertook the supervision of the Observatory of Abo, Finland, 1823-28 ; 
professor of astronomy in the University of Bonn, 1837. Published ' A Catalogue of 
560 Stars, with Observations on their Motions,' 1830 ; and other astronomical works. 

ARGYLL. George Douglas Campbell, Duke of, English statesman, b. 1823; 
succeeded his father, 1847 ; lord privy seal, 1852-55, and again 1859-66 ; postmaster- 
general, 1856-1858; lord rector of Glasgow University, 1854; chancellor of the University 
of St. Andrew's, 1851. Author of * Presbytery examined,' 1848 ; 4 The Reign of Law,' 1867. 

ARI STARCH I, Nicholas, Greek ecclesiastic and head of the patriarchate of Con- 
stantinople, b. at Constantinople, 1800 ; keeper of the seals to Prince Alexander Soutza 
of Wallaehia, 1818; exiled in 1821; returned to Constantinople as grand logothete ; 
appointed kapon kiajn or plenipotentiary of Wallaehia, 1854. 

ARJUZON, Felix Francois Thomas, Count &', French politician, b. 1810 ; 
gentleman in waiting to Charles X. ; member of the Corps Legislatif, 1852 ; resigned, 
1863 ; elected deputy for the dep. of Eure, 1864. Chamberlain to the Emperor. 

ARK WRIGHT, Richard, English politician, b. 1835; educated at Harrow and 
Trinity College, Cambridge; graduated B.A. 1855, and M.A. 1858; a deputy-lieutenant 
for the county of Hereford ; returned M. P. for Leominster, 1866. 

ARMAGH, Marcus Beresford, Archbishop of, English divine, b. 1S01 ; 
educated at Richmond School and Trinity College, Cambridge ; admitted to holy orders, 
1824 ; rector of Kildallen, 1825 ; vicar of Drung and Lara ; vicar-general of Kilmore and 
archdeacon of Ardagh ; consecrated to the sees of Kilmore, El phi n, and Ardagh, 1854 ; 
translated to Armagh, 1863 ; primate of all Ireland, and lord almoner of Ireland. 

ARM AND, Alfred, French architect, b. at Paris, Oct. 3, 1805; entered the School of 
Fine Art* under the direction of M. Achille Leclerc ; designed the railway stations of 
Versailles, 1839 ; St. Cloud, 1840 ; Calais, 1848 ; St Quentin, 1850 ; Douai, 1851 ; and 
other buildings. 

ARM EN GAUD, Jean Germain De sire , French writer, b. at Castres, Tarn, 
1797. Author of ' Histoire des Peintres de toutes les Ecoles, depuis la Renaissance 
jusqu'a nos jours.' 1849; * Les Galeries publiques de l'Europe/ Rome, 1856; 'Le Par- 
thenon de l'Histoire,' 1863-64 ; and other works.

crane,' the 'Accumulator,' 1845-50; constructed the gun which bears his name, 1854; 
was knighted and made a C.B. ; LL.D. from the University of Cambridge, 1862 ; presi- 
dent of the British Association, 1863. 

ARNAL, Etienne, French actor, b. at Meulan, Seine-et-Olse, Feb. 1, 1794 ; took i>art 
in the defence of Paris, 1814 ; played at the Theatre du Vaudeville, and the Palais-Royal, 
from 1817 to 1864. Author of « Epitre a Bouffe,* 1840 ; Boutades en Vers,' 1861 ; ' Les 
Gendarmes,' 1826 ; new edition, 1859. 

ARNAUD, Fanny, French authoress, b. at Aries, France, 1803 ; married to M. Charles 
Reybaud. Author of 'La derniere Bohemienne ;' 'Le Cabaret de Ganbert ; ' Les deux 
Marguerites ;' ' Le Denier Oblat ;' ' Les Aventures d'un Renegat ;' ' Mdlle. de Chazeuil :'

ARNDTS, Louis, German lawyer, b. at Arnsburg, Prussia, Auk. 19, 1805; studied at 
the Universities of Bonn, Heidelberg, and Berlin ; and graduated LL.D. 1825 ; Joined the 
Faculty of Law at Bonn, 1826; professor extraordinary, 1837; professor ordinary, 1839; 
professor of law at the University of Munich since 1889. Published 'Lehrbuch der 
Pandecten ; ' ' Rechtslexicon ; ' and other legal works. 

ARNOLD, Edwin, English author, b. June 10, 1831 ; educated at King's School, 
Rochester, King's College, London, and University College, Oxford ; graduated in 
honours, 1854 ; second master of the English division of King Edward the Sixth's School, 
Birmingham ; principal of the Government Sanskrit College, Poona, Bombay Presidency, 
till 1860. Author of 'Poems, narrative and lyrical ;' 'History of the Administration of 
India under the late Marquis of Dalhousie,' 1862-64 ; translated the classical Sanskrit 
work ' Hitopadesa,' under the title of ' The Book of good Counsels.' 

ARNOLD, Matthew, English poet, b. at Laleliam, near Staines, Dec. 24, 1822; edu- 
cated at Winchester, Rugby, and Oxford ; fellow of Oriel College, 1845; private secretary 
to Lord Lansdowne, 1847-51 ; lay-inspector of schools, 1851 ; professor of poetry at the 
University of Oxford, 1858. Author of 'The Strayed Reveller, and other poems;' 
' Empedocles on Etna;' 'Essays in Criticism;' 'Schools and Universities on the 
Continent;' 'Popular Education of France;' 'Three Lectures on Translating Homer ;' 
' Last Words on Translating Homer;' 'Poems, First and Second Series;' and 'New 
Poems.' 

ARNOTT, James Moncrieff, 'English surgeon, b. 1794 ; educated at the High School 
and University of Edinburgh : surgeon to the Middlesex Hospital ; and professor of 
surgery in King's College, London ; one of the council of Royal College of Surgeons, 1840. 

ARNOTT, Neil, English physician, b. 1789 ; educated at the Grammar School, Aber- 
deen, and at the University of that town ; graduated M.A. 1812; appointed surgeon In 
the East India Company's naval service, 1885, physician extraordinary to the Queen, and 
member of the senate of the London University. Author of * Elements of Physics,' 
1827-64 ; 4 A 8urvey of Human Progress.' 1861. 

ARNOULD, Sir Joseph, English barrister, b. 1815; educated at the Charterhouse, 
and Wadham College, Oxford ; graduated flrst-class in Classics, 1836 ; fellow of Wadham 
College, 1838; called to the bar of the Middle Temple, 1841; judge at Bombay, and 
knighted, 1859. Author of • Treatise on Marine Insurance ;' and contributor to several 
periodicals and newspapers. 

ARNOULD-PLESSY, Jeanne Plessy, French actress, b. at Metz, 8ept. 7, 1819; 
made her debut, March 10, 1834, at the Comedie Francaise ; married J. F. Arnould, a 
dramatic writer, July, 1845, who died 1854 ; engaged for the French theatre of St. Peters- 
burg, 1855. 

AROUX, En re net French magistrate and author, b. at Rouen, Oct 21, 1793; called 
to the bar of his native town, 1815 ; represented the town of Dieppe in the Chamber of 
Deputies, 1831-37.

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ARRIVABENE, Giovanni, Belgian political economist, b. at Mantua, Italy, 1801; 
imprisoned at Venice, 1821 ; condemned to death for political offences, 1824; naturalized 
in Belgium, 1840. Author of 'Des Moyens les plus propres a am^liorer le Sort des 
Ouvriers,' Lugano, 1832; 'Situation dconomique de la Belgique,' Brussels, 1843; trans- 
lated into Italian 'Mill's Principles of Economy/ 1833 ; and other works. 

ARSAKIS, Apostolos, Roumanian statesman, b. at Epirus. Greece, 1789; studied at the 
college founded by the Greek princes at Bucharest, and at Jena, in Germany; councillor 
of Prince Gregory Ghika, 1854 ; minister in the first cabinet of the Principalities, Feb. 
1862. Author of * De Piscium Cerebro et Medulla spinali,' Halle, 1813. 

ARROWSMITH, John, English geographer, b. early in the present century. 
Author of 'An Overland Expedition to Australia ;' 'Narrative of Missionary Travels in 
Africa,' London ; 'Atlas of Universal Geography ;' and other works. 

ARTHUR, Thomas, American novelist, b. at Newburgh, New York, 1809. Author 
of ' Lights and Shadows of Real Life ;' 1 Tired of Housekeeping ;' ' Historv of Kentuckv,' 
Philadelphia, 1852 ; ' Tales of Married Life ;' ' Ten Nights in a Bar-room f and other 
works. 

A RUASON, Jon, Icelandic author, b. at Hof, in Iceland, Aug. 17, 1819; educated at 
the College of Bessestad ; appointed keeper of the library at Reykjavik, 1849 ; secretary 
to the Bishop of Iceland, 1856. Author of 'Icelandic popular Tales and Adventures,' 
Leipsic, 1862-64 ; and other works. 

ASCHBACH, Joseph, German historian, b. at Hochst, Nassau, April 29, 1801 ; 
studied at Heidelberg; professor of history at Frankfort, 1823; professor at the Uni- 
versity of Bonn, 1842. Author of ' History of Spain and Portugal during the dominion 
of the Almoravides and Alniohades.'Trankfort. 1833-37 ; ' History of the West Goths,' ib.

ASSAKI, George, Roumanian poet and statesman, b. at Jassy, 1788; studied at several 
German universities, and in Italy ; elected member of the Academy of Rome under the 
name of Alviro,. 1811; represented the new Moldavian government at Vienna, 1822; chief of 
the Ministry of Public Instruction, 1856. Author of ' History of Russia,' 1817 ; 'Poems,' 
Jassy, 1854. 

ASSOLLANT, Jean Baptiste Alfred, French writer, b. at Aubusson, Creuse, 
1827. Author of 'Scenes de la Vie des Etats-Unis,' 1858; 'Brancas,* 1859; 'Les A ven- 
tures de Karl Bninner, docteur en Theologie,' 1861 ; 'D'Heure en Heure,' 1862 ; 1 Pensees 
diverses.

Handwriting on the Wall ;' 'The Last Days of Herculaneum ;' and other poetical works ; 
has a literary pension of 1001. per annum. 

ATHLUMNEY, Rt. Hon. William Meredyth, Baron, English Statesman, b. 
1802 ; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for the county of Meath, and visitor of Mav- 
nooth : M.P. for Drogheda from 1837 to 1852 ; under secretary for the Home Department, 
1846-47 ; chief secretary for Ireland, 1847-52 ; privy cpuncillor, 1847 ; elevated to the 
Irish peerage, 1863. 

AUBER, Daniel Franqois Esprit, French musical composer, b. at Caen, Nor- 
mandy, Jan. 29, 1782. Produced 'Le Sejour Militaire,' 1818; *La Muette de Portici,' 
1828; ' Masaniello ;' 'Le Cheval de Bronze,' 1885 ; ' Fra Diavolo,* 1836; ' Les Diamants 
de la Couronne ;' ' Le Domino Noir,' 1837 ; 'Janetta,' 1840; ' La Circassienne,' 1861 ; 
' Ja Fiancee du Roi de Garbe, 1864. Author of about twenty-five great operas, and 
numerous smaller musical works. Appointed director of the Paris Conservatoire de 
Musique, 1842. 

AUBER, Theophlle Charles, French physician, b. 1805; studied at the University 
of Paris, and obtained his diploma of doctor of medicine, 1831. Author of numerous 
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medical works : amongthem "Traite de philosophic medicale,' Paris, 1839 ; • Hygiene des 
ferames nerveuses,* ib. 1841 ; and ' Esprit du Vitalisine et de rOrganisme,' 1855. 

AUBERT, Constance, French authoress, h. at Paris, May 12, 1803, eldest daughter 
of the Duchess of Abrantes. Published 'Lea Abeilles Parisiennes," 1843; 4 Les Etren- 
nea,' 1849 ; and ' Manuel d'econoraie elegante,' 1859. Married to M. Louis Aubert, retired 
captain of infantry. 

AUBERT, Pauline, French actress, b. at Toury, Eure et Loire, 1802 ; appeared on 
the stage of the Theatre francos, Paris, 1816; engaged at the Odeon, Paris, 1821; 
admitted as soeietaire, or partner, at the Theatre francos, 1834. 

AUBRY BAILLEUL, Tranquille, French naval officer, b. Jan. 8, 1798 ; entered 
the French navy, 1812; first lieutenant, 1828; captain of a corvette, 1838; captain of a 
frigate, 1845 ; rear-admiral, June 7, 1855 ; governor of Guadeloupe ; titular member of 
the Council of the Aumiralty ; grand officer of the Legion d'honneur, 1859. 

AUCKLAND, Rev. John Eden, Baron, English divine, b. 1799 ; studied at Eton 
and Cambridge ; admitted to holy orders, 1822 ; successively rector of Eyam, Derby- 
shire, of Hertingfordbury, Herts, and of Battersea, Surrey ; one of the chaplains to her 
Majesty, 1838 ; bishop of Sodor aud Man, 1847 ; succeeded his brother to the title and 
seat in the House of Lords, 1849 ; translated to the see of Bath and Wells, 1854. Author 
of 1 Life and Correspondence of the first Lord Auckland,' 1860. 

AUDIFFRET, Charles Louis Gaston, Marquis rt', French politieian, b. at 
Paris, Oct. 10, 1787 ; entered the Administration of Finance, 1805 ; chief of the bureau, 
1812 ; councillor of state, 1828 ; appointed president of the Council of Administration 
of Credit, Commerce, and Industry, 1859. Published 4 Examen des Revenus Publics,' 
1839 ; ' Systeme financier de la France,' 1840 ; third edition, 1863-64 ; and other works. 

AUDIGANNE, Armand, French author, b. at Ancenis, 1814; studied law at Paris ; 
entered the Ministry of Commerce, 1840 ; placed at the head of the Service of Industry, 
1848 ; appointed secretary to the Commission of the Universal Exhibition of 1855. 
Author of ' Monsieur Guizot,' 1838 ; ' Les Chemins de fer aujourd'hui et dans cent ans 
chez tous les peuples,' 1858 ; and other works. 

AUER, Alois, German writer, b. at Wels, Upper Austria, May 11, 1813 ; received 
his education at the University of Vienna, and became director of the Imperial Printing 
Office at Vienna, 1840. Published 'Paternoster in 608 languages,' Vienna, 1844; ' Die 
Entdeckung des Natuwelbstdruekes,' ib. 1864 ; and other works. 

AUERBACH, Berthold, German author and poet, b. of Jewish parents, at Nord- 
stetten. Black Forest of Wurtemberg, Feb. 28, 1812 ; studied at Tubingen, Munich, and 
Heidelberg, 1832-35. Author of 'The Jewish Nation and its Literature,' Stuttgart, 
1836; 'Village Tales from the Black Forest, 1843; ' Andreas Hofer,' Leipsic, 1850; and 
many other works of fiction. 

AUERSPERG, Charles William Philip, Prince of, Austrian statesman, 
b. May 1, 1814; succeeded his father, Jan. 25, 1827; privy councillor and hereditary 
grand chamberlain to the Emperor of Austria ; nominated president of the Upper 
Chamber of the Austrian Empire, 1861. 

AUERSPERG, Vincent Charles Joseph, Prince of, Austrian statesman, 
cousin-german of the preceding, b. July 16, 1812 ; privy councillor, lord chamberlain, and 
hereditary grand marshal of the Tyrol. 

AUGER, Hippolyte Nicolas Just, French writer, b. at Auxerre, May 25, 1797; 
entered the Russian service, and was officer in the Guards, 1817. Author of ' Martha.' 
1818; 'LaFolle,' 'Pierre le grand,' 1836; 'Tie Commissionnaire,' 'Madame Brice ;' and 
•Le Roi des Petita-Maitres,' 1852. 

AUGIER, Gnillanme Victor Emile, French poet and dramatist, b. at Valence, 
Sept. 17, 1820. Author of 'La Cigue,' 1844; 'Gabrielle,' 1849; 'Les Eftrontes,' 1861; 
' Le Fils du Giboyer,' 1862 ; 'Maitre Guerin,' 1864. 

AUGU8TENBURG, Christian August, duke of Schle swig-Hols tein- 
Sonderburg-Augustenburg, b. at Copenhagen, July 19, 1798; succeeded duke 
Frederick Christian, 1814 ; married Louisa Sophia, countess of Danniskjold Samsoe, 1820; 
had his estates confiscated by the king of Denmark, 1850 ; ceded his claims to the Danish 
crown, 1851. Author of several works on the breeding and training of hcrses. 

AUGU STE NBURG. Frederick Christian August, duke of Schleswig- 
HoUtein-Sonderburg-Augustenburg, son of the preceding, b. July 6, 1829 ; 
major of 1st infantry regiment of the Prussian Guards ; married Adelaide Victoria, 
daughter of Prince Ernest of Hohenlohe-Langenburg, 1856 ; asserted his right to the 
dukedom of Schleswig-Holstein, 1863. 
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AUM ALE, Henri Eugene Philliupe Louis d'Orle ans. Duke d', Prince 
of the family of Orleans, b. at Paris, Jan. 16, 1822, fourth son of King Louis Philippe 
and Queen Marie Anielie : entered the army and became captain 1839, and colonel, 
Oct. 1842 ; married Marie Caroline Auguste de Bourbon, daughter of Prince Leopold of 
Salerno, Nov. 25, 1844; commander-in-chief of the camp of Gironde, 1845; governor- 
general of the French possessions in Africa, 1 847-48. 

AUSTEN, Sir Francis William, English admiral, b. at Steventon, Hants, 1774; 
entered the navy, and became lieutenant, 1792 ; served in the war of 1814 ; commander 
of the frigate Canopus in the naval expedition to St Domingo ; knighted, 1837 ; vice- 
admiral, 1862 ; admiral, 1863. 

AUTRAN, Joseph, French poet and dramatic writer, b. at Marseille, June, 1813. 
Author of 'Ode to M. de Lamartine,' 1832 ; 4 Ludibria Ventis,' Paris, 1838; 'Italie et 
la Semaine Sainte a Rome,' Marseille. 1841 ; ' Les Poemes de la Mer,' Paris, 1852-59 ; 'Le 
Poeme des beaux Jours,' 1862 ; 4 Le Cyclope d'apres Euripide,' 1863 ; and other works. 

AUZOUX, Theodore Louis, French anatomist, b. at St-Aubin d'Ecroville, 1797; 
graduated M.D. at Paris, 1822. Author of 1 Un Memoire sur la Vip£re ;' ' Considerations 
generates sur l'Anatomie ;' 4 Un Memoire sur le Cholera-Morbus, son siege, sa nature, 
son traitement, 1850. 

AVELLANEDA, Gertrude. Spanish authoress, b. at Cuba, 1816, the daughter of 
a naval commander ; married Don Pedro Sabator, member of Congress, 1846, and after 
his death, at the end of a few months, retired to a convent at Madrid Author of 
'Poesias Lyricas,' Madrid, 1841; 'La Cruz,' ib. 1846; 'Las Glorias de Espafia,' ib. 
1850-51; and numerous other poems, dramas, and works of Action. 

AVENEL, Denis Louis Martial, French Journalist, b. at Orbee, Calvados, 
May 28, 1789 ; auditor to the Council of State of Westphalia, and secretary to King 
Jerome, 1806. Contributor to tho Tempx, the MoniUvr Universel, and other journals ; 
published 4 State Letters and Diplomatic Instructions of Cardinal Richelieu,' 1863. 

AVENEL, Paul, Freneh novelist, b. at Chaumont, Oise, 1823 ; educated for a com- 
mercial career, but left it in 1850. Author of 4 Antitheses Morales,' Paris, 1854 ; 4 Le Roi 
de Paris,' ib. I860 ; 'Le Due des Moines,' ib. 1864 ; and other novels. 

AVEZAC-MACAYA, Arm and Pascal D', French geographer, b. at Bagneres de 
Bigorre, 1799; educated for the law, and admitted to the Paris bar, 1823; head of 
department in the Ministrv of Marine, 1831 ; secretary-general of the Paris Geographical 
Society, 1834. Author of 4 Esquisse generate de l'Afrique,' Paris, 1837 ; 'Des Decnuvertes 
faites 'an Moyen-age dans l'ocean Atlantique,' ib. 1845. Contributor to the Revue des 
Dnux-Mondes, and various scientific publications. 

AWDRY, Sir John Wither, English administrator, b. 1795 ; educated at Winchester, 
and Christ Church, Oxford, and graduated first class in classics, 1816 ; called to the 
bar, 1822 ; puisne judge and commissioner of the Insolvent Debtors' Court at Bombay, 
1839 ; chief justiee of the Supreme Court of that Presidency, 1839 ; resigned,1842 ; one 
of the commissioners for the Reform of the University of Oxford, 1844. 

AY ME, Jules Gabriel, French magistrate and politician, b. at Medouville, Vosges, 
June 14, 1806 ; studied law, and called to the bar, 1830 ; judge of instruction to the 
tribunal of Neufchateau, 1835 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of 
Vosges, 1852-57, and since 1863. 

AYRTON, Acton Smee, English politician, b. 1816; called to the bar of the Middle 
Temple, 1853 ; returned M.P. for the Tower Hamlets, 1857. 

AYTOTJN, Roper Sinclair, English politician, b. 1823 ; educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge; graduated B.A. 1846; M.A. 1848; a magistrate, and deputy-lieut. for Fife- 
shire ; M.P. for Kirkcaldy since 1862. 

AZEGLIO, Massimo Taparelll, Marquis D', Italian statesman, b. at Turin, 
1801 ; studied painting and sculpture at Rome, 1816-29 ; elected deputy to the National 
Assembly of Sardinia, 1848; president of the Sardinian Council of Ministers, May 11, 
1849, to Oct. 30, 1852 ; Italian ambassador extraordinary to Great Britain, 1861. Author 
of 'Ettore Fieramosca,' Turin, 1833 ; and other works of fiction of a political tendency. 

AZEGLIO, Victor Emmanuel Taparelli, Marquis D' ; Italian diplomatist, 
b. 1815, nephew of the preceding; entered the diplomatic career, 1841 ; minister-pleni- 
potentiary and ambassador to Great Britain since Nov. 13, 1850. 
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BABBAGE, Charles, English mathematician, b. Dec. 26, 1792 ; educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and graduated 1812 ; undertook the construction of a calculating 
machine, or 'difference engine' for the government, 1821 ; professor of mathematics at 
Cambridge, 182S ; construction of calculating machine suspended, 183S. Author of 
'Economy of Manufactures,' 1821 ; 'Passages from the Life ol a Philosopher;' 'Auto- 
biographical Reminiscences,' 1864 ; and other works. 

BAB I NET, Jacques, French astronomer, b. at Lusignan, March 5, 1794 ; entered the 
Polytechnic School, 1812 ; lieutenant of artillery ; quitted the army, and became suecen- 
sively professor of mathematics at Fontenoy-le-Comte. at Poitiers, and at the College of 
Saint Louis; professor of meteorology at TAthenee, 1825 to 1828; at the College de 
France, 1838 ; and at PAcademie des Sciences, 1840 ; astronomer to the Bureau of Longi- 
tudes. Authoi of * Memoire sur la determination de la Masse de la planet e Mercure,' 
1825; 'Sur la Pluie et les Inondations,' 1855; 'De la Telegraphie Electrique: ligne de 
jonction des cinq parties du Monde,' 1800 ; and other scientific works. 

BABINGTON, Charles Cardale, English botanist, b. 1808 ; educated at St John's 
College, Cambridge, and graduated B. A. 1830; professor of botany at the University of 
Cambridge. Author of ' Flora Bathoniensis ;' ' Flora of the Channel Islands ;' * A Manual 
of British Botany ;' and other works. 

BABINGTON, Rev. Churchill, English writer, b. 1821 ; graduated in honours at 
St. John's College, Cambridge, 1843 ; senior fellow, 1845 ; chaplain at Horningsea, Cam- 
bridge, 1848 to 1861. Edited from MSS. recently discovered, 'Oration of Hyperides 
against Demosthenes;' 'Funeral Oration of Hyperides,' from papyrus in the British 
Museum ; and many other works. 

BABO, Lambert von, German chemist, b. at Meinhem, grand duchy of Baden, 1790; 
president of the Society of Agriculture, Baden, 1831 ; professor of chemistry at the Uni- 
versity of Friburg, 1853. Author of ' Instruction for the Culture of Prairies,' 1836 ; 
♦The Vine and its Varieties,' 1843; "The Principles of Agriculture,' 1851; and other 
works. 

BACH, Alexander, Baron von, Austrian statesman, b. at Loosdorf, Lower Austria, 
Jan. 4, 1813; studied law, and was called to the bar at Vienna; deputy of the order of 
Advocates, and one of the Provisional Commission for administration of the city of 
Vienna in 1848 ; obtained the portfolio of Justice in the ministry of Schwartzenberg 
Stadion, 1848 ; minister of the Interior, 1849 ; ambassador and minister plenipotentiary 
to Rome, Aug. 1859, to Sept 1865. 

BACH E, Alexander Dallas, American military writer, b. in Philadelphia, July 19, 
1806; educated at the Military Academy, West Point, U.S. ; lieutenant of engineers, 
1825; professor of mathematics at the University of Pennsylvania, 1827; president of 
Oirard College, Philadelphia ; superintendent of United States coast survey, 1843. Pub- 
lished 'Different Systems of Instruction,' Philadelphia, 1839; and other works. 

BACHE, Franklin, American physician, brother of the preceding, b. at Philadelphia, 
Oct 25. 1792; graduated B. A at the University of Pennsylvania, 1810; M.D. 1814; 
entered the medical department of the U.S. army, 1813; professor of chemistry in 
Franklin Institute of Pennsylvania, 1826-32. Author of ' System of Chemistry for the 
use of Students in Medicine ;' and other medical works. 

BAC HE LET, Jean Louis Theodore, French writer, b. at Pissy-Pdville, 1820 ; 
studied at the schools of Rouen and Versailles, and entered l'Ecole Normale, 1840; 
graduated 1846 ; successively professor of history at the colleges of Havre, Chartres, and 
St Quentin, at Clermont, Ferraud, Contances, and Rouen. Published 4 The War of a 
Hundred Years,' 1852 ; ' The Catholic Kings of Spain, to Ferdinand and Isabelle,' 
1853. 

BACH MAN, John, American naturalist, b. in Duchess county, state of New York, 
1790 ; pastor of the German Lutheran Church at Charleston, South Carolina, for nearly 
fifty years. Author of 'Quadrupeds of North America;' 'Examination of Professor 
Agassiz's Sketch of the Natural Provinces of the Animal World, and their Relation 
to different Types of Men,' 1865 ; and other works. 
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BACK, Sir George, English navigator, b. at Stockport, 1796 ; entered the Royal Navy, 
1808 ; appointed to the Trent, lieut-commander John Franklin, 1818 ; sailed with Captain 
Franklin on the Arctic Expedition, 1819 ; lieutenant, 1821 ; commander of the expedition 
to discover Sir John Ross, 1833; appointed to the Terror, 1836; knighted, 1839; flag 
rank, 1857. Author of 1 Narrative of the Arctic Land Expedition to the Mouth of the 
Great Fish or Back River, and along the Shores of the Arctic Ocean, in 1833-35 and 
other works. 

BAECKER, Louis de, French archaeologist, h. at St Omer, April 16, 1814 ; studied 
law at Paris, and practised as barrister In his native town ; judge at Bergnes, 1844. 
Author of 'Chateau de la Motte aux Bois,' 1843; 'Analogic de la Langue des Goths et 
des Franks avec le Sanscrit,' 1858 ; ' Langue neerlandaise,' 1863 ; and other archaeo- 
logical and historical works. 

BAEHR, Johann Christian Felix, German ^philologist, b. at Darmstadt, June 13, 
1798 ; studied at Heidelberg ; titular professor of Classical Literature in the University 
of that town, 1826 ; chief librarian, 1883 ; superior inspector of the Lyceum. 1839 ; 
director of the Philological Seminary, 1845. Author of 'Herodotus,' Leipsic, 1832-34 ; 
edited the ' Annals of Heidelberg ;' and numerous historical and philological works. 

B AER, Charles Ernest de, Russian naturalist, b. in Esthonia, Feb. 17, 1792 ; 
studied medicine at the University of Dorpat ; professor of zoology at Konigsberg, 1819 ; 
appointed professor at the Academy of St. Petersburg, 1834 ; nominated correspondent 
of the French Academy of Sciences, 1858. Author of ' History of the Development of 
Animals,' Konigsberg,' 1828-37 ; * Researches on the History and Development of Fishes,' 
Leipsic, 1835 ; ' Studies on the Russian Empire,' St. Petersburg, 1856. 

BAGG ALLAY, Richard. English politician, b. 1S16; educated at Caius College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated B. A. 1839, and M.A. 1842 ; called to the bar at Lincoln's 
Inn, 1843 ; made a Q.C. 1861 ; returned M.P. for Hereford, 1865. 

BAGGE, Sir William, English politician, b. 1810; educated at the Charterhouse, 
and Balliol College, Oxford ; is a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for Norfolk ; made 
a baronet, 1867; M.P. for West Norfolk, 1837-57, and since 1865. 

BAGNALL, Charles, English politician, b. 1827; educated at King's College, 
London ; is a magistrate for Staffordshire and North Riding of Yorkshire ; returned 
M.P. for Whitby, 1865. I 

BAGOT, William Bagrot, Baron, English politician, b. 1811 ; studied at the 
University of Oxford; M.P. for Denbighshire from 1835 to 1852 ; was lord-in-waiting to 
the late Prince Consort ; succeeded his father, second baron, 1856. 

BAGWELL, John, English politician, b. 1811; educated at Winchester ; is a magis- 
trate for Waterford, and a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for the counties of Water- 
ford and Tipperary ; was high sheriff, 1834 ; M.P. for Clonmel since 1857. 

BAILEY, Crawshay, English politician, b. 1794; is a magistrate and deputy-lieu- 
tenant for the county of Glamorgan ; has been high sheriff of Monmouth and Brecon ; 
M.P. for Monmouth since 1852. 

BAILEY, Sir Joseph Russell, English politician, b. 1840; educated at Harrow, 
and Christ Church, Oxford ; is a magistrate for the counties of Hereford and Brecon ; 
high sheriff, 1864 ; deputy-lieutenant for Brecon and Radnor ; returned M. P. for Here- 
fordshire, 1865. 

BAILEY. Joseph Roosevelt, American Catholic priest, b. at New York, 1814 ; 
studied for the Protestant Episcopal Church ; embraced Catholicism, 1842, and entered 
the Seminary of St. Sulpice, at Paris; ordained priest, and returned to the United 
States, 1844 ; consecrated to the Bishopric of Newark, 1853. 

BAILEY, Philip James. English poet, b. at Nottingham, April 22, 1816; educated 
at various schools, and matriculated at the University of Glasgow, 1831 ; studied law, 
and admitted of Lincoln's Inn, 1835; called to the bar, 1840. Author of 'Festus,' 
London, 1839, seventh edition 1864; 'The Angel of the World,' 1850 ; 4 The Mystic/ 
1855 ; ' The Age,' 1858, and other works in verse and prose. 

BAILL ARGER, Jules Gabriel Francois. French physician, b. at Montbazon, 
1806; studied medicine at Paris; assistant at the Hospital of Saitpetriere, 1840; devoted 
principally to the treatment of nervous and mental diseases. 

BAILLIE, Henry James, English politician, b. 1804; is a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant for the county of Inverness ; was joint secretary of the Board of Control, 
1852 and 1858-59 ; M.P. for Inverness-shire since 1840. 

BAIN, Alexander, English writer, b. at Aberdeen, 1818; entered Marischal College 
1836; graduated M.A. 1840; assistant secretary to the Metropolitan Sanitary Couiiuis* 
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sioners, 1S47; examiner in logic and moral philosophy in the University of London, 
1857 to 1862 ; appointed crown professor of logic in the University of Aberdeen, I860. 
Author of 4 Moral Philosophy,' 1852 ; 'The Study of Character, including an Estimate of 
Phrenology,' 1861 ; and several scholastic works. 

BAINES, Edward, English politician, b. 1800 ; educated at the Protestant Dissenters' 
Grammar School, Manchester; M.P. for Leeds, in his brother's place, since 1869. 
Author of 'A Visit to the Vaudois of Piedmont;* 4 The Woollen Manufacture of Eng- 
land ;' and 4 The Life of the late Edward Raines.' 

BAIRD, Robert j American writer, b. at Fayette, county Pennsylvania, 1798. Author 
of * History of Temperance Societies,' 1836 ; ' A View of Religion in America,' Glasgow, 
1842; «The Christian Retrospect and Register,' New York, 1851; and contributions to 
American periodicals. 

BAIRD, Spencer, American naturalist, b. at Reading, "Pennsylvania, 1823; professor 
of natural science at Dickenson College, and assistant secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution. Editor and translator of the 4 Iconographie Encyclopaedia,' 1861 ; and 
author of various papers on zoology and natural history. 

BAITOR, J oh an Georp, Swiss philologist, b. at Zurich, 1801 ; studied at Munich, 
Gottingen, and Konigsberg ; protessor at the University of Zurich, 1827 ; resigned 1849. 
Published 4 Des Orateurs Attiques,' Zurich, 1837-60 ; the collected works of Plato, in 
21 vols. ; and other classical works. 

BAKE, John, Dutch philologist, b. at Leyden, Sept. 1, 1787; professor of Greek and 
Latin literature at the University of Leyden, 1815; member of the Institute of the 
Netherlands, lt>21 ; and of the Academy of Sciences, 1855. Author of 4 Posidonii Reliquiae,'

Among his numerous operas 
are 'The Bohemian Girl,' 4 The Daughter of St. Mark,' 'Satanella,' 'The Armourer of 
Nantes,' 4 Blanche de Nevers,' and 4 The Puritan's Daughter.* 

BALFOUR, John Hutton, English botanist, b. 1802; graduated M.A. and M.D. at 
Edinburgh, 1831 ; professor of botany at the University of Glasgow; secretary to the 
Royal Society, Edinburgh. Author of 'Manual of Botany;' 4 Phyto-Theology, or 
Botany and Religion ;' ' The Plants of Scripture ;' and other botanical works. 

BALFOUR I ER, Adolphe Paul Emile ; French painter, b. at Montmorency, 
August 11, 1816 ; studied law, and called to the bar at Paris. Exhibited, 1853-57, 4 Views 
of Porezza ;' 4 Mazeppa ;' 4 Bois de Pins au bord de la Mer,' 1864 ; and many others. 

BALLANTINE, William, English lawyer, b. 1808; called to the bar of the Inner 
Temple, 1834; madeaQ.C. 1863. 

BALTZER, Johan Baptist, German Catholic theologian, b. July 16, 1803, at Ander- 
nach on the Rhine ; studied at the University of Bonn, under Professor Hermes, 1823 
to 1827 ; professor of theology at Breslau, 1830-31 ; ecclesiastical examiner, 1844 ; and 
canon at Breslau, 1846. Author of 4 Theological Letters,' 1844-53 ; and numerous other 
theological works. 

BALTZER, WUhelm Eduard, German Protestant theologian, b. at Hohenleine, 
Prussia, Oct. 24, 1814 ; studied theology at the^Universities of Halle and Leipsic, 1834-38 ; 
Protestant minister of the town of Delitzch, 1840; resigned aud went to Nordhausen, 

11847 ; took part in the Parliament of Frankfort, 1848. Author of 4 The New Prophets, 
Discourses on their Life, Character, and Importance,' Leipsic, 1853 ; and other theo- 
logical works. 

BALUFFI, Gaetano, Italian author, b. at Ancona, March 29, 1788 ; secretary to Pope 
Gregory XVI.; bishop of Imola, Sept. 21, 1846; cardinal, Dec. 1846. Published 4 History 
of Religion in America,' Rome, 1848 ; 4 The Divinity of the Church of Rome,' 1858. 

BALZE, Jean E tienne Paul, French painter, b. in Rome, Aug. 25, 1815; studied 
in Paris at the School of Fine Arts, 1831 ; and, under M. Ingres, executed * The Combat 
between Fitz-James and Roderick Dhu, from the Lady of the Lake,' 1836; 4 La Lapida- 
tion de Saint Eticnne,' 1861 ; and other paintings. 
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BANCROFT, George, American politician and historian, b. at Worcester, Massachu- 
setts, Oct. 3, 1800 ; graduated with honours at Harvard College, 1817 ; studied at Gottin- 

Kn and Berlin, 1818 ; tutor of Greek in Harvard College ; collector at the Port of 
►8ton, 1838 to 1841 ; democratic candidate for governor of the State of Massachusetts, 
1844 : administrator of the Navy Department, 1845 ; minister-plenipotentiary to Great 
Britain, 1846 to 1849. Author of ' History of the United States,' first voL 1834, vol. viii. 
1860 ; contributor to the North American Review, and other works. 
BANVILLE, Theodore de, French poet, b. at Paris, 1820. Author of 'Les Nations,' 
an opera, 1851 ; "The Cousin of the King,' 1857; 'Scenes of my Life,' 1859; and a great 
number of dramas in verse and prose. 

BARAGUAY, D'Hilliers Achille, Comte de, French general, b. at Paris, 
8ept. 6, 1795; entered the army, 1807; became lieutenant, 1812; captain, 1814; captain 
of the Royal Guard, 1815; chief of a battalion, 1818; lieutenant-colonel, 1825; colonel, 
1830 ; governor of the Military School of St. Cyr, 1833 ; marechal de camp, Sept. 29, 1836 ; 
major-general, 1836 ; general of division, 1844 ; chief in command of troops in the third 
military division, 1851 ; vice-president of the Senate ; ambassador of France to Constan- 
tinople, 1853-54; field-marshal, Aug. 28, 1854. 

BARALT, Rafael Maria, American writer, b. at Maracnibo, Venezuela, at the 
beginning of the present century. Published 'History of Venezuela,' Paris, 1841 ; and 
other works.

BARBARA, Louis Charles. French novelist, b. at Orleans, 1822; studied at the 
College of his native town, anu at the College of Louis le Grand, Paris. Author of 
'Revue de Paris,' 1854; 'Histoires emouvantes,' 1865; *Ary Zang,' 1862; and other 
novels. 

BARBAROUX, Charles Ose', French magistrate, b. at Marseilles, Aug. 16, 1792 ; 
studied at the Lyceum of Louis le Grand, and at l'Ecole d'Aix; called to the bar of 
Ntmes, 1814; procureur-gcneral at Pondichery, 1830 ; councillor of state, 1852 ; senator, 
Feb. 8, 1858. Author of ' History of the United States,' 1824 ; and other works. 
BARBES, Armand, French politician, b. at Pointe a Pitre, Guadeloupe, Sept. 18, 
1809 ; studied law at Paris ; arrested for conspiring against the life of Louis Philippe, 
Aug. 1835; governor of the Luxembourg at the Revolution of 1S48; represented the 
department of Aude at the Constituent Assembly, 1848; arrested and sentenced to 
imprisonment for life, 1849; liberated by order of the Emperor. 1854. 

BAR BEY D'AUREVILLY, Jules, French journalist and novelist, b. at St. Sau- 
veur le Vicomti'8, 1811, Author of 4 L'Amour impossible,' 1841 : ' Dix neuvieme Siecle, 
les Homines et les CaJuvres,' 1861-63; *Le Chevalier Destouches,' 1864 ; and numerous 
works of fiction. 

BARRIER, Henri Angus te, French writer, b. at Paris, April 2S, 1805. Author 
of 'Les Mauvais Garcons,* 1S30 ; 1 II Pianto et Lazare,' 1837 ; ' Rimes Heroiqucs,' 1843. 
Translated Shakespeare's * Julius Ceasar' into French; and is the author of numerous 
satires. 

BAR BIER, Paul Jules, French dramatic writer, b. at Paris, 1822. Author of *Le 
Poet,' 1847 ; 'Voyage autour d'une jolie femme,' 1852 ; * La Rcine de Saba,' 1862; * La 
Fille d'Kgypte,' 1862 ; * Peines d'Araour perdues,' 1863 ; and numerous dramas. 

BARCLAY, Alexander Charles, English politician, b. 1823 ; educated at Harrow, 
and Trinity College, Cambridge; returned M.P. for Taunton, 1865. 

BARDELEBEN, Kurt Von, German politician, b. in Prussia, April 24, 1796 ; 
entered the army. 1813; manned the daughter of President Anerswald, at Konigsberg, 
1819 ; deputy of the nobles to the provincial Diet, 1834 : signed the petition addressed to 
the King Frederick William IV. 1840 ; envoy to the National Assembly at Frankfort, 
1848. 

BAR ns LEY, Sir James Lomax, English physician, b. at Nottingham, 1801; 
graduated M.D at Edinburgh, 1823; consulting physician to the Manchester Infirmary; 
fellow of the Royal College of Physicians, London ; deputy-lieutenant and magistrate 
for the county of Lancaster. Author of articles in the Cyclopaedia of Practical MtdUine, 
and ' Hospital Facts and Observations,' 1837. Knighted, 1853. 

BARGES, l'Abbe' Jean Joseph Leandro, French philologist, b. at Auriol, 
Bouche* du Rh6ne, Feb. 27, 1810; studied Arabic and Hebrew at Marseilles; ordained 
priest, 1834 ; professor of Arabic at Marseilles, 1837 ; and of Oriental languages at Paris, 
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1842 ; honorary canon of Notre-Dame, 1850. Author of ' Temple de Baal & Marseilles, 
Grand Phoenician Inscription,' 1847 ; and other works. 

BARING, Hon. Alexander Hugh, English politician, b. 1835: educated at 
Harrow, and Christ Church, Oxford; graduated B.A. 1857; M.P. for Thetford since 
1857. 

BARING, Henry Bingham, English politician, b. 1804 ; educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford; graduated B.A. 1825; M.P. for Callington, 1831-32; lord of the Treasury, 
1841-6 ; M.P. for Marllwrough since 1832. 

BARING, Hon. Thomas George, English politician, b. 1826; educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford ; was a lord of the Admiralty, 1857-58; appointed under secretary for 
India, 1859 ; under secretary for war, Jan. 1861 ; re-appointed to India Office, July, 1861 ; 
M.P. for Penrhyn and Falmouth since 1857. 

BARING, Thomas, English politician, b. 1800; educated at Winchester; M.P. for 
Yarmouth from 1835 to 1837 ; and for Huntingdon since 1844 ; ofTered the post of Chan- 
chellor of the Exchequer, which he declined, 1852 and 1858 ; one of the commissioners of 
the International Exhibition, 1862. 

BARKLY, Sir Henry, English administrator, b. in London, 1815; studied law; 
M.P. for Leominster, 1845 to 1849 ; governor aud commander-in-chief of British Guinea, 
1849; governor of Jamaica, 1853-56; governor of Victoria, 1856; governor of the Mau- 
ritius, 1863; K.L'.B. civil division, 1853. 

BARNABO, AlexandrOf Italian cardinal, b. at Foligno, March 2, 1801 ; held 
several offices in the Papal States, and elevated to the dignity of a cardinal priest, 
under the title of St. Susanna, 1856; prefect of the Sacred Congregation of the 
Propaganda. 

BARNARD, Henry, American scholastic writer, b. at Hartford, Connecticut, United 
States, 1811; graduated at Yale College, 1830. Author of 'School Architecture;' 
'Normal Schools in the United States, and in Europe;' 4 Reports on Common Schools 
in Connecticut,' 1838-54; and other publications on the system of public schools. 

BARNES, Rev. Albert. American theological writer, b. at Rome, State of New 
York, Dec. 1, 17i*8 ; studied theology at Princetown Seminary, and appointed minister 
of the first Presbyterian church in Philadelphia, 1830. Author of 'Commentaries on 
the New Testament, and on the Books of Job, Isaiah, and Daniel' 

BARNES, Thomas, English politician, b. 1813 ; is a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant 
for the county of Lancaster ; M.P. for Bolton, 1852-57, and since 1861. 

BARNES, Rev. William, English poet and philologist, b. at Rushhay, Bagber, 
Dorset, 1810; kept a school at Dorchester; curate of Whitcombe, Dorset, 1847 ; rector 
of Winterbourae Came, 1862. Author of 4 Poems of Rural Life in the Dorset Dialect ;' 
'A Philological Grammar :' ' Views of Labour and Gold ;' 4 A School-book of Geography 
and Ethnology;' and numerous philological and scholastic works. 

BARNETT, Henry, English politician, b. 1815 ; is a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant 
for Oxon, and major of Oxfordshire yeomanry cavalry ; M.P. for Woodstock, 1865. 

BARNI, Jules Romain, French writer, b. at Lille, Nord, June 1, 1818 ; studied at 
the Royal College of Amiens ; entered the Ecolo Normal, 1837 ; professor of philosophy 
at Rouen, 1851 ; professor of history and philosophy at the Academy of Geneva, 1861. 
Author of 4 Observations on the Sentiment of the Beautiful and the Sublime,' 1846 ; 
4 Philosophy of Kant.' 1850 ; 4 The Martyrs of Liberty of Thought,' 1862 ; and numerous 
metaphysical and critical works. 

BAROCHE, Pierre Jules, French statesman, b. at Paris, Nov. 8, 1802, the son of a 
merchant : studied jurisprudence, and became advocate in 1823 ; nominated batonnier 
of the bar of Paris, 1846; elected deputy for Rochefort, 1847 ; deputy to the Constituent 
Assembly for the department of Charentc infericure, 184N ; apj»ointed procurcur-general 
of the Republic, 1849 ; minister of the Interior, 1850-51 ; minister of Foreign Affairs, 
April 10 to Oct. 14, 1851 ; appointed president of the Council of State and minister, 1861 ; 
nominated minister of Justice and keeper of the Great Seal— Garde des Sccaux— 
June 24, 1863. 

BARON, Vincent Alfred, French actor and sculptor, b. atTrevoux, June 11, 1820 ; 
went to Paris, 1835 ; entered the School of Design and studied at the School of Fine Arts, 
1837 ; as a sculptor, he exhibited in 1848 several medals and portraits, 'Saiuson,' 
'Bauvalelt,' and many others; as an actor, he played in 4 Le Courrier de Lyon/ 
' Benvenuto Cellini,' and other pieces. 

BARRAULT, Emile, French writer, b. at Paris, 1802; called to the bar, 1830; repre- 
sentative of Algeria in the Legislative Assembly, 1850. Author of 4 Aux Artistes, du 
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Passe et de l'avcnir des Beaux Arts,' 1830 ; ' History of the War of Mehemet-Ali in 
Syria and Asia Minor,' 183d ; 1 Le Christ,' 1804 ; and numerous religious, historical, and 
political works. 

BARRIERE, Theodore, French dramatic writer, b. at Paris, 1823; assistant in the 
Ministry of War and Marine, 1834-43 ; devoted himself to dramatic literature ; first 
piece, 4 Rosiere et Norriee,' plaved at the theatre of Beaumarehais and nt the Palais 
Royal, 1842; 4 Filles de Marbre,' 1853; 4 Un Menage en Ville,' 1804; and many other 
dramas. 

BARRON, Sir Henry Winston, English politician, b. 1795 ; educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for the county of Waterford; was 
high sheriff, 1857 ; M. P. for Waterford, 1832 to 1852, and 1865. 

BARROT, Camille Hyacinthe Odillon, French statesman, b. atVillefort, Lozere, 
July 19, 1791 ; studied law, called to the bar, and practised at the Court of Cassation 
from 1S14 to 1831; entered the Chamber of Deputies, 1830; was prefect of the Seine, 
1830-31. Published 4 Centralization and its Effect*,' 1801. Took part in the conferences 
held in Paris in favour of Poland, 1804. 

BARROT, Ferdinand, French statesman, b. at Paris, Jan. 10, 1800 ; studied law, 
and called to the bar; member of the Chamber of Deputies, 1845 ; represented Algeria in 
the Constituent Assembly, 1848; secretary to Louis Napoleon when president, and acted 
as minister from Oct. 1*849 to March, 1850 ; ambassador to Turin, 1850-51 ; senator 
and municipal councillor of Paris, 1804. 

BARROT, Adolphe, French diplomatist, b. 1808, brother of the two preceding; envoy 
to Haiti ; consul-general in Egypt, and minister of the Republic t<» Lisbon, 1S30 to 
1849; envoy to Naples, 1851-53; envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary to 
Belgium, 1853, and ambassador to Madrid, 1858 ; senator, Oct. 5, 1804. 

BARRY, Rev. Alfred, English theological writer, b. 1820 ; studied at King's College, 
London, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; graduated B. A. 184S, and fellow, 184S ; ordained, 
1850; head master of the Grammar School at Leeds for eight years ; principal of Chel- 
tenham College, 1802. Author of 4 Introduction to the Old Testament,' 4 Notes on the 
Gospels. * 

BARRY, Charles Robert, English politician, b. 1824 ; educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin; graduated B.A. 1845, M.A. 1803 ; cnlled to the Irish bar, 1847; appointed law 
adviser to the Irish government, 1805 ; M.P. for Dungarvan, 1805. 

BARRY, Edward, English architect, brother of preceding, b. 1830; standing architect 
to the Houses of Parliament ; erected the New Grammar School at Leeds, and numerous 
other public buildings. 

BARRY, Francois Bernard, French painter, b. at Marseilles, 1815; studied at Paris 
under M. T. Gudin. Exhibited 4 Effct de brouillard,' 1840 ; 4 Arrivee des eaux de la Medi- 
terranee au lac Timsah,* 'Ceremony of Nov. 18, 1802,' 4 Thebes,' 4 Ruins of Karnac,' 
'Chonna,' 4 First Cataract of the Nile;' 1804, and numerous landscapes and marine 
paintings. 

BARRY, George Richard, English politician, b. 1825; educated at the Royal 
College of Mauritius; a magistrate for the county of Cork; returned M.P. for county 
of Cork, 1805. 

BARRY, Michael, English lawyer, b. 1810 ; educated in France, and at the Queen's 
University, Ireland, where he graduated D.L. 1800 ; called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 
1859 ; appointed Queen's advocate at the Gold Coast, 1804. 

BARRY, Sir Redmond, English administrator, b. 1813; educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin ; called to the Irish bar, 1838 ; solicitor-general for the colony of Victoria, 1850 ; 
judge in the Supreme Court there, 1851 : knighted, 1800 ; chancellor of the New Uni- 
versity at Melbourne. Published a volume of essays and inaugural addresses. 

BARTHE LEMY, Auguste Marseille, French poet, b. at Marseilles, 1790; 
studied at the College of Juilly. Author of 4 Les Adieux a Sidi-Mahmoud,' 1825; 
'Napoleon en Egypte,' 1828 ; 'Constantino,' 1837 ; 4 Nouvelle Nemesis,' 1844-45 ; 4 Les 
deux Marseilles,' 1858 ; aud many other poems and political satires. 

BARTHELEMY, SAINT HI LAI RE, Jules, French author, b. in Paris, Aug. 19, 
1805 ; member of the Institute ; attached to the Ministry of Finance ; appointed pro- 
fessor of Greek and Latin philosophy at the College of France, 1838 ; after the coup 
d'etat of Dec. 2 refused to take the oath, and voluntarily quitted his chair in the College 
of France. Author of 4 Politique d'Aristote,' 1838; 4 La Logique d'Aristote,' 1839-44 ; 
4 Des Vedas,' 1854 ; 4 Le Boudha et sa Religion, &c.' 1859 ; new edition, 1802 ; aud many 
other philosophical works. 
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BARTLETT, John Russell, American ethnologist, l>. at Providence, Rhode Island, 
Oct. 23, 1805 ; educated at New York and in different schools in Canada ; founded UK- 
American Ethnological Society with A. Gallatine ; secretary of state of Rhode Island. 
Author of 'Progress of Ethnology, &c.' 1S47; 'Personal Narrative of Explorations and 
Incidents in Texas, New Mexico, California, in the years 1850-53-54.' 

BARTTELOT, Walter Barttelot, English politician, b. 1820 ; educated at Rugby ; 
magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for Sussex, and lieutenant-colonel of Sussex rifle 
volunteers ; M.P. for West Sussex since 1860. 

BASCLE DE LAGREZE, Gustave, French magistrate and archaeologist, b. at 
Pau, Aug. 23, 1811 ; studied law at Paris, and called to the French bar, 1835; procureur- 
gencral at Pau, 1837; councillor at the Imperial Court in the same town, 1852. Author 
of 'Le Droit Criminal a 1* usage des Jures,' 1854 ; ' Antiquities of Beam,' 1846 ; 'Histoire 
Religieuse de la Bigorre,' 1868; and other archaeological works. 

BASS, Michael Arthur, English politician, b. 1837; educated at Harrow and 
Trinity College, Cambridge ; graduated B. A 1860, M. A. 1863 ; is a magistrate for Staf 
ford ; M.P. for Stafford, 1865. 

BASS, Michael Thomas, English politician, b. 1799; educated at Burton Grammar 
School ; deputy-lieutenant for the counties of Stafford and Derby ; M. P. for Derby since 
1848. 

BASSANO, Napoleo-i -Joseph- Hurries Maret, Duke of, French diplomatist, 
b. at Paris, July 3, 1803; entered the diplomatic service after the Revolution of July, 
1830, as secretary to the ambassador at Brussels ; accredited minister in the Grand 
Duchy of Baden, 1849, and in Belgium, 1851 ; senator, Dec. 31, 1852; grand chamberlain 
to the imperial palace. 

BASSANVILLE, Anais Lebrun, Comtesse de, French authoress, b. 1806; 
founded Le Mouiteur des Dames et des Demoiselle* and Le. Dimanche des Families. 
Author of 'Aventures d' une Kpingle,' 1845 ; 'Les Deux Families,' 1859; ' La Chambrc 
Rouge,' 1863 ; and other works. 

BASTARD D'ESTANG, Henri-Bruno, Vicomte de, French magistrate, b. at 
Paris, Nov. 14, 1797 ; studied law and was called to the bar ; procureur-tjeneral at 
Alenyon, 1820; at Puy, 1822; at Nimes, 1825; councillor of the Royal Court at Paris, 
1833. Author of ' Recherches sur l'ancien duche pairie de Randan,' 1830; ' Parliament 
de Toulouse,' 1854 ; 'Les Parlements de France, Essai historique sur leur Usages, leur 
Organisation, Ac' 1858. 

BASTIDE, Jules, French writer and politician, b. at Paris, Nov. 21, 1800; studied at 
Paris, and became editor of the National ami the Rente Rationale, 1836 to 1847 ;

1850 ; and several dramas and works of fiction.

BATES, Edward, American lawyer, b. at Goochland, Virginia, 1793 ; studied law at, 
St. Louis, 1814 ; called to the bar, 1817 ; attorney -general in President Lincoln's 
Cabinet, 1861. 

BATESON, Sir Thomas, English politician, b. 1819; is a deputy-lieutenant for 
the county of Londonderry; M.P. for Londonderry, 1844 to 1857 ; was a lord of the 
Treasury in 1852; M.P. for Devizes since 1864. 

BATHURST, Allen Alexander, English politic! .n. 1.. 1832; educated at Eton, and 
, Trinity College, Cambridge ; M.P. for Cirencester since 1&-77. 

BATTAILLE, Charles Amable, French musical writer, b. at Nantes, Sept. 30, 
1822 ; studied medicine at Caen, and obtained the diploma of M.D. ; professor of singing

BAUERLE, Adolphe, German dramatic author, b. at Vienna, April 9,1786; founded, 
1808, the Theatrical Journal of Vienna. Author of 4 Theresa Krones/ 1854-55 ; 4 Ferdinand 
Raymond,' 1855 ; 4 Director Karl/ 5 vols. 1856. 

BAUER NFELDj Eduard, German poet and dramatic author, b. at Vienna, 1804; 
studied law ; employed in the administration of the Austrian government, 1826. 
Author of 'Lustpiele/ 1833 ; 4 Saemtliche Gedichte von Shakespeare/ 1827; ' Baron 
Ringelstern/ 1829; 4 Ein Deutscher Krieger,' 1848 ; and other poems and dramas. 

BAU M GARTNER, Karl Heinrich, German physician, b. at Pforzheim, Riden, 
Oct. 21, 1798 ; studied at the Universities of Tubingen and Heidelberg ; graduated M.I). 
1818 ; surgeon, 1820 to 1824 ; professor of medicine, University of Friburg ; privy coun- 
cillor of the Grand Duke of Baden. Published 4 Elements of Physiology, Pathology, <fcc.' 
1837, second edition 1842 ; 4 New Treatment of Pneumonia/ 1850 ; and many other 
medical works.

BAUR, Ferdinand Christian, German Protestant theologian, b. June 21, 1792 ; 
professor at the Seminary of Blaubeuren, 1817 ; at the University of Tubingen, 18'Jtf. 
Published 'Symbolical, Mythological, and Natural Religion of Antiquity/ 1825 ; 4 The 
Evangel of St. Mark, its Origin and Character/ 1851 ; and other theological works. 

fiAUTAIN, l'Abbe Lotus Eugenie Marie, French author, b.at Paris, Feb. 17, 
1796; entered the Ecole Normale, 1813; professor of theology at the College of Stras- 
bourg, 1816 ; entered holy orders, and appointed professor of philosophy, and canon of 
Strasbourg cathedral, 1828. Author of 'Moral Philosophy/ 1842; 'Christians of our 
Time/ 1859 ; 'The Art of Public Speaking,' 1863. 

BAVA, Jean Baptiste Euse be, Baron de, Italian general, b. atVerceil, Aug. 
1790 ; studied at the Military School of St. Cyr, and became lieutenant, 1814 ; captain 
and major, 1840; governor of the province of Alexandria, 1847; commanded a corps 
d'anneeon the declaration of war with Austria, 1848; general, 1848; minister of war, 
1849; inspector-general of infantry, 1852; organized the army for the expedition to 
Crimea, 1855. 
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BAXTER, William Edward, English politician, b. at Dundee, 1825 ; studied at 
Dundee, and at the University of Edinburgh; travelled in Europe and America ; M.P. 
for Montrose since 1855. Author of 'Tagus and the Tiber,' 1848 ; 'America and the 
Americans,' 1850. 

BAZA I NE, Francois Achille, French general, b. Feb. 13, 1811 ; studied in the 
Eeole Polytechnique ; entered the army, 1831 ; served in Africa, 1832 ; captain, 1831* :

BAZLEY, Thomas, English politician, b. at Hilton, near Bolton, 1707 ; educated at 
Bolton Grammar School ; opened the free trade campaign at Liverpool with Cobden and 
Brooks, 1837 ; president of Manchester Chamber of Commerce from 1845 to 1850; one of 
the Royal Commissioners of Great Exhibition of 1851 ; M.P. for Manchester since 1858. 

BEACH, Sir Michael Edward Hicks, English politician, b. 1837; educated 
at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford ; graduated B.A. 1858, and M A. 1861 ; is a magis- 
trate and deputy-lieutenunt for Gloucestershire; retrned M.P. for East Gloucestershire, 
1864. 

BEACH, William Wither Brainstem, English politician, b. 1826 ; educated at 
Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford ; graduated B.A. 1840, and M.A. 1852 ; is a magistrate 
for Hants ; M.P. for Hants since 1857. 

BEAL, Rev. William, English author, b. 1815; educated at King's College, London, 
and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. ; vicar of Brooke, Norfolk, 
since 1847; LL.D. from the University of Aberdeen. Author of 'The Nineveh Monu- 
ments and the Old Testament ; ' 'A Letter to the Earl of Albemarle on Harvest Homes ; ' 
editor of West of England Magazine. 

BE ALE , Lionel, English physician, b. 1820 ; graduated M. B. at the University of 
London, 1851. Author of "The Microscope in its Application to Practical Medicine;' 
'Anatomy of the Liver;' and other medical works. 

BEAUCH AMP, Henry Lypron, Earl of, English politician, b. 1820; entered the 
army, 1843; M.P. for Worcestershire, 1853-63; deputy-lieutenant of Worcesteishire, 
1850; succeeded his father, fourth earl, 1863. 

BEAUCH ESN E, Alcide Hyacinthe Dn Bois de, French writer, b. at Lorient, 
March 31, 1804 ; studied at Noyou and at Douai. Author of 4 Poetical Souvenirs,' 1830; 
'Louis XVII., his Life, Agony, and Death,' 1852, third edition 1861. 

B EAUFORT.D' HAUTPOU L , Charles Marie Napoleon, French general, 
b. at Naples, 1804; studied at the Military School of St. Cyr, 1820-24 ; went with the 
expedition to Algeria, 1830; stuff-major to Ibrahim Pasha, 1834-37; attache of the 
embassy to Persia : served in Algeria, 1848 ; lieutenant-colonel and stall-major to 
General Pelissier, 1840; colonel, 1850; general of brigade, 1854; commander of the 
expedition to Syria, 1860.

General Lee at the end of the civil war, 1865. 

BEAUVAU, Charles Juste Francois Victurnien, Prince of Craon,

councillor-general of the Meurthe, 1852. 

1800; educated at St. Edmund's Ball, 
Oxford, and graduated B. A. 1824; successively curate of Leigh, Staffordshire, and vicar 
of Welford, Northamptonshire ; professor of divinity at the University of Toronto, 1842.

BECH STEIN, Ludwijr, German writer, b. in the duchy of Saxe-Meiningen, Nov. 28, 
1801. Author of * Der Fiirstentag,' 1834 ; * Grumbach,' 1839 ; ■ Philidor,' 1842 ; 4 Wollen 
und Werden,' 1850 ; and other works of fiction. 

BECK, Karl, German poet, b. at Baja, Hungary, 1817 ; studied medicine at the 
Universities of Vienna and Leipsic Author or 'Night,' 1S38; 'Songs of a Poor Man,' 
1846 ; .' Saul,' a tragedy ; and. other works. 

BECKER, Johan Philipp, German writer and politician, b. at Frankenthal, Bavaria, 
March 19, 1809. Author of 'History of the Revolution of May, 1S49 ;' and several 
political works. 

BECQUEREL, Antoine Ce sar, French physician, b. at Chatillon sur Loing, 
Loiret, March t, 1788; quitted the Polytechnic School as officer of engineers, 1S08 ; 
served in Spain under General Suchet; inspector of the Polytechnic School, 1S13 ; 
quitted the army, 1815; member of the Academy of Sciences, and professor of physics 
in the Museum of Natural History, Paris. Author of ' Treatise on Electricity and Mag- 
netism,' 1834-40 ; ' Treatise on Electro Chemistry ;' and other works. 

BECTIVE, Thomas, Earl Of, English politician, b. 1822, eldest son of second • 
Marquis of Headfort, in the peerage of Ireland ; state-steward to Lord Eglinton when 
lord-lieutenant of Ireland, in 1S52 ; high sheriff of Meath ; M.P. for Westmoreland 
since 1854. 

BEDFORD, Paul, English comedian, b. at Bath, 1798; first appearance in London, at 
Drury Lane, Nov. 2, 18"J4. Author of ' Recollections and Wanderings,' 1804. 

BEECHER, Catherine Esther, American authoress, b. at East Hampton, Ix>wer 
Illinois, 1800; educated at Lichfield, U.S.; principal of a school at Cincinnati. Author 
of 'Duty of American Women to their Country ;' 'The True Remedy for the Wrongs 
of Women,' 1851 ; 'Common Sense applied to Religion,' 1857. 

BEECHER, Rev. Charles, American theological writer, b. 1810; pastor of a church 
at Newark, New Jersey. Author of 'The Incarnation; or, Pictures of the Virgin ami 
her Son,' 1849 ; 'Review of Spiritual Manifestations,' 1853 ; ' Pen Pictures of the Bible,'

BEECHER, Rev. Henry Ward, American writer and orator, b. at Lichfield, Con- 
necticut, United States, 1813; graduated at Amherst College, 1834 ; studied theology at 
Lane Seminary; presbyterian minister at Laurenceburg, Indiana, 1837^ removed to 
Indianapolis, 18.J9 ; pastor of Flymouth Church, Brooklyn, New York, 1S47. Author 
of 'The Star Papers,* 1858 ; ' Life Thoughts,' 1858; and other works. 

BEECROFT, Georire Skirrow, English politician, b. 1809 ; a magistrate and deputy, 
lieutenant for West Riding of Yorkshire ; M.P. for Leeds since 1857. 

BEGBIE, Matthew, English colonial judge, b. 1825 ; educated at St Peter's College, 
Cambridge ; called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, Nov. 1844 ; appointed judge in British 
Columbia, Sept. 1858. 

BEISIiER, Hermann von, Gennan politician, b. at Bensheira, 1790 ; served in the 
war of independence, 1813-15 ; minister of Justice of Bavaria, 1847, and minister of 
Public Instruction, 1848 ; member of the National Assembly at Frankfort, 1848 ; minister 
of the Interior, 1849 ; Bavarian councillor of state, and president of the 8upreme Court. 

BEKE, Charles Tilstone, English traveller, b. in London, Oct. 10, 1800 ; studied 
law at Lincoln's Inn ; acting British Consul in Saxony, 1836 to 1838 ; secretary of the 
National Association for Protection of British Industry and Capital in London, 1849 to 
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1853. Author of ' An Essay on the Nile and its Tributaries,' 1847 ; 4 On the Geographical 
Distribution of Languages in Abyssinia,' 1849 ; ' Sources of the Nile, with History of 
Nilotic Discovery,' 1860. 

BEKKER, Emmanuel, German philologist, b. at Berlin, 1785; finished his studies 
at Halle ; professor of Greek literature at Berlin since 1807 ; member of the Berlin 
Academy of Sciences. Author of 4 Attic Orators,' 1823 ; 4 Sextus Empiricus,' 1842. 

BELBEUF, Antoine Louis Pierre Joseph Godard, Marquis de, French 
statesman, b. at Rouen, Oct. 20, 1791 ; councillor-auditor to the Court at Pans, 1814 ; 
first president at the Court at Lyons, 1829; member of the Chamber of Peers, 1837 ; 
appointed senator, 1852. 

BELCHER, Sir Edward, English navigator, b. 1799; entered the navy, 1812; pre 
sent at the battle of Algiers ; assistant-surveyor to Captain Beeehy in the Blossom, 1824 ; 
commander, 1829; in command of the Etna, 1S30; commander ofl the Terror and Erebus 
for Arctic service, 1833 ; commander of the Sulphur from 1836 to 1842 ; knighted, 1843 ; 
captain of the Samarung in the East Indies, 1843-49; commanded the expedition in 
search of Sir John Franklin, 1852 to 1854; obtained Hag rank, IStil. Author of several 
4 Narratives ' descriptive of his voyages, of various nautical works, and of a sea romance 
entitled 4 Horace Edward Breutou.' 

BELCREDI, Count Richard, Austrian statesman, b. Feb. 12, 1823 ; president of 
the civil administration of Silesia, 1862-63 ; vice-president of the Bohemian government, 
1863-64; governor of Bohemia, May 27, 1864, to July 27, 1865; appointed minister of 
state and president of the Council of Ministers, July 27, 1865. 

BELGIOJOSO, Christine Trivulzio, Princess of, Italian authoress, b. at 
Milan, June 28, 1808; daughter of the Marquis of Trivulzio; married to Prince Emile di 
Barbian e Belgiojoso, 1824. Author of 'Asia Minor and Syria,' 1858; 'Scenes in the 
Life of a Turk ;' and othsr works. 

BEL HAVEN and STE N TON, Robert Montgomery Hamilton. Baron, 

Scottish statesman, b. at Wishaw-house, Lanark, 1793 ; commissioner of the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland ; obtained the title of Baron Hamilton and seat in 
the House of Lords, 1831 ; lord-lieutenant of the county of Lanark, 1863. 

BELL, John, American politician, b. at Nashville, Tennessee. 1791; elected to the 
House of Congress, 1827 to 1841 ; senator, 1847 to 1859 ; candidate for the presidency 
of the United States, 1860. 

BELL, Sir John, English general, b. at Bonytoun, Fife, 1782; entered the army, 1805 ; 
major-general and governor of Guernsey, 1848 to 1854; colonel, 1853; general, 1860; 
Knight of the Bath, 1860. 

BELL, John, English sculptor, b. in Norfolk, 1812. Exhibited at the Royal Academy, 
1832, 'Girl at a Brook ;' executed the 4 Eagle Slayer,' 18:j7 ; 4 The Child's own Attitude,' 
1845; 'The Guards' Memorial,' 1860; and numerous other statues and works of 
sculpture. 

BELL, Thomas, English naturalist, b. at Poole, Dorset, Oct. 11, 1792 ; entered Guy's 
Hospital, 1814 ; fellow of Ljnmean Society, 1815 ; president of the Ray Society, 1859 ; 
professor of zoology at King's College. London, 18^2 ; lecturer at Guy's Hospital from 
1816 to 1860. Author of 'The Anatomy and Diseases of the Teeth ;' 4 Natural History of 
British Reptiles ;' and other works on natural history. 

BELLANGE, Joseph Louis Hippolyto, French historical painter, b. at Paris. 
Jan. 17, 1800. Exhibited 'The Battle of the Alma,' 1855; 4 Two Friends,' 4 Sebastopol, ' 
1855 ; and other paintings. 

BELLET, Benjamin Louis, French writer, b. at Paris, Nov. 7, 1805. Author of 
'Queen of Frauce,' 1839; 4 Le Timbre et l'Exposition Univeisel,' 1855; and other 
works. 

BELLOWS, Rev. Henry Whitney, American author, b. at Boston, U.S. June 10, 
1814 ; graduated at Harvard College, 1832 ; and at the University School of Cambridge, 
U.S. 1834 ; pastor of First Congregational Society, New York, 1838. Author of 4 Defence 
of the Drama,' 1857 ; and other works. 

BELMONTET, Louis, French poet and politician, b. at Montauban, March 26, 1799. 
Author of 4 Les Tristes,' 1824 ; 4 Le Souper d'Auguste,' 1828 ; ' Les Nombres d'or,' 1855 ; 
' Le Luxe des Femmes et la Jeuuesse de l'Epoque,' 1858 ; and other poems and political 
works. 

B ELMORE, Somerset Richard Lowry Corry, Earl of, English statesman, 
b. 1&15; eldest son of the third Earl of Belmore. in the peerage of Ireland; educated 
at Eton and Trinity College, Cambridge, and graduated M.A. 1856 ; elected representa-

BENEDEK, Louis, Austrian general; b. at Oldenburg, Hungary, 1804; entered the 
Austrian army as a cornet, 1822 ; colonel, 1843 ; brigadier-general, 1849; governor of 
Hungary, 1860 ; commander-in-chief of the Austrian army in Italy, 1864 ; commander- 
in-chief in the war against Prussia, 1866. 

BENEDICT, Jules, English composer, b. at Stuttgart, Wiirtemberg, Nov. 27, 1804 ; 
produced his first English opera, 'The Gipsy's Warning,' 1838; accompanied Jenny Lind 
to America, 1850; composed 'The Lily of Killarney,' 1862 ; 4 Richard Coeur de Lion,' 
1863 ; * 8t. Peter,* for the Norwich Festival, 1866. 

BEN FEY, Theodore, German philologist, b. at Northen, near Gottingen, Jan. 28, 
1809 ; educated at Gottingen and Munich ; professor of Sanscrit and comparative grammar 
at Gottingen, 1834. Author of 'The Names of the Months in use among Ancient Na- 
tions,' 1836 ; 'The Cruciform Inscriptions of Persia,' 1847; 'Handbook of the Sanscrit 
Tongue,' 1852-54 ; and other philological works. 

BENNETT, William Sterndale, English composer, b. at Sheffield, 1816 ; studied 
at the Royal Academy of Music; professor of music at Cambridge, 1856. Composed 
'Naiades;' 'The Merry Wives of Windsor;' 'Paradise and the Peri;' and many , 
others. 

BENNETT, Rev. William James Early, English theological writer, b. 1805 ; 
studied at Christ Church. Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1827; incumbent of Portmon 
Chapel, and St. Paul's, Knightsbridge, till 1851 ; vicar of Frome Author of ' Principles 
of the Book of Common Prayer ;' ' Errors of Romanism ;' ' Lives of the Fathers of the 
Church of the Fourth Century ;' and other works. 

BENNETT, William Cox, English poetical writer, b. at Greenwich, 1820. Author 
of 'War Songs,' 1855 ; 'Queen Eleanor's Vengeance, and other Poems,' 1857; 'The 
Worn Wedding Ring,' 1861 ; and other works. 

BENSON, Sir John, English civil engineer, b in Sligo, 1812: architect of the 
Great Industrial Exhibition of Dublin, 1852. Knighted at the opening of the Exhibi- 
tion. 

BE NTINCK, George Augustus Frederick Cavendish, English politician, 
b. 1821 ; educated at Westminster ; called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn, 1846 ; M.P. for 
Taunton, 1859 to 1865; M.P. for Whitehaven, 1865. 

BENTLEY, Robert, English botanist, b. 1820 ; member of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, 1847 ; professor of botany at King*s College, London, and professor of 
materia medica and botany in the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain.

BERESFORD, Dennis William Pack, English politician, b. 1818 ; educated at 
the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich ; appointed second lieutenant, R. A. 1SH6; captain, 
1846 : retired, 1854 ; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for the county of Carlow ; high 
sheriff, 1S56 ; M.P. for county of Carlow since 1862. 
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BERESFORD-HOPE, Alexander James, English politician, b. 1S20; educated 
at Harrow, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; graduated B. A. 1841, M.A. 1844; iH a 
magistrate for Kent; M.P. for Maidstone, 1841-52 and 1857-59, and for Stoke-on- 
Trent, 1865-68; returned M.P. for Cambridge University, 1868.

BERGK, Theodore, German author, b. at Leipsic, May 22, 1812; professor of Latin 
at Halle, 1835 ; professor at Berlin, 1839, and at Cassel, 1840 ; professor of philosophy 
at Marboug, 1842 to 1847; professor at Friebourg, 1852. Author of •Anacreon,* 1834; 
4 Fragments of Aristophanes,' 1840 ; and several other works on c lassical literature. 

BERIOT, Charles August de, Belgian violinist, b. at Louvain, Belgium, Feb. 20, 
1802; studied at Paris; married Madame Malibran, 1836. Composed 'The Siege o! 
Corinth,' and other concert pieces. 

BERKELEY, Francis Henry Fitz-Hardinere, English politician, b. 1704, 
younger son of the tilth Earl of Berkeley ; educated at Christ Church, Oxford ; M.P. for 
Bristol since 1837 

BERKELEY, Hon. George Charles Grantly Fitz-Hardinge, English 
author, b. 1800 ; entered the Coldstream Guards, 1810, but retired from the service in 
1821; M.P. for the Western Division of Gloucestershire, 1832 to 1847. Author of 
4 Berkeley Castle,' 1836 ; 4 Love at the Lion ; ' and other works of fiction and miscel- 
laneous writings. 

BERKELEY, George, English colonial administrator, b. 1815; appointed colonial 
secretary and comptroller of customs, Honduras, 1845; lieutenant governor of St. Vincent, 
April, 1864. 

BERKELEY, Rev. Miles Joseph, English botanist, b. at Biggin, 1803 ; educated 
at Rugby, and Christ's College, Cambridge ; graduated, 1825 ; incumbent of two parishes 
near Wansford, Northamptonshire, and rural dean forOundle and Weldon, 1833. Author 
of 4 English Flora,' 1836 ; 'Antarctic and New Zealand Flora,' 1860. 

BERNARD, Aristide Martin, French politician, b. at Montbrison, Loire, 8ept. 17, 
1808; fought at the barricades, and condemned to deportation, May, 1839; liberated, 
1848 ; refugee in Switzerland after 1849. Author of ' Dix Ans de Prison au Mont 
8t Michel, et a la Citadelle de Doullens,' 1854. 

BERNARD, Claude, French physician, b. at St. Julien, near Villefranche, July 12, 
1813 ; studied in Paris ; M.D 1843 ; elected to the Academy of Sciences, 1855 ; professor 
of experimental physiology at the Paris University, 1856. Author of 4 Lessons on Phy- 
siology, experimental and applicable to Medicine,' 1855 ; and other medical works. 

BERNARD, Hon- Henry Boyle. English politician, b. 1812; magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant for county of Cork, and colonel of South Cork light infantry; M.P. for 
Bandon since 1863. 

BERNARD, William Bayle, American dramatist, b. at Boston, United States, 
1808.

BERNERS, Right Hon. Henry William Wilson, Baron, English agri- 
culturist, b. 1797 ; educated at Eton, and Emmanuel College, Cambridge ; succeeded to 
the title, 1851 ; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for Iieicestershire ; president of the 
Royal Agricultural Society of England, 1859, and of Smithtield Club, 1860, 1861. 

BERNHARD, Karl Saint Aubin, Danish novelist, b. early in the present 
century. Author of 4 The Chronicles of the Times of King Eric of Pomcrania,' 1850 ; 
4 Christian VII. and his Court,' 1847 ; aud other works of fiction. 

BERNSTORFF, Arthur, Count von, Prussian diplomatist, b. at Berlin, Feb. 21, 
1808 ; entered the diplomatic service, 1831 ; took part in the conference of London on 
Dano-German question, 1864 ; ambassador from the court of Prussia to Great Britain.

BESSBOROUGH, John George Brabazon Ponsonby, Earl, English 
diplomatist, b. in London, 1809 ; studied at Trinity College, Cambridge ; entered House 
of Commons, 1831 ; ambassador at St. Petersburg, 1833 ; succeeded his father, fourth earl, 
in the title and seat in the House of Lords, 1847 ; lord-lieutenant of Carlow, 1838 ; 
master of the buckhounds to the Queen, 1859. 

BEUST. Friederich Ferdinand, Baron von, Austrian statesman, b. at Dresden, 
Jan. 13, 1809; educated for the diplomatic career; secretary of Legation for Saxony in 
England, 1836-38; in France, 1838-41 : in Bavaria, 1*48 ; minister of Foreign AtTairs of 
the kingdom of Saxony, Feb. 1849 till Sept. 1866 ; appointed minister of Foreign Affairs 
of the Austrian monarchy, Oct. 30, 1866; president of the Council of Ministers, Feb. 24, 
1867 ; invested, by decree of the Emperor, with the title of Reichskanzler, or chancellor 
of the empire, July 1, 1867.

1830 ; secretary of General Assembly, 1841 ; hospodar of Wallachia, 1843 ; resigned and 
retired to Vienna, 1848. 

BICKERSTETH, Ven. Edward, English theological writer, b. at Acton, Suffolk, 
1814; studied at Cambridge, and graduated B.A. 1832 ; studied theology at Durham Uni- 
versity, and ordained 1839; vicar of Aylesbury, and archdeacon of Buckingham, 1853. 
Author of 'God's Judgments in India ; a Warning to England ;' and other works. 

BIDDER, George Parkes, English civil engineer, b. 1800; one of the engineers of 
the Blackwall Railway, and the Electric Telegraph Company ; president of the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers, 1860-61.

and Christ Church, Oxford ; lord lieutenant of Denbigh, and colonel of Denbigh militia ; 

M.P. for Denbigh, 1830-32 ; M.P. for Denbighshire, 1832-34, and since 1852. 
BIEDERMANN, Friederich Karl, German philosopher and politician, b. 

Sept. 25, 1812 ; professor of philosophy at the University of Leipsic, 1838. Author of 

• Fundamental Philosophy,' 1837 ; ' The German Parliament,' 1848; and several political 

and philosophical works. 
BIGSBY, Robert, English writer, b. at Nottingham, 1806. Author of ' Visions of the 

Times of Old, or the Antiquarian Enthusiast,' 1848 ; 4 Ombo,' 1853.

BILLING, Archibald, English physician, b. in Ireland, 1791 ; educated at Trinity

University, and examiner for degrees in medicine. Author of 1 First Principles of Medi- 
cine/ and other medical works. 

BINGHAM, Lord George, English politician, b. 1830; educated at Rugby; 
appointed captain and lieutenant-colonel of Coldstream Guards, 1859 ; retired, 1860 ; 
was aide-de-camp to his father in the Eastern expedition, 1854; returned M.P. for the 
county of Mayo, 1865. 
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BINNEY, Rev. Thomas, English theological writer, b. at Newcastle-on-Tyne, 1799 ; 
educated at Wymondlev College ; miuister of Independent Chapel at Newport, Isle of 
Wight, 1825 ; pastor of Weigh House Chapel, Fish Street Hill, London, 1829. Author of 
'Dissent not Schism ;' 'The Closet and the Church ;' and other writings. 

BIRCH, Rev. Henry Mildred, English clergyman, b. 1820 ; educated at Eton, 
and King's College, Cambridge, and graduated B.A. 1843 ; assistant-master at Eton, 1845 
to 1851 ; took holy orders, and became rector of Prestwich, near Manchester, 1852 ; 
chaplain to the Queen and to the Prince of Wales.

potentiary at the Diet of Frankfort, 1851-59 ; ambassador to the Court of St. Peters- 
burg, 1859-62; ambassador to the Emperor of the French, May, 1862 ; Prussian minister 
of Foreign Affairs, and chief of the Cabinet, Sept. 28, 1862 ; chancellor of the North 
German Confederation, July 14, 1867. 

BLAAUW, William Henry, English antiquarian, b. 1793; educated at Eton, and 
Christ Church, Oxford, and graduated, 1813; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for 
Sussex. Author of ' The Baron's War,' 1844 ; and other works. 

BLACK ALL, Samuel Wensley, English colonial administrator, b. 1820; M.P. 
for the county of Longford, 1847 to 1851 ; lieutenant-governor of Dominica, 1851 to 1857 ;

BLANC, Louis, French author and politician, b. at Madrid, Oct. 28, 1813; founded 
the Revue du Progres, 1838 ; member of the Provisional Government of France, 1848 ; 
one of the representatives of Paris to the National Assembly, 1848; went into exile to 
England, 1849. Author of 'Histoire des Dix Ans, 1830-40,' 4 vols. Paris, 1841; 'Histoire 
de le Revolution franchise,' 10 vols. ib. 1852-62 ; * Lettres but l'Angleterre,* 2 vols. 
1866-67; and numerous other historical and political works.

1708; educated at Eton, 
and Christ Church, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1818; entered the diplomatic service as 
attache at Vienna, 1820 ; envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary to Stockholm, 
1835; minister plenipotentiary to Hauover, 1838-56. 

BLOOMFIF.LD, Right Hon. John Arthur Douglas. Lord, English diplo- 
matist, b. 1802; entered the diplomatic service, 1818; envoy extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary to St. Petersburg, 1844 ; to Berlin, 1851 ; ambassador at Vienna, 1860. 

BLUHME, Christian Albert, Danish statesman, b. at Copenhagen, Dec. 27,1794; 
judge of the Court of Appeal. 1822; minister for the Colonies, 1823 to 1825; director- 
general of Customs, 1843 ; minister of the Interior, 1851 ; president of the Council of 
Ministers, 1852-53 ; minister of Foreign Affairs, and president of the Council of Ministers,

Author of 4 On 
the Watch Tower,* 1847; 'The Pilgrimage of the Flower Spirits,' 1851. Translated the 
poems of Shakespeare, Byron, Pope, 1842 ; Milton, 1846 ; Ossian, 1847 ; and many others, 
into German. 

BOETTIGER, Karl Wilhelxn, German historian, b. at Bautzen, Aug. 15, 1790; 
studied at Weimar. Goths, Ijeipsic, and Gbttingen ; professor at the University of Leipsic, 
1819; professor of literature and history at the University of Erlangen.

BONAPARTE, Prince Louis Lucien, English philologist, b. in Worcestershire, 
Jan. 4, 1813 ; second son of Lucien, brother of Napoleon I. ; entered France after the 
Revolution of 1848; returned deputy to the Constituent Assembly for Corsica, 1849; 
French senator, Dec. 1852. Published, at his own press, in Bayswater, London, several 
works in the Basque language; the 'Parable of the Sower,' iu seventy-two European 
languages and dialects ; and numerous other philological works. 

BOND, William Cranch, American astronomer, b. at Portland, Maine, 1789; one of 
the earliest American discoverers of the comet of 1811 ; astronomical observer to Har- 
vard College, 1840. Author of parts of 'Annals of the Observatory of Harvard College,* 
for 1855-66. 

BONHAM, Sir Samuel Georgre, English colonial administrator, b. 1803 ; was 
governor ot Prince of Wales Island, Singapore, and Malacca, 1837-47 ; governor and com- 
mander-in-chief of Hong Kong and its dependencies, and plenipotentiary and chief 
superintendent of British trade in China, from March, 1848, to April, 1854 ; created a 
baronet, Nov. 22, 1852. 

BONHEUR, Rosa, French animal painter, b. at Bordeaux, March 22, 1822; painted 
'Chevies et Moutons,' 1839 ; ' Labouragc Nivernais,' 1849; 'Horse Fair,' at the French 
Exhibition of pictures in London, 1855 ; ' Haymaking Season in Auvergne,' 1855 ; and 
numerous other pictures of the same c'ass. 

BONHEUR, Auguste, French painter, b. at Bordeaux, Nov. 4, 1824, brother of the 
preceding ; painted ' Les Enfants aux Hannetons,' 1845 ; ' Souvenir de la basse Bre- 
tagne,'1857 ; ' Le Combat, la Mer, le Ruisseau,' 1S63 ; and other paintings. . 

BONHEUR Jules, Isidore, French sculptor, b. at Bordeaux, May 15, 1827;

•Hercule et les Chevuux do Diomede,' 1855; 'Z6bre et la Panthere,' 1853; 'Enfants et 
Chiens ;' * Un Jockey,' 1864. 

BON JEAN, Louis Bernard, French politician, b. at Valence, Drdme, Dec. 4, 1804; 
called to the bar ; LL. D. 1830 ; advocate-general to the Court of Cassation, 1850 ; senator, 
1855 ; member of the Council of Education. 

BONNECHOSE, Franqois Paul Emile-Boisnormand de, French writer, 
b. at Leyerdorp, in Holland, Aug. 18, 1801 ; librarian at the Palace of St Cloud, 1829, 
Author of ' Rosemonde,' 1826 ;' 4 Histoire de France,' tenth edition 1855 ; and other works.

Published 'Collecgao dos Tradados, 
Convencos, &c.' 1856. 

BORROW, George, English writer, b. at East Dereham, Norfolk, 1803 ; articled to a 
solicitor, 1818; entered the service of the British and Foreign Bible Society, 1833. Edited 
at St. Petersburg the New Testament in Mandchn, or Chinese-Tartar ; twiee imprisoned 
in Spain for circulating the Scriptures. Published 'Zincali,' 1841 ; 4 The Bible in Spain,' 
1842 ; 4 Lavengro,' 1851 ; 4 The Romany Rye,' 1857 ; and numerous other works. 

BORSINI, Lorenzo, Italian poet, b. at Sienne, 1800; D.D. 1819; studied law; advo- 
cate at Rome, 1823.

BOWEN, Sir George Ferguson, English colonial administrator, b. in Ireland 
in 1822; educated at the Charterhouse, and at Trinity College, Oxford; elected fellow of 
Brasenose College, Oxford, 1844 ; admitted a member of Lincoln's Inn, 1844 ; appointed 
president of the University of Corfu, 1847; resigned, 1851; chief secretary to the 
Government of the Ionian Islands, 1854 ; C.M.G. 1855 : K.C.M.O. 1856: and promoted to 
G.C.M.G. 1860; first governor of Queensland, 1859-67; governor of New Zealand, 1867. 
Author of ' Ithaca,' 1850; ' Mount Athos, Thessaly, and Epirus.' 

BOWERS, Very Rev. George Hull, English theological writer, b. 1794; studied 
at the Grammar School, Pembroke, and Clare College, Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.D. 1829; D.D. 1849; rector of St. Paul's, Covent Garden, London, 1831; dean of 
Manchester, 1847. Author of numerous sermons. 

BOWMAN, William, English medical writer, b. at Nantwich, 1816; studied at Kintr's 
College, London. Author of ' Lectures on the Parts concerned in the Operations of the 
Eye; 'Observations on Artificial Pupils ;' and many others. 

BOWRING, Edgar Alfred, English writer, b. 1826, younger son of Sir John 
Bo wring ; educated at the London University ; entered the Civil Service in the Board of 
Trade, 1841 ; successively private secretary to the Earl of Clarendon, Earl Granville, and 
Lord Stanley of Alderley ; secretary to the Royal Commission for the Great Exhibition 
of 1851. Author of ' The Book of Psalms,' and English versions of the poetical works 
of Schiller, Goethe, and Heine. 

BOWRING, Sir John, English politician and author, b. in Exeter, Oct. 17, 1792 ; 
editor of the Westminster Review, 1825 to 1830; M P. for the Clyde boroughs, 1835 to 
1837; M.P. for Bolton, 1841 to 1849; appointed British consul at Canton, 1849; pleni- 
potentiary in China, governor of Hong-Kong, and received the honour of knighthood, 
1854; concluded a treaty of commerce with Siara, 1855; retired on a pension, 1859. 
Author of a great number of geographical, historical, and poetical works, and of trans- 
lations from the Russian, Danish, German, Spanish, Portuguese, and other languages. 

BOWYER, Sir George, Bart. English politician, b. in Berkshire, 1811; studied at 
Oxford ; was called to the bar of the Middle Temple, 1839; convert to the Roman 
Catholic faith in 1850, having previously been created an honorary D.C.L. of Oxford; 
M.P. for Dundalk since 1852. Author of 'Commentaries on the Constitutional Law of 
England/ several legal works, and a pamphlet on the Roman Catholic question. 

BOX ALL, William, English painter, b. at Oxford, 1800 ; entered the Royal Academy 
as a student in 1819; exhibited at the R.A. 'Milton's Reconciliation with his Wife,' 
1829; 'Cordelia,' 1830; and 'Hope* in 1838; elected A.R.A. in 1851, and R.A. in 

1803. 

BOYD, Rev. Andrew Kennedy Hutchinson, English writer, b. at Auchinleck, 
Ayrshire, Nov. 1825; educated at the University of Glasgow; ordained, 1851 ; incum- 
bent of St. Bernard's, Edinburgh. Author of numerous articles in Fraser's Magazine 
under the signature of A.K.H.B. ; republished in separate volumes under the title of 
'Recreations of a Country Parson.' 
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BOYD, Rev. James R. American writer, b. in New York in 1804; professor of moral 
philosophy and college preacher at Hamilton College. Author of 'Eclectic Moral 
Philosophy,' and numerous scientific and philosophical works. 

BO YE, Caspard Johann, Danish poet, b. at Kongsberg, Norway, in 1791 ; studied in 
Denmark, and was appointed professor in the Seminary of Instrup in 1818 ; became 
pastor at Sollerod in 18*26, and at Helsingford in 1835. Author of 'Conrad;' 'Kong 
Sigurd ;' and several dramas and religious poems. 
BOYER, Philoxe ne, French writer, b. at Grenoble in 1827; studied at the College 
of Stanislas. Author of 'Sapho,' Odeon, 1850; 'Le Cousin du Roi,* ib. 1857; *Les 
Chercheurs d'Amour,' 1855 ; ' Delaissees,' 1856 ; and numerous dramatic pieces. 

BRADDON, Mary Elizabeth, English novelist, b. in London, 1837. Author of 
' Loves of Arcadia,' London, 1860; ' Lady Audley's Secret ;' 4 Aurora Floyd ; ' ' Eleanor's 
Victory ; * ' John Marchmont's Legacy ; ' * Only a Clod ; * ' The Lady's M Ik ; ' and numerous 
other novels and works of fiction. 

BRADLEY, Rev. Edward, English writer, b. iu 18'27; educated at Durham University ; 
graduated at Durham ; was ordained 1850, and appointed incumbent of Bobbington, 
Staffordshire, 1857, and rector of Denton, Hunts, 1859.

' Glencreggan,' 1801; 'The Curate of Cranston, with other Prose and Verse,' 1862; 4 A

1811» ; solicitor general for Ireland, 1837, and 
attorney-general, 1830 ; chief baron of the Irish Exchequer, 1840, and advanced to the 
Irish Chancellorship, 1846 ; vice-chancellor of the Queen's University in Ireland. 
BRADY, Sir Francis, English colonial judge, b. 1810 ; called to the Irish bar, 
1836 ; appointed chief justice of Newfoundland, and judge of the vice-admiralty, 1847 ;

BRAME, Jules Louis Joseph, French politician, b. at Lille, Jan. 0, 1808 ; member 
of the General Council for the canton of Cysoing ; elected to the Corps Legislatif for 
the Departement du Nord, 1857, and re-elected, 1863. Author of 4 L' Emigration deH 
Campagnes.' 

BR AM WELL, Sir George William Wiltshire, English judge, b. in London 
in 1808; called to the bar in 1838; became aQ.C. Ib51 ; member of the Common Law 
Procedure Commission, 1852 ; elevated to the bench as baron of the Exchequer in 
1856. 

BRAND, Henry Bouverie William, English politician, b. 1814 ; secretary to 
Sir G. Grey ; M.P. for the borough of Lewes since 1852 ; lord of the Treasury under the 
ministry of Lord Palmerston, 1855 to 1858. 

BRANDS, William Thomas, English chemist, b. in London, 1788; studied at 
St George's Hospital; professor of chemistry at the Royal Institution, 1813; fellow of 
the University of London, 1836; D.C.L. at Oxford, 1853. Author of 'Outlines of 
Geology ;' * Manual of Chemistry ;' and other scientitie works. 

BRANDIS, Christian Augustus, German author, b. at Hildesheim, Hanover, 
Feb. 15, 1790; studied at the Universities of Kiel, Gottingen, and Copenhagen ; secretary 
of the Prussian Legation at Rome; appointed professor at Bonn, 1821 ; in 1837 he went 
to Greece, and was member of the cabinet and councillor to King Otho for several 

Sears. Author of a work 'On Greece,' Leipsic, 1842, and numerous volumes on classics, 
istory, and philosophy. 

BRANDON, Robert. English architect, b. 1810. Published, with his brother, 'An

BRASSEY, Thomas, Engish civil engineer, b. at Buerton in 1805 ; educated at 
Chester; constructed the Grand Junction, Severn Valley, Lancaster and Carlisle, Cale- 
donian, North Stafford, Buckinghamshire, South-Western, Eastern Union, Western of 
France, and Mediterranean railways, and several lines in Spain. 

BRaTIANO, Demetrius, Roumanian politician, b. at Bucharest in 1818; educated 
at the National College of Bucharest, and studied law in Paris, where, from 1836 to 1843 
he published numerous political articles in the National and the Revue Independante, 
under the pseudonym of 4 Regnault ;' deputy to the Parliament of Roumania. 

B RATI A NO, John, b. at Bucharest, 1822, brother of the preceding; entered the 
army, 1838 ; studied in Paris, at the Polytechnic School and the College of France, 1841 ; 
deputy to the Parliament of Roumania. Author of 4 Memoire sur l'Empire d'Autriche 
dans la Question d' Orient,' 1855 ; 4 Memoire sur la Situation de la Moldo Valachie depuis 
le Traite de Paris,' 1857. 

BRAUN, Alexander Carl Hermann, German politician, b. at Planen, Saxony, 
May 10, 1807 ; studied law at the University of Leipsic ; member of the Second Chamber 
of State, 1839 to 1842 ; member of the Diet of Saxony, 1845 ; president of the Second 
Chamber, 1848. Author of 4 Reeheiischafts-bericht, ' Leipsic, 1846; and several legal 
works. 

BRAUN, JohannWilhelm Joseph, German theological writer, b. atGronan, Prussia, 
April 2i, 1301 ; studied at Cologne and at Bonn ; ordained at Vienna, 1825, and finished 
his theological studies at Rome ; member of the First Chamber of Prussia in 1850. 
Author of 4 Deutschland und die National-Versammlung,* Aix-la-Chapelle, 1849 ; 4 Die 
Lehren des sogenannten Hermesianismus, iiber das Verbal tniss ier Vernmift zur Offen- 
barung,' Bonn, 1835 ; and other theological works. 

BRAVO-MURILLO, Don Juan, Spanish politician, b. at Frejenal de la Sierra, 
Badajoz, June, 1803 ; entered the College of Advocates at Seville in 1825 ; secretary to 
the Department of Justine, 1836 ; elected to the Cortes by the province of Seville, 1837 ; 
re-elected for the province Avila, 1839; minister of justice in 1847; minister of trade 
and public instruction, November of the same year; minister of finance in 1849 to 
1850 ; president of the Council of Ministers. 1851. 

BRAY, Anna Eliza, English authoress, b. in Surrey, near the end of the last century ; 
married to Mr. Charles Stothard, 1818, who died in 1821; married again in 1825 to the 
Rev. Edward Atkyns Bray, vicar of Tavistock, who died 1857. Author of 4 Memoirs of 
Charles Stothard,' 1823 ; 4 The White Hoods,' a novel, 1828 ; 4 The Borders of the Tamar 
and the Tavy,' 1836; and numerous novels and biographical sketches. 

BRAY, Othon Camille Hugo von, German diplomatist, b. at Berlin, May 17, 
1807 ; entered the diplomatic service of Bavaria, and charged with several missions to 
Vienna, Paris, and St. Petersburg, 1831-43 ; minister of foreign affairs of Bavaria, 
1846 ; envoy of Bavaria at St. Petersburg, 1849. 

BRAZIL, Dom Pedro II. Emperor of, b. Dec. 2, 1825; son of the Emperor 
Pedro I. and of Leopoldina, archduchess of Austria ; succeeded to the throne on the 
abdication of his father, April 7, 1831 ; declared of age, July 23, 1840; crowned July 18, 
1841 ; married, Sept. 4, 1848, to Theresa, empress of Brazil, b. March 14, 1822, the 
daughter of the late King Francis I. of the Two Sicilies. 

BRECRENRIDGE, John, American politician, b. at Lexington, Kentucky, Jan. 21, 
1821 ; educated at Danville, and studied law at the Transylvania Institute; entered the 
army as a volunteer in the Mexican war, 1847 ; returned to Congress, 1851 and 1853 ; 
vice-president of the United States, 1857-61 ; general in the Confederate service, 1861-63. 

BREEN, Henry Hegart, English .writer, b. 1808; deputy-registrar of the Court of 
St. Lueta, 1832; provost-marshal of St. Vincent . 1862. Author of 4 St. Lucia, Historical 
Statistical, and Descriptive ; ' 4 The Diamond Rock ;' and other works.

fiREHM, Christian Ludwip, German naturalist, b. at Schocran, Gotha, Jan. 24, 
1787; studied theology at Jena, and ordained minister in 1813. Author of ' Lehrhueh 
der Naturgeschiehte aller Europ. Vbgel/ Jena, 1824-27 ; * Die Kunst Yogel als Balge zu 
bereiteu, &c.' Weimar, 1842; and other works on ornithology. 

BREHMER, Heinrich, German politician, b. at Lubeck in 1800 ; studied law at Jena 
and Gottingen, and practised as an advocate in hi* native town ; member of the senate of 
Lubeck, 1830 ; represented Lubeck at the Conferences of Dresden, I860, and at the Diet 
of the North German Confederation, 1800. 

BREITHAUPT, John August Friederich, German mineralogist, b. at Probot- 
zella, near Saalfeld, May 18, 1791 ; studied at the University of Jena, and the Academy 
of Friborg ; appointed professor and inspector of precious stones in the latter town. 
Author of 4 Ueber die Echtheit der Kristalle,' Friborg, 1810 ; 4 Die Charaktere der Klasseu 
und Ordnungen des Mineral Systems, ib. second edition, 1854 ; and numerous otiter 
works on mineralogy. 

BREMOND, Jean Frangois, French painter, b. in Paris in 1807; studied under 
MM. Iugres and Condcr. Executed a great number of paintings on religious subjects : 
4 Le Christ descendu de la Croix,' lt>52 ; 4 Le Christ Consolateur,' ' Le Christ et les Enlants,' 
for the church of St. Lambert of Vangirard, 1803. 

BRENIER, Baron Ariatole, Freuch diplomatist, b. in 1800; was successively 
secretary of legation at Lisbon and in London, 1831 ; minister of foreign affairs from 
Jan. 24 to April 10, 1851 ; minister plenipotentiary to Naples, 1855 ; created senator, 
March 24, 1801. 

BRENIL, Guillaume Joseph Auguste, French writer, b. at Amiens, March 2, 
1811 ; barrister and justice of the peace in his native town. Editor of * i.ettrcs inedites 
de Mile. Philipon's adressees aux Demoiselles Cauet,' 1840: author of 4 La Coufrerie de 
Notre- Dame du Puy,' 1854 ; and other antiquarian works. 

BREQUET, Louis, French horologist and electrician, b. in Paris, Dec. 22, 1808 ; 
studied at Geneva, and made several discoveries in the science of horology and the use 
of electric telegraphs ; member of the Bureau of Longitudes, 1802. 

BRESSANT, Jean Baptiste Prosper, French actor, b. at Chalons-sur-Sa6ne, 
Uct. 24, 1815; made his debut in Paris, 1835; played in 'Clarisse Harlowe ' Diane de 
Lys ;' 4 Le Verre d'Eau ;' 4 Le Misanthrope and many other dramas. 

BRETON, Francois Pierre Hippolyte Ernest. French archaeologist, b. at 
Paris, Oct. 21, 1812 ; studied drawing under Regnier, Watefet, and Champin. Published 
4 Intioduction 4 l'Histoire de France, ou description physique et monumental de la Gaule 
jusqu' a Petoblissement de la Monarchic,' 1838 ; 4 Pompeia,' 1655 ; and other archajological 
works. 

BRETON, Jules Adolphe, French painter, b. at Courrieres, Pas de Calais; studied 
under Drolling and M. F. Devigue. Painted ' Les Glaneuses ;' 4 Le Lendemain de la 
St. Sebastieu' and 4 Petites Paysannes consultant les Epis,' 1857 ; and numerous other 
landscapes. 

BREWSTER, Right Hon. Abraham, English lawyer, b. in 1790 ; studied at 
Triuity College, Dubliu ; called to the Irish bar, 1819 ; solicitor-general for Ireland from 
Feb. to June, 1840 ; appointed attorney-general and sworn member of the Privy Council, 
1853; retired, 1855. 

BRIALMONT, Alexis, Belgian military writer, b. at Venlo, May 25, 1821 ; studied 
in the Military School of Brussels ; secretary to General Chezal, minister of war, 1847 to 
1850 ; staff-major, 1855 ; captain, 1857. Author of 4 History of the Duke of Wellington,* 
1850-57 ; and several works on military science ; also founded the Belgian Army Journal 
in 1850. 

BRIALMONT, Laurent Mathieu, Belgian statesman, b. at 8eraing, near Liege, 
in 1789 ; took part as a military officer in the French campaigns in Germany, Spain, and 
Russia, 180G-15 ; contributed to the revolutionary movement iu Belgium, 1830; aide-de- 
camp to King Leopold I., and commander of Antwerp, 1837, and of Mons, 1840 ; minister 
of war, 1850. 

BRICHETEAU, Isidore, French physician, b. at St. Christophe Ande, Feb. 3, 1789; 
studied at the Lyceum of Poitiers ; physician to the Salpetriere Hospital for Chil- 
dren, and the Hotel Dieu, at Paris. Author of 4 Traite analytique sur le Croup, 1820 ; 
'Traite sur les Maladies chroniques qui out leur siege dans les Organes respiratoires,' 
1852 ; and numerous other medical works. 

BRIDGES, Sir Brook William, Bart. English politician, b. 1801 ; educated at 
Winchester, and Oriel College. Oxford ; deputy-lieutenant for Kent ; M.P. for East Kent, 
Feb. to July 1852, and since 1857. 
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BRIERRE DE BOISMONT, Alexander Jacques Frangois, French phy- 
sician, b. at Rouen, Oct 18, 1797 ; physician to the Hospital of Bonahoiuiues, at Pahs. 
Author of 4 Relation historique et medicale du Cholera Morbus de Cologne,' 1832 ; 4 Des 
Hallucinations, ou Histoire raisonnee des Apparitions, des Visions, des Songes, de l'Extnse, 
du Sorananibulisine, et du Magnetisme,' 1845, second edition 1S52; and other medical 
and scientific works. 

BRIEY CAMILLE, Count de, Belgian statesman, b. 1799; member of the Senate, 
1839 ; minister of finance, 1841 ; minister of foreign affairs, from 1841 to 1843. 

BRIGHT, John, English politician, b. at Rochdale, 1811 ; partner in the firm of John 
Bright and Brothers, cotton spinners and manufacturers, Rochdale; M.P. for Durham 
1843; M.P. for Manchester, 1847 ; for Birmingham since 1857. 

BRIGHT, Sir Charles Tilston, English civil engineer, b. in 1832; engineer 
to the English and Irish Magnetic Telegraph Company, 1853 ; and one of the original 
projectors of the Atlantic Telegraph Company, 1856 ; M. P. for Greenwich, 1865. 

BRION, Gustave, French painter, b. at Rothan, Vosges, in 1824 ; studied painting at 
Strasbourg under Gabriel Guerin. from 1841 to 1844. Painted 4 Le Chemin de Halage,' 
1852 ; 4 Batterie de Machines de Guerre,' 1861 ; 4 Jesus et Pierre stir les Croix,' 1863 ; and 
a number of historical paintings. 

BRIOT, Charles Auguste Albert, French mathematician, b. at St. Hippolyte, 
Doubs, July 19, 1817 ; studied at the College of St. Louis ; admitted to the Normal 
School in 1838; professor of mathematics at the Royal College of Orleans 1841, to the 
Faculty of Lyons 1845, and at the Lyceums Buonaparte. St. Louis, and the Polytechnic 
School, Paris, 1848. Author of 4 Leeons nouvelles de Trigonometrie,' 1850 ; and several 
works on mathematics. 

BRIQUES, Paxil, French physician, b. at Chalons-snr-Marne, in 1798; member of the 
French Academy, 1860. Author of 4 I)e l'Eclairage artificiel, considere sous le point de 
vue de l'Hygiene publique et privee,' 1837 ; 4 Recherches sur l'Etiologie des Tubereules,' 
1842 ; 'Traite clinique et therapeutique de l'Hysterie,' 1859 ; and other medical works. 

BRISCOE, John Ivatt, English politician, b. 1792 ; educated at University College, 
Oxford; graduated B A. 1812; M.A. 1815; magistrate for Surrey and Middlesex, and a 
deputy-lieutenant for Surrey ; M.P. for Surrey, 1830-32; for East Surrey, lb 33-34 ; for 
Westbury, 1837-41 ; and for West Surrey since 1857. 

BRISEBARRE, Edouard Louis Alexandre, French dramatic writer, b. at 
Paris, Feb. 12, 1818; studied at the College of Charlemagne. Author of * La Fiole de 
Cagliostro,' 1835; *Le Garcpn de Ferme,' 18(51; 'Leonard,' 1S63 ; and numerous other 
dramas. 

BRISSET, Pierre Nicolas, French painter, b. in Paris, Aug. 18, 1810; studied at 
the Paris School of Fine Arts. Painted 4 The Death of Priam,' 1840 ; and other historical 
and ecclesiastical works. 

BRISTED, Charles Astor, American writer, b. at New York in 1820; studied in 
England, and at the University of Cambridge ; returned to America in 1847. Author of 
4 The Upper Ten Thousand ;' 4 Sketches of American Society ;' 4 Five Years in an 
English University ;' and other miscellaneous works. 

BRISTOW, Henry William, English geologist, b. in 1817 ; educated at King's 
College, London ; appointed assistant geologist in the Ordnance Geological Survey, 
1842 ; geologist on the Geological Survey of Great Britain, 1847. Author of 4 Memoirs on 
the Geology of the Isle of Wight ;' and other geological works. 

BRIVES, Jacques, French politician, b. at Montpellier, Aug. 9, 1800 ; elected deputy 
to the Constituent Assembly, 1848; member of the Legislative Assembly, 1850*; 
imprisoned and exiled, 1851. 

BROCK HAUS, Hermann. German philologist, b. at Amsterdam, Jan. 28, 1806 ; 
studied Oriental literature at the Universities of Leipsic, Bonn, and Oxford ; professor at 
the University of Jena 1839, at Leipsic 1841, aud in 1848; titular professor of Oriental 
literature and languages at Leipsic, 1848. Author of 4 Hatha sarit sagara,' Leipsic, 1839 ; 
and several translations from the Sanscrit and other Oriental languages. 

BRODHEAD, John Roraeyn, American writer, b. in New York, Jan. 2, 1814 ; 
studied law, and was admitted to the bar of New York, 1835. Author of 'History of 
the State of New York,' 1853. 

BROFFERIO, Angelo, Italian author and politician, b. at Castelnuovo, province of 
Asti, Dec. 0, 1802 ; studied law at Turin, and called to the bar, 1830. Founded the Turin 
Messenger. Author of 4 Vitiges, King of the Goths ;' 4 History ot Piedmont from 1814 to 
the present time,' 1849-52 ; and numerous satires, dramas, tragedies, and poems. 
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BROGLIE, Albert, Prince de, French author, b. June 13, 1821 ; became a con- 
tributor to the Revue des Deux Monties, 1848. Author of ' Etudes morales et litteraires.' 
1863 ; 'L'Eglise et l'Empire Romain au QuatritMue Bieele,' 1850 ; * Uue Reforme Adminis- 
trative en Algerie,' 1860. Member of the French Academy, 1862. 

BRO HAN, Augustine, French actress and dramatic authoress, b. at Paris, Dec. 2, 
1824 ; studied music at the Conservatoire, 1817-22 ; appeared at the Theatre fruin.ais, 
Paris, 1823; admitted soeietaire, or partner, at the Theatre francais, 1830. Author of 
,'Les Metamorphoses de l'Amour;' * Quitte ou Double 'Qui feimue a, guerre a;' and 
other comedies. 

BROMLEY, William Davenport, English politician, b. 1821 ; educated at Harrow, 
and Christ Church, Oxford ; deputy-lieutenant for the county of Stafford, and lieutenant- 
colonel of Staffordshire yeomanry cavalry ; M.P. for North Warwickshire since 1804. 

BRO NGN I ART, Adolphe Theodore, French botanist, b. in Paris, Jan. 14. 1801 : 
member of the Academy of Sciences, 1834 ; professor of botany at the Museuni of Natural 
History, 1833 ; inspector of the University of Paris, 1852. Author of * Enumeration 
des Genres de Plantes cultivees au Museum d'Histoire Naturelle,' 1843. 

BRONN, Heinrich Georg, German naturalist, b. at Griegelheim, near Heidelberg, 
March 3, 1800 ; studied at Heidelberg ; tutor at the University, 1822 ; professor of natural 
sciences at Heidelberg, 1828 ; professor and director of the geological collections of the 
University, 1835. Author of 'System der urweltlichen CouchyUen,* Heidelberg, 1827 ; 
and other works on Natural History. 

BROOKS, Charles, American writer, b. at Salem, Massachusetts, June 20, 1813 ; 
studied theology ; was minister in several parishes, and settled at Newport, Rhodes 
Island, 1837. Author of 'Poems;' 'Journey to India;' 'German Lyrics;' and various 
other works in prose and verse. 

BROOKS, Charles Shirley, English novelist and dramatic author, b. 1816 ; studied 
for the bar, but relinquished law for literature. Author of numerous dramas and novels : 
among them, ' Our New Governess ;' ' The Creole ;' ' Aspen Court ;' * The Gordian Knot ;' 
'The Silver Cord;' and many others: also contributor and special correspondent to 
several daily and weekly papers. 

BROSBOELL, Charles, Danish novelist, b. in Jutland, April 7, 1820; studied 
painting at the Academy of Fine Arts, Copenhagen. Author of ' De to Studenter,' 
Copenhagen. 1833; 'Eiags Soenner,' 1K45 ; * Livets Couflictcr,' 1844; 'Herregaards Foi- 
ta;l linger,' 1853 ; and other dramas and novels. 

BROSSARD, Ame de e Hippolyte, Marquis de. French military commander, 
b. at Folleny, March 8, 1784; entered the army, 1801, and took part in the campaigns of 
the Empire; lieutenant-colonel, 1818; staff-major in the expedition to Algeria, 18.J0; 
field-marshal, 1S33; officer of the Legion d'honneur, 1822. Author of 'Melanges sur 
l'Atrique,' 1838. 

BROSSET, Marie Felicite', French writer, b.at Paris, Feb. 5, 1802; studied in the 
College of Jesuits; professor of Armenian ami Georgian literature in the Imperial 
Academy of Sciences of St. Petersburg, 1840 ; conservatcur of the collection of 
Oriental coins in the Imperial Palace of the Hermitage, St. Petersburg, 1861. Author 
of 'Chronique Georgicnue,' 1830; ' Histoire de la Georgie,' 1849-50 ; and other works. 

BROT, Charles Alphonse, French novelist and dramatic writer, b. at Paris. 
April 12, 1809. Author of 4 Pnez pour elle,' 1833; 'Jane Grey,' 1835 ; 'La Comtesse 
aux trois Galants,' 1839 ; ' Deux Coups de Tonnerre,' 1853 ; ' La Tour de Londres,' 1855 ; 
and other dramas and novels. 

BROUCKERE, Henri Marie Joseph Ghislain de, Belgian politician, b. at 
Bruges in 1801 ; magistrate and king's counsel at Maestrieht and at Ruremonde till tin- 
Revolution of 1830; member of the National Congress, and one of the commissioners 
who offered the crown of Belgium to Prince Leopold, 1831 ; civil governor of Antwerp, 
1833 ; minister of state, 1847. 

BROUGHTON, John Cam Hobhonse, Lord, English politician and author, 
b. near Bristol in 1780; educated at Westminster, and Trinity College, Cambridge, when- 
he graduated in 1808 ; M.P. for Westminster, 1820 to 1838; for Nottingham, 1834 to 1S47 ; 
M.P. for Harwich ; raised to the j»eerage as Lord Broughton in 1851 ; chief commissioner 
of woods and forests, 1846-52. Author of 'Journey through Albania and other Provinces 
of Turkey with Lord Byron,' 1812 ; and other works. 

BROWN. Ford Madox, English painter, b. at Calais in 1821 ; studied in Belgium 
ami Pans. Painted 'Wichff reading his Translation of the {Scriptures,' 1848; ' King 
Lear,' 1849; 'Chaucer reciting his Poetry at the Court of Edward 111.' 1851 ; 'Christ 
washing Peter s Feet,' 1852; and many other historical pictures. 
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BROWN, Henry Kirke, American sculptor, b. at Leyden, Massachusetts, in 1814; 
studied portrait painting at Boston, 1832. Executed in bronze a statue of ' De Witt 
Clinton;' 'The Angel of Retribution;' in marble, 'Hope;' bas-reliefs of the 'Hyades' 
and * Pleiades ;' the 'Four Seasons ;* and other works of art. 

BROWN, John, English physician, b. at Biggar, Lanarkshire, Sept. 1810 ; educated at 
the High School and University of Edinburgh ; M. D. of Edinburgh, and assessor to 
the rector of the University Court. Author of 'Kab and his Friends;' 'Our Dogs;' 
contributor to the North British Review, (jbtod Words, and the Scotsman, 

BROWN, Rev. Thomas Richard, English philologist, b. 1791 ; educated at 
St. John's College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1814 ; vicar of South wick, 
Northamptonshire, 1834. Author of 'An Analysis of the Chaldee Text of Daniel,' 1838 ; 
' Hebrew Hieroglyphic Dictionary,' 1858 ; and other philological works. 

BROWN, Rev. William Haig, English divine, b. at Bromley, Middlesex, 1823 ; 
studied at Pembroke College, Cambridge, where he graduated in high honours, 1846; 
M.A. 1849, and LL.D. 1864; fellow and tutor of Pembroke College; assistant master at 
Harrow; head master of the Grammar School, Kensington, in connexion with King's 
College, London, 1857 ; head master of Charterhouse School, London, 1803. 

BROWNE, Charles Thomas, English author, b. at Wellington, Somerset, in 1825 ; 
graduated at Trinity College, Dublin. Author of 'The Tower of London,' 1844 ; 'Irene ; 1 
' Astrello, or the Prophet's Vision,' 1850; 'Life of Soutbey,' 1854; ' The United States ; 
its Constitution and Powers,' 1856. 

BROWNE, Colonel Gore, English colonial administrator, b. 1807; entered the 
army, 1814 ; commander of the 41st regiment during tho Afghanistan campaign, 1842 ; 
governor of St. Helena, 1851-54; governor of New Zealand, 1854-61; appointed governor 
of Tasmania, March, 1862. 

BROWNE, Frances, English authoress, b. at Stranorlor, Donegal, Jan. 16, 1816; 
lost ner sight in infancy. Published 'Songs of our Land,* 1840; 'Legends of Ulster;' 
'The Ericksons;' and 'My Share of the World,* 1861. Literary pension of 201 per 
annum. 

BROWNE, Hablot Knight, English arttet, b. in 1812. Designed the illustrations 
to part of 'Pickwick,' 1839, 'Nicholas Nickleby,' and most of Mr. Charles Dickens' 
works of fiction; also to the Abbotsford edition of the ' Waverley Novels,' 'The Adven- 
tures of Sir Guy de Guy,' and numerous other works, under the pseudonym of 'Phiz.' 

BROWNE; James Ross, American traveller, b. in 1817. Author of 'Etchings of a 
Whaling Cruise,' New York, 1846; a series of articles in Harper's Magazine; and 
'Youself, or the Journey of the Frangi,' ib. 1854. 

BROWNE, Lord John Thomas, English politician, b. 1821; lieutenant in the 
royal navy, 1846; magistrate and deputy -lieutenant for the county of Mayo; M.P. for 
the same since 1857. 

BROWNE, Rev. Henry, English author, b. 1804; educated at Corpus Christi 
College, Cambridge, and graduated B.A. 1826; principal of tl»e Theological College at 
Chichester, 1842-47; prebendary of the cathedral; examining chaplain to the bishop of 
the diocese, and vicar of Pevensey, 1854.

BROWNING, Robert, English poet, b. at Camberwell in 1812; educated at the 
I^ondon University. Author of 'Paracelsus,' 1836; ' Pippa Passes;' 'Strafford;' 
'Sordello;' 'Men and Women,' 1856; 'Return of the Druses;* 'The Soul's Tragedy;' 
' Dramatis Persona;,' 1864 ; and numerous other dramas and poems. 

BROWNSON, Orestes, American writer, b. in New Hampshire, 1802; educated as 
Presbyterian, and successively ' Universalist ' preacher, Unitarian, and Roman Catholic. 
Author of ' Charles El wood,' a novel ; ' The Spirit Rapper ;' ' The Convert ; ' and several 
other works. Founded the Boston (Quarterly Review, subsequently changed to Brountson's 
Qtuirttrly. 

BRUCE, Charles Lennox Gumming, English politician, b. 1790; educated at 
Winchester, and at Corpus Christi College, Oxford ; deputy-lieutenant for Elgin and 
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Stirling ; joint secretary of the Board of Control, 1852 and 1853-69 ; M. P. for Inverness, 
1831-32 and*1833-37, and for Elgin and Nairn since 1840. 

BRUCE, John, English antiquarian, b. in London, 1802 ; educated for the law, but 
ceased to practise in 1840. Editor of 1 The Restoration of Edward IV.' 1838 ; 4 Verney's 
Notes on the Long Parliament,' 1844 ; and a great number of works for learned societies ; 
also contributor to the Edinburgh Review and Gentleman's Magazine. 

BRUCE, Lord Charles William Brudenell, English politician, b. 1834; captain 
in the 1st Life Guards, and captain of the Royal Wilts Yeomanry Cavalry ; M.P. for 
North Wiltshire, 1865. 

BRUCE, Lord Ernest Augustus Charles Brudenell, English politician, 
b. 1811 ; educated at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; graduated M A. 1831 ; vice- 
chamberlain to the Queen, 1841-46 and 1852-58 ; deputy-lieuteuaut for Wilts ; M.P. lor 
Marlborough since 1832. 

BRUCE, Rev* John Collingwood, English historical writer, b. at Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, 1805; educated at the University of Glasgow, and graduated M.A. 1820, 
and LL D. 1853. Author of 4 A Handbook of English History ;' 4 The Baycux Tapestry 
elucidated,' 1850 ; 4 A Handbook to Newcastle ; ' and other historical works. 

BRUCE, Right Hon. Henry Austin, English politician, b. 1815 ; called to the 
bar, 1837 ; appointed under-secretary lor the Hume Department, 1802 ; vice-president of 
the Committee of Council on Education, 1804 ; deputy-lieutenant of Glamorgan ; M.P. 
for Merthyr-Tydvil since 1852. 

BRUCE, Sir Henry Hervey, Bart. English politician,!). 1820; deputy-lieutenant 
for the county of Londonderry ; high shernt, 1845 ; late lieutenant 1st Life Guards ; 
M.P. for Coleraine since 1802. 

BRUCKER, Raymond, French novelist, b. at Coinpiegne in 1805. Wrote under 
several pseudonyms. Author ot 4 Le Macon,' 1828; 4 Les Intimes,' 1831; *Les sept 
Peches eapttaux,' 1833 ; ' Au milieu des Douleurs,' 1842 ; and numerous other works of 
Action. 

BRUCKNER, Frangois Auguste, French politician, b. at Strasbourg, Feb. 8, 
1814 ; entered the Polytechnic School, 1834 ; captain of artillery and member of the 
Constituent Assembly, 1848; member of the Legislative Assembly, 1851 ; exiled, 1852. 

BRUEN, Henry, English politician, b. 1828 ; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for the 
county of Carlo w ; M.P. for county of Carlow since 1857. 

BRUGGE MANN, Carl Heinrich, German political writer; b. at Hopsten, 
Prussia, Aug. 29, 1810; studied at the University of Bonn. Author of 4 Der Deutsche 
Zollverein und das Schutzsystem,' Berliu ; editor of the Cologne Uazette, 1845-48. 

BRUGGE MANN, Johann Heinrich Theodor, Prussian statesman, b. at Soest, 
Westphalia, in 1795; studied at the University of Minister; appointed professor of the 
Lyceum of Dusseldorf, 1815, and director of the establishment, 181 1 ; councillor of public 
instruction at Coblentz, 1832; minister of public iustrucl.ou, 1849; vice-president of 
the second Prussian Chamber, 1850-51. 

BRULOW, Alexander, Russian architect, b. at St. Petersburg early in tin- present 
century ; studied at the Imperial Academy of Fine Arts. Designed the theatre of 
Michailoff and the observatory of the Academy of Sciences ; superintended the 
restoration of the Imperial winter-palace. 

BRUN-LAVAINNE, Elie Benjamin Joseph, French antiquarian writer, b. at 
Lille, July 22, 1791 ; appointed archivist of Lille. 1820. Author of 'Atlas topographique 
et historique de Lille,' 1830-30; 'Lea Sept Sieges do Lille,' 1839; and other antiquarian 
and historical works. 

BRUNET, Jean Baptiste, French military writer, b. at Limoges, Nov. 8, 1814; 
studied at the Polytechnic School, and captain in 18J2; member of the Constituent 
Assembly for Haut-Vienne, 1851. Author of * Histoire generate de l'Artillerie,' Paris, 
1842 ; 4 La Question Algerienne,' 1847. 

BRUNET, de Presle, Charles Marie Vladimir, French antiquarian writer, 
b. at Paris, Nov. 10, 1809; member of the Academy of Inscriptions, 1852; professor of 
modern Greek at the School of Oriental Languages, 1804. Published 4 Kecherchcs sur 
les Etablissements des Grecs en Sidle,' 1845 ; * L'Exameu critique de la Succession des 
Dynasties Egyptiennes,' 1350. 

BRUNIUS, Carl Georp, Swedish archaeologist, b. at Tanum, March 23, 1792; 
obtained the degree of Ph/D. 1814; tutor at the University of Lund, 1815; professor 
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of Greek, 1824. Author of 'Life of Tyrte-us,' in Greek, Lund, 1816; * Konstanteck- 
ningar under en Resa till Faliluu, etc.' 1851 ; and several Swedish poems, and historical 
and antiquarian works. 

B RUN NOW, Ernst Philipp. Baron de, Russian diplomatist, b. at Dresden, 
Aug. 81, 1797; studied at the University of Leipsic, and received into the Russian 
diplomatic service at the Congress of Aix-la-Chapelle, 1818 ; secretary to the embassy in 
London, 1820-23 ; secretary to Count Woronzow, governor of Odessa, 1827 ; senior 
councillor to the Foreign Offices 1830 ; envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
to the Court of Wurtemberg, 1859 ; envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary to 
Great Britain, 1840 to 1854 ; minister plenipotentiary at the Court of Prussia, 1854-57 ; 
ambassador to Great Britain since 1858. 

BRUNO, Edouard Hubert Joseph, French military commander, b. Jan. 16, 1802 ; 
general of brigade, 1859 ; governor and eonimandcr-in-chief of the military school of 
Saumur. 

BRUYS, Ame'de'e, French politician, b. at Cluny, Oct. 29, 1817; studied law at Paris, 
and admitted to the bar; deputy to the Constituent Assembly for Sadue-et-Loire, 18*9 ; 
elected member of the Legislative Assembly, 1850 ; exiled, 1851. 

BRYAN, George Leopold, English politician, b. 1821 ; educated at Oscott College ; 
justice of the peace, and deputy-lieutenant for the county of Kilkenny ; returned M.P. 
for same county, 1805. 

BRYANT, William Cullen, American poet, b. at Cummington, Massachusetts, 
Nov. 8, 1797 ; studied at William's College from 1810-12 ; admitted to the l>ar, and 
practised at Great Barrington. Author of 'The Ages,' 1821; 'Indian at the Burying- 
place of his Fathers ;' ' Hymn of the City ;' ' Battle Field ;' and numerous other poetical 
works. Established the New York Review and Athenteum Magazine; editor of the New 
York Evening Post. 

BUB E , Adolph, German author, b. at Gotha, Sept. 23, 1802 ; studied at the college of 
his native town, and at the University of Jena, I82I ; secretary of the archives of Gotha, 
1834 ; director of the Ducal Museum, of Kunsteabinet, of Gotha, 1842. Author of 
'Deutsche Sagen und sagenhafte Anklauge,' Jena, 1842 ; 'Neue Gedichte,' ib. 1840; 
and other works in poetry and prose. 

BUCCLEUCH, Walter Francis Montague Douglas Scott, Duke of, 

English statesman, b. 1806 ; studied at St. John's College, Cambridge, and graduated 
M.A. 1827; succeeded his father, 1819; high-steward of Westminster; governor of the 
Charterhouse ; lord-lieutenant of Midlothian and Roxburghshire, and captain of the 
Queen's body-guard in Scotland ; lord privy seal and lord president of the council, 
1842-40. 

BUCHANAN, Isaac, Canadian politician, b. at Glasgow, Scotland, in 1810; entered 
a mercantile house at Glasgow as partner, 1830 ; took an active part in the suppression 
of the Canadian revolution of 1837 ; elected deputy for Toronto, 1841 ; member of the 
executive council of the province of Quebec, and president of the Board of Trade in the 
city of Hamilton. 

BUCHANAN, Right Hon. Sir Andrew, English diplomatist, b. 1807 ; entered 
the diplomatic service, 1825 ; charge d'affaires at Florence, 1842, and at St. Petersburg, 
1844; minister plenipotentiary at Switzerland, 1862; envoy extraordinary at Copen- 
hagen 1853, at Madrid 1858, and at the Hague 1800 ; ambassador to the Court of 
Prussia 1802-00. 

BUCHEZ, Philippe Joseph Benjamin, French author, b. at Matagne-la-Petite, 
March 31, 1790 ; obtained diploma of M.D. 1825 ; representative of the department of 
the Seine at the Constituent Assembly, 1848. Author of 4 L'Essai d'un Traite complet do 
Philosophic au point de vue du Catholieisme et du Progres,' Paris, 1839 ; * Histoire de la 
Formation de la Nationality Francais,' 1859 ; and other philosophical works. 

BUCKINGHAM, Joseph, American journalist and politican, b. Dec. 21, 1779; 
member of the Legislature and of the Senate of Massachusetts. Author of 'Specimens 
of Newspaper Literature/ Boston ; 'Personal Memoirs and Recollections of Editorial 
Life ;' and other works. 

BUCKINGHAM AND CHANDOS, Richard Plantagenet Campbell, 
Duke of, English statesman, b. 1823, only son of the second Duke of Buckingham ; 
educated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford; sat as M.P. for Buckingham, 1840-57 ; 
keeper of the privy seal to the Prince of Wales, 1852; chairman of the London ami 
North-Western Railway Company, 18o3-(51 ; succeeded to the dukedom, July, 1801 ; lord 
president of the council, July 0, 1800, to March 0, 1807 ; appointed secretary of state lor 
the colonies, March 0, 1807. 
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BUCK LAND, Francis Trevelyan, English naturalist, b. in 1826 ; educated at 
Winchester School, and Christ Church, Oxford, where, he graduated B.A. 1848 ; studied 
medicine, and was assistant-surgeon to the 2d Life Guards, 1854 to 1863. Author of 
4 Curiosities of Natural History ;' and editor of his father's. Dean Buekland's, * Bridge- 
water Treatise on Geology and Mineralogy.' 

BUCKLEY, Edmund, English politician, b. 1834; justice of the peace, and deputy- 
lieutenant for the county of Merioneth ; assumed the surname of Buckley in lieu of his 
patronymic, Peck, by royal licence, 1864 ; M.P. for Newcastle-under-Lyne, 1865. 

BUC KM AN, James, English writer, b. at Cheltenham, 1816; curator and resident 
professor at the Birmingham Philosophical Institution, 1846 ; professor of geology and 
botany at the Royal Agricultural College of Cirencester, 1848 to 1863. Author of ' Our 
Triangle ; Letters on the Geology, Botany, and Archaeology of the neighbourhood of 
Cheltenham/ 1842 ; 1 The Remains of Roman Art,' 1850; 4 Science and Practice in Farm 
Cultivation,' 1863 ; and numerous other scientific works. 

BUCKSTONE, John Baldwin, English actor and dramatic author, b. near London 
in 1802 ; made his debut at Wokingham, Berks, 1821 ; first appearance in London at the 
Surrey Theatre, 1824 ; performed at the Hay market Theatre since 1837, and l>ecame 
lessee and manager of the same, 1866. Author of more than one hundred and fifty 
comedies, dramas, and farces. 

BUCKWALD, Joseph Heinrich von, Danish writer, b. at Vienna, Oct. 2, 1787 : 
entered the military school of Copenhagen ; served in the French navy, and took part in 
the campaigns of Austria, Spain, and Portugal ; returned to Denmark in 1822, and pub- 
lished in French and Danish a great number of works : among them, ' L'Age poetiquo 
d'un Scandinave,' Paris, 1823 ; 'Tankelege og Digterforsiig,' 1851. 

BUDBERG, Andrew, Baron, Russian diplomatist, b. in 1820; entered the 
diplomatic service, 1842; secretary of the Russian Legation at Frankfort, 1846 ; charge 
d'affaires in the same city, 1849; envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary to 
Berlin, 1851 ; and to Hanover and Mecklenburg, 1852 ; the same at Vienna, 1856 ; 
returned to Berlin, March 19, 1858 ; ambassador to France, 1862-68. 

BUDDEUS, Anrelio, German writer, b. at Altenburg in 1817; studied medicine at 
Leipsic, and received the diploma of M.D. 1842. Author of 'Petersburg im kranken 
Leben,' Stuttgard, 1846 ; ' Halbrussisch.es, ' Leipsic, 1847 ; 1 Das Schweizerland,' 1853. 

BUELL, Don Carlos, American general, b. in the state of Ohio in 1819 ; admitted as 
a cadet at West Point, 1837 ; entered the army as second-lieutenant of infantry, 1841 ; 
first lieutenant, and engaged in the war in Mexico, 1845 ; captain, 1S46 ; major, 1847 ; 
assistant adjutant-general, 1848 ; lieutenant-colonel, 1861 ; major-general, 1862 ; retired 
from the army, 1865. 

BUFFET, Louis Jose oh, French politician, b. at Mirecourt, Vosges, Oct. 26, 1818; 
studied law, and practised at the Paris bar ; elected to the French Constituent Assembly 
by the department of the Vosges, 1848 ; minister of commerce and agriculture, 1848-49 ; 
member of the Legislative Assembly, 1850-51 ; meml>er of the general council for the 
canton of Thillot; deputy to the Corps Legislatif, 1864-67. 

BUGUET, Jean Joseph, French writer, b. at Leviers, Doubs, in 1793; studied law 
at Dijon, and obtained the degree of LL.D. 1821; member of the general council of 
Doubs, 1858. Author of * QSuvres de Pothier, annotees et mises en correlation avec hi 
Code Civil et la Legislation actuelle,' 1845-48 ; and several 'Memoirs.' 

BULGARIS, Demetrius, Greek politician, b. at Hydra, 1801 ; entered the govern- 
ment service, and became senator, 1833 ; president of the provisional government of 
Athens, 1862 ; president of the council, and minister of the interior, 1863-64. 

BULKELEY, Sir Richard Bulkeley Williams, English politician, b. 1801 ; 
lord-lieutenant of the county of Carnarvon ; M.P. for Beaumaris. 1830-33 ; for Anglesey, 
1833-37 ; for Flintshire, 1841-47 ; and again for Anglesey since 1847. 

BULLER , Sir Arthur William, English politician, b. at Calcutta, Bengal, 1808 ; 
educated at Edinburgh and Trinity College, Cambridge : called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 
1834 ; Queen's advocate in Ceylon, 1840 ; judge of the Supreme Court of Calcutta, 1848-58 ; 
M.P. for Devonport, 1859 to 1865 ; and for Liskard since 1865. 

BULLER, Sir Edward Manningham, Bart. English politician, b. 1800; educated 
at Oriel College, Oxford; graduated B.A. 1821, and M.A. 1824; deputy-lieutenant for 
the countv of Stafford, and high-sheriff, 1853; M.P. for North Staffordshire, 1833-42; 
for Stafford, 1842-17 ; for North Staffordshire, 1865. 

BULLER, Sir George, English general, b. in 1804 ; entered the army, 1820 ; lieu- 
tenant-colonel in the infantry, 1841 ; took part in the Kaffir war, and was present at Boom 
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Plats, 1848; staff-major, 1852; fought at Alma and Inkerman ; major-general and K.C.B. 
1855 ; lieutenant-general, 1862. 

BULOW. Priederich Kubech Heinricb von, DaniRh statesman, h. at Neustrup, 
8<ddeswig, Feb. 4, 1791 ; entered the army, and present at the siege of Copenhagen in 
1807 ; commander of the fortress of Fredericia, 1848 ; governor of the duchy of Schleswig, 
1851-54 ; minister plenipotentiary of Denmark to Great Britain, 1855.

Coventry, 1831-32 ; for Marylebone, 18?4 to 1837 ; secretary of embassy at Constanti- 
nople, 18M7; secretary of embassy at Paris, 1839; minister plenipotentiary at the Court 
of Madrid, 1843-48 ; ambassador at Washington, U.S. 1849 ; envoy extraordinary to 
Tuscany, 1852-55 ; ambassador at Constantinople, 1857-66. Author of 1 An Autumn in 
Greece ;' 4 France, Social and Military ;' 4 The Monarchy of the Middle Classes;' ' Life of 
Lord Byron. '

BUTLER, Benjamin Franklin, American military commander, b. at Decrfleld, 
New Hampshire, Nov. 5. 1818 ; educated at Lowell High School and Waterville College ; 
admitted to the bar, 1840 ; member of the Massachusetts State Legislature, 1853 ; 
brigadier-general of militia, 1857 ; commanded the Federal Forces in Virginia, 1861 ; 
organized an expedition against New Orleans, which surrendered April 28, 1862 ; major- 
general, Dec. 1862. 

BUTLER, Charles Salisbury, English politician, b. 1812 ; magistrate for Middlesex, 
City of Westminster, and Liberties of the Tower, and commissioner of Land, Property, 
and Income Taxes ; M.P. for the Tower Hamlets since 1852. 

BUTLER, William Allen, American writer, b. at Albany, in 1825 ; studied at the 
University of New York, and was admitted to the bar. Author of *The Cities of Art 
and the Early Artists;' 'Out-of-the-way Places in Europe;' 'The Colonel's Club;' 
* Baraum's Parnassus,' 1850 ; "The Queen of Song ;' 'Miseries of Crinoline,' 1859. 

BUTT, Isaac, English politician, b. in 1813; studied at Trinity College, Dublin, and 
graduated, 1835 ; Whately professor of political economy, 1836 ; called to the Irish bar, 
1838; M.P. for Harwich, 1852: M.P. for Youghal, Ireland, since 1852. Author of 
•History of the Kingdom of Italy,' 1860; 4 A Letter to Lord Morpeth,' 1837; 'Lectures 
on Political Economy.' For some time editor and contributor to the Dublin University 
Magazine. 

BUTTER FIELD, William, English architect, b. Sept 7, 1814. Designed St. Augus- 
tine's College, Canterbury ; All Saints' church, Margaret-street, London ; Baldersby 
church, Yorkshire ; Yealmpton church, Devon ; the new chapel at Balliol College, 
Oxford ; and St. Alban's church, Baldwin's Gardens, Gray's Inn Road, and other public 
buildings. 

BUXTON, Charles, English politician, b. 1822 ; educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge ; graduated in honours, 1843 ; M.P. for Newport, Isle of Wight, from 1857 to 1859 ; 
M.P. for Maidstone, 1859-65; and for East Surrey, 1865. Author of a Life of his father, 
Sir Thomas Fowell Buxton, and of many articles in the Reviews of the day.

CADIZ, Fit z williams, English colonial judge, b. 1825; studied at Pembroke College, 
Oxford, and graduated B.A. ; called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1855; acting clerk of 
council of the island of Trinidad in 1858 ; member of Privy Council of the island of 
Tobago ; appointed stipendiary magistrate in the same island, April 1862, and coroner 
and visiting justice of the gaol ; member of the executive committee, 1860. 

CADOGAN, Henry Charles, Earl of, English diplomatist, b. in London, 1812 ; 
educated at Oriel College, Oxford, where he graduated B. A. 1832 ; was attache at 
St. Petersburg from June 1834 to July 1835 ; secretary of embassy at Paris from March 
1858 to July 1859 ; M P. for Reading from 1841 to 1847 ; for Dover from July 1852 to April 
1857 ; colonel of the Westminster Middlesex Militia ; succeeded his father, 1 864. 

CADOGAN, Hon. George, English general, b. 1814; entered the Guards as ensign 
and lieutenant, Feb. 22, 1823 ; lieutenant and captain, 1838; lieutenant-colonel, 1847; 
colonel, 1854; created C.B. Dec. 29, 1856; major-general, June 23,1862; cross of com- 
mander of the order of St. Maurice, 1856, and the imperial order of Medjidie, 1858. 

CADORE. Louis de Champagny, Duke de, French politician, b. Jan. 12, 1796; 
succeeded at the death of his father to the ducal title, 1834, and took his seat in the 
House of Peers, Sept. 11, 1835; after the Revolution of 1848 was counsel -general of the 
Loire ; charged to temporarily replace the Duke de Grammont at Rome, May 1861. 
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CADOUDAL, Louis George de, French writer, b. at Auzon, Haute Loire, Feb. 10, 
1823. Author of ' Faite et Recits eontemporaines, et Reeueil anecdotique,' 1860; 'Los 
Signes du Temps, Critiques literaires et morales,' 1861; 4 Led Serviteurs dea Homines,' 
18(54 ; and other works of general literature. 

CAFFARELLI, Eugene Auguste, Comte de, French politician, b. at Milan. 
Dec. 31, 1806; auditor to the Council of State, July 1832; prefet of Ille-et-Vilaine, 
Jan. 24, 1849 ; resigned, March 9, 1851 ; member of the General Council of Aisne ; member 
of the Corps Legislatif for the second circonscription of Ille-et-Vilaine, 1852. 

CAFFE, Paul Louis Balthazar, French physician, b. at Chambery, Savoy, 1803 ; 
•liplorna of M.D. at Paris, 1833 ; professor at the Hotel Dieu. Published 4 Rapport sur 
rOpthalmie regnante en Belgique,' 1840 ; and author of several medical works. 

CAHEN, Samuel, French writer, b. at Metz, Aug. 4, 1796; studied at the Jewish 
College at Mayence ; director of the Jewish School at Paris. Author of a French trans- 
lation of the Bible, in 18 vols., commenced 1831, completed 1853 ; 'A Course of Hebrew 
Reading ;' and other elementary works. 

CAH ILL, Rev. Daniel William, English writer, b. in Queen's County, Ireland, 
1802; studied at Carlow College, and at Maynooth, where he was ordained ; professor of 
Natural History in Carlow College. Author of several pamphlets, and former editor of 
the Dublin Telegraph. 

CAILLIAUD, Frederic, French traveller, b. at Nantes, March 17, 1797 ; studied at 
Paris ; conservator of the Museum of Natural History at Nantes, 1827. Author of 
4 Recherches sur les Oases, sur les Mines d'Emeraudes, et sur l'ancienne Route du Com- 
merce entre le Nil et la Mer Rouge,' 1822 ; 4 Voyage a Meroe et au Fleuve Blauc, etc' 1827 ; 
and other works of travels. 

CAIN, Angus te, French sculptor, b. at Paris, Nov. 1822; studied under Reede. 
Exhibited 'The Dormouse and Tomtit,' 1846; 4 The Frogs wishing for a King,' 1850; 
4 The Eagle defending his Prey/ 1852 ; 4 An Eagle chasing a Vulture,* 1857 ; and numerous 
other works. 

CAIRO. James, English politician, b. at Stranraer, 1816; educated at Edinburgh; 
M.P. lor Dartmouth, 1857; for Stirling, 1S59; member of the Fishery Board, 1860; 
chairman of the Royal Commission on the Sea Fisheries of the United Kingdom, 1863. 
Author of several works on farming. 

CAIRD, Rev. John, Scottish minister, b. at Greenock, 1823 ; studied at the University 
of Glasgow, and licensed as a preacher, 1844 ; ordained minister of Newton-ou-Ayre, 
1845 ; minister at Errol, in Perthshire, 1850, and at Glasgow, 1858. 

CAIRNS, Hugh MacCalmont, Lord, English statesman, b. 1819; educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin ; called to the bar of the Middle Temple, Jan. 1844 ; appointed 
Queen's counsel and bencher of Lincoln's Inn, 1856 ; solicitor-general, March 1858, ami 
knighted at that date; LLD. of Cambridge, 1862; D.C.L. of Oxford, 1863 ; lord high 
chancellor, 1868. 

CAITHNESS, James Sinclair, Earl of, English statesman, b. 1821; appointed 
deputy-lieutenant of Caithness, 1848 ; lord-lieutenant, 1856 ; succeeded his father, 
1855 ; lord-in-waiting to the Queen from April 1856 to Feb. 1858 ; re-appointed, 1859 ; 
elected a representative peer for Scotland, June 1858 ; is the inventor of the 4 Road 
Locomotive Steam Engine.' 

CALDERON, Philippe Hermo genes, French painter, b. at Poitiers in 1833 ; 
studied at Paris under M. Picot. Exhibited at the Royal Academy 4 The Gaoler's 
Daughter.' 1858 ; « Man goeth forth to his Labour,' 1859 ; ' Drink to me only with thine 
Eyes,' 1863 ; ' Women of Aries/ 1864 ; and numerous others. 

CALDERON, Don Serafin Estevan, Spanish poet, b. at Malaga about the begin- 
ing of the present century ; studied at the University of Granada ; professor of poetry 
and rhetoric there ; auditor-general of the Army of the North, 1834. Author of 4 Poesias 
del Solitario,' 1833 ; 4 The Christians and Moors,' 1838 ; 1 Andalusian Scenes,' 1847 ; and 
several others. 

CALFA, Ambrose Yousouf-bey. Armenian writer, b. at Constantinople, March 2, 
1830 ; studied at the College of Mekhitaristes, Venice ; professor at the College of 
Moorat, Paris, 1848 ; prefet of studies in same college, 1854.

CALTHORPE, Hon. Frederick William Henry Gough, English politician, 
eldest son of the preceding, b. 1826 ; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for Warwickshire ; 
M.P. for Worcestershire, 1855. 

C Ala VERT, George Henry, American writer, b. at Baltimore, 1803 ; studied at 
Harvard College, and at the German University of Gottingen. Author of • Illustrations 
of Phrenology,' 1832; 'Count Julian,' 1840; 'Scenes and Thoughts in Europe,' New 
York, 1848 ; and numerous translations of German works. 

CALVERT, Rev. WiUiam, English clergyman, b. in 1819; educated at Pembroke 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1842 ; appointed minor canon of St. Paul's, 
1848 ; rector of 8t. Antholin and St. John the Baptist, Walbrook, 1849 ; incumbent of 
Kentish Town, 1S58. Author of ' The Wife's Manual,' 1854 ; * Pneuma. or the Wandering 
Soul,' 1856. 

C A MB ACE RES, Marie Jean Pierre Hubert, Dnc de, French senator, b. 
at Moutpellier, Sept. 20, 1798 ; studied law and called to the bar at Paris, 1823 ; senator, 
1851 ; grand master of ceremonies in the Emperor's household. 

CAMBRIDGE, George William Frederick Charles, Duke of, English 
prince, b. 1819, cousin to her Majesty; president of Christ's Hospital; colonel in the 
Grenadier Guards ; ranger of St. James's and Hyde parks ; appointed colonel in the army, 
1837 ; lieutenant-general, 1854; general commander-in-chief, 1856; field J marshal, 1862; 
served in the Crimea, 1854-55 ; has been inspector-general of cavalry. 

CAMDEN, John Charles, Marqnis, b. 1840; educated at Eton and Cambridge ; 
deputy-lieutenant of Kent; M.P. for Brecknock, 1866; succeeded his father, second 
marquis, Aug. 1866. 

CAMERON, Sir Duncan Alexander, English general, b. 1808 ; entered the army, 
1825; became captain, 1833 ; major, 1839; colonel, 1854 ; major-general, 1859; served in 
the Crimean campaign of 1854-55 ; lieutenant-general commanding the troops in New 
Zealand, 1863 ; created K.C.B. and knighted, 1864. 

CAMERON, Simon, American statesman, b. in Lancaster County, Pennsylvania, 
1792 ; appointed visitor at West Point, 1832 ; senator of the U. S. for Pennsylvania, 
1845 ; secretary of war to President Lincoln, 1861.

CAMPBELL, Sir Alexander Thomas Cockburn, Bart. English politician, 
b. at Madras, 1804 ; succeeded his maternal grandfather in 1824 ; assumed the name of 
Campbell 1825. 

CAMPBELL, Sir Archibald Islay, Bart. English politician, b. at Garscuhe, 
Dumbartonshire, in 1825 ; educated at Eton and Christ Church, Oxford ; where he was 
second in classics, 1847 ; appointed captain of the Glasgow Yeomanry in 1849 ; resigned, 
1857; lieutenant-colonel-commandant of 1st Lanarkshire rifle volunteers, 1860; deputy- 
lieutenant of Argyleshire, 1859 ; M.P. for Argyleshire from 1851 to 1857.

DILKE, Sir Charles Wentworth, English politician, b. in London, 1810 ; educated 
at Westminster, and Trinity Hall, Cambridge ; graduated LL.B. 1834 ; M L. 1860 ; magis- 
trate of Middlesex and Westminster, and one of the royal commissioners for the Inter- 
national Exhibition of 1802 ; created a l>aronet, Jan. 1862 ; M.P. for Walliugford, 1S65-68. 

DILKE, Christopher Wentworth. English politician, b. 1843 ; educated at Trinity 
Hall, Cambridge; called to the bar of the Middle Temple, 1866; returned M.P. for 
Chelsea, 1868. Author of 4 Greater Britain,' 1868. 

DILLON, John Blake, English politician, b. 1814: educated at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin ; graduated B. A. 1841 ; called to the Irish bar, 1842 ; alderman of the city of Dublin ; 
M.P. for Tipperary, 1865-68. 

DILLWYN, Louis Llewelyn, English politician, b. 1814 ; a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant of Glamorgan ; M. P. for Swansea since 1855.

Author 
of * Gedichte,' Cassel and Leipsic, 1848 ; 4 Wanderbuch,' ib. 1839-43 ; and numerous other

DOELLINGER, Johann Joseph Ignaz, German theological writer, b. at 
Bamberg, Bavaria, Feb. 28, 1799 ; appointed chaplain of the diocese of Bamberg, 1828 ; 
represented the University of Munich in the Bavarian Parliament, 1845 ; delegate to the 
Parliament of Frankfort, 1851. Author of 'Die Reformation,' 1846-48; and other 
theological works. 

DOENHOFF, August Herman, Count von, Prussian statesman, b. at Potsdam,

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DUMAS, Jean Baptiste, French statesman, b. at Alais, Gard, July 1800; studied at 
Geneva ; appointed teaeher of chemistry to the Eeole Polyteehnique, Paris, 1*23; elected 
to the National Assembly, 1849; minister of agriculture and commerce, Oct. 31, 1*50, to 
Jan. 9, 1851 ; vice-president of the Council of Education, 1S01 to ls»53. Author of 'Traite 
de Chimie appliquee aux Arts,' 1828-43 ; and other works on chemistry.

DUPIN, Francois Pierre Charles, Baron, French writer, b. at Varzy, Oct. 6, 
1784. brother of the preceding; appointed professor of mechanics to the Conservatoire 
des Arts et Metiers, 1819 ; councillor of state, 1831 ; peer of France, Oct. 3, 1837 ; senator, 
Jan. 25, 1852. Author of 4 Force commerciale de la Grande Bretagne," 1826 ; 4 Industries 
companies de Paris et de Londres,* 1852; and numerous other works. 

DUPLAN, Joseph, French politician, b. at Paris, March 17, 1791 ; studied at the 
Ecole Polyteehnique : member of the General Council for the canton of Aspet ; member 
of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Haute Garonne since 1852. 

DUPONT, Pierre, French song writer, b. at Lyons, April 23, 1821. Author of 'The 
Two Angels,; 1844 ; 'The Oxeu,' 1846 ; 'Song of Bread,* 1847; 'Song of the Workers,* 
1847 ; ' Dix Eglogues,' 1864 ; and numerous other poems. 

DU PRE', Caledon George, English politician, b. 1803 ; a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant of Bucks ; M.P. for Bucks since 1839. 

DURANDO, Giacomo , Italian statesman, b. at Mondovi, 1807 ; studied law at Turin, 

1831 ; entered the Spanish army, and made colonel in 1845 ; minister of war under Count 
Cavour, 1856 ; envoy to Constantinople, 1860 ; minister of foreign atfairs, 1862. 

DURANDO, Giovanni, Italian general, b. at Mondovi, 1809, brother of the preceding; 
entered the Spanish army, and became general, 1845 ; took part in the Italian war of 
independence, 1848 ; commander of a division, 1859; governor of Naples, 1861 ; military 
commander of Milan, 1862. 

DURBIN, John, American writer, b. in Bourbon County, Kentucky, 1800; studied at 
the College of Cincinnati, 1824; graduated in 1825; elected president of Dickinson 
College, Carlisle, 1834. Author of 'Observations in Europe, principally in France and 
Great Britain,' 1845 ; and other works. 

DURHAM, Right Rev. Charles Baring, Lord Bishop of, English divine, 
b. 1807 ; graduated at Christ Church, Oxford, 1829 ; consecrated Bishop of Gloucester 
and Bristol, 1856 ; translated to the see of Durham, 1861. 

DURHAM, Joseph, English sculptor, b. in London, 1821 ; studied under E. H. Bailey, 
R.A. Executed a bust of Jenny Lind, 1848 ; of Queen Victoria, 1856 ; statue of the late 
Prince Consort in the gardens of the Horticultural Society, in memory of the Great 
Exhibition, 1863 ; and a great number of other statues, groups, and busts. 

DURUY, Victor, French statesman and author, b. at Paris, 1811 ; studied at the 
College of St. Barbe, 1823 ; and at the Paris Ecole Normale, 1830, and took the degree of 
D.C.L. 1853; inspector of the Academy of Paris, 1861 to 1862; appointed minister of 
public instruction, June 23, 1863. Author of 'Geographic politique de la Republique 
Romaine et de l'Empire,' 1838; ' Introduction generale a l'Histoire de France,' 1865 ; and 
other works. • 

DUSEIGNEUR, Bernard Jean, French sculptor, b. at Paris, June 23, 180S ;

Cortot. Executed ' Saint Michel, Vmnqueur de Satan, annoncant le Regne de Dicu,' 1834 ;

DUTTON, Hon. Ralph Heneage, English politician, b. 1821 ; educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge; graduated M.A. 1842; is a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of 
Hants ; M.P. for South Hants, 1857-65 ; and for Cirencester, 1865-68. 

DUVAL, Jules, French writer, b. at Rodez, Aveyron, 1813 ; studied law, and called to 
the bar of his native town, 1836. Author of ' Les Colonies, et la Politique coloniale de la 
France,' 1S64 ; and numerous other works : also contributor to the Journal des DibaU, 
the Remit des Deux Mondes, and other French periodicals. 

DUVERGIER DE HAURANNE, Prosper, French statesman and historian, 

b. at Rouen, Aug. 3, 1798 : elected to the Constituent Assembly after Feb. 24 ; and to the 
Legislative Assembly in 1850. Author of ' Des Principes du Gouvernement representatif. 
et de leur Application,' 1838; ' Histoire du Gouvernement parlementaire en France,'

ELLIOT, Sir Charles, English diplomatist, b. 1810; was chief superintendent of 
trade and her Majesty's plenipotentiary in China, 1830 to 1841, and subsequently charge 
d'affaires in Texas, and governor of Bermuda and Trinidad ; created K.C.B. 1856. 

ELLIOT, Very Rev. Gilbert, English divine, b. 1800; educated at 8t. John's 

College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1822, and M.A. 1824; appointed dean of 
Bristol, 1S50 ; prolocutor in the Lower House of Convocation, 1857 to 1864. Author of 
some volumes of sermons. 

ELLIOT, Hon. Henry George, English diplomatist, b. 1817 ; educated at Eton ;

ELMORE, Alfred, Irish painter, b. at Clonakilty, county of Cork, 1815 ; first exhibited 
at the Royal Academy, 1834. Painted 'The Crucifixion,' 1838; 'The Martyrdom of a 
BeckeV 1839; 'Rienzi in the Forum,' 1844 ; 'Hotspur and the Fop,' 1851 ; and numerous 
other paintings, chiefly historical. Elected A.R.A. 1845. 

ELPHINSTONE, Sir Howard, English politician, b. in the county of Devon, 
1804; studied at the University of Cambridge; received the degree of D.C.L. from 
Oxford; called to the bar, 1840; M.P. for Hastings, 1835-37; for Lewes, 1841-47 ; suc- 
ceeded his father, 1846 ; deputy-lieutenant of Sussex. 
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ELSHOLTZ, Franz von, Gorman author, b. at Berlin, Oct. 1, 1791 ; appointed 
secretary of administration at Cologne, 1815; secretary of legation from the duchy <>f 
Saxe-Coburg Gotha to the court of Munich, 1840-51. Author of 'Wanderungen durch 
Kdln,' 1S20 ; and many dramas. 

ELSNER, Johan Gottfried. German political economist* b. at Gottesberg, Silesia, 
Jan. 14, 1784 ; studied at the Universities of Halle and Konigsberg, and received the 
degree of D.D. at Breslau, 1807.

Jan. 29, 1796 ; studied at the University of Bonn, 1820 ; appointed director 
of the College of Leopold, 1830 : conservator of the royal library, 1838. Author of 
4 Actenstiicke zur geheimen Geschichte des Hermesianismus,' Breslau, 1845. 

EL WART, Antoine Amable Elie, French musical composer, b. at Paris, Nov. 18, 
1S0S.

ELY, Right Rev. Edward Harold Browne, Bishop of, English divine, 
educated at Eton, and at Emmanuel College, Cambridge, where he graduated in 1832 ; 
appointed canon residentiary of Exeter Cathedral, 1857 ; consecrated bishop of Ely, 
March 1864. Author of two volumes of sermons, and 4 The Pentateuch and Elohistic 
Psalms, in reply to Bishop Colenso,' 1863. 

EMBURY, Emma Catherine Manley, American authoress, b. at New York, 1S08 ; 
married to Mr. D. Embury, 1828. Author of 1 Guido, and other Poems,' New York, 1828 ; 
* Constance Latimer, or the Blind Girl ;' and many other works ol Action. 

EMERSON, Ralph Waldo, American author, b. at Boston, 1803; graduated at 
Harvard College, 1821. Author of 4 Literary Ethics: an Oration,' 1838; 4 Man the 
Reformer,' 1841 ; 4 Representative Men;' 4 English Traits,' 1856; 4 The Conduct of Life,' 
1860 ; and numerous other works. 

F.MPIS, Adolphe Dominique Florent, French writer, b. at Paris, March 29, 1795 ; 
elected member of the French Academy, 1847; director of the Comedie Francaise, 
1856. Author of 'Romulus,' 1822 ; 4 Bothwell,' 1824 ; 4 Les Femmes de Henri VIII. : 
8cenes historiques,' 1854. 

ENAULT, Louis, French writer, b. at Isiguy, Calvados, 1824 ; studied in Paris, and 
called to the bar. Author of 4 Promenade en Belgique et sur les Bords du Rhin,' 1852 ; 
4 La Norvege,' 1857 ; 4 La Mediterranee, ses lies et ses Bords,' 1862; and numerous 
romances and works of travel. 

ENCKE, Johann Franz, German astronomer, b. in Hamburg, Sept. 23, 1791 ; studied 
at Guttingen under Gauss; appointed director of the Observatory at Berlin, and secretary 
to the mathematical class in the Royal Academy, 1825. Published 4 Concerning the 
Comet of Pons,' 1831-32 ; 4 The Distance of the Sun,' 1822-24 ; 'A New Method for dis- 
covering the Movements of the Planets ;' and other astronomical works. 

ENFIELD, George Henry Charles, Viscount, English politician, b. 1830 ; 
educated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford; a deputy-lieutenant of Middlesex; M.P. 
for Tavistock, 1852-57, and for Middlesex since 1857 ; secretary to the Poor Law Board, 
1865-66. 

EN GEL, Ludwie, composer, and harmonium-player, b. at Vienna, Jan. 9, 1828; 
studied music at the Conservatoire of Pesth ; gave concerts at Paris, 1853-55 ; came to 
England to popularize the harmonium, 1856. Author of 4 Piano-Harmonium Sehool ; ' 
4 Studies for the Harmonium ;' 4 Harmonium Album ;' and numerous other compositions. 

ENGEI*STOFT, ChriBtiern Thorning, Danish theologian, b. at N»sberg, Aug. 8, 
1805 ; appointed lecturer on theology to the University of Copenhagen, 1835 ; rector of 
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the University, 1S47-48 ; elected member of the Academy of Sciences of Copenhagen, 
1847 ; of the Royal Academy of History, 1850. Author of 4 Taler ved forskjellige Leilig- 
heder,' Odense, 1853 ; and other works. 

ENGLAND, Sir Richard, English military commander, b. in Canada, 1793; entered 
the array, 1801); held the chief military command in Caffraria, 1832-33 ; served in India, 
1S36, and was nominated K.C.B. ; served in the Crimea ; general in the army, and colonel 
of 41st Foot. 

ENGSTROEM, John, Swedish writer, b. at Kaernebo, Calmar, April 7, 1794 ; graduated 
licentiate in medicine, 1817. Author of 4 Resa genom Non-land och Lapplaud ar 1834,' 
Stockholm, 1834; 1 Forbundsbroderna,' ib. 1833-34; and other works. 

ENNIS, Sir J obn, English politician, b. 1809; educated at Stonyhurst College ; a deputy- 
lieutenant and county magistrate, and agovernor of the Bank of Ireland ; M.P. for Athlone, 
1857-05 ; re-elected, 1868. 

ENNISKILLE x. William WUlougbby Cole, Eari of, b. 1807; educated at 
Harrow and Oxford ; is deputy-lieutenant for the county of Fermanagh; trustee of the 
Hunterian Museum, Royal College of Surgeons ; M P, for Fermanagh, 1831-40. 

EOTVOS, Joseph, Baron, Hungarian statesman and author, b. at Buda, in Hungary, 
Sept. 8, 1813 ; studied jurisprudence at the University of Pesth ; minister of public 
instruction of the Republic of Hungary, 1848-49 ; appointed a second time minister of 
education by royal rescript, Feb. 24, 1807. Author of the « Village Notary,' 1844 ; 
1 Hungary in 1514,' 1847 ; 'The Influence of the Leading Ideas of the Nineteenth Century 
upon Government and Society,' 1851 ; and other dramas, romances, and political essays. 

ERBEN, Carl Jaromir, Bohemian historian, b. at Miletin, Bohemia, 1811 ; appointed 
archivist of the town of Prague, 1851. Author of 4 Pisne Narodin,' 1S42-45 ; 4 Bartosova 
Kronika Praska,' 1851 ; and other works.

called to the bar, 1819; was made king's counsel, 1834 ; M.P. for Oxford, 1837 to 1841 ; 
appointed one of the judges of the Court of Common Pleas, 1844 ; of the Court of 
Queen's Bench, 1846; chief justico of the Common Pleas, 1859; retired 1866. 

ERNE, Jobn Cricbton, Earl of, b. at Dublin, 1802 ; succeeded his uncle, 1842; 
lord-lieutenant of the county of Fermanagh. 

ERNEST I., Duke of Saxe-Altenburg, b. Sept 16, 1826, the son of Duke Georg 
of Saxe-Altenburg and Princess Marie of Meeklcnburg-Sehwerin ; succeeded to the 
throne, at the death of his father, Aug. 3, 1853 ; married, April 2S, 1S53, to Agnes, 
the daughter of Duke Leopold of Anhalt Dessau. 

ERNEST II., Duke of Saxe-Coburp Gotba, b. June 21, 1818, the son of Duke 

Ernest 1. of Saxe-Saalfeld-Coburg and of Princess Louise of Saxe-Altenburg ; studied 
philosophy and political economy at the University of Bonn, 1834-36 ; entered into the 
military service of Saxony, 1836 ; travelled in Spain, Portugal, Italy, and Northern 
Africa, 1838-40 ; succeeded to the throne, at the death of his father, Jan. 29, 1844. 
Composer of numerous musical pieces, and of the operas * Zaire,' * Casilda,' and 4 Santa- 
Chiara f the latter represented at Paris, 1855. 
ERROLL, William Harry Hay, Earl of, English military commander, b. 1823 ; 
hereditary lord high constable of Scotland ; major in the rifle brigade ; served with his 
regiment in the Crimea, and was wounded at the battle of Alma, Sept. 20, 1854. 
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ERSKINE, George, English officer, b. at Worthing, 1815 ; educated at the Royal 
College of Caen, and at the Royal Military College, {Sandhurst ; entered the army as 
ensign, 1832 ; was lieutenant, 1836 ; major, 1854; lieutenant-colonel, 1854 ; colonel, 1800 ; 
appointed inspector-general of volunteers, 1865. 

ERSKINE, John Elphinstone, English politician, h. 1806; educated at the 
Royal Naval College; entered the navy, 1819 ; and became vice-admiral, lb04j M.P. for 
Stirlingshire since 1865.

1822 ; appointed 
by the Vieeroy of Egypt to conduct an expedition to discover the source of the Nile, 
1856. Author of 'Notice sur le Kordofan,' 1851; 'Memoires sur la Chine,* 1844; and 
other works of travel. 

ESCHASSERIAUX, Rene Francois Eugene, Baron, French politician, 
b. at Arenes, Charente Inferieure, July 25, 1823 ; studied law at Paris, and was called to 
the l»ar ; elected representative of Charente Inferieure to the Legislative Assembly, 1849; 
and member of the Corps Legislatif for the same department since 1852. 

ESCHER, Johan Heinrich Alfred, Swiss politician, b. at Zurich, Feb. 20, 1819 ; 
studied law in his native town, and at the Universities of Berlin and Bonn, and obtained 
the degree of LL.D. 1842; deputy to the Federal Diet, 1848; burgomaster of Zurich, 
1848 ; one of the founders of the Federal Polytechnic School of Zurich; vice-president 
of the National Council, 1856-59.

ESMONDE, John. English politician, b. 1826; educated at Clongowes, and Trinity 
College, Dublin ; called to the Irish bar, 1850 ; is a magistrate for the counties of Water- 
ford and Wexford ; M. P. for the county of Waterford since 1852. 

ESPARTERO, Baldomero, Duke of Victory, Spanish statesman, b. at 
Granatula. in La Mane ha, Feb. 27, 1793; entered the Sacred Battalion as a volunteer, 
1808 ; studied in the Military School and became sub-lieutenant, 1815 ; field-marshal and 
lieutenant-general, 1833 ; regent of Spain, May 8, 1841, to July 22, 1843; commissioned 
by Queen Isabella to form a ministry, July 1854 ; dismissed, 1856; resigned his post as 
senator, and retired from active political life, 1857. 

ESQUIROS, Henri Alphonse, French author, b. in Paris, 1814 ; elected to the 
Legislative Assembly for the Saone-et-Loire, 1850 ; exiled from Fiance since Dec. 2, 
1851. Author of 'Les Anglais ehez Eux,' 1861; and numerous poems and works of 
fiction. 

ESSEN, Peter, Count of, Russian statesman, b. in Livonia, 1780: appointed 
mi.itary governor of the province of Orenburg, 1817; general, 1830; military governor- 
general of St. Petersburg, and created a count of the empire, 1833 ; entered the Council 
of State, 1842 ; chamberlain to the emperor, 1845 ; civil governor of the province of 
Livonia. 

ESTCOURT, Right Hon. Thomas Sutton Sotheron Bucknall, English 
statesman, b. 1801 ; educated at Harrow, and Oriel College, Oxford; M.P. for Marl- 
borough, 1829 to 1832 ; for Devizes, 1835-44 ; and for North Wilts, 1844 ; president of the 
Poor Law Board, 1848 ; secretary of state for the Home Department, 1859-60.

Labau, Oct. 5, 1802 ; studied at the University of Leipsic, 1823 to 1826 ; appointed pro- 
fessor of languages and German literature to the University of Zurich, 1833. Editor of 
•Kunech Laurin,' Jena, 1829; 'Heinrich von Weldecke's Eneide,* Zurich, 1852; and 
numerous other works. 

EUGENIE, Empress Of the French, h. at Granada, Spain. May 5, 1826, the 
second daughter of the Count de Montijo, grandee of Spain, and of Marie Mauuela Kirk- 
patrick de Closcburn ; married to the Emperor Napoleon III. Jan. 29, 1853. 

EVANS, David Morier, English financial writer, b. 1819. Author of the Com- 
mercial Crisis, 1847-48;' 'City Men and City Manners;' 'Facts, Failures, and Frauds,' 
1859. Has been City correspondent to the Times, the Morning Herald, and Standard. 

EVANS, John, English geologist, b. 1823 ; educated at Bosworth School. Author of 
'Ancient British Coins,' 1804; * Flint Implements of the Drift.' Is honorary secretary 
of the Numismatic Society. 

EVANS, Marian, English authoress, b. 1820; published under the nom de plume of

EWING, Archibald Orr, English politician, b. 1819; magistrate and deputy-lieu- 
tenant of Stirlingshire; returned M.P. for Dumbartonshire, 1808. 

EWING, Humphrey Ewing Crnm, English politician, b. 1803 ; is a magistrate 
and deputy-lieutenant of the county of Dumbarton, and a merchant in Glasgow; 31. P. 
for Paisley since 1857. 

EWING, Thomas, American statesman, b. in Ohio, Virginia, Dec. 28, 1789; graduated 
at Ohio University, B.A. 1815; called to the bar, 1816; appointed U.S. senator, 1831 ; 
secretary to the Treasury, 1840; minister of the interior, 1849; retired from political 
life, 1S51. 

EXETER, Henry Philpotts ; Bishop of, English divine, b. at Gloucester, May 
1779; studied at Corpus Christi College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1795, and 
M.A. 1798; appointed prebendary of "Durham, 1809 ; degree of D.D. 1821; dean of 
Chester, 1828 ; consecrated bishop of Exeter, 1830. Author of a great number of 
sermons and religious pamphlets. 

EYRE, Edward John, traveller and colonial governor, b. 1817; travelled in Australia, 
1S40-41 ; lieutenant governor of New Zealand, 1846-53 ; governor of Jamaica, 1802-65.

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FARINI, Carlo Luigi, Italian statesman, b. at Russi, in the Roman States, Oct. 22, 
182*2 ; studied medicine at Bologna; was suspended and ordered to leave the Papal States, 
1841 ; minister of the interior of Sardinia, 1847-48 ; director-in-chief of the sanitary 
and prison department of Rome,' 1848; dictator of Modena, 1859; commissioner at 
Naples, 1800; president of the Italian Council of Ministers, Dee. 8, 1862. to Marjh 24, 
1868. Author of * History of Italy," and other works. 

FAR N HAM , Eliza Burhans, American authoress, b. in Albany County, New York, 
Nov. 17, 1815 ; married to Mr. Farnham, traveller, 1835 ; devoted herself to prison visiting, 
1841 ; appointed matron of the state prison at Sing-Sing, 1844.

Prudence,' 1 La Force ;' and many other pieces of sculpture.

Russie in 1812,' 1850. 

FFEILDEN, Joseph, English politician, b. 1792 ; J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of 
Lancashire ; high sheriff, 1818 ; M.P. for Blackburn since 1865. 

FICHTE, Immanuel Hermann, German philosophical writer, b. at Jena, July IS, 
1707 ; studied at the University of Berlin ; professor at the College of Saarbriicken, 
1822, and at Dusseldorf, 1836 ; at the University of Bonn, 1839, and at Tubingen, 1842. 
Author of 'Siitze der Vorschule zur Theologie,' Stuttgart, 1826; 'Anthropologic, oder 
die Lehre von der menschlichen Seele,' Leipsic, 1856 ; and other philosophical works.

1806; educated at Harrow 
and Glasgow ; a commissioner of supply, and magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the 
county of Argyle; deputy-lieutenant of Bute ; M.P. for Argyleshire, 1857-08. 

FINLAY, George, English historian, resident for many years at Athens. Author of 
4 History of the Greek Revolution,' and several other works on the history of Greece. 

FINNIE, William, English politician, b. 1828 ; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 
1852 ; elected M.P. for North Ayrshire, 1808. 

FITZGERALD, Right Hon. John David. Irish Judge, b. in Dublin, 1815 ; edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Dublin ; called to the Irish bar, 1838 ; appointed solicitor-general 
for Ireland, 1855 ; attorney-general, 1856 ; one of the judges of the Court of Common 
Pleas in Ireland, 1860.

FLEISCHER, Heinrich Lebrecht, German philologist, b. at Schandau on the Elbe, 
Feb. 21, 1801 ; studied at the University of Leipsic, 1819 to 1S24 ; appointed professor of 
the Kreuzsehule of Dresden, 1831 ; professor of the University of St. Petersburg, and of 
Leipsic. 1835. Author of ' Samachscharis goldene Halsbander,' Leipsic, 1835; 'Gram- 
matik der lebendeu persischen Sprache,' ib. 1847 ; and other philological works. 

FLEMING, Charles, English linguistic writer, b. at Perth, 1806; studied in 
Edinburgh, and at the University of Glasgow ; teacher of English at the College of 
Lonis-le -Grand, Paris, 1829-31 ; at the Bcole Polytechnique, 1844-4S ; at the College 
Bourbon, Paris, 1841-52. Published • Dictionary of English and French, and French 
and English,' 1839-40 ; and several elementary works. 

FLEMING, Sir Valentine, English colonial judge, b. 1809; educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he graduated, 1834 ; called to the English bar ; appointed com- 
missioner of the Insolvent Court for Uobart Town, 1S41 ; was successively solicitor and 
attorney-general for Tasmania, and chief justice of that colony. 

FLETCHER, Isaac, English politician, b. 1S27 ; coalowner and ironmaster, and a 
magistrate of Cumberland ; returned M. P. for Coekermouth, 1868. 

FLEURY, Anselme, French politician, b. Feb. 14, 1820 ; member of the Corps Legis- 
latif lor the department of Loire Inferieure since 1852. 

FLEURY, Emile Felix, French general, b. at Paris, Doc. 23, 1815 ; studied at the 
College Roliin ; entered the corps of Spahis, 1S37 ; sub-lieutenant, 1840 ; captain, 
1844 ; chief of a squadron, 1848 ; appointed aide-de-camp to the Emperor, colonel of the 
Guides, and grand equerry of the Crown, Dec. 31, 1852 ; general of brigade, 1850 ; 
general of division, 1803 ; senator, 1805.- 

FLOCARD DE MEPIEN, Adolphe, French politician, b. July 20, 1802 ; member 
of the General Council for the canton of Morestel ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the 
third circonscription of the Isere since 1852. 

FLOCON, Ferdinand, French politician, b. in Paris, Nov. 1, 1800 ; reporter to the 
Courricr Franpiis, 1820 ; fought at the barricades, 1830; wrote for the Tribune National, 
and was one of the founders of the Rrforme ; member of the Provisional Government of 
France, and minister of commerce, 1848 ; exiled after the coup d'etat of Dec. 2, 1851. 

FLORE N COURT, Franz Chassot von. German political writer, b. at Bruns- 
wick, July 4, 1804 ; studied at the University of Marburg. Author of ' Kirehlii he, 
politische und literarische Zustande Deutschlands,' Leipsic, 1840; 'Zur preussischen 
Verfassungsfrage,' Hamburg, 1847 ; and other political works. 

FLOTOW, Frledrich Ferdinand Adolph von, German musical composer, 
b. at Tentendorf, Meeklenburg, April 27, 1812 ; studied under Reicha. Composed 4 Rob 
Roy,' 1832; the 'Duchess of Guise,* 1838; ' L'Esclave de Camoeus,' 1843; 'Martha,' 
1858 ; and many other operas and smaller musical pieces. 

FLOURENS, Marie Jean Pierre, French physiologist, b. at Maureilhan, Herault, 
April 15, 1794; received the degree of M.D. at Montpellier, 1813; created a peer of 
France, 1840 ; professor in the College of France, 1855 ; professor of comparative phy- 
siology in the Museum of Natural History in Paris ; perpetual secretary of the French 
Academy of Sciences. Author of ' De la Longevite humaine,' Paris, 1854; and 
numerous other scientific works. 
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FLOYER. John, English politician, b. 1811; educated at Winchester, and Balliol 
College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1831 ; a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of Dorset ; 
was high sheriff, 1844 ; M.P. for Dorset, 1840-57, and since 1804. 

FLUGEL, Gustav Lebrecht, German philologist, b. at Bautzen, Feb. 18, 1802; 
educated at the University of Leipsie, and at Vienna, where he studied under Von 
Hammer; appointed professor in the College of Meissen, 1832. Author of 4 Arable 
Anthology: Collection of fugitive Pieces of Poetry of Thaalibi,* Vienna, 1829; 'History 
of the Arabs,' 1833 ; and other works. 

FOERSTER, Ernst Joachim, German writer and painter, b. at Munehengosser- 
stadt, April 8, 1800, brother of the following; studied ait Munich, in the school of 
Cornelius. Executed a great number of frescoes. Author of 4 Beit rage zur neuem 
Kunstgeschichte,' Leipsie, 1835 ; * Denkmale deutscher Baukunst, Bildnerei und Malerei,' 
ib. 1855 ; and many other works. 

FOERSTER, Friedericli, Gennan military writer, b. at Munehcngosserstadt, Sept. 15, 
1792 ; entered the volunteer corps of Liitzow, 1S13. Author of 4 Ueitriige zur neuem 
Kriegsgeschichte,' Berlin, 1816 ; * Preussen's neuere und neueste Geschichte,' ib. 1850 ; and 
numerous other works. 

FO GAR ASSY, J ohann, Hungarian jurist, b. at Kasmark, Abau jvar, 1801 ; called to the 
bar, 1829; and became a magistrate, 1835; elected member of the Hungarian Academy, 
183S ; councillor to the minister of finance, 1848 ; judge of the Tribunal of Pesth during 
the revolution. Author of 4 Magyarhoui maganos Tdrvenytudomany elemei,' Pesth, 
1839 ; and numerous other works on jurisprudence. 

FOLEY, John Henry, English sculptor, b. in Dublin, 1818; studied at the Dublin 
Royal Society, and in the schools of the Royal Academy, London. Exhibited 4 The 
Death of Abel,* 1839; 4 Ino and Bacchus,' 1840 ; 1 Egeria,' 1854 ; and numerous statues, 
busts, and groups. Elected A.R.A. 1849; R.A. 1858. 

FOLEY, John Henry Wentworth Hodgetts, English politician, b. 1828; 
educated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of 
Worcestershire and Staffordshire ; M.P. for South Staffordshire, 1857-08. 

FOLEY, Thomas Henry Foley, Baron, English politician, b. 1808; M.P. for 
Worcestershire, 1830 to 1833 ; captain of the gentlemen-at-arms from July 1S46 to March 
1852, and Dec. 1852 to Feb. 1858; reappointed, June 1859; succeeded his father, 1833. 

FOIaJAMBE. Francis John Savlle, English politician, b. 1830 ; educated at Eton, 
ami Christ Cnurch, Oxford; is a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of Xotts ; M.P. for East 
Retford since 1857. 

FONBLANQUE, Albany, English journalist and statistician, b. 1797; chief of the 
statistical department of the Board of Trade ; for many years proprietor and editor of 
the Examiner. Author of 'England under Seven Administrations,' 1837. 

FOOT, Solomon. American politician, b. at Addison County, Vermont, Nov. 19, 1802; 
graduated at Middleburg College, 1820 ; appointed professor of natural philosophy in the 
Vermont Academy of Medicine at Castletou, 1828 to 1831; called to the bar, 1831; 
returned to Congress, 1842 to 1844 ; member of the U.S. Senate, 1850-56. 

FOOTE, Henry Stuart, American politician, b. in Fauquier County, Virginia, Sept. 20, 
1800; graduated at Washington College, Lexington, 1819; commenced practice as a 
lawyer, 1822 ; elected to the United States Senate, 1847 ; governor of Mississippi, 1851. 

FORBES, Right Rev. Alexander Penrose, Scottish divine, b. at Edinburgh, 
1817 ; educated at Brasenose College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1844 ; consecrated 
bishop of Brechin, in Scotland, 1847; and received the degree of D.C.L. Author of 
numerous devotional works. 

FORBES, Charles Stuart, English naval commander, b. at Richmond, Surrey, 
1829; entered the navy, 1841; served during the first China war, nnd in New Zealand, 
1844-45 ; joined the first expedition in search of Sir John Franklin, and promoted to 
a lieutenancy, 1848 ; took the Alqerine gunboat to China, 1857 ; commander in the navv, 
1858. Author of 4 Garibaldi's Campaign in the Two Sicilies,' 1861. 

FORBES, Hon. Francis Reginald, English diplomatist, b. 1791 ; educated at 
Eton ; entered the diplomatic service ; was secretary of legation at Rio Janeiro, Copen- 
hagen, and Lisbon, and secretary of embassy at Vienna ; appointed minister at Dresden, 
1832 ; envoy extraordinary to Brazil, 1858. 

FORBES, James David, American naturalist, b. in Edinburgh, 1809 ; educated at 
the University of Edinburgh, where he was professor of natural philosophy, 1833 to 
1800; principal of St Salvator's and St. Leonard's Colleges, St. Andrew's, New Bruns- 
wick. Author of 1 Travels in the Alps of Savoy ;' and numerous scientific works. 
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FORCADE, Eupe'ne, French writer, b. at Marseilles, 1820 ; founded the journal 
Semaphore, 1S37 ; the Mcssaacr de VAssemblie, Paris, 1851 ; director of the Semaine Fi- 
nanciers 1856 to 1862. Author of 4 Historical Studies,' 1853 ; and other works. 

FORCADE-LAROQUETTE, Jean Louis Victor Adolphe de, French 
statesman, b. in Paris, 1820 ; studied law in Paris, and called to the l>ar at the Royal 
Court, 1841 ; LL.D. 1846; minister of finance, Nov. 28, 1860, to Nov. 12, 1861 ; member 
of the Senate, Nov. 14, 1861 ; vice-president of the Council of State, 1863 ; minister of 
agriculture, commerce, and public works, 1867-68 ; appointed minister of the interior, 
Dec. 18, 1868. 

FORCE, Peter, American journalist, b. in New Jersey, Nov. 26, 1700; educated in the 
trade of a printer ; mayor of Washington, 1836 to 1840. Published a documentary 
history of the American colonies, and several historical tracts. 

FORCH HAMMER, J oh an Georcr, Danish chemist and geologist, b. at Husum, 
BcMeswig, July 26, 1704 ; studied at Kiel, and at Copenhagen, under Oersted ; took the 
dejrree of M.D. 1820 ; appointed lecturer on mineralogy at the University of Copenhagen, 
1S23; professor, 1850; member of the Academy of Sciences of Copenhagen, 1825 ; and 
secretary, 1851. Author of 4 Skandinaviens geognostiske Natur/ 1843 ; and numerous 
works on geology and chemistry. 

FORCH HAMMER, Paul Wilhelm, German archaeologist, b. at Husum, Schleswig, 
1800 ; studied at Lubeck, and at the University of Kiel ; degree of Ph.D. 1828 ; appointed 
professor at Kiel, 1836. Author of 4 Zur Topographie von Athen,' Gottingen, 1833 ; and 
numerous other works. 

FORDE, William Brownlow, English politician, b. 1823 ; magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant of the county of Down ; formerly colonel in the 67th Foot ; high sherifl', 1S51 ; 
M.P. for Downshire since 1857. 

FORESTER, Right Hon. George Cecil Weld, English politician, b. 1807; 
educated at Westminster ; colonel in the Royal Horse Guards ; groom of the bedchamber 
to George IV. and William IV. ; comptroller of the household, 1852, and 1858-59; M.P. for 
Wenlock since 1830. 

FOREY, Elie Frederic, French military commander, b. in Paris, Jan. 10, 1804 ; 
educated at Dijon, and admitted to the Military School of St. Cyr, 1822 ; took part in the 
first expedition to Algeria; colonel, 1844; general, 1848 ; took part in organizing the 
coup d'etat of Dec. 1851 ; general of division, 1852 ; senator, 1859; marshal of France, 
May 17, 1S63 ; commanded the French expedition to Mexico. 

FORGACH, Graf Anton von, Hungarian politician, b. 1819 ; chancellor of Ofen 
and of Fiume, 1840 ; appointed vice-governor of Prague, 1853 ; governor of Moravia, 
1800 ; and of Bohemia, Oct. 1860; chancellor of Hungary, 1861 ; resigned, April 1864. 

FORGUES, Paul Emile Daurand, French writer, b. at Paris, April 20, 1813 ; 
studied law at Toulouse, and called to the bar at Paris, 1834. Contributor under the 
pseudonym of Old Nirk to the Charivari, the Revue des Deux Mondes, and many 
other French periodicals : translated into French ' Jane Eyre ;' 1 Shirley ;' * Macaulay's 
Essays ;' and other works by English authors. 

FORNEROD, Constant, Swiss statesman, b. atAvenches, Canton Vaud. 1820; studied 
at the Universities of Lausanne, Tubingen, and Heidelberg; secretary to the govern- 
ment of Vaud, 1845 ; member of the Council of State for the same canton, 1848 ; president 
of the council, 1851 ; member of the Council of State of the Confederation, 1853 ; presi- 
dent, 1855 ; president of the Swiss Confederation, 1857 ; commissioner of the Confederation 
in the canton of Geneva, 1864. 

FORREST, Edwin, American actor, b. in Philadelphia, March 9, 1S06 ; made his 
debut at the Walnut-street Theatre, Nov. 1820 ; played in some of the principal theatres 
in America and England. 

FORRESTER, Alfred Henry, English writer, b. in London, 1805. Contributed, 
under the nom de 'plume of Alfred Crowifuill, to the Humorist, 1828 ; Bentley's Miscellany, 
Punch, and the Illustrated London News. Author of 4 Leaves from my Memorandum 
Book ;' 4 The Wanderings of a Pen and Pencil ;' and other works. 

FORSTER, Charles, English politician, b. 1815 ; educated at Worcester College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1840 ; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1843 ; a 
magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of StatTordshire M. P. for Walsall since 1847. 

FORSTER, Rev. Charles, English divine, b. 1790 ; educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin ; entered holy orders in Ireland ; rector of Stistead, near Braintree, Essex, 1828; 
appointed one of the six preachers in Canterbury Cathedral, 1835. Author of * The 
Apostolical Authority of the Epistle to the Hebrews vindicated,' 1838 ; ' The One 
Primeval Language traced experimentally through Ancient Inscriptions,' 1851. 
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FORSTER, Frangois, French engraver, b. at Locle, Neufehatel, Aug. 22, 1790; 
studied at Paris under Langlois, Leopold Robert, and at the Eeole des Beaux Arts; 
elected member of the Academy of Fine Arts, 1844. Eugra\ ed 1 Sainte Ceeile,' after Paul 
Delaroche ; ' Queen Victoria,' after M. Winterhalter ; and many other works. 

FORSTER, John, English historian, b. at Newcastle, 1812 ; appointed commissioner 
in lunacy, 1861. Author of ' Lives of the Statesmen of the Commonwealth ; ' ' Sir John 
Etiot, a Biography, 1590-1632,' 1864 ; and other historical works. Editor for a time of the 
Examiner and Daily News, and contributor to the Edinburgh and Quarterly Reviews. 

FORSTER, William Edward, English statesman, b. 1818 ; J. P. and deputy-lieutenant 
of the West Riding of Yorkshire; under-seeretary of state for the colonies, 1805-00: 
appointed vice-president of the Council of Education, Dec. 1868; M.P. for Bradford 
since 1861. 

FORSYTH, William, English author, b. 1S12 ; educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. 1834; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1839; a 
bencher of the Inner Temple, and standing counsel to the secretary of state in the 
Council of India; M.P. for Cambridge, 1865-68. Author of 'Hortensius, or the Duty 
and Office of an Advocate,' 1849 ; ' Life of Cicero,' 1864 ; and other works. 

FORTES CUE, Rierht Hon. Chichester Samuel Parkinson, English 
statesman, b. 1823 ; educated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. 1844; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the county of Louth ; lord of the 
Treasury, 1844-45; under-secretary for the colonies, 1857-58, and 1859-66; appointed 
chief secretary for Ireland, Dec. 1868 ; M.P. for County Louth since 1847. 

FORTESCUE, Hon. Dudley Francis, English politician, b. 1820 ; educated at 
Harrow, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; a deputy-lieutenant of Devon, and magistrate 
of the county of Waterford; M.P. for Andover since 1857. 

FORTESCUE, Right Hon. Hugh Fortescue, Earl, English statesman, 
b. 1818; educated at Harrow; M.P. for Plymouth, 1841-52; M.l\ for Marylebone, 
1854-59 ; succeeded his father, 1861 ; a lord of the Treasury, 1846-47 ; secretary to the 
Poor Law Board, 1847-51. Author of ' Public Schools for the Middle Classes/ 1864 ; 
and several political pamphlets. 

FORTUNE, Robert, English botanist, b. in Berwickshire, 1813 ; appointed collector 
of plants in Northern China by the Botanical Society of London, 1842. Author of 
'Three Years' Wandering in China,' 1847 ; 'Residence among the Chinese, Inland, on the 
Coast, and at Sea ; being the Third Visit, from 1853 to 1856 ;' and other works. 

FOSS, Edward, English author, b. 1787; a magistrate of Kent and Surrey, and of the 
borough of Dover. Author of ' The Grandeur of the Law, or the Legal Peers of England,' 
1843 ; ' The Judges of England/ 1848-57. 

FOSTER, Birket, English artist, b. at North Shields, Northumberland, 1812 ; studied 
wood-engraving under Mr. Landells. Contributor of sketches for the Illustrated London 
News; illustrated Longfellow's 'Evangeline;' 'Goldsmith's Poetical Works;' and other 
publications. 

FOSTER, John, American military commander, b. in New Hampshire, 1824; educated 
at West Point, and entered the army as lieutenant, 1846; served in the Mexican war; 
was first lieutenant and captain at the outbreak of the civil war ; took part with the 
North, and became major, 1861 ; major-general, 1862; placed in charge of the departments 
of Virginia and North Carolina, July 16, 1863. 

FOSTER, La Fayette, American statesman, b. at Franklin, New London, Connecticut, 
Nov. 22, 1806 ; studied at the University of President Brown, Rhode Island ; elected to 
the Senate of the United States, 1855 ; re-elected to Congress, 1860 ; president of the 
Senate, and on the death of Abraham Lincoln assumed the office of vice-president of the 
United States, April 14, 1865. 

FOSTER, William Orme, English politician, b. 1814 ; a magistrate and deputy-lieu- 
tenant of the counties of Stafford and Worcester ; M.P. for South Staffordshire, 1857-68. 

FOTHERGILL, Richard, b. 1830, English politician ; ironmaster, and magistrate 
and deputy-lieutenant of Glamorganshire ; returned M.P. for Merthyr Tydvil, 1868. 

FOXJCHE LEPELLETIER, Edouard Edmund Frangois, French politician, 
b. at Havre, 1809 ; member of the Corps Lcgislatif for the department of the Seine since 
1852 ; member of the Municipal Commission of Paris. 

FOWLER, Robert Nicholas, English politician, b. 1S25: n partner in the banking- 
house of Dimsdale & Co. Cornhill, London ; returned M.P. for Penryn, 1868.

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FOWLER, William, English politician, b. 1828 ; educated at University College, 
London; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1852; returned M.P. for Can i bridge, 
18(58. 

FOX, Sir Charles, English civil engineer, b. at Derby, 1810 ; constructed the building 
for the Great Exhibition of 1851 in Hyde Park, for which he was knighted; and the 
Crystal Palace at Sydenham. 

FOX, Charles Richard, English politician, b. 1798; entered the army, 1815; M.P.

FRASER, Alexander Campbell, English writer, b. in Argyleshire, 1818; studied 
at the University of Edinburgh ; appointed professor of metaphysics ami logic in his 
university, 1840. Editor of the North British Review, 1849; author of 'Essays in 
Philosophy. 1 

FRANCIS, George Henry, English writer, b. 1817. Author or 4 Opinions of Lord 
Brougham,' 1857; 'Critical Biographies of Mr. B. Disraeli, Sir Robert Peel, Lord 
Brougham, and Lord Palmerston :' contributor to Frnser's and other magazines. 

FRANCIS JOSEPH I., Emperor of Anstria and Kin- of Huneary, 

b. Aug. 18, 1880, the son of Archduke Franz Carl and of Archduchess Sophia, Princess 
of Bavaria ; appointed governor of Bohemia, April 5, 1848; declared of age, Dec. 1, 184S; 
proclaimed Emperor of Austria in consequence of the abdication of his uncle, Ferdi- 
nand I., and the renunciation of the crown by his father, Decembers, 1848; crowned 
King of Hungary, and took the oath on the Hungarian Constitution. June 8, 18<i7 ; 
married, April 24, 1854, to Elizabeth, Princess in Bavaria, the daughter of Duke Maxi- 
milian in Bavaria. 

FREEMAN, Edward Augustus, English historical writer, b. at Harbome, 
Staffordshire, 1823; elected scholar of Trinity College, Oxford, 1841, and fellow, 1S45 ; 
graduated M. A. ; examiner in law and modern philosophy. 1857-58 and 1863-64. Author 
of ' History of Architecture.' 1849 ; 'History of Federal Government,' 1863 ; 'History of 
the Norman Conquest,' 1867; and other works. 

FREER; Martha Walker, English authoress, b. at Leicester, Oct. 25, 1822: married 
to the Rev. John Robinson, rector of Windmerpool, near Nottingham, 1S61. Author of 
'Life of Marguerite d'Angouleme, Queen of Navarre,' 1854; 'The Married Life of Anne 
of Austria,' 1S64; and other biographical works. 

FREILIGRATH, Ferdinand, German poet, b. at Detmold, Northern Germany, 
June 17, 1S10 ; educated for a mercantile career. Author of numerous lyrical poems. 

FREMANTLE, Sir Thomas Francis, English statesman, b. 1798; educated at 
Oriel College, Oxford, where he graduated in 1819; M.P. for Buckingham, 1826-46 ; 
deputy-chairman of the Board of Customs, 1846, and chairman of the board, 1850 ; was 
secretary at war, 1844-45 ; chief secretary for Ireland, 1845-46. 

FREMONT, John Charles, American officer and statesman, b. in South Carolina, 
Jan. 21, 1813 ; graduated at Charleston College, 1830; explored the South Pass of the 
Rocky Mountains, 1842; captain, 1845; colonel, 1850; unsuccessful candidate for the 
Presidency of the United 8tates, 1856 ; took part with the Union Government in the 
civil war, and appointed lieutenant-general, 1861. 

FRE'MY, Edmond, French chemist, b. at Versailles, Feb. 28, 1814 ; studied at the 
Ecole Polytechnique ; professor in the same from 1848 to 1850; elected member of the 
Academy of Sciences, 1857. Author of several works on chemistry. 

FRENCH, Benjamin, American writer, b. in Virginia, June 8, 1799. Published 
♦Memoirs of Eminent Female Writers,* 1825; 'Historical Collections of Louisiana,' 
1844 to 1853 ; and other works. 

FRENCH, Right Hon. Fitz-Stephen, English politician, b. 1801 ; educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the county of Roseoni- 
inon ; M.P. for county of Roscommon since 1832. 

FRERE, Sir Henry Bartle Edward, English colonial administrator, b. 1815; 
educated at Haileybury; entered the Bengal Civil Service, 1833; appointed British 
resident in Scinde,* 1856 ; created K.C.B. civil division, 1859 ; governor of Bombay, 
1862-68. 

FRERE, Rev. John Alexander, English theological writer, b. 1814; educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1838, and M.A. ; appointed vicar 
of Shillington, Beds, 1853. Author of 'The Inspiration of Scripture,' 1850; 'The Tes- 
timony of the Spirit to the Incarnation,' 1853.

physician to the King of Prussia, 1854. Author of a ' Practical Treatise on Diseases of 
the Liver ;' and other medical works. 

FRESH FIELD, Charles Kaye, English politician, b. 1812; educated at the 
Charterhouse ; is deputy-lieutenant of London, and solicitor to the Bank of England ; 
M.P. for Dover, 1865. 

FRIEDRICH I., Grand Duke Of Baden, b. Sept 9, 1826, second son of 
Grand Duke Leopold I. anil of Princess Sophia of Sweden ; ascended the throne of 
Baden at the death of his father, April 24, 1852 ; married, Sept. 20, 1856, to Louise, 
b Dec. 3, 1838, the daughter of King Wilhelm I. of Prussia. 

FRIEDRICH FRANZ I., Grand Duke Of Mecklenbnrg-Strelitz, 

b. Oct. 17, 1819, the son of Grand Duke Georg and Princess Marie of Hesse-Cassel ; 
succeeded to the throne at the death of his father, Sept. 6, 1860 ; married, June 24, 1843, 
to Augusta, b. July 19, 1822, the daughter of the late Duke Adolphus of Cambridge. 

FRIEDRICH FRANZ II., Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- Schwerin, 

b. Feb. 28, 1823, the son of Grand Duke Paul Friedrich and Princess Alexandrine of 
Prussia ; studied philosophy and theology at the University of Bonn, 1840-42 ; succeeded 
to the throne at the death of his father, March 7, 1842. 

FRISWELL, James Hain, English writer, b. at Newport, Shropshire, 1827. Author 
of 'Houses with the Fronts OfT,* 1855 ; * A Daughter of Eve ;' 'The Gentle Life and 
other works of a miscellaneous character. 

FRITH, William Powell. English painter, b. at Studley, near Ripon, 1819; entered 
the Art Academy, 1835. Exhibited ' Malvolio before the Countess Olivia,' 1840 ; 
4 English Merrymaking a Hundred Years Ago,' 1847 ; 1 A Child at its Evening Prayers,* 
1852 ; « A Dream of the Future,' 1856 ; and numerous other paintings. Elected A.R. A. 
and R.A. 1852. 

FROST, William Edward, English painter, b. at Wandsworth, Surrey, 1810; was 
- admitted as student at the Royal Academy, 1829. Painted 4 Diana and Act«on,' 1*46 ; 
1 The Syrens,' 1849 ; 4 Chastity,' 1854 ; 4 The Glacis,' 1863 ; and many others. Elected 
A.R.A. 1846. 

FROTH INGHAM, Richard, American author and politician, b. at Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, Jan. 31, 1812 ; member of the Massachusetts House of Representatives, 
1839 to 1850 ; 'mayor of Charlestown, 1850 to 1853. Author of 4 History of Charlestown,' 
1848 ; and other works. 

FROUDE, James Anthony, English historian, b. at Dartington, Devonshire, 
April 23, 1818 ; educated at Westminster, and Oriel College, Oxford ; took deacon's 
orders, 1844. Author of 4 Lives of the English Saints,' 1844 ; 'The Nemesis of Faith,' 
1848 ; ' History of England, from the Fall of Wolsey to the Death of Elizabeth,' vols. 1-8, 
1856-65. Editor of Fraser's Magazine. 

FTJAD, Mehmed Pasha, Turkish statesman, b. in Constantinople, 1814 ; studied 
medicine in the Schools of Galata ; nominated second interpreter to the Porte, 1843 ; 
Ottoman commissioner at Bucharest, 1848 ; commissioner at the head-quarters of Omar 
Pasha in the Crimea; minister of foreign affairs, 1856; Grand Vizier, 1861-66. Author 
of 'The Alhambra,' a poem, and 'The Truth upon the Question of the Holy Places,' 1853. 

FTJERST, Julius, German philological writer, b. at Zerkowa, duchy of Posen, May 12, 
1805. Author of a ' Hebrew Concordance ;' 4 Biographical Dictionary of eminent Hebrew 
Literati and Savans, past and present ;' and other philological and biographical works. 

FULLERTON, Lady Georgiana, English authoress, b. 1814; married to Captain 
Alexander Fullerton, 1833. Author of 4 Ellen Middleton,' 1844; 4 Lady Bird,' 1852; 
4 Laurentia, a Tale of Japan,' 1861 ; 4 Too Strange not to be True,' 1864 ; and other works 
of fiction. 

FURSTENBERG, Carl Egon Leopold Maximilian, Prince of, German 
military commander, b. March 4, 1820 ; succeeded his father, Oct. 22, 1854 ; lieutenant- 
general in the service of Baden, and aide-de-camp to the Grand Duke of Baden. 

FURSTENBERG, Johann Nepomnck Joachim Egon, Landgrave of, 

Austrian statesman, b. March 21, 1802 ; succeeded his father, Feb. 4, 1856 ; chamberlain 
at the court of Austria ; privy councillor and grand master of ceremonies to the Emperor. 
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GABELENTZ, Hans Conon von, German philologist, b. at Altenburg, Oct. 13, 1S07 ; 



Saxe-Altenburg. 1843-48; president of the Cabinet of Altenburg, 1848-49; represented 
Altenburg at the parliament of Erfurt, 1850 ; president of the Diet of Altenburg, 1851. 
Author of 1 Beitrage zur Sprachenkunde,' Leipsic, 1852 ; and other works. 
GAERTNER, Friedricta von, German architect, b. at Coblentz, 1792 ; studied at 
Munich, and in England and Italy; appointed professor of architecture in the Munich 
Academy, 1820 ; director of the Academy of Fine Arts at Munich ; furnished the design 
for the royal palace at Athens, 1886 ; superintended the restoration of the cathedrals of 
Regensburg and Bamberg ; architect of the principal public buildings at Munich. 
GAGERN, HeinriCh Wllhelm August, Baron von, German statesman, b. at 
Bayreuth, Aug. 20, 1799; studied at the Military School of Munich, and at Gottingen, 
Jena, and Heidelberg ; entered the service of the Grand Duke of Hesse-Darmstadt, 1821 ; 
deputy to the Legislative Chamber of Hesse- Darmstadt, 1832-48 ; member of the German 
Parliament at Frankfort, and one of the author* of the Federal Constitution, 1848-49 ; 
retired into private life, 1852. Published ' A Life of General Friedrich von Gagern,' 1856. 
GAGNE, PanUn, French writer, b. at Montoieon, Drome, June 8, 1806; studied law, 
and was called to the bar at Paris. Author of ' Le Suicide,' 1841; ' Le Supplice du 
Mali/ 1865 ; * Le Congres Sauveur des Rois et des Peuples,' 1864 ; and other works. 
GALLAIT, Louis, Belgian historical painter, b. at Tournay, 1810 ; studied at Antwerp 
and Paris. Painted 'Tasso in his Cell, visited by Montaigne,' 1836; 'The Last Moments 
of Egmont,' 1853 ; and exhibited at the International Exhibition of 1862 'The Abdication 
of Charles V.' and 'The Last Honours paid to Egmont and Horn.' 
GALLOWAY, Randolph Stewart, Earl of, English administrator, b. in Sussex, 
1800; educated at Harrow, and Christ Church, Oxford; M.P. for Cockennouth, 1826 to 
1831 ; succeeded his father, 1834 ; a magistrate of Kirkcudbrightshire and Wigtonshire. 
GALL WE Y, Sir William Payne, English politician, b. 1808 ; deputy-lieutenant 

of the North Riding of Yorkshire ; M.P. for Think since 1851. 
GALWAY, George Edward ArnndeU Monckton Arundell, Viscount, 
English politician, b. March 1. 1805 ; educated at Harrow, and Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he graduated B. A. ; was a lord in-waiting to the Queen, Feb. to Dec. 1852 ; deputy- 
lieutenant of Notts ; M.P. for East Retford since 1847. 
GAM BIER, Sir Edward John, English colonial judge, b. 1796; educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated; called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn; 
appointed recorder of Prince of Wales Island, 1828 ; transferred as puisne judge to 
Madras, 1836 ; chief judge, 1840 to 1849. 
GARBETT, Ven. James, English divine, b. 1800; educated at Brasenose College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1822; appointed public examiner at Oxford, 1829 ; 
rector of Clayton, Sussex, 1885 ; prebendary of Chichester, 1843 ; archdeacon of Chi- 
chester, 1851. Published ' Bampton Lectures' and ' Pnelectiones Academic®.' 
GARDNER, John, English physician, b. at Coggeshall, Essex, 1804; educated at 
London, Edinburgh, and Giessen ; graduated M. D. 1844 : founded the Royal College of 
Chemistry and the General Apothecaries' Company. Author of 'The Great Physician,' 
1843 ; 'Treatise on Consumption,' 1854 ; * Household Medicine,' 1863 ; and other works. 

GARIBALDI, Giuseppe, Italian general and politician, b. at Nice, July 22, 1807; 
entered the Sardinian navy, 1825 ; engaged in a conspiracy, and took refuge in France, 
1834 ; returned to Rome, 1848 ; commanded at Varese, Camerlata, &c. in the campaign 
against Austria, 1859 ; landed at Marsala, May 1860, and conquered Sicily and Naples ; 
attacked by the Italian troops at Aspromonte and severely wounded, Aug. 27, 1862 ; 
visited England, 1864 ; defeated at Mentana, 1867. 

GARLIES, Lord Stewart, English politician, b. 1835, eldest son of the Earl of 
Galloway; educated at Harrow, and Christ Church, Oxford; a captain in the Royal 
Horse Guards Blue ; returned M.P. for Wigtonshire, 1868. 
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GARNIER, Jean Louis Charles, French architect, b. in Paris, Nov. 6, 1825; 
entered the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 1842 ; designed the hall of the new Opera at Paris. 

GARNIER, Joseph Clement, French political economist, b. at Beuel. Nice, Oct. 3, 
1813 ; studied at Drnguignan, and at the Ecole Superieure du Commerce at Paris. 
Author of 'Elements d'lfcconomie politique/ 1846; 'Premi6res Notions d'Econoinu; 
politique ou sociale,* 1864; and numerous other works. Founder of the Nouveau 
Journal des Con naissa tices Utiles. 

GARNIER PAGE'S, Louis Antonin, French politician, b. at Marseilles, July 18, 
1803 ; mayor of Paris, and minister of finance under the Provisional Government, 1848 ; 
elected member of the Corps Legislatif for the fifth circonscription of Paris, 1864. 
Author of 'History of the Revolution of 1848,' 1860-62. 

GARRETT, Sir Robert, English officer, b. 1794; entered the army, 1811 ; served in 
the Peninsula ; was lieutenant-colonel during the war in the Crimea ; appointed to com- 
mand a brigade at Gibraltar, 1856, and in China, 1857; created K.C.B. for services in 
suppressing- the Indian Mutiny. 

GASC, Jean. French lawyer, b. at Toulouse, 1800; studied law, and was called to the 
bar of his native town, 1823 ; appointed councillor of state, 1855. 

GASELEE, Stephen. English politician, b. 1807; educated at Winchester, and Balliol 
College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1828, M.A. 1832 ; called to the bar or the Inner 
Temple, 1832; serjeant-at-law, 1840; M.P. for Portsmouth, 1865-68. 

GASPARIN, Agenor E'tienne, Comte de, French writer, b. at Orange, July 10, 
1810. Author of ' De 1* Amortisscment,' 1834 ; 4 L'Amerique devant rEurope,' 1862 ; and 
other historical and financial works. 

GATTY, Margaret, English authoress, b. in Essex, 1809 ; married to the Rev. Alfred 
Gatty, D.D., vicar of Ecclesfield, near Sheffield, 1839. Author of 4 The Fairy Godmothers, 
and other Tales,' 1851 ; 4 Old Folks from Home ;' and numerous works of fiction. 

GAUME, Jean Joseph, French theological writer, b. at Fuans, Doubs, 1802; 
appointed professor of theology at the Seminary of Nevers, 1827 ; took the degree of 
D. D. from the University of Prague ; vicar-general of Rheims, Montauban, and Aquila. 
Author of 'Le Signe de la Croix au XIX. Siecle,' 1863 ; and other theological works. 

GAUTIER, The ophile , French poet, novelist, and critic, b. at Tarbes, Aug. 31, 1808 ; 
entered the College Charlemagne, 1822. Author of 'Poesies' and 4 Albertus,' 1830; 
'La Comedie de la Mort,' 1838; 4 Une Larme du Diable,' 1839 ; 'Tresors d'Art de la 
Russie ancienne et moderne,' 1860-63 ; 'Loin de Paris,' 1864 ; and other works. 

GAVAZZI, Alessandro, Italian priest and politician, b. at Bologna, 1809 ; admitted 
into holy orders in the Church of Rome, 1825 ; appointed chaplain-general of the forces, 
and accompanied the Roman army to Vicenza, 1848. Published a ' Life ' of himself, in 
English and Italian ; and 'Orations,' 1851. 

GAVIN, George O' Hall or an, English politician, b. 1810; entered the 16th Lancers, 
1827 ; became a major in the army, 1846 ; retired, 1850 ; a magistrate of the county of 
Limerick ; M.P. for Limerick since 1859. 

GAVINI, Sampiero, French politician, b. at Bastia, May 18, 1823 ; advocate at the 
Imperial Court of that town, and member of the General Council for the canton of Cam- 
pile ; elected to the Corps Legislatif for the department of Corsica, 1863. 

GAY AN GO S , Pascual, Spanish historian, b. June 21, 1809; studied Oriental 
languages under Silvestre de Sacy, in France ; appointed professor in the University of 
Madrid, 1843. Author of 'History of the Mohammedan Dynasties of Spain ;' and of a 
Spanish translation of Ticknor's 'History of Spanish Literature,' 1851-56. 

GAYARRE, Charles Arthur, American writer, b. at Louisiana, Jan. 3, 1805; 
studied at the College of New Orleans. Author of 4 History of Louisiana ;' the ' School 
for Politics ;' and other works. 

GEIGER, Abraham, German writer, b. at Frankfort-on-the-Maine, May 24, 1810, of 
Jewish parents ; studied at the Universities of Heidelberg and Bonn ; appointed Rabbi 
of the Jewish community of Wiesbaden, 1832. Author of ' Was hat Mohammed aus 
dem Judenthum aufgenommen?' Bonn, 1833 ; and other works in Jewish literature. 

GEIKIE, Archibald, English geologist, b. at Edinburgh, 1835 ; educated at the High 
School and Uniyersity of Edinburgh ; appointed to the Geological Survey, 1S55. Author 
of 'The Story of a Boulder,' 1858; 'The Phenomena of the Glacial Drift of Scotland,' 
1863 ; and other geological works. 

GEMEAU, Augnste Pierre W alb our g, French general, b. at Paris, Jan. 4, 
1790 ; left the Military School as sub-lieutenant, 1808 ; colonel, 1825 ; lieutenant-general 
1846 ; senator, 1852. 
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GENDRON, Aupruste, French historical painter, h. in Paris, 1818 ; studied under 
Paul Delaroehe. Painted 4 Le Dante commente par Boccace,' 1844; ' Les Nymphes au 
Tombeau d'Adonis,' 1864 ; and numerous other pictures. 

GENTEUR, Simon Maximilian, French statesman, b. at St. Germain Mont, 
Ardennes, 1815 ; studied at the Lyeee of Rheims, and law at Paris ; called to the bar of 
Orleans, 1840 ; mayor of Orleans, 1854; appointed secretary-general of the Ministry of 
Public Instruction, and councillor of state, 1863. 

GEORGE I.. King: of the Hellenes, b. Dec. 24, 1845, the second son of Prince 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein-Sonderburg-Glueksburg ; elected King of the Hellenes by 
the National Assembly at Athens, March 18 (30), 1863 ; accepted the crown, through his 
father and the King of Denmark, acting as his guardians, June 4, 1863 ; declared of age 
by decree of the National Assembly, June 27, 1863 ; landed in Greece, Nov. 2, 1863. 

GEORGE II., Duke of Saxe-Meiningen, b. April 2, 1826, the son of Duke 
Bernhard I. ; succeeded, on the abdication of his father, Sept. 20, 1866 ; married, May 18, 
1850, to Princess Charlotte of Prussia, who died March 30, 1855 ; married again, Oct 23, 
1S58, to Princess Theodora of Hohenlohe-Langenburg, b. July 7, 1839. 

GEORGE Victor, Prince of Waldeck, b. Jan. 14, 1831, the son of Prince Georg 
Friederieh and Princess Emma of Anhalt-Bernburg ; succeeded to the throne at the death 
of his father, under the guardianship of his mother, May 14. 1845 ; married, Sept. 26, 
1853, to Helena, b. Aug. 12, 1831, daughter of the late Duke of Nassau. 

GEORGE, John, English politician, b. 1804 ; educated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where he graduated B.A. 1822, M. A. 1824 ; called to the Irish bar, 1826 ; to the English 
bar, 1828 ; magistrate of the county of Wexford ; formerly crown-prosecutor for the 
Leinster circuit; solicitor-general for Ireland, 1858-59; M.P. for county of Wexford, 
1852-57, and 1859-68. 

GERLACH, Georg Daniel; Danish general, b. at Eckernforde, Schleswig, Aug. 31, 
1798 ; entered the army as ensign, 1813; major, 1848; lieutenant-colonel, 1849; colonel, 
1850 ; major-general, 1854 ; lieutenant-general, 1863 ; chief of the Danish army, 1864. 

GERMINY, Charles Gabriel I»e Be'gne, Comte de, French statesman, b. at 
Cliponville, Seine Inferieure, Nov. 3, 1799; minister of finance, 1848; governor of the 
Bunk of France, 1857-03 ; vice-president of the General Council of the Seine Inferieure. 

GE ROME, Jean Le on, French painter, b. at Vesoul, Haute-Saone, May 11, 1824: 
studied in Paris, 1841, under Paul Delaroehe, and at the Ecole des Beaux Arts ; appointed 
professor of painting to the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 1863. Exhibited ' Bacchus et rAmour/ 
1848 ; 'Phryne,' ' Cleopatra,* 1863 ; and numerous other paintings. 

GERSTAECKER, Friedrich, German traveller and author, b. at Hamburg, May 16, 
1816. Author of ' Streif-und Jagdziige durch die Vereinigten Staaten von Nordamerica,' 
Dresden, 1844; 'Pirates of the Mississippi,' 1856; 4 A Wife to Order,' 1860; and other 
works of travel and fiction. 

GERVINUS, Georg: Gottfried, German historian and critic, b. at Darmstadt, 
May 20, 1805; studied at Heidelberg, 1826; professor of German literature at the Uni- 
versity of Gottingen. Author of 'A History of Europe since 1815 ;' * History of German 
Poetry,' Leipsic, 1853 ; treatises on Shakspeare and Handel ; and other works. 

GESNER, Abraham, American geologist, b. at Comwallis, Nova Scotia. Author of 
4 On the Mineralogy and Geology of Nova Scotia ;' 'On the Industrial Resources of Nova 
Scotia ;* and other geological works. 

GETTY, Samuel Gibson, English politician, b. 1817 ; a magistrate of the county of 
Antrim; was mayor of Belfast, 1856-58 ; M.P. for Belfast, 1860-68. 

GIBSON, Right Hon. Thomas Milner, English statesman, b. at Trinidad, 1807, 
the son of Major T. Milner Gibson ; educated at Trinity College, Cambridge ; vice-presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade from July 1846 to May 184S ; president of the Poor Law 
Board. 1859 ; sat for Ipswich from July 1837 to July 1839 ; and for Manchester from 1841 
till 1857 ; M.P. for Ashton, 1857-68 ; president of the Board of Trade, 1859-66. 

GIBSON, William Sidney, English antiquarian, b. at Fulham, 1815; called to the 
bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1845 ; appointed registrar of the Court of Bankruptcy, 1852. 
Author of 'The History of Tynemouth,' and other historical and antiquarian works. 

GILBERT, Jacqnes Emile, French architect, b. in Paris, Sept. 3, 1793 ; entered 
the Ecole Polytechnique, 1811 ; and the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 1813 ; directed the con- 
struction of the Hotel de la Prefecture de Police, 1856, and numerous other public 
buildings; elected member of the French Academic des Beaux Arts, 1853. 

GILBERT, John, English artist, b. at Blackheath, Kent, 1817. Exhibited paintings 
in water-colour of * Don Quixote giving Advice to Sancho Panza,' 1841 ; 1 Peace and War,' 
1852. Draftsman on wood for the Illustrated London News, the British Workman, and 
numerous other illustrated works. 
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GILBERT, William, English novelist. Author of 'Shirley Hall Asylum;' 'Dr. 
Austin's Guests,* ' Life of Lucrezia Borgia f and many other works. 

GILES, Rev. John Allen, English author, b. 1802 ; educated at Corpus Christi 
College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1824 ; appointed head master of the City of 
London School, 1836; resigned, 1840. Author of 4 Life and Times of Alfred the Great ;' 
'History of the Ancient Britons;' and other historical works. 

GILFILLAN, Rev. George, English author and critic, b. at Comrie, Scotland, 
1813; appointed minister of the Sehoolwynd Church at Dundee, 1837. Author of 
4 A Gallery of Literary Portraits ;' 4 The History of a Man,' 1866; 'Alpha and Omega,' 
1860 ; and other works of miscellaneous literature. 

GILLIES, Margaret, English artist, b. in Scotland, 1803 ; studied under Frederick 
Cruikshank and Henry Schetfer ; elected lady member of the old Society of Painters in 
Water Colours, 1853 ; a constant contributor to the exhibitions of that institution. 

GILLMORE, Quincy Adams, American military commander, b. in Loraine 
County, Ohio, 1825 ; admitted to the Academy of West Point, 1845, where he graduated, 
1849 ; lieutenant, 1849 ; captain on the outbreak of civil war, 1861 ; brigadier-general and 
major-general, 1863. 

GILPIN, Charles, English politician, b. at Bristol, 1815; educated for a mercantile 
career, and became member of the Common Council of London ; secretary of the Poor 
Law Board, 1859-65 ; M.P. for Northampton since 1857. 

GILPIN, Richard Thomas, English politician, b. 1801 ; educated at Rugby, and 
Christ's College, Cambridge ; colonel of the Beds Militia ; deputy-lieutenant and magis- 
trate of Beds and Bucks ; M.P. for Bedfordshire since 1851. 

GIL Y ZARATE, Antonio, Spanish dramatic poet, b. Dec. 1, 1793 ; member of the 
Spanish Academy. Author of 'Un Afto despues de la Boda,* played at Madrid, 1825 ; 
* Don Pedro de Portugal,' 1828 ; ' Rosmunda,' 1840 ; and numerous other works. 

GIRARDET, Karl, French painter, b. at Locle, Neufehatel, May 13, 1810. Painted 
' Le Mont Righi ;' ' Le Retour du Soldat,' 1850 ; ' Vue prise dans les Landes de Gascogne/ 
1864 ; and numerous other landscapes. 

GIRARDIN, Emile de, French journalist, b. in Switzerland, 1806. Author of 
' Emile,' 1827 ; ' Au Hasard,' 1828 ; founded La Presse, 1836 ; member of the Chamber ol 
Deputies, 1834-48 ; retired from the direction of La Presse, 1856 ; subsequently established 
La Liberty. 

GIRARDIN, Jean Pierre Louis, French chemist, b. in Paris, Nov 16, 1803 ; 
correspondent of the Acadeinie des Sciences de l'lnstitut. Author of ' Elements de 
Mineralogie appliquee aux Sciences chimiques,' Paris, 1826; 'Lecons dc Chimie elemen- 
taire faites le Dimanche a l'Ecolo municipale de Rouen,' ib. 1860; and many other works 
on chemistry. 

GIRAUD, Charles Joseph Barthelemy, French legal writer, b. at Pernes, 
Vaucluse, Feb. 20, 1802; studied law at Aix; vice-rector of the Acadeniiede Paris, 1845 
to Feb. 25, 1848 ; appointed inspector-general of the Order of Advocates, 1861.

March 6, 1797; educated at 
Wadhani College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1818, and M.A. ; vicar of Sedgley, 
Staffordshire, 1826-47; rector of Kings winford, Staffordshire, 1847. Author of 'Family 
Commentary on the Bible,' 1832-42; and other religious works. 

GLADSTONE, Right Hon. William Ewart, English statesman, b. at Liver- 
pool, Dec. 29, 1809, the fourth son of Sir John Gladstone, Bart., a Liverpool merchant; 
educated at Eton, and at Christ Church, Oxford ; a lord of the Treasury, Dec. 18.H4 ; 
under-secretary for the Colonial Department, Jan. 1835 to April 1835 ; vice-president of 
the Board of Trade and master of the Mint from Sept. 1841 to May 1843 ; president of 
the Board of Trade, May 1843 to Feb. 1845 ; secretary of state for the colonies, July 
1846 ; chancellor of the Exchequer in Lord Aberdeen's ministry, Dec. 28, 1852; resigned 
with the Aberdeen ministry, Jan. 30, 1855 ; accepted the same office under Lord Palmer- 
stun, Feb. 5, but resigned, Feb. 21, 1855; M.P. for Newark, 1832-45 ; chancellor of the 
Exchequer, June 18, 1859, to July 5, 1866 ; M.P. for South Lancashire, 1865-68 ; returned 
M.P. for Greenwich, Nov. 1868; appointed first lord of the Treasury, Dec. 8, 1868. 
Author of ' The Church considered in its relation with the State,' 1840 ; and several 
other political treatises. 
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GLADSTONE, William Henry, English politician, b. 1840; educated at Eton, and 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1862, MA 1865; deputy-lieutenant 
of the county of Flint ; M.P. for Cheater, 1865-68, for Whitby, 1868.. 

GLAIRE, l'Abbe Jean Baptiste, French theologian, b. at Bordeaux, April 1, 1798 ; 
studied at St. Bulpice; entered holy orders, 1822; appointed to the chapter of Notre 
Dame de Paris, 1840 ; nominated councillor of the University, 1845. Author of ' Lexicon 
manuale Hebraicum et Chaldaicuin,' 1880 ; 1 Concordances Arabes du Coran ;' ' Principes 
de Grammaire Arabe,' 1857 and 1861; and other theological and philological works. 

GLiAIS-BIZOIN, Alexander, French politician, b. at Quintin, Cotes du Nord r 
March 9, 1800 ; was called to the bar, 1822 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the 
department of Cdtes du Nord, 1863. 

GLASGOW, James Carr Boyle, Earl of, English administrator, b. 1792; 
studied at Oxford; was lieutenant R.N. ; lord-lieutenant and principal sheriff of Ren- 
frewshire ; a deputy-lieuteuant of the county of Bute; was M.P. for Ayrshire, as Lord 
Kilbum, 1839 to 1843, when he succeeded his father. 

GLASS, Sir Richard Atwood, English politician, b. 1820; educated at King's 
College, London ; created baronet for his services in laying the Atlantic Telegraph, 1866 ; 
returned M.P. for Bewdley, 1868, unseated, 1869. 

GLEIG, Rev. George Robert, English author, b. at Stirling, April 20, 1796; 
educated at Glasgow, and Balliol College, Oxford ; obtained a commission, 1812 ; joined 
the army of the Duke of Wellington, 1813; entered holy orders, and became rector 
of Ivyehurch, Kent, 1822 ; prebendary of St. Paul's ; chaplain-general of the forces. 
Author of 'The Subaltern,' 1825 ; 'The Life of the Duke of Wellington;' and numerous 
other works. 

GLOCKER, Ernst Friedrich, German mineralogist, b. at Stuttgart, May 1, 1793 ; 
studied theology at Tubingen, and was ordained, 1815; studied botany and mineralogy at 
Halle and Berlin; professor of mineralogy at Breslau. Author of ' Charakteristik der 
schlesischen mineralogischen Literatur,' Breslau. 1827-32 ; « Ueber die Geschiebe der 
Oderebene,' 1854 ; and numerous other scientific works. 

GLOUCESTER AND BRISTOL, Right Rev. Charles John Ellicott, 
Bishop of, English divine, b. at Whitwell, 1819; educated at St. John's College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated, 1841 ; appointed professor of divinity in King's College, 
London, 1858 ; dean of Exeter, 1861 ; consecrated to the see of Gloucester and Bristol, 
1863. Author of 1 Critical and Grammatical Commentaries ;' and other theological works. 

GLYN, George Carr, English politician, b. 1797; educated at Westminster; a 
commissioner of lieutenancy for London ; M.P. for Kendal, 1846-68. 

GLYN, George Grenfell, English statesman, b. 1824; educated at Rugby, and 
University College, Oxford ; appointed joint-secretary of the Treasury, Dec. 1868 ; M.P. 
for Shaftesbury since 1857. 

GLYN, Isabella, English actress, b. at Edinburgh, May 22, 1823 ; first appeared on 
the stage in 1847 ; married to Mr. E. Dallas. 

GOBAT, Samuel, German missionary, b. at Cremme, canton of Berne, 1799; went as 
missionary to Abyssinia, 1825 ; vice-principal of Malta Protestant College ; consecrated 
missionary bishop of Jerusalem, 1846, on the nomination of the King of Prussia. Author 
of * A Journal of Three Years in Abyssinia,' 1847. 

GODARD DESMARETS, Hippolyte, French politician, b. at Paris, Oct. 8, 1796 ; 
member of the General Council for the canton of Trelon ; member of the Corps Legis- 
latif for the departement du Nord since 1853. 

GODDARD, Ambrose Lethbridge, English politician, b. 1819; educated at 
Harrow, and St. John's College, Cambridge ; deputy-lieutenant of Wilts, and captain of 
Wilts Yeomanry ; M.P. for Cricklade, 1847-68. 

GODDARD, Arabella, English pianist, b. at St. Servan, near St. Malo, Brittany, 
Jan. 1836; studied under Kalkbrenner and Thalberg, and G. A. Macfarren ; made her 
debut at the National Concerts, Oct. 1850 ; married to Mr. Davidson, musical critic, 1860. 

GODKIN, James, English writer, b. at Gorey, county of Wexford, 1806; minister 
of a dissenting congregation at Armagh, 1834 ; was editor of the Christian Patriot, the 
Londonderry Standard, and Dublin Daily Express, for several years ; Irish correspondent 
of the Times since 1860. Author of 4 The Outcast ; a Story of the Modern Reformation * 
' Illustrated History of England from 1820 to 1852 ;' and other works. 

GODWIN, George, English architect, b. at Brompton, Middlesex, Jan. 28, 1815; 
designed St Mary's Church, West Brompton ; and restored RedclitT Church, Bristol. 
Author of 'Churches of London,' 1838; 'History in Ruins,' 1853; 'London Shadows,' 
1854 ; and numerous other works on architecture. 
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GODWIN. Parke, American journalist, b. at Patareon, New Jersey, Feb. 25, 1816 ; 
took his degrees at the College of Princetown, 1834, and studied law : was one of the 
principal editors of the New York Evening Post, 1837 to 1853. Author of 1 Political 
Essays,' 1856 ; and other works. 

GOERGEI, Arthur, Hungarian general and statesman, b. at Toporcz, in the comitat 
of Zips, Upper Hungary, Feb. 5, 1818; admitted a« cadet to the School of Pioneers mt 
Tulu, 1832 ; lieutenant, 1842 ; captain, 1844 ; took part in the Revolution of 1848 ; dic- 
tator of Hungary, Aug. 11. 1849. Published 'My Life and Acts in Hungary in the Years 
1848 and 1849,' Leipsic, 1852. 

GOLDNEY, Gabriel, English politician, b. 1813 ; a magistrate of Wilts, and governor 
of Christ's Hospital ; was formerly a solicitor ; M.P. for Chippenham since 1865. 

GOLDS CHM IDT, Hermann, German astronomer and painter, b. at Frankfort, 
June 17, 1802 ; studied painting at Muuich, under Sehuorr and Cornelius. Painted 
'A Woman in Algerine Costume,' 1836; 'The Deaths of Romeo and Juliet,' 1857. 
Engaged in constant astronomical observations, and discovered seven planets. 

GOLDSCHMIDT, Madame, Swedish singer, b. at Stockholm, Oct 21, 1821 ; studied 
under Croelius and Garcia; first appeared in London as Jenny Lind, May 1847; 
visited the United States, 1850 ; married to M. Otto Goldschinidt, and retired from the 
stage, 1851 ; reappeared for a short time in 1855, 1861, 1863, and 1864. 

GOLDSCHMIDT, Meyer Aaron, Danish novelist, b. at Vordingbord, Jutland, 
Oct. 26, 1819 ; founded the Corsair at Cojienhagen, 1840. Published, under the name 
of Adolph Meyer, 'A Jew,' 1845; 'The Homeless One,' 1853-57 ; and other works of 
fiction. 

GOLDSMID, Sir Francis Henry, English politician, b. 1808; called to the bar of 
Lincoln's Inn, 1833 ; J.P. and deputy-lieutenant of Berks, and a baron of the kingdom of 
Portugal ; M.P. for Reading since 1860. 

GOLDSMID, Frederick David, English politician, b. 1812 ; educated at University 
College, London; a magistrate of Kent; M.P. for Uoniton, 1865-68. 

GOLOVIN, Ivan, Prince Hovna, Russian author, b. 1813 ; exiled from Russia on 
political grounds, and took refuge in England, 1843. Author of ' The Caucasus, from an 
Historical, Political, and Physical Point of View,' 1853; 'History of Alexander I.' 1858 ; 
1 Progress in Russia,' 1859 ; and other political works. 

GOLOWINE, Eugene Alexandro witch, Russian general and statesman, b. 1795 ; 
lieutenant-general, 1831 ; governor-general of the provinces of the Baltic, 1845 ; appointed 
minister of public instruction, Dec. 20, 1862. 

GOMM, Sir William Maynard, English military commander, b. 1784 ; entered the 
army as ensign, 1798 ; served in Holland and the Peninsula ; was quartermaster-general 
at Waterloo, and created K.C.B. ; appointed governor and commander-in-chief of the 
Mauritius, 1842; commander-in-chief of India, 1850; retired, 1855 ; appointed colonel in 
the Coldstream Guards, 1863. 

GONDRECOURT, Henri Anfre Alfred de, French novelist, b. at Guadalonpe, 
March 22, 1816 ; entered the Military School of St. Cyr, 1832, and fought in Africa ; 
lieutenant-colonel, 1855 ; colonel, 1859. Author of 4 Mediue,* 1845 ; 'Le Pays de la Soif,' 
1864 ; and many other romances. 

GONZALES, Louis Jean Emmanuel, French writer, b. at Saintes. Oct. 25, 1815. 
Author of ' Les Chereheurs d'Or,' 1857 ; ' Les Trois Fiancees,' 1864; and numerous other 
works ; also contributor to a great number of French periodicals. 

GOOCH, Sir Daniel, English politician, b. 1818; studied engineering, and took a 
leading part in laying the Atlantic telegraph ; created baronet, 1866 ; M.P. for Cricklade 
since 1865. 

GOODALL, Frederick, English painter, b. in London, Sept 17, 1822, son of the 
preceding. Painted ' French 8oldiers Drinking at a Cabaret,' 1839 ; 4 Village Festival,' 
1847; 'Raising the Maypole,' 1851; 4 The Swing,' 1854; and many others. Elected 
A.R.A. 1852, and R.A. 1863. 

GOODFORD, Rev. Charles Old, English divine, b. 1812 ; educated on the founda- 
tion at Eton, and at King's College, Cambridge ; was assistant master at Eton ; appointed 
head master, 1853; -provost of Eton, 1862. 

GOODSON, James, English politician, b. 1810 ; called to the bar of Gray's Inn, 1855 ; 
a magistrate of Middlesex and Westminster; M.P. for Great Yarmouth, 1865-68. 
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GOODWIN, Charles Wycliffe, English author, b. at King's Lynn, 1817 ; educated 
at St. Catherine's College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1838 ; called to the bar of 
Lincoln's Inn, 1848. Author of 4 Hieratic Papyri,' 1858; 'The Mosaic Cosmogony,' 
published in the 4 Essays and Reviews ;' and editor of Anglo-Saxon and Greek works. 

GOODWIN, Very Rev. Harvey, English author, b. at King's Lynn, Norfolk, 1818; 
entered Caius College, Cambridge, 183(5, and graduated, 1840 ; incumbent of 8t. Ed want 'a 
Church, Cambridge, from 1848 to 1858 ; dean of Ely. Author of 1 Lectures on the 
Church Catechism ;* * Problems and Solutions in Mathematics f and other works. 

GORE, John Ralph Ormsby, English politician, b. 1816; educated at Eton, and 
Christ Church, Oxford ; J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of the counties of Salop and Car- 
narvon ; late groom-in-waiting to the Queen ; M.P. for county of Carnarvon, 1837-41, 
and for North Shropshire since 1859. 

GORE, William Richard Ormsby, English politician, b. 1819 ; educated at Eton ; 
deputy-lieutenant of Salop, and a magistrate of Sligo ; was captain in the 13th Light 
Dragoons ; M.P. for County 81igo, 1841-52, and for County Leitrim since 1858. 

GORE-LANGTON, William Henry Powell, English politician, b. 1824; edu- 
cated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1845, M.A. 1848; 
magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Somerset; M.P. for West Somerset, 1861-59, and 
since 1863. 

GORSE, Joseph Augnstin, Baron, French general, b. Sept. 20, 1784; entered 
the Ecole Polytechnique, 1802 ; captain in the army, 1810 ; lieutenant-colonel, 1825 ; 
general, 1841 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Tarn since 1803. 

GORTSCHAKOFF, Alexander Michaelovich, Russian statesman, b. 1798 ; 
educated at the Lyceum of Zarskoe-Selo : entered the diplomatic service, 1818 ; secretary 
of embassy at London, 1824 ; minister at Florence, 1830 ; plenipotentiary at Vienna, 1832 ; 
ambassador-extraordinary at Stuttgart, 1841 ; ambassador at Vienna, 1854 ; appointed 
minister of foreign affairs, and chancellor of the empire, April 17, 1850. 

GOSCHEN, Right Hon. George Joachim, English statesman, b. 1831; educated 
at Rugby, and Oriel College, Oxford ; a deputy-lieutenant of London, and late director 
of the Bank of England : vice-president of the Board of Trade, 1805-60 ; chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, Feb. to July 1800 ; appointed president of the Poor Law Board, 
Dec. 9, 1808 ; M.P. for the city of London since 1803. 

GOSS, John, English musical composer, b. at Fareham, Hants, 1800 ; appointed organist 
of St Paul's, April 1838. Composed the anthem, 4 If we believe ;' and numerous glees 
and other musical pieces, chiefly sacred. 

GOSSE, Louis Franqois Nicolas, French painter, b. in Paris, Oct 4, 1787 ; 
entered the Ecoje des Beaux Arts, 1805, and studied under Andre Vincent Exhibited 
' Ex Voto,' 1808 ; * La Mort de Saint Vincent de Paul,' 1845 ; and other paintings. 

GOSSE, Philip Henry, English naturalist, b. at Worcester, 1810. Author of 'The 
Canadian Naturalist,' 1840 ; 1 A Naturalist's Sojourn in Jamaica ;' 1 A Naturalist's Rambles 
on the Devonshire Coast ;' ' Actinologia Britannica : a History of the British Sea Ane- 
mones and Corals,' 1800 ; and other works on natural history. 

GOUGH, Hugh Gongh, Viscount, English military commander, b. 1779 ; entered 
the army, 1791 ; commanded the 87th regiment through the Peninsular war ; commanded 
the expeditionary force in China, and concluded a peace with that country ; commanded 
the army of India in the Gwalior, Sutlej, and Punjaub campaigns ; field-marshal in the 
army. 

GOUGH, John, English lecturer, b. at Sandgate, Kent, 1817. Travelled through the 
Northern and Southern States of America, Canada, and England, lecturing on temperance. 
Published his » Autobiography ' and • Orations/ 1855. 

GOUIN, Alexandre. French politician, b. at Tours, Jan. 28, 1792; elected deputy for 
the department of Indre-et-Loire, 1881 ; minister of commerce, 1840-44 ; elected to the 
Constituent Assembly, 1848 ; member of the Legislative Assembly, and of the Corps 
Legislatif for the department of Indre-et-Loire since 1852. 

GOULBURN, Rev. Edward Meyrick, English divine, b. 1818 ; educated at Eton, 
and Balliol College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1839; appointed head master of 
Rugby School, 1848 ; minister of Quebec Chapel and prebendary of St. Paul's, 1858 ; one 
of the Queen's chaplains in ordinary, and incumbent of St John's, Paddington, 1859; 
dean of Norwich. 

GOULD, Edward, American writer, b. at Lichfield, Connecticut, May 11, 1808. Pub- 
lished an abridgment of Alison's 1 History of Europe,' New York, 1845 ; 1 The Very Age 
ib. 1850 ; and numerous translations from French authors.

Composed 4 Sapho,' 1850; 4 La 
Nonne Sanglante,' 1854; 'Faust,', 1859 ; 4 La Reine de Saba,' 1862 ; and many other 
operas. 

GOURLEY. Edward Temperley, b 1828 : shipowner of Sunderland, and pro- 
prietor of the Maltese Cross line of steamers ; elected M.P. for Sunderland, 1868. 

GOUSSET, Thomas Marie Joseph, French divine, b. at Montigny les Cherlieux, 
Haute-Saone, May 1, 1792; studied in the School of Amance, near Vesoul ; ordained, 
1817 ; appointed bishop of Perigeux, Oct. 6, 1835 ; vicar-general of Besancon, 1830 ; arch- 
bishop of Rheims, May 26, 1840 ; cardinal, Sept. 30, 1850. 

GOWER, Hon. Edward Frederick Leveson, English politician, b. 1819; edu- 
cated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1840, M.A. 1844 ; 
called to the bar, 1845; J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of Staffordshire; M.P. for Derby, 
1847, for Stoke, 1851-57, for Bodmin since 1859. 

GOYON, Charles Marie Augnste, Comte de, French general, b. Nov. 19, 1802 ; 
studied at the Military School of St. Cyr ; became lieutenant, 1821 ; captain, 1831 ; maior, 
1839 ; lieutenant-colonel, 1843 ; colonel, 1846 ; brigadier-general, 1850 ; general of division, 
1853 ; charged with the command of the division of occupation at Rome, 1859 ; and 
received the title of general-in-chief of the French in Rome, 1861 ; recalled and created 
a senator, 1862. 

GOZIiAN, Le on, French writer, b. at Marseilles, 8ept. 21, 1806. Author of 4 Les

GRABOW, Johann, German politician, b. at Prcnzlau, Prussia, April 15, 1802 ; studied 
law at Berlin, and was burgomaster of his native town ; elected deputy to the Prussian 
Diet, 1847 ; and to the National Assembly for the town of Preuzlau, 1848 ; elected president 
of the Prussian Cliamber of Deputies, 1849, and again 1861. 

GRAEFE, Heinrich, German politician, b. at Buttstadt, March 3, 1S02 ; studied at 
Weimar and at the University of Jena ; director of the Municipal School of Jena, 1825 ; 
professor at the University of Jena, 1840 ; deputy to the German National Assembly, 
1849. Author of 4 Der Verfassungskampf in Kurhessen,' Leipsic, 1851; and of several 
educational works. 

GRAESSE, Johann Georg Theodor, German bibliographer, b. at Grimma, Jan. 31, 
1814 ; studied at Leipsic, Halle, and Dresden ; appointed librarian to the King of Saxony, 
1843; inspector of the Royal Numismatic Cabinet, 1848. Author of 'Lehrbuch einer 
allgemeinen Literaturgeschichte,' Dresden and Leipsic, 1837 to 1855 ; 4 Haudbuch der 
alten Nuraismatik,' ib. 1852 ; and numerous other works. 

GRAF STROEM, Andrew Abraham, Swedish poet, b. at Sundswall, 1790 ; took 
the degree of Ph.D. from the University or Upsal, 1815 ; was ordained, 1830 ; appointed 
pastor of Umea, 1835 ; dean of the district, 1837. Author of 4 8kaldefors6k,' Stockholm 
1826-32 ; r Sanger frau Norrland,' 1843 ; and other poetical works. 

GRAFTON, William Henry Fitaroy, Duke of, b. Aug. 4, 1819; educated at 
Harrow ; was attache to the British Legation at Naples, 1841 ; M.P. for Thetford, 1847 to 
1863 ; is deputy-lieutenant and magistrate of Northamptonshire, and magistrate of 
Suffolk ; succeeded his father, 1863. 

GRAHAM, Sir Frederick Ulrick, English diplomatist, b. 1820 ; attache to the 
British Embassy at Vienna, 1842 ; deputv-lioutenant of Cuml>erland, 1856 ; succeeded his 
brother, 1861. 

GRAHAM, Thomas, English chemist, b. at Glasgow, Dec. 20, 1805 ; educated at 
the Grammar School and the University of Glasgow, where he graduated M.A. 1826;

1817 ; educated at the University of Glas- 
gow ; a magistrate for the county of Lanark; merchant at Glasgow ; M.P. for Glasgow 
since 1865. 

GRAHAM STOWN, Right Rev. Henry Cotterill, Bishop of, English 

divine, b. 1812 ; educated at St. John's College, Cambridge, where he graduated, 1835 ; 
principal of Brighton College ; consecrated to the see of Grahamstown, South Africa, 
1859. Author of 4 The Seven Ages of the Church,' and other theological works. 

GRAM MONT, Ferdinand, Marquis de, French politician, b. at VillersexeL 
June 6, 1805; was deputy for the arrondisement of Lure, 1837; elected for the Haute- 
Saone, 1848 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Haute-Saone since 
1852. 

GRAMONT, Antoine A pre nor Alfred, Due de, French diplomatist, b. at Paris, 
Aug. 14, 1819; entered the Ecole Polytechnique, 1837 ; minister plenipotentiary to Cassel, 
and Stuttgart, 1852 ; to Turin, April 1853 ; ambassador to Rome, 1857 to 1861 ; ambas- 
sador to Austria, 1861-66. 

GRANARD, George Arthur Hastings Forbes, Earl of, English administra- 
tor, b. 1833 ; was attach^ at Dresden, 1852 to 1854 ; lord- lieutenant of the county of 
Leitrim ; succeeded to the earldom, 1837.

Exhibited * Meet of hisxVIajesty's Staghounds,' 18371; the 'Melton Hunt;' and many others, 
especially portraits of celebrated persons. Elected A.R.A. 1842, R.A. 1851, P.RA. 1867. 

GRANT, Hon. James, English politician, b. 1817; magistrate for BanfT, Elgin, and 
Inverness ; elected M.P. for Elgin and Nairnshire, 1868. 

GRANT, James, English journalist, b. at Elgin, Morayshire, 1805; editor of the 
Morning Advertiser since 1850. Author of 'Random Recollections of the House of 
Lords;' 'The Bench and the Bar;' 'Our Heavenly Home;' 'The End of all Things,' 
1866 ; and numerous other works. 

GRANT, James, English novelist, b. at Edinburgh, Aug. 1, 1822; ensign in the 62d 
Foot, 1839. Author of 'The Romance of War, or Highlanders in Spain,* 1846 ; 'Philip 
Rollo, or the Scottish Musketeers,' 1854; 'Mary of Lorraine,' 1860; 'Second to None,' 
1864 ; and many other works of fiction. 

GRANT, James Augustus, English traveller, b. at Nairn, 1827: educated at the 
Grammar School and Marisehal College. Aberdeen ; appointed to the Indian arary, 1845 ; 
took part in the relief of Lmknow under Gen. Havelock, where he was wounded, 1857 ; 
explored the sources of the Nile with the late Captain Speke, 1863-65. 

GRANT, Sir Alexander, English author, b. 1S26 ; educated at Harrow, and 
Balliol College, Oxford ; elected fellow of Oriel College, 1849 ; appointed one of the 
examiners for the Indian Civil Service appointments, 1855 ; inspector of schools in Madras 
presidency, 1858 ; professor of history and political economy in Elphinstone College, 
Madras, 1860. Author of 'The Ethics of Aristotle with English Notes,' 1854. 

GRANT, Sir James Hope, English military commander, b. 1808 ; entered the army, 
1826 ; served in China and India ; became brevet- colonel, 1854 ; served in India through 
the Mutiny of 1857-58 ; appointed to the command of the military forces during the war 
with China, 1860 ; appointed commander-in-chief and governor of Madras, Dec. 1861. 

GRANT, Sir John Peter, English colonial administrator, b. 1808; entered the East 
India service, 1826 ; was lieutenant-governor of Bengal during the Indian Mutiny of 
1857-59; K.C.B. civil division, 1862; governor of Jamaica, 1867. 

GRANT, Sir Patrick, English officer, b. 1804 ; entered the military service of the East 
India Company, 1819 ; served on the staff in India; was made C.B. for services at So- 
braon; appointed commander-in-chief of the Madras army, 1856; K.C.B. and aide-de- 
camp to the Queen. 

GRANT, Ulysses Simpson, American general and statesman, b. at Point Pleasant, 
Ohio, April 27, 1822 ; entered at West Point, 1839 ; graduated with the brevet of lieu- 
tenant, June 30, 1843 ; first lieutenant, 1847; captain, Aug. 1853; resigned, 1854; took 
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part with the North in the civil war; appointed brigadier-general, July 1861; com- 
mander-in-chief of the U.S. army, 1864 ; secretary of war, Aug. 1867 to Feb. 1868 ; 
elected President of the United States, Nov. 1868. 

GRANTLEY, Fletcher Norton. Baron. English officer, b. 1798 ; served for some 
years in the Guards, and was wouuded at Waterloo ; succeeded to the title, 1822. 

GRANVILLE, George L eve son Gower, Earl, English statesman, b. 1815; 
educated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated in 1834 ; attache to the 
Embassy at Paris, 1835 ; M.P. for Morpeth, 1836-40, and for Lichfield, 1840-46, when he 
succeeded to the peerage ; under-secretary of state for foreign affairs, 1840 ; vice-presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, 1848 ; secretary of state for foreign affairs, Dec. 1851 to 
March 1852 ; lord president of the council, Dec. 21, 1852 ; resigned, April 1854 ; re- 
appointed, Feb. 5,1855; resigned, Feb. 1858; reappointed, June 1859, and resigned, July, 
1866 ; appointed secretary of state for the colonies, May 9, 1868. 

6RATTAN, Thomas CoUey. Irish novelist, b. at Dublin, 1796 ; entered the army, 
and fought at the battle of Waterloo. Author of ' Highways and Byways,' London, 1827 ; 
4 Legends of the Rhine,' 1837 ; 4 History of the Netherlands ;' and numerous other works 
of fiction. 

GRAVES, Samuel Robert. English politician, b. 1818; member of the Royal Com- 
mission of Lights, Buoys, and Beacons, and commodore of the Royal Mersey Yacht Club ; 
mayor of Liverpool, 1860 ; M.P. for Liverpool since 1865. 

GRAY, Asa, American botanist, b. at Paris, Oneida County, New York, Nov. 1810 ; gra- 
duated at Fairfield College, 1831 ; appointed professor of natural history at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, 1842. Author of « Elements of Botany,' 1836 ; ' Botany of the United 
8tates ;* 4 Pacific Exploring Expedition under Captain Wilkes,' 1854 ; and other works on 
botany. 

GRAY, George Robert, English ornithologist, b. 1808 ; entered the Zoological depart- 
ment of the British Museum, 1831. Author of 4 A List of the Genera of Birds,' 1840 ; * The 
Genera of Birds,' 1837-^19 ; and other works. 

GRAY, John Edward, English naturalist, b. at Walsall, 1800, brother of the preceding ; 
appointed assistant to the natural history department of the British Museum, 1824 ; 
keeper of the zoological collection, 1840. Author of 4 Illustrations of Indian Zoology ;' 
' A Manual of British Land and Freshwater Shells ;' and other works. 

GRAY, Sir John, English politician, b. 1815; educated at Trinity College, Dublin; 
called to the Irish bar, and appointed magistrate of the city of Dublin ; M.P. for Kilkenny 
since 1865. Editor and proprietor of the Freeman's Journal. 

GRAY, William, English politician, b. 1814; J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of Lan 
cashire, and manufacturer near Bolton; mayor of Bolton, 1850-52; M.P. for Bolton 
since 1857. 

GRAY, Wilson, English administrator, b. 1815 ; educated at University College, Dublin ; 
appointed one of the assistant commissioners of the Irish Poor Laws, 1835; called to 
the bar in America, and to the Irish bar, 1844 ; member of the Colonial Legislature 
of Sydney, Australia. 

GREAVES, Edward, English politician, b. 1803; banker at Warwick, and mayor of 
the borough, 1840 ; M.P. for Warwick since 1855. 

GREELEY, Horace, American journalist, b. at Amherst, New Hampshire, Feb. 3, 
1811 ; apprenticed to a printer, 1825 to 1830. Founded The New Yorker, 1834 ; the New 
York Tribune, 1841. Author of 4 History of the Struggle for Slavery Extension or 
Restriction in the United States from 1787 to 1856 ;' and other works. 

GREEN ALL, Gilbert, English politician, b. 1806 ; deputy-lieutenant of Lancashire ; 

M.P for Warrington, 1847-68. 
GREENE, Edward, English politician, b. 1815 ; educated at Bury St. Edmunds' 

School ; magistrate of Suffolk ; M.P. for Bury St. Edmunds since 1865. 

GREENE, George Washington, American writer, b. at Rhode Island, U.S. of 
America, April 8, 1811 ; educated at Brown University ; was United States consul at 
Rome, 1837 to 1842; professor of modern languages at Brown University, 1847. Author 
of 4 History and Geography of the Middle Ages,' and other works. 

GREENE, Mary Anne Everett, English authoress, b. at Sheffield, 1818; 
married to Mr. George P. Greene, artist, 1845. Published 'Lives of the Princesses 
of England,' 1849-55 ; * Letters of Queen Henrietta Maria,* 1857 ; and other biographical 
works.

1817 ; educated at Eton, and 
Magdalen College, Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. 1837 ; J.P. and deputy-lieu- 
tenant of Somerset ; M.P. for Windsor, 1841-17 ; a lord of the Treasury, 1846-52 ; M.P. 
for East Somerset, 1865-68 ; returned M.P. for Mid Somerset, 1868. 

GRESIaEY, Rev. William, English writer, b. 1801 ; educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated B. A. 1822 ; ordained, 1823 ; appointed prebendary of Lichfield 
Cathedral, 1840 ; incumbent of a district church at Boyne Hill, near Maidenhead, 1857. 
Author of 4 Bernard Leslie,' and several novels. 

GRE SWELL, Rev. Edward, English theologian, b. at Manchester, 1797 ; entered 
Brasenose College, Oxford, 1815 ; graduated at Corpus Christi, B.A. 1819. Author of 
' Hanuonia Evaugelica ;* ' Fasti Temporis Catholici ;' 4 Origines Kalendariaj Italic* ;' and 
other works. 

GREVILLE, Algernon William Fnlke, English politician, b. 1841 ; captain in 
the 1st Life Guards ; M.P. for the county of Westmeath since 1865. 

GREVILLE, Fnlke Southwell, English politician, b. 1821 ; deputy-lieutenant of 
the county of Longford; vice-lieutenant of Westmeath, and colonel of Westmeath 
MUitia ; M. P. for county of Longford since 1852. 

GREY, Hon. Charles, English general, b. 1804; educated at Cambridge ; entered the 
army, 1821 ; major-general, 1854 ; lieutenant-general, 1861. 

GREY, Right Hon. Sir Charles Edward, English colonial administrator, b. 1785 ; 
educated at University College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1806; appointed com- 
missioner in bankruptcy, 1817; judge at Madras, 1820; chief judge of Bengal, 1825 ; 
governor of Bardadoes, 1841-46 ; governor of Jamaica, 1846. 

GREY, Hon. Frederick William, English naval commander, b. 1805 ; entered the 
royal navy ; fought in China ; admiral of the blue, 1855 ; vice-admiral of the red, 1863 ; 
a lord of the Admiralty, 1861. 

GREY, Sir George, English colonial administrator, b. 1812 ; educated at Sandhurst 
College, and entered the army as ensign in the 83d regiment, 1830 ; lieutenant, 1838, aud 
captain, 1839 ; left England in 1837 with instructions from Government to explore the 
north-west part of Australia, during 1837-39 ; appointed governor of South Australia, 
Dec. 1840 ; governor of New Zealand, 1846 ; governor of the Cape of Good Hope, 1854 ; 
again governor of New Zealand, 1861-67. 

GREY, Right Hon. Sir George, English statesman, b. at Gibraltar, 1799, the 
eldest son of Sir George Grey, Bart., resident commissioner of Portsmouth Dockyard; 
studied jurisprudence, and was called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1826 ; under-secretary 
of state for the colonies, July to Nov. 1834 ; judge-advocate-general, 1839, and chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, 1841 ; secretary of state for the Home Department, July 1846 
to March 1852 ; secretary of state for the colonies, June 1854 to Jan. 1855 ; home secretary 
under Lord Palmerston, Feb. 1855 to Feb. 19, 1858 ; chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
June 1859 ; secretary of state for the Home Department, July 1861 to July 1866. 

GREY, Right Hon. Henry George, Earl. English statesman, b. 1802 ; educated 
at Trinity College, Cambridge; M.P. for Winchelsea, 1826; for Highani Ferrars, 1830; 
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for Northumberland, 1831 to 1841 ; for 8underland, 1841 to 1845, when he succeeded to 
the peerage ; was under-secretary for the colonies, Nov. 1830 to Mar. 1835 ; for the Home 
Department, Jan. to July 1834 ; secretary at war, April 1835 to Sept. 1839 ; secretary of 
state for the colonies, July 1846 to Feb. 1852 ; lord-lieutenant of Northumberland. 

GRID LEY, Henry Gillett, English politician, b. 1820; called to the bar of the 

Middle Temple, 1856 ; captain in the King's Own Light Infantry Regiment Militia ; 
M.P. for Weymouth, 1865-68. 

GRIER, Robert Cooper, American judge, b. In Cumberland County, Pennsylvania, 
March 5, 1794 ; studied at Dickinson College ; called to the bar, 1817 ; appointed presi- 
dent judge of the district court of Alleghany County, 1838 ; one of the justices of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 1848. 

GRIESHEIM, Karl August Julian von, German politician, b. at Berlin, 
1798 ; entered the army ; lieutenant in the Guards, and staff-major, 1824 to 1831 ; deputy 
to the Prussian National Assembly, 1848 ; elected to the Second Chamlier, 1850 ; 
appointed military commander of Coblentz, and major-general, 1853. Author of 
1 Lebensfragen der Landwehr,' 1851 ; and other political works. 

GRIEVE, James Johnston, English politician, b. 1810; magistrate for Renfrew- 
shire, and provost of Greenock, 1868; returned M.P. for Greenock, 1868. 

GRIFFITH, Christopher Darby, English politician, b. 1805 ; educated at Eton, 
and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1826; J. P. and deputy-lieutenant 
of Berks ; M.P. for Devizes, 1857-68. 

GRIFFITH, Sir Richard John, Bart., English civil engineer, b. in Dublin, 1784 ; 
appointed commissioner for the general valnation of land and tenements in Ireland, 1825 ; 
chairman of the Board of Public Works, 1851 ; created a baronet, 1858. Author of ' The 
Geological Map of Ireland.* 

GRI SI, Giulia, Italian singer, b. May 22, 1812; educated at a convent in Italy; made 
her debut in Loudon, 1834 ; was prima donna of her Majesty's Theatre till 1846, and at 
the Royal Italian Opera, Covent Garden, till 1861 ; has been twice married, first to 
M. Gerard de Mclcy in 1836, and secondly to Signor Mario. 

GROS, Jean Baptiste Louis, Baron, French diplomatist, b. at Ivry-sur-Seine, 
Feb. 8, 1793 ; created a baron, 1829 ; was secretary of legation in Mexico, 1834 ; 
ambassador at Athens, 1850 ; minister to Spain, 1854 ; signed the Treaty of Bayonne, 1856 ; 
signed the Treaty of Tietsin, Canton, June 27, 1858 ; called to the French Senate, 1858 ; 
French ambassador to Great Britain, 1862-63. 

GROSVENOR, Lupus, Earl, English politician, b. 1825, second son of the 
Marquis of Westminster ; educated at Eton, and Balliol College, Oxford ; magistrate of 
Cheshire ; M.P. for Chester since 1847. 

GROSVENOR, Lord Richard de Aquila, English politician, b. 1837 ; educated 
at Westminster, and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. 1858 ; a magis- 
trate of the counties of Flint and Dorset; M.P. for Flintshire since 1861. 

GROSVENOR, Hon. Robert Wellesley, English politician, b. 1834; educated 
at Harrow, and King's College, London ; captain in the 1st Life Guards ; M.P. for West- 
minster since 1865. 

GROTE, George, English author, b. at Beckenham, Kent, 1794; educated at the 
Charterhouse ; M.P. for the City of London, 1832 to 1841. Author of 'The History of 
Greece,' 1846-56; 4 Plato and the other Companions of Socrates,' 1864; and other 
historical works. 

GROUCHY, Ernest Henri, Vicomte de, French politician, b. at Paris, Jan. 26, 
1806 ; studied at the Ecole Polyteehnique ; sub-prefect at Cambrai, 1830 ; at Bayeux, 1832 ; 
at Montargis, 1833 ; prefect of Gers, Jan. 10, 1849; member of the Corps Legislatif for 
the department of Loire since 1857. 

GROVE, George^, English author, b. at Clapham, Surrey, 1820; educated for the 
engineering profession ; charged with the erection of an iron lighthouse on Morant Point, 
Jamaica, 1841, and of a similar tower on Gibbs' Hill, Bermuda, 1844 ; secretary to Society 
of Arts from 1849 to 1852 ; appointed secretary to the Crystal Palace Company, 1852. 
Editor of Macmillan's Magazine; a leading contributor to the Dictionary of the Bible. 

GROVE, Thomas Eraser. English politician, b. 1823 ; J. P. and deputy-lieutenant 
of Wilts ; high sheriff, 1863 ; M.P. for South Wiltshire since 1865. 

GROVE, William Robert, English author, b. at Swansea, July 14, 1811 ; educated at 
Brasenose College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1832 ; called to the bar of Lincoln's 
Inn, 1835 ; professor of experimental philosophy at the London Institution, 1840 to 1846. 
Author of 4 On the Correlation of Physical Forces/ 1846 ; and several other scientific works 
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GRUNER, Wilhelm Heinrich, German engraver, b. at Dresden, Feb. 24, 1801 : 
studied under Klinper, and at the Academy at Dresden. Engraved Raffaelle's cartoons at 
Hampton Court for the Berlin Museum, 1842. Published ' Fresco Decorations and 
Studies,' London, 1844 ; and other works. 

GRUNERT, Jonann Aufrust, German mathematician, b. at Halle, Feb. 7, 1797 ; 
studied at the University of Gottingen, where he graduated Ph.D. 1820 ; appointed pro- 
fessor of mathematics at Brandenburg, 1828 ; at the Academy of Eldena, 1838. Author 
of 4 Lehrbuch der Kcgelschnitte,* Leipsic, 1824 ; • Lehrbuch der Mathematik und Phy- 
sick,' ib.

GRUNNE, Karl Ludwig, Count, Austrian military commander, b. at Vienna, 
Aug. 25, 1808 ; entered the army, and became major, 1888; chamberlain and aide-de-camp 
to the emperor Franz Joseph, 1848, and created major-general ; field-marshal, 1850. 

GUDIN, The'odore, French marine painter, b. in Paris, Aug. 15, 1802 ; studied under 
Gimdet Trioson. Painted 'Sauvetage des Passagers du Columbus,' 1881 ; the 'Coup de 
Vent dans la Rade d' Alger,' 1835; commissioned by King Louis Philippe to paint the 
principal events in the naval history of France, for the chateau of Versailles, 1838-48. 

GUELL-Y-RENTE, Don Jose , Spanish poet and politician, b. at Havannah, 1819 ; 
educated at the'CoIlege of St. Charles, in Cuba; and graduated D.C.L. at the University 
of Barcelona, 1840; sat in the Cortes for the city of Valladolid, 1855. Author of 'The 
Virgin of the Lily;' ' The Granddaughter of a King ;' 4 American Traditions ;' and other 
poetical works. 

GUERICKE, Heinrich Ernst Ferdinand, German theologian, b. at Vettin, 
Prussia, Feb. 23. 1803; studied theology at Halle, and was assistant professor, 182!); 
appointed examiner at the Universitv, 1833 to 1838, and again 1840. Author of 
4 A Manual of Church History,' 1833; " 4 History of the Reformation,' 1855 ; and other 
theological works. 

GUERINj Jules, French physician, b. at Boussu, Jemappes, March 11, 1801; studied 
at Louvain and Paris, and was admitted M.D. 1826 ; became proprietor and editor of the 
Gazette Medicate de Paris. Author of 4 Determination rigoureusement scientiflque des 
Principes, Methodes et Precedes de l'Orthopedie, sous le double Rapport de la Pratique 
et de la Theorie,' in sixteen volumes ; and other medical works. 

GUERRAZZI, Francesco Domenico, Italian writer and politician, b. in Livonia, 
1805 ; studied law at the University of Pisa ; took part in the conspiracies of 1831 ; im- 
prisoned in the fortress of the isle of Elba, 1847 ; regained his freedom, and a member 
of the ministry of M. Montanelli, 1848 ; proclaimed dictator at Rome, April 12, 1849. 
Author of 4 Isabella Orsini ;' 4 Beatrice Cenci ;' 4 Apology of my Life,' 1851. 

GUEST, Arthur, English politician, b. 1841 ; educated at Harrow, and Trinity College, 
Cambridge ; deputy-lieutenant of Glamorganshire ; elected M.P. for Poole, 1868. 

GUES-VILLER, Philippe Antoine, French military commander, b. at Paris, 
March 10, 1791 ; studied at the Military School of Fontainebleau, 1810; served in Spain, 
and at the battle of Leipsic ; colonel, 1836 ; general of division, June 1848 ; senator, 1852. 

GUIGNIANT, Joseph Daniel, French historical writer, b. at Paray-le-Monial, Sa6ne- 
et- Loire, May 15, 1704; studied at the Ecole Nonnale, 1818; master of conferences at 
the Ecole Normale ; teacher of history at the College of France, 1854 ; professor, 1857. 
Author of 4 Sur le Dieu Serapis et son Origine,' 1828 ; and other works. 

GUILLAUME, Jean Bnptiste Claude, French sculptor, b. at Montbard, Feb. 
1822; studied at Paris under M. Pradier, at the Ecole des Beaux Arts. Executed bas- 
relief of 4 An Amazon;' 'Monument de Colbert,' at Rheims, 1856; a statue in marble 
of Napoleon I. 1801 ; and other works. Member of the Institute, 1862. 

GUILLAUMIN, Jacques Francois Augustin, French politician, b. at Brescia, 
Italy, Feb. 5, 1802; member of the Legislative Assembly for the department of Cher 
since 1856. 

GUILLOUTET, Louis Adhemar, Marquis de, French politician, b. Aug. 6, 

1819 : mayor of Parlebose, and member of the General Council for the canton of Gabaret ; 

member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Landes since 1863. 
GUINNESS, Sir Arthur. English politician, b. 1839; educated at Eton, and Trinity 

College, Dublin ; succeeded his father, first baronet, 1868 ; returned M.P. for Dublin, 1868, 

unseated, 1869. 

GUISTIERE, Amand Gauthier de la, French politician, b. at Rennes, May 2, 
1825 ; mayor of Rennes, and counsellor of the prefecture of Ille-et-Vilaine, 1858 ; resigned, 
1863 ; elected meml»er of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Ille-et-Vilaine, 1863.

Aug. 19, 1835 ; married, in first nuptials, in 1827, to Princess Marie of Schwarzburg Rudol- 
stadt, who died in 1833 ; and secondly, in 1835, to Princess Mathilda of Hohenlohe- 
Oehringen, from whom he was divorced in 1852. 

GURDON, Rebow John, English politician, b. 1799; educated at Eton; J.P. and 
deputy-lieutenant of Essex ; high shoritr, 1852 ; M. P. for Colchester, 1857-59, and since 
1865. 

GURNEY, Rev. Archer, English author, b. 1820 ; ordained, 1849"; chaplain to an 
English congregation in Paris. Author of ' Charles I.,' a dramatic poem dedicated to the 
memory of ' The Royal Martyr * of the Established Church ; and numerous sermons. 

GURNEY, Russell, English politician, b. 1804 ; educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. 1826; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1828 ; 
appointed Q C 1845 ; recorder of London, 1856; M.P. for Southampton, 1805-68. 

GURNEY, Samuel, English politician, b. 1816; magistrate for Surrey; M.P. for 
Penrhyn and Falmouth, 1857-68. 

GUTHRIE, Rev. Thomas, English author, b. at Brechin, Forfarshire, 1800; studied 
at the University of Edinburgh ; ordained minister of the parish of Arbirlot, 1830 ; 
minister of St. John's, Edinburgh, 1840 ; assisted to establish the Edinburgh Original 
Ragged or Industrial School, 1847. Editor of the Sunday Magazine. 

GUTZKOW, Karl Ferdinand, German dramatic poet, b. at Berlin, March 17, 
1811; studied at the University of his native town. Author of ' Konig Saul,' 1839; 
•Richard Savage;' 4 Die Ritter vom Gcist,' 1850-52; and numerous other dramas and 
works of fiction. 

GYUIjAY, Franz, Count, Austrian military commander, b. at Pesth, 1799 ; entered 
the army, and became major-general, 1S39; lieutenant field-marshal, 1846, and held 
command of the province .of Trieste, 1847; minister of war, June 1849 to July 1850: 
commanded in the Italian campaign of 1859, and was commander-in-chief at the battle of 
Magenta, June 1859. 
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HAASE, Christian, German philologist, b. at Magdeburg, Prussia, Jan. 4, 1808; 
studied at the Universities of Halle and Berlin ; professor at Schulpforta, 1835 ; professor 
of philology at the University of Breslau, 1840 ; deputy to the National Assembly of 
Berlin, 1848. Author of « Vergangenheit und Zukunft der Philologie,' Berlin, 1835; and 
other works. 

HACK LA EN DER, Friederich Wilhelm. German traveller and author, b. at 
Boreette, near Aix la-Chapelle, Nov. 1, 1816. Author of 'Bilder aus detn Soldatenleben 
im Frieden,' Stuttgart, 1841; 'Soldatenleben im Kriege,' ib. 1859-60; 'Ein Winter in 
Spanien,' ib. 1855 ; and numerous novels and comedies. 

HADDINGTON, George Baillie, Earl of, English administrator, b. 1802 ; suc- 
ceeded his cousin, ninth earl, Dec. 1858; elected a representative peer of Scotland, May 
1859 ; deputy-lieutenant of the county of Haddingtion. 

HADFIELD, George, English politician, b. 1787; was a solicitor in Manchester, and 
member of the Anti -Corn-Law League ; M.P. for Sheffield since 1852. 

HAENTJENS, Alfred Alphonse, French politician, b. at Nantes, June 11, 1824; 
member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of the Sarthe since 1803. 

HAGENBACH, Karl Adolpb, German Protestant theologian, b. at Basel, May 4, 
1801 ; studied at the Universities of Bonn and Berlin ; appointed professor of theology 
at the University of Basel, 1828. Author of 4 A Guide to Christian Instruction,' Leipsic, 
1850 ; and numerous theological works. 
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HA6HE; Louis, Belgian painter, b. at Tournay, Belgium, 1802 ; chiefly residing in 
England, and member of the new Water Colour Society. Painted ■ Hall of Courtray f 
' The Hall of Audience at Bruges f and numerous other works. 

HAHN-HAHN, Ida, Countess von, German authoress, b. at Tressow, Duchy of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin, June 22, 1805 : married to Count von Hahn, 1826 ; divorced, 1829. 
Author of * Oriental Letters,' 1844; 'From Babylon to Jerusalem and numerous works 
of fiction. 

HALDEMAN , Samuel, American naturalist, b. near Columbia. Pennsylvania, 1812 ; 
educated at Dickinson College, and employed on the New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
geological surveys, 1836-37 ; appointed professor of natural history in Delaware College, 
Newark, Delaware, 1855. Author of 1 Analytic Orthography,' 1858; and other works. 

HALE, John Parker, American politician, b. in Rochester, New Hampshire, U.8. 
March 31, 1806 ; called to the bar, 1830 ; elected to the State Legislature, 1832 ; appointed 
U.S. attorney for New Hampshire, 1634; returned to Congress, 1843; returned to the 
U.S. Senate, 1847; re-entered the Senate, 1855. 

HALE, Sarah. American authoress, b. at Newport, New Hampshire, 1795 : married to 
Mr. David Hale, 1814, who died, 1822. Author of 4 The Genius of Oblivion,' 1823 ; 
'Flora's Interpreter;' 4 Woman's Record ; or Sketches of Distinguished Women, from 
the Creation to a.d. 1854;' and other works. 

HALE, Ven. William. English divine, b. 1795; educated at the Charterhouse, and 
Oriel College, Oxford, where he graduated, 1817 ; rector of Cripplegate, 1847 to 1857 ; 
archdeacon of London, 1842. Author of 'Some Account of the Hospital of King 
Edward VI., called Christ's Hospital.' Editor of * The Four Gospels ;' and other works. 

HALE VY, Leon, French author, b. at Paris, J,an. 14, 1802 ; studied at the Lycee Charle- 
magne ; appointed professor of literature at the Ecole Polytechnique, 1831 to 1834 ; entered 
the Ministry of Public Instruction, 1837 to 1853. Author of ' La Peste de Barcelone,' 
1822 ; 'Ce que Fille veut,* 1858 ; and numerous poems and dramas. 

HALL, Anna Maria, English authoress, b. in Wexford County, 1805; manned to 
Mr. Samuel Carter Hall (see below), 1824. Published 'Sketches of Irish Character,' 
1828; 'The Buccaneer,M832 ; "The Whiteboy/ 1845; 'Can Wrong be Right?' and 
numerous other works of fiction. 

HALL, James, American novelist, b. at Philadelphia, Aug. 19, 1793 ; took part in the 
war with England as volunteer, 1818. Author of 'Letters from the West,' 1820; 
* Border Tales,' New York, 1853 ; ' History and Biography of the Indians of North 
America ;' and other works. 

HALL, James, American geologist, b. at Hingham, Massachusetts. U.S. 1811 ; studied 
at New York ; appointed on the New York 8urvey, 1837 ; geologist of the State of Iowa, 
1855. Author of 4 Palaeontology of New York,' 1847-52 and 1859. 

HALL, Sir John, English surgeon, b. 1795 ; entered the medical department of the 
army, 1815 ; staff-surgeon, 1827 ; deputy-inspector of hospitals, 1846 ; chief medical 
officer of the army in the Crimea, 1854-56 ; and inspector-general of hospitals since 
1854. 

HALL, Rev. Newman, English theologian, b. 1816 ; educated at Highbury College, 
and graduated at the London University, B.A. and LL.B. ; minister of the Albion Con- 
gregational Church, Hull, 1842 to 1854 ; minister of Surrey Chapel since 1854. Author 
of ' Come to Jesus ;' and numerous devotional tracts. 

HALL, Samuel Carter, English author, b. at Topsham, Devon, 1801 ; barrister-at- 
law ; editor of the Art Journal since 1839. Edited the ' Book of Gems ;' ' Book of 
British Ballads ;' and other works. 

HALLE', Charles, musical performer and composer, b. in Germany; director of the 
Musical Institution at Manchester. 

HALLECK, Henry Wager, American military commander, b. in New York, 1816'; 
entered West Point as a cadet, 1835, and graduated, 1839 ; lieutenant, 1839 ; captain, 1847 ; 
captain of engineers, 1858, and retired from service, Aug. 1854 ; commissioned major- 
general of the U.S. army, Aug. 19, 1861 ; placed at the head of the United States armies, 
July 11, 1862 ; resigned in favour of Lieutenant-general Grant, 1864 ; commander of the 
Pacific military department, 1865. 

HALLIDAY, Sir Frederick James, English colonial administrator, b. near 
Epsom, Surrey, 1806 ; educated at St. Paul's School, Rugby, and Haileybury College ; 
entered the civil service of the East India Company, 1825 ; member of the Supreme 
Council of India, 1853; appointed lieutenant-governor of Bengal, 1854; created K.C.B. 
civil division, 1860. 
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HALL I WELL. James Orchard, English bibliographical writer, b. at Chelsea, 1820. 
Author of 'A Lire of Shakespeare ;' * Skeleton Hand List of the Early Quarto Editions of 
Shakespeare,' 1860; 'Popular Rhymes and Nursery Tales,' 1849; and numerous other 
. works. 

HAMILTON. Righ't Hon. Lord Claude, English politician, b. 1813 j educated 
at Trinity College, Cambridge; was M.P. for county of Tyrone, 1835-37, and since 1839; 
was treasurer of the Household, 1852, and 1858-59 ; a deputy-lieutenant of Tyrone, and 
lieutenant-colonel Donegal Militia. 

HAMILTON. Lord Claude John. English politician, b. 1843 ; educated at Harrow ; 
lieutenant ana captain Grenadier Guards ; M.P. for Londonderry, 1865-68. 

HAMILTON, Edward William Terrick, English politician, b. J809 ; educated 
at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1832, M.A. 1835; 
M.P. for Salisbury since 1865. 

HAMILTON, Very Rev. Henry Parr, English divine, b. 1794; educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1816; appointed dean of Salisbury, 
1850. Author of 4 The Principles of Analytical Geometry ;' * Remarks on Popular Edu- 
cation ;' and several other works, and sermons. 

HAMILTON, Ion Trant, English politician, b. 1839; educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge; a magistrate for the county of Dublin; M.P. for county of Dublin since 
1863. 

HAMILTON, James, Viscount, English politician, b. 1838; educated at Harrow, 
and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1860; a magistrate for the county 
of Donegal ; M.P. for county of Donegal since 1860. 

HAMILTON, Sir Robert Collie, English diplomatist, b. in India, 1802 ; educated 
at Haileybury ; entered the Bengal Civil Service, 1819 ; political agent to the Governor- 
General in Central India, 1842 ; accompanied General Sir Hugh Rose through the whole 
campaign in the Indian Mutiny; and created K.C.B. civil division, 1858. 

HAMILTON, William Alexander, Duke of, Scottish administrator, b. 1S45 ; 
premier peer of Scotland ; hereditary keeper of the palace of Holyrood ; succeeded his 
father, eleventh peer, July 1863. 



[, Peder Adolph, Danish author, b. at Copenhagen, Aug. 9, 1809 ; 
studied at the University of Copenhagen, and graduated Ph.D. 1834 ; pastor in Jutland, 
1839; pastor of Trinity Church, Copenhagen, 1845.

HAMMOND, James Hamilton, American statesman, b. in Newbury, South Caro- 
lina, U.S. Nov. 15, 1807; graduated at the South Carolina College; admitted to the bar, 
1828; elected to Congress, 1835 ; general of brigade, 1841 ; governor of South Carolina, 
1842 ; elected to the Senate of the United States, 1857. Author of several papers on 
politics, military tactics, agriculture, and slavery. 

H ANBURY, Robert Culling:, English politician, b. 1823 ; deputy-lieutenant of 
Middlesex and the Tower Hamlets, and a magistrate for Herts, Middlesex, and East 
Sussex; M.P. for Middlesex, 1857-68. 

HAN B U R Y.TRACY, Hon. Charles Richard, English politician, b. 1840 ; 
a barri8ter-at-law of Lincoln's Inn ; late lieutenant in the Royal Navy; M.P. for Mont- 
gomery since 1863. 

HANCOCK, Winfield Scott, American military commander, b. in Pennsylvania, 
1824 ; entered West Point Academy, 1840 ; graduated and received a commission as 
lieutenant, 1844 ; served in the Mexican war, and made assistant quartermaster-general ; 
brigadier-general, 1861 ; major-general, 1863. 

HAN KEY, Thomson, English politician, b. 1805 ; a West India merchant, and 
director of the Bank of England, oi which he was governor, 1851 to 1853; M.P. for 
Peterborough, 1853-68. 

HANMER, Sir John, English politician, b. 1809 ; educated at Christ Church, Oxford ; 
a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Flintshire; M.P. for Shrewsbury, 1832-37; for 
Hull, 1841-47 ; and for Flintshire since 1847. 
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HANNA, Rev. William, English author, b. in Belfast, 1808; educated at the 
University of Glasgow, and ordained to the ministry of the Presbyterian Church, 1835. 
Author of 4 Wychffe and the Huguenots/ and a 4 Biography of the late Rev. Thomas 
Chalmers.' 

HANNAH, Rev. John, English theologian, b. 1819 ; educated at Corpus Christi 
College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1840 ; rector of the Academy at Edinburgh, 
and warden of Trinity College, Glenalmond. Author of 1 Discourses on the Fall and its 
Results.' Edited 4 The Poems and Psalms of Harry King,' 1843 ; and other works. 

HAN NAY, James, English author, b. at Dumfries, 1827; served in the Royal Navy, 
1840 to 1845. Author of ' Singleton Fontenoy,' 1854 ; * Eustace Conyers,' 1855 ; 4 Satire 
and Satirists ; ' and other works. 

HAN SE MANN, David, German politician and writer, b. at Firckenwerder, near 
Hamburg, July 12, 1700; member of the Provincial Diet of the Rhine, 1846 ; and of the 
Prussian Diet, 1847 i appointed minister of finance of Prussia, March 1848 ; resigned, 
Sept. 10, 1848. Author of 'The German Constitution of March 28, 1849 and numerous 
other political works. 

HARD CASTLE, Joseph Alfred, English politician, b. 1815; educated at Bury, 
and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1838, and M.A. 1841 ; called 
to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1841; M.P. for Colchester, 1847-52, and for Bury 
St. Edmund's since 1857. 

HARD INGE, Charles Stewart, Viscount, English statesman, b. 1822; 
educated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, whore he graduated B.A. 1844; M.P. for 
Downpatrick, 1851 to 1856 ; under-secretary of state for the War Department, Feb. 1858 
to June 1859 ; succeeded his father, first viscount, 1856. Author of 4 Views in India,' 1847. 

HARDWICK, Philip, English architect, b. 1793. Designed the buildings at 
St. Katharine's Docks; the Goldsmiths' Hall, London; the Grand Entrance to the 
North-Western Railway Station, Euston Square ; the Great Hall at Lincoln's Inn ; and 
other public buildings in London. 

HARDWICRE, Right Hon. Charles Yorke, Earl, English admiral, b 1799 ; 
educated at Harrow, and the Royal Naval College, Portsmouth ; M.P. for Reigate, 1831-32, 
and for Cambridgeshire, 1832-34, when he succeeded his uncle, third earl ; sworn privy 
councillor, 1852 ; lord privy seal, 1858-59 ; admiral, and lord-lieutenant of Cambridgeshire. 

HARDY, Gathorne, English statesman, b. 1814 ; educated at Shrewsbury, and Oriel 
College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1836; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 
1840; M.P. for Leominster, 1858; under-secretary of state for the Home Department, 
1858-59; returned M.P. for Oxford University, 1865 ; president of the Poor Law Board, 
Julv 6, 1866, to May 17, 1867 ; secretary of state for the Home Department, May 17, 1867, 
to Dec. 9, 1868. 

HARDY, John, English politician, b. 1809; educated at Oriel College, Oxford, where 
he graduated B.A. 1831|; M.A. 1834; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Staffordshire, 
and for the West Riding of Yorkshire ; M.P. for Midhurst, March to April 1859; and 
for Dartmouth, 1860-68. 

HARDY, Thomas Duffus, English antiquarian, b. at Port Royal, Jamaica, 1804 ; 
entered the public service as junior clerk in the Record Office, Tower, 1819 ; appointed 
deputy-keeper of the Public Rolls, 1861. Edited ' Rotuli Literarum Clausarum in Turri 
Londinensi asservati,' 1833-34 ; * Modus tenendi Parliamentum,' 1846 ; and other ancient 
MSS. in the Rolls collection. 

HAREWOOD, Henry Thynne Lascelles, Earl, Euglish administrator, b. 1824; 
a deputy-lieutenant of the West Riding of Yorkshire ; succeeded his father, third earl, 

1857. 

HARGRAVES, Edmund Hammond. English traveller, b. at Gosport, Sussex, 
1816 ; settled in Australia, 1834; sailed to the Californian Gold Diggings, 1849; returned 
to Australia, and made the discovery of gold fields, 1851 ; appointed commissioner of 
Crown lands, 1850. Published * Australia, and its Gold Fields,' 1854. 

HAERING, Wilhelm, German novelist, b. at Breslau, June 1798 ; fought in the cam- 
paign of 1815 as a volunteer ; studied at Berlin and Breslau after 1817. Author, under 
the nam de plume of * Wilibald Alexis,' of 4 Die Treibjagd ;' * Walladmor,' 1823 ; 4 Schloss 
Avalon,' 1827 ; and numerous other works of fiction. 

HARIN6TON, Rev. Edward Charles, English author, b. 1807; educated at 
Worcester College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1828 ; appointed chancellor of Exeter 
Cathedral, 1847, and residentiary canon, 1857. Author of 'The Reformers of the Anglican 
Church 4 MacaiUay's History of England ;' ' Rome's Pretensions tested ;* and other works.

HARLESS, Theophilus Christ oph, German Protestant theologian, b. at Niimberg, 
Nov. 21, 1806 ; studied at Erlangen and Halle ; professor of theology at the University of 
Erlangen, 1836 ; appointed private ecclesiastical councillor to the minister of worship at 
Munich, 1852. Author of * Commentary on the Epistle to the Ephesians,' 1834 ; 4 Treatise 
on Plastic Anatomy,' 1857 ; and numerous other works. 

HARNESS. Rev. WiUiam, English author, b. 1790; educated at Harrow, and 
Christ's College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1813; incumbent of All Saints, 
Knightsbridge. Author of 4 Welcome and Farewell,' a drama, 1837 ; 4 Claims of the 
Church, of Rome considered ;' and numerous sermons and pamphlets. 

HARRIS. Hon. Edward Alfred, English diplomatist, b. 1808; educated at Eton, 
and the Royal Naval College; entered the navy, 1823; captain, 1843; M.P. for Christ 
Church, Hants, 1844 to 1852 ; appointed consul at Elsinore, 1852 ; transferred to Peru as 
consul-general and charge d'affaires, 1852, and to Chili, 1853 ; consul at Venice, 1858 ; 
minister-plenipotentiary at Berne, 1861-66. 

HARRIS, George Francis Robert, Baron, English administrator, b. 1810 ; 
educated at Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1831 ; succeeded his father, 
second baron, 1845 ; lieutenant-governor of Trinidad, 1846-54 ; governor of Madras, 
1854-59 ; returned to England, 1861 ; chamberlain of the Princess of Wales. 

HARRIS, John Dove, English politician, b. 1809; J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of 
the county of Leicester ; M.P. for Leicester, 1857-59, and since 1865. 

HARRISON, Ven. Benjamin, English divine, b. 1809; educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1830 ; appointed archdeacon of Maidstone, and preacher 
in Canterbury Cathedral, 1845. Author of ' An Historical Enquiry into the True Inter- 
pretation of the Rubrics relating to the Sermon and Communion Service,' 1845. 

HARRISON, Thomas, English civil engineer, b. 1810; employed in the construction 
of docks in London ; engineer of the North-Eastern Railway. 

HARROWBY, Right Hon. Dndley Ryder, Earl, English statesman, b. 1798 ; 
educated at Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1819; was M.P. for Tiver- 
ton, 1819 to 1830, and for Liverpool, 1832 to 1847, when he succeeded his father, first 
earl ; has been secretary to the India Board, chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, and 
lord privy seal. 

HART, Joel, American sculptor, b. in Clark County, Kentucky, 1810; executed a 
marble statue of Henry Clay, 1859; a statue in bronze of the same for the city of New 
Orleans, 1861 ; and busts of several other distinguished persons. 

HART, Solomon Alexander, English painter, b. at Plymouth, April 1806; entered 
the Royal Academy as student, 1823; appointed professor of painting in the Royal 
Academy, 1857. Exhibited 4 The Elevation of the Law,' 1830 ; 4 Wolsey and Buckingham,' 
1834 ; 4 8imchath Torah, or the Rejoicing of the Law,' 1845 and 1850; 4 The Three Inven- 
tors of Printing;' and numerous other paintings. Elected A.R.A. 1885, R. A. 1S40. 

HARTINGTON, Right Hon. Spencer Compton, Marquis of, English 
statesman, eldest son of the Duke of Devonshire, b. 1833 ; educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. 1854; under-secretary for war, 1863-66; secretary 
for war, 1866; appointed postmaster-general, Dec. 9, 1868; M.P. for North Lancashire, 
1857-68 ; for the Radnorshire boroughs, 1869. 

HARTLEY, Sir Charles Augustus, English civil engineer, b. at Hepworth, 
county of Durham, 1825 ; raved in the Crimea as captain in the Turkish Contingent 
Engineers, 1855-56 ; appointed engineer-in-chief to the European Commission for im- 
proving the Navigation of the Danube, 1857 ; knighted, 1862. 

HARTLEY, James, English politician, b. 1811; educated at Bristol; a magistrate 
for the county of Durham, and an alderman of Sunderland ; M.P. for Sunderland, 
1865-68. 

HARTMANN, Moritz, German author, b. at Duschink, Bohemia, Oct. 15, 1821 ; 
studied at the Universities of Prague and Vienna. Author of 4 Keleh und Schwert,' 
Leipsic, 1845 ; 4 Sie sind arm;' 4 Reirnchronik des PfafTen Mauritius,' Frankfort, 1849; 
■ Briefe aus Irland,' 1851 ; and numerous other, chiefly poetical, works. 

HARTOPP, Edward Bourchier. English politician, b. 1809 ; educated at Eton, and 
Christ Church.

HASTINGS, Sir Charles, English physician, b. 1794 ; educated at Edinburgh, 
where he graduated M.D. 1818; knighted, 1850; deputy-lieutenant of Worcestersliire. 
Author of 1 Treatise on Inflammation of the Mueous Membrane of the Lungs ;' * Illustra- 
tions of the Natural History of Worcestershire ;' and other works. 

HASTINGS, Jacob Henry Astley, Baron, English administrator, b. 1822; 
educated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford ; a deputy-lieutenant and magistrate of 
Norfolk ; lieutenant in the 2d Life Guards, 1848-51. 

HASTINGS, Sir Thomas, English administrator, b. 1790; entered the navy, 1808; 
principal storekeeper and member of the Board of Ordnance, 1845 to 1855 ; knighted, 
1855; nominated K.C.B. '1859; J.P. for the counties of Hereford and Brecon, and 
deputy-lieutenant of Hereford. 

HATCH ELL, Right Hon. John, Irish administrator, b. in Wexford County, 1788; 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin ; called to the Irish bar, 1809 ; solicitor-general for 
Ireland, 1847; attorney-general, and sworn in the privy council for Ireland, 1S50; M.P. 
for Windsor, 1850-52 ; appointed commissioner of national education, and charitable 
donations and bequests in Ireland, 1853 ; resigned, 1861. 

H ATHERLEY, William Page Wood, Baron, English judge, b. 1801 ; vice- 
chancellor, 1852 ; lord justice of appeal, 1867 ; raised to the peerage and made lord 
chancellor, Dee. 1868. 

HATHERTON, Edward Richard, Baron, English administrator, b. atTeddesley, 
Dec. -31, 1815 ; educated at Eton ; M.P. for Walsall, 1847 to 1852, and for South Stafford- 
shire, 1853 to 1857; deputy-lieutenant and magistrate of Staffordshire. 

HAUREAU, Jean Barthelemy, French author, b. in Paris, Nov. 9, 1812; studied 
at the College of Louis-lc-Grand and the College Bourbon. Author of 4 La Montagne,' 
1832; 'Histoire de la Pologne,' Paris, 1844 ; * Charlemagne et sa Cour,' 1852-55 ; 'Cata- 
logue chronologique des GSuvres de J. P. Gerbier,' 1863 ; and many other works. 

HAUSSER, Ludwig, German historical writer, b. at Cleebourg, Lower Alsace, Oct. 26, 
1818; studied at Mannheim and Jena; member of the Second Baden Chamber, 1849;

English civil engineer, b. at Leeds, 1811 ; educated at Leeds 
Grammar School ; engineer of the Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway, the Charing Cross, 
and a great number of English and foreign railroads ; one of the metropolitan com- 
missioners of sewers. 

HAY, Lord J ohn, English politician, b. 1827 ; a captain in the Royal Navy, and 
captain of 1st Middlesex Rifle Volunteers; M.P: for Wick, 1857-59, and returned for 
Ripon, 1866; appointed lord of the Admiralty, Dec. 1868. 

HAY, Sir John Charles Dalrymple, English naval officer, b. 1821 ; educated at 
Rugby, 1821; served as midshipman, during the siege of Acre, 1841; flag-lieutenant, 
1846 ; commanded the Columbine, 1849 ; commander of the H&nnihal, in the Black and 
Mediterranean Seas, during the Russian war, 1854-56 ; M. P. for Wakefield, 1862. 

HAY, Lord William Montague, English politician, b. 1826 ; educated at Hailey- 
bury College ; formerly in the Civil Service at Bengal ; M.P. for Taunton, 1865-68. 

HAYES, Augnstns Allen. American chemist, b. at Windsor, State of Vermont, 
Feb. 28, 1806 ; graduated at the Military Academy of Norwich, Vermont, 1823 ; state 
assayer of Massachusetts. Author of 'The Existence of a Deposit of Iron on the 
African West Coast f and other works. 

HAYTER, Arthnr Dlvett, English politician/ b. 1835 ; educated at Eton, and 
Brasenose College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A» 1857, and M.A 1859; captain in 
the Grenadier Guards; M.P. for Wells, 1865-68. 

HAYTER, Sir George, English painter, b. in London, 1792; appointed midshipman 
in the Royal Navy, 1809; studied painting in Rome, 1816 to 1819; member of the Im- 
perial Academies of Parma, 1826; appointed historical painter in ordinary to her 
Majesty, 1841 ; knighted, 1842.

called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1839; appointed judge-advocate-general, 1859; 
chancellor of Ripon and Durham, 1854 ; M.P. for Newcastle-on-Tyne since 1847. 

HEADLEY, Joel Tyler ? American author, b. at New York, Dec. 30, 1814 ; studied 
at Auburn Theological Seminary, and became pastor of a church at Stoekbridge, Massa- 
chusetts. Author of 1 Letters from Italy ;' 4 Napoleon and his Marshals,' 1846 ; ' History 
of the Second War between England and the United States and other works. 

HEATH, Rev. Dunbar Isidore, English theologian, b. 1817 ; graduated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, 1838 ; appointed vicar of Brading, Isle of Wight, 1846 ; deprived of 
his benefice, 1861.

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HEATH COTE, Sir William, English politician, b. 1801 ; educated at Winchester, 
and Oriel College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1821 ; elected fellow of All Souls, 
1822; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Hants; M.P. for Hants, 1825-32, for North 
Hants, 1837-19, and for Oxford University, 18*4-68.

1819; educated at 
Eton, and Balliol College, Oxford ; a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of the counties of Den- 
bigh, Down, and Salop ; M.P. for the county of Down since 1845. 

HINCKS, Francis, English colonial administrator, b. in Cork, 1795; studied at 
Trinity College, Dublin ; member of the Provincial Parliament of Canada, and subse- 
quently prime minister for some years under Lord Elgin ; governor of Barbadoes, 
1856-61 : governor of British Guiana, 1861-66.

4 History of the Rise and Early Progress of Christianity ;' 'Inquiry into the Nature and 
Extent of Inspiration ;' several sonnets and sacred poems. 

HI NGESTON, Rev. Francis Charles, English author, b. March 81, 1833; edu- 
cated at Exeter College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1855, and M.A. 1858; appointed 
rector of Ringmore, Devon, 1860. Author of 4 Specimens of Ancient Cornish Crosses, 
Fonts, &c.' 1850 ; edited 4 A Collection of Royal and Historical Letters during the Reign 
of Henry IV.' 2 vols, for the Master of the Rolls, 1860 ; and numerous other works. 

HINTON. Rev. John Howard, English author, b. at Oxford, March 24, 1791 ; 
graduated at Edinburgh ; minister of a Baptist chapel in Devonshire-square, Bishops- 
gate, London. Author of 4 History of the United States of North America ;' 4 Elements 
of Natural History ;' and other works. 

HIRSCHER, Johann Baptist von, German theologian, b. at Alt-Ergarten, June 20, 
1788 ; educated at the University of Freiburg : ordained, 1810 ; appointed professor of 
Christian morals at the University of Tubingen, 1817; transferred in the same capacity 
to Freiburg, 1837 ; resigned, 1863. Author of 4 Christian Ethics;' 4 Treatise on the 
Present State of the Church,' 1850 ; and other works. 

HIS DE BUTEN VAL, Charles Adrien, Baron, French diplomatist, b. 1805 ; 
entered the diplomatic service, 1830 ; successively secretary of legation at Lisbon and 
secretary of embassy at Constantinople till 1842; minister-plenipotentiary to Brazil, 
1847 ; to Sardinia, 1851 ; to Belgium, 1852 ; councillor of state, June 23, 1853. 
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HITZIG, Ferdinand, German philologist, b. at HUningcn, Baden, June 23, 1807 ; 
studied theology at the Universities of Halle and Heidelberg ; appointed professor of 
Exegesis at Zurich, 1833. Author of ' Translation and Commentary of the Prophet Isaiah,* 
1832 ; * Commentary on the Psalms,' 1833 ; and other critical works on the Old Testament, 
Oriental mythology, philology, and archaeology. 

HO ARE, Sir Henry Ainslie, English politician, b. 1824 ; educated at Eton, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge ; a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of Somerset, and a magistrate 
of Wilts; M.F. for Windsor, 1865-68. 

HODGES, James, English civil engineer, b. at Queenborough, Kent. 1816; assistant 
engineer to the late Sir William Cubitt, at Dover, 1839 to 1844 ; constructed the new 
harbour at Lowestoft, 1844 to 1848, and the great Victoria Bridge across the St. Lawrence, 
at Montreal, opened 1860. 

HODGKINSON, Grosvenor, English politician, b. 1818; educated at King Edward's 
School, Louth ; a solicitor in practice at Newark ; M.P. for Newark since 1859. 

HODGSON, Kirkman Daniel, English politician, b. 1814 ; educated at the Charter- 
house ; a merchant, one of the directors of the Bank of England, and a commissioner 
of Public Works Loan Office ; M.P. for Bridport, 1857-68. 

HODGSON, William Nicholson, English politician, b. 1801 ; a J. P. and deputy- 
lieutenant of Cumberland; was high sheriff, 1863; M.P. for Carlisle, 1847-48, 1857-59, 
and 1865-68. 

HOFFMAN, Charles Fenno, American author, b. in New York, 1806 ; studied at 
Columbia College. Author of * A Winter in the Far West,' 1835; 1 Wild Scenes in tlie 
Forest and the Prairie,' 1837 ; * Grey Slaves ;' and a volume of poems. Founder of 
the Knickerbocker Magazine. 

HOFFMANN VON FALLERSLEBEN, August Heinrich, German poet, 
b. at Fallersleben, Hanover, April 2, 1798 ; studied theology at Rome. Author of ' Frag- 
ments of Ottfried,' 1820 ; * Deutsche Lieder aus der Schweiz,* 1843 ; ' Hone BelgicaV in 
8 vols. 1850-52 ; and numerous other poetical works. 

HOFMANN, August Wilhelm, German chemist, b. at Giessen, Hesse, 1817 ; 
studied chemistry under Liebig; successively professor of chemistry at the University of 
Bonn, and manager and director of the College of Chemistry in London ; appointed pro- 
fessor of chemistry in the University of Berlin, 1864. Edited 'Fowne's Manual of 
Chemistry,' and other works. 

HOGG. James Macnaghten, English politician, b. 1823 ; educated at Eton, and 
Christ Church, Oxford; formerly lieutenant-colonel 1st Life Guards; M.P. for Bath, 
1865-68. 

HOGG, Sir James Weir, English administrator, b. 1799; called to the bar, went to 
India, and became registrar of the Supreme Court of Calcutta: M.P. for Beverley and 
Honiton, 1835-57 ; director of the East India Company, 1839-58, and chairman of the 
same, 1846-47. 

HOGG, Robert, English botanist, b. at Dunse, Scotland, 1818. Author of the 'Vege- 
table Kingdom and its Products;' 'British Pomology.' Editor of the Florist and 
Pomologist, and of the Journal of Horticulture. 

HOLBROOK, John Edwards, American naturalist, b. at Beaufort, South Carolina, 
1795 ; graduated at Brown University, Massachusetts; studied medieine in Europe; 
appointed professor of anatomy in the Medical College of South Carolina, 1824. Author 
of ' American Herpetology ;' * Description of the Reptiles inhabiting the United States ;' 
and 'Ichthyology of South Carolina.' 

H OLDEN, Rev. Hnbert Aston, English author, b. 1822; educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and graduated B. A. 1845 ; vice-principal of Cheltenham College, 1858 ; 
head -master of Queen Elizabeth's Grammar School, Ipswich, 1858. Edited 'Foliorum 
Silvula,' and numerous other works. 

HOLFORD, Robert Stayner, English politician, b. 1808; educated at Oriel College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B. A. 1829; a magistrate and deputy -lieutenant of Glouces- 
tershire, and a magistrate of Wilts ; M.P. for East Gloucestershire since 1854. 

HOLLAND, Edward, English politician, b. 1805 ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant 
of Gloucestershire and Worcestershire; M.P. for East Worcestershire, 1835-37; M.P. 
for Evesham, 1855-68. 

HOLLAND, Sir Henry, English author and physician, b. at Knutsford, Cheshire, 
1788; studied medicine at the University of Edinburgh, and graduated M.D. 1811 ; 
appointed physician in ordinary to the late Prince Consort, 1840, and to the Queen, 1852 ; 
created a baronet, 1853. Author of 'Medical Notes and Reflections ;* and other works. 
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HOLMES, John, b. 1830; is a deputy-lieutenant for the Tower Hamlets, and a magis- 
trate for Lanarkshire ; elected M.P. for the new borough of Hackney, 1868. 

HOLMES, Oliver Wendell, American author, b. at Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
Aug. 29, 1809 ; entered Harvard College, and graduated in 1829 ; received the degree of 
M.D. 1836 ; appointed professor of anatomy and physiology in Harvard College, 1847. 
Author of ' Report on Medical Literature,' 1848 ; « The Autocrat of the Breakfast Table f 
* Elsie Venner ;' and numerous songs and poems. 

HOLMES DALE, William Archer Amherst, Viscount, English politician, 
b. 183(5 ; educated at Eton ; a magistrate of Kent ; formerly captain in the Coldstream 
Guards ; served in the Crimea, 1854-65 ; M.P. for West Kent, 1859-68. 

HOLST, Hans Peder, Danish author, b. at Copenhagen, Oct. 22, 1811 ; appointed 
master of Danish language and login at the Academy of Cadets, 1836. Author of ' National 
Romances,' 1832 ; and several novels and poems. 

HOLT, James Ma den, b. 1829; a magistrate for Lancashire ; elected for North-East 
Lancashire, 1868. 

HOME, Cospatrick Alexander Home, Earl, English administrator, b. 1799; 
entered the diplomatic service, and was attache to the embassy at St. Petersburg, 1822 ; 
under secretary of state, 1828-30 ; succeeded his father, tenth earl, 1841 ; deputy-ueu- 
tenant of Berwickshire.

HOSMER, Harriett, American sculptor, b. at Watertown, Massachusetts, Oct. 9, 
1830 ; studied at the Medical College of St. Louis, and in Rome, under Gibson. Sculp- 
tured 1 Daphne ' and 1 Medusa,' 1852 ; ' Puck,' 1855 ; and other statues and busts. 

HOTHAM, Beanmont, Baron, English administrator, b. Aug. 9, 1794; general on 
half-pay, unattached ; served in the Peninsula and at Waterloo ; a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant of the East Riding of Yorkshire; M.P. for Leominster, 1820 to 1841, and for 
the East Riding of Yorkshire, 1841-66.

HOWES, Edward, English politician, b. 1813; educated at Trinity College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. 1825; called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1839; a J. P. and 
deputy-lieutenant of Norfolk, and chairman of Quarter Sessions ; M.P. for South Norfolk 
since 1859.

1817 ; educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin; called to the bar of Gray's Inn, 1839 ; appointed Q.C. 1857; one of 
the members of the Council of Legal Education, and a bencher of Gray's Inn; M.P. for 
Canterbury, 1865-68. 

HUDSON. George, English railway administrator, b. at York, 1800; a magistrate for 
York, ana was three times lord mayor of that cit}* ; formerly chairman of the Eastern 
Counties, the Midland, and the York, Newcastle, and Berwick Railways, and of the Sun- 
derland Dock Company; M.P. for Sunderland, 1845 to 1859.

HULLAH, John, English musical composer, b. at Worcester, 1812 ; studied music under 
Horsley, 1829, and under Crivelli at the Royal Academy of Music, 1832 ; established the 
system of singing known by his name in 1840 ; professor of vocal music in King's College, 
and in Queen's College, London. Composer of the opera of * The Village Coquettes,' 
and many other musical pieces. Author of ' The History of Modern Music' 

HUME, Rev. Abraham, English writer, b. 1815; educated at Belfast College, at 
Glasgow University, and Trinity College, Dublin ; ordained, 1843 j appointed incum- 
bent of a parish in Liverpool, 1847. Published ' The Learned Societies and Printing Clubs 
of the United Kingdom,' 1847 ; ' Results of the Irish Census, with a special reference to 
the Church in Ireland,' 1864 ; and numerous other works. 

HUME, Hamilton, Australian traveller, b. at Humewood, New South Wales, 1797 ; 
discovered the district of Cowpasture River, 1810 ; led a jmrty across the Blue Moun- 
tains, 1824, and accomplished the first overland journey from New South Wales to Victoria. 
Author of 'A Brief Statement of Facts in connexion with an Overland Expedition from 
Lake George to Port Phillip in the year 1824,' 1855. 

HUMPHERY, William Henry, English politician, b. 1828; educated at Winches- 
ter, and at Wadham College, Oxford, where he graduated B. A. 1850, and M. A. 1853 ; called 
to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1852 ; M.P. for Andover, 1863-68. 

HUMPHREYS, Henry Noel, English author, b. at Birmingham, 1810; educated 
at King Edward's Grammar School, Birmingham, and on the Continent. Author of 
' Literary Sketches ;' ' Goethe in Strasburg ;' and other works. 

HUMPHRY, Rev. William Gilson, English theological writer, b. 1815; educated 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1837; appointed vicar of St. 
Marti n's-in-the- Fields, 1855. Author of 'The Doctrine of a Future State,' 1849; 'The 
Miracles,' 1857 ; and many sermons and lectures! 

HUNT, Right Hon. George Ward, English statesman, b. 1825; educated at 
Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1848; called to the bar of 
the Inner Temple, 1851 ; secretary to -the Treasury, 1866-68 ; chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Feb. 1 to Dec. 1868 ; M.P. for North. Northamptonshiresince 1857. 

HUNT. Rohert. English geologist, b. at Devonport, 8ept. 6, 1807 ; keeper of mining 
records at the Museum of Practical Geology. Author of 'Researches on Light;' 'The 
Poetry of Science ;' and numerous other works. Editor of ' Ure's Dictionary of Arts, 
Manufactures, and Mines.' 

HUNT, Thomas Sterry, American chemist, b. in .Norwich, Connecticut, Sept 5, 
1826 ; was chemical assistant to Professor Silliman in Yale College ; appointed professor 
of chemistry in the University of Quebec, 1857. Author of * Solution ;' 'Chemical 
Changes ;' and other scientific works. 
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HUNT, William Holman, English painter, b. in London, 1827. Exhibited 'Dr. 
Rochecliffe performing Divine Service in the Cottage of Joceline Joliffe at Woodstock,' 
1847 ; ' Our English Coasts,' 1853; 'The Light of the World,' and the ' Awakening Con- 
science,' 1854 ; * The Scapegoat,' 1856 ; ' Finding of the Saviour in the Temple,' 1860 ; and 
numerous other paintings. 

HUNTER, Robert Mercer, American statesman, b. in Essex County, Virginia, 
April 21, 1809 ; graduated at the University of Virginia, and called to the bar, 1830 ; 
elected to Congress, 1837 ; Speaker in the Congress of 1841 ; elected to the Senate, 1847 ; 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 1850 ; returned for the third time to the Senate, 
1858. 

HUNTINGTON, Daniel, American painter, b. in New York, 1816; studied under 
Professor Morse. Painted the * Toper Asleep the * Bar Room Politician ' The Roman 
Penitents,' 1845; 'The Communion of the Sick;' 'Queen Mary signing the Death War- 
rant of Lady Jane Grey ;' and numerous other, chiefly historical, pictures. 

HURLSTONE, Frederick Yeates, English painter, b. in London, 1801 ; studied 
at the Royal Academy ; president of the Society or British Artists. Executed 'Arthur 
and Constance,' and ' The Farewell of Bobadil to Granada,' exhibited at the International 
Exhibition at Paris, 1855 ; and numerous other paintings. 

HURST, Robert Henry, English administrator, b. 1817 ; educated at Westminster, 
and Trinity College, Cambridge ; called to the bar of the Middle Temple, 1842 ; deputy- 
lieutenant of Sussex ; recorder of Rye and Hastings, 1862 ; M.P. for Horsham since 1865. 

HUTT, Right Hon. Sir William, English statesman, b 1803 ; educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1827; M.A. 1831 ; vice-president of the 
Board of Trade and paymaster-general, 1860-65 ; M.P. for HulL 1832-41, and for Gates- 
head since 1841. 

HUXLEY, Thomas Henry. English naturalist, b. at Ealing, Middlesex, 1825 ; edu- 
cated at Ealing School, and studied medicine at the Medical School of the Charing Cross 
Hospital ; appointed professor of natural history in the Government School of Mines, 
London, 1854. Author of ' Man's Place in Nature and numerous memoirs and papers 
for the Geological and other societies. 

HUXTABLE, Rev. Anthony. English agricultural writer, b. 1808; studied at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1833 ; ordained, 1834; appointed 

grebendary of Torleton in Salisbury Cathedral, 1854. Published 'Lectures on the 
cience and Application of Manures,' 1847 ; 'The Present Prices,' 1850. 

HYMERS, Rev. John, English mathematician, b. 1803 ; educated at St John's 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1826; appointed rector of Brandsburton, 
Yorkshire, 1852. Author of ' The Elements of the Theory of Astronomy ; ' ' Treatise on 
Conic Sections ;' and numerous other works. 
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IANKOWITSCH, Alexis, Servian statesman, b. at Temesvar, 1810 ; entered the 
administration of Servia, 1829 ; secretary to Prince Michel, 1839 ; one of the promoters 
of the Revolution of 1842 ; chancellor of Servia, 1843 ; minister of justice, 1847-48 ; sena- 
tor and coadjutor of the minister of foreign affairs, 1850 ; chancellor of state, 1855 ; 
resigned, 1856. 

I LC HESTER, William Strang ways, Earl of, English diplomatist, b. 1795 ; 
studied at the University of Oxford ; entered the diplomatic service, 1815 ; secretary of 
embassy at Vienna, 1832 ; under-secretary of state for foreign affairs, 1835 to 1840 ; 
British envoy at Frankfort, 1840 to 1849 ; succeeded his brother, third earl, 1858. 

INCHIQUIN, Lucius O'Brien, Baron, Irish administrator, b. 1800 ; educated at 
Harrow, and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1825, M.A. 1828 ; lord- 
lieutenant of the county of Clare ; M.P. for that county, 1826 to 1830, and from 1847 to 
1852 ; succeeded his cousin, twelfth baron, 1855. 

INDUNO, Domenico, Italian painter, b. at Milan, 1815 ; studied at the Academy of 
his native town. Painted ' Samuel and David,' in the museum of Vienna ; and many 
others, principally historical pictures. 

INGE LOW, Jean, English authoress, b. 1830. Author of 'A Story of Doom;' and 
numerous poems and works of fiction. 
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INGERSOLL, Charles Jared, American author, b. at Philadelphia, Oct. 3, 1782; 
elected to the House of Representatives, 1812. Author of 'Chisiuara,' 1800; 'Julian,* 
1831 ; 4 Historical Sketch of the Second War between the United States and Great 
Britain,' 1845 ; and * History of the Territorial Acquisitions of the United States.' 

INGHAM, Robert. English politician, b. 1793 ; educated at Oriel College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B. A. 1815 ; called to the bar, 1820 ; attorney -general for the county 
of Durham, and recorder of Berwick ; sat for the borough of Berwick, 1832-41, and for 
South Shields, 1852-68. 

INGLIS, Right Hon. John, Scottish judge, b. 1810; educated at Glasgow, and 
Balliol College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1834 ; called to the Scottish bar, 1835 ; 
nominated 6olicitor-general for Scotland, 1852 ; lord-advocate, 1852 and 1858; elevated to 
the bench as lord justice clerk of session, 1858 ; sworn privy councillor, 1859. 

IN GRAHAM, Duncan, American naval officer, b. 1803; entered the United States 
Navy, 1812 ; commanded the frigate Sommers, in the war with Mexico ; commander of 
the St. Louis, and stationed in the Mediterranean, 1853 ; joined the South at the outbreak 
of the civil war, 1861, and was appointed commodore by the Government at Richmond. 

INNES, Arthur Charles, English politician, b. 1834 ; educated at Eton ; a magistrate 
of the county of Down ; M.P. for Newry, 1865-68. 

IRONS, Rev. William Josiah, English theologian, b. 1812 ; educated at Queen's 
College, Oxford, where he graduated B. A. 1833 ; appointed vicar of Brompton, Middlesex, 
1842. Author of 1 An Epitome of the Bampton Lectures of Dr. Hampden ; ' and numerous 
sermons and lectures. 

IRVING, Theodore. American author, b. 1810; appointed secretary of embassy in 
London, 1840 ; ordained a minister in the Episcopal Protestant Church, 1854. Author of 
'The Conquest of Florida,* New York, 1835 ; 'The Fountain of Living Waters,' 1849; and 
other works. 

ISABELLE, Charles E douard, French architect, b. at Havre, Feb. 24, 1800 ; studied 
at the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 1818-22. Constructed at Angers the Ecole des Arts et 
Metiers, 1835-42. Published 'Les Edifices circulaires, et les Domes,' 1843-50 ; and other 
works. 

ISABEY, Eugene, French painter, b. at Paris, July 22, 1804. Exhibited 'La Plage 
de Honfleur ;' r L'Ouragan devant Dieppe,' 1827 ; ' Vue de Boulogne,' 1834 ; ■ Incendie du 
Steamer V Austria,' 1859 ; and numerous landscapes and marine scenes. 

ISELIN, Henri Pre'de'ric, French sculptor, b. at Clairegouttc, Haute Saone, 1825; 
studied sculpture under Rude, and at the Ecole des Beaux Arts. Executed ' Jean Gou- 
jon ' for the minister of the interior, 1852 ; 4 Le Genie du Feu,' a group for the new Louvre ; 
4 Augustin Thierry' for the galleries of Versailles, 1864; and numerous groups and busts. 

ISMAIL PACHA, Turkish statesman, b. near Smyrna, 1812; studied at the School of 
Medicine at Constantinople, and graduated at Pisa, 1840 ; appointed physician-in-chief 
to the Sultan, and member of the council of ministers, 1865. 

ISMAIL PACHA, Viceroy of Egypt, b. 1828 ; succeeded his brother, Said, Jan. 18, 1863. 

ISTURITZ, Xavier d', Spanish statesman, b. at Cadiz, 1790; deputy to the 
Cortes, 1812-18 ; president of the Cortes, 1823 ; minister of state for foreign affairs and 
president of the council, 1836 ; president of Congress, 1832 ; replaced Narvaez as minister, 
Feb. to March 1816 ; ambassador to St. Petersburg, 1856 ; accredited to London, 1858 ; 
8pauish ambassador to France, 1863-64. 

ITIER, Andre' Jules, French author, b. 1805 ; appointed by the ministers of com- 
merce and finance to proceed on a commercial mission to China, 1842. Author of 'Journal 
d'un Voyage en Chine pendant les Annees 1843, 1844, 1845 and 1846,' 1853, in 8 vols. 

IVORY, James, Scottish judge, b. at Dundee, 1792 ; called to the bar, 1816; solicitor- 
general for Scotland, 1839 ; one of the senators of the College of Justices, 1840, when lie 
took the courtesy title of Lord Ivory ; a lord justiciary, 1849-62. 
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J ACINI, Pietro, Italian statesman, b. at Milan, 1827; minister of public works in 
the cabinet of Count Cavour, July 21, 1860, to June 12, 1861 ; reappointed minister of 
public works, 1864 ; resigned, 1867. 

JACKSON, Sir Charles Mitchell, English colonial judge, b. 1814 ; called to the 
bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1836; advocate-general at Calcutta, 1848; puisne judge at Bombay, 
1852 ; judge of the High Court of Judicature of Calcutta, 1862-63. 

JACKSON, Charles Thomas, American geologist, b. at Plymouth, Massachusetts, 
June 21, 1805; graduated M.D. in Havard University, 1829; engaged on a geological 
survey of Maine, Rhode Island, and New Hampshire, 1836-40. Author of many works 
on geology and chemistry. 

JACKSON, Rev. Thomas, English divine, b. 1812 ; educated at St. Mary's Hall, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1834 ; nominated to a bishopric in New Zealand, 1849, 
but was not consecrated ; rector of Stoke Newington, and prebendary of St. Paul's 
Cathedral. Author of 1 A Manual of Logic,' and other works. 

JACKSON, William, English politician, b. 1805 ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant 
of Cheshire ; formerly a merchant at Liverpool ; M.P. for Newcastle-under-Lyne, 1847-65 ; 
returned for North Derbyshire, 1865. 

J ACOBS, Paul, German painter, b. at Leipsic, 1800 ; studied at the Academy of Munich. 
Painted ' The Resurrection of Lazarus ; ' 4 Sampson and Delilah,' 1850 ; 4 Luther at the 
Diet of Worms ;' and numerous others, chiefly historical pictures. 

JACOBSON, Heinrich, German jurist /b. at Marienwerder, 1804; studied law at 
Konigsberg, Berlin, and Gdttingen ; appointed professor of jurisprudence at Konigsberg, 
1836. Author of * Kirchenrechtliche Versuche,' Konigsberg, 1831-33 ; 'Geschichte der 
Quellen des Kirchenrechts des preussischen Staates,' ib. in 3 vols. 1837-44. 

JACOBSON, Rev. William, English divine, b. 1805 ; educated at Lincoln College, 
Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1827; vice-president of Magdalen Hall, 1832 to 1848, when 
he was appointed regius professor of divinity, and ci-eated D.D. by decree of Convocation ; 
bishop of Chester, 1865. Edited, for the Oxford University Press, * The Remains of the 
Apostolic Fathers,' and other works. 

JACOBY, Johann, German politician, b. at Konigsberg, 1805; studied medicine at 
Berlin and Heidelberg ; member of the first Parliament of Frankfort, 1848, and of the 
National Assembly at Berlin, 1849 ; retired to Switzerland, 1850 ; re-elected to the Prussian 
Parliament, 1862 ; condemned to imprisonment for his political opinions, 1864. 

JACQUAND, Claude, French painter, b. at Lyons, 1805; studied at the Academy 
of his native town, and under Fleury Richard. Painted for the H6tel de Ville at Boulogne- 
sur-Mcr 'Le Maire de Boulogne refusant la Capitulation de Henry VIII. en 1544,' 1852 to 
1855 ; 1 The Baptism of Clovis,' 1860 ; ' Dante at Rome,' 1864 ; and numerous other works, 
chiefly historical. 

JACQUES, Ame'de'e Florent, French author, b. at Paris, July 4, 1813 ; studied at 
the Bourbon College ; one of the founders of Ixi Liberte cU Ptnser, 1847. Author of 
' Manuel de Philosophic,' 1847 ; ' Excursion au Rio Salado et dans le Chaco,' 1857 ; and 
other works. 

JADIN. Louis Godefroy, French landscape and animal painter, b. at Paris, 1805 ; 
studied under Hersent and Abelde Pujol. Exhibited 1 Les Plaines de Montfort-l'Amaury ;' 
'La Vision de St Hubert,' 1859 ; 'Douse Chiens, Race de Virelade,' 1864 ; and many other 
paintings. 

JAEGER, Gustav, German painter, b. at Leipsic, June 12, 1808; studied at the 
Academy of Dresden, and at Munich, under Julius Schnorr, of Carolsfeld, 1830; ap- 
pointed to execute a number of frescoes to decorate the new royal palace at Munich. 
Painted * The Election of Frederick to the Empire ;' ' The Coronation of Charlemagne at 
Rome ;' 'The Death of Moses ;' and many other historical pictures. 

JAHN, Otto, German archaeologist, b. at Kiel, Holstein, June 16, 1813; studied at 
Berlin, 1833, under Lachmann and Gerhard ; graduated Ph.D. 1836 ; appointed professor 
of archaeology and philosophy at Greifswald, 1842 ; the same at Leipsic, 1847 ; director of 
the Leipsic Archaeological Museum, 1851-52. Author of ' W. A. Mozart,' Leipsic, 1856 ; 
and other works. 
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JAL, August e, French author, b. at Lyons, April 12, 1795 ; studied at the Ecole de Brest, 
1811-15. Author of 4 Mes Visites au Musee du Luxembourg,' 1818; 4 Areheologie navale,' 
2 vols. 1839 ; 4 Glossaire nautique,' 1850 ; and numerous other works, 

J ALABERT, Charles Frangois, French painter, b. at Nimes, 1819 ; studied under 
P. Delaroche. Painted 4 Virgile lisant ses Georgiques,' 1847 ; 'Le Christ aux Oliviers,' 
1855 ; 'Le Christ marchant sur la Mer,' 1863 ; and many other pictures. 

JALEY, Le on Louis Nicolas, Frencli sculptor, b. at Paris, Jan. 27, 1802; studied 
at the Ecole des Beaux Arts. 1820. Executed 'Le Due d'Orleans* for the Chamber of 
Peers, 1844 ; *La Revelation, 1863 ; and many other statues, busts, and groups. 

JAMAICA. George Spencer, Bishop Of, English divine, b. 1795 ; educated at 
Magdalen Hall, Oxford ; was consecrated bishop of Newfoundland, 1839 ; translated to 
Jamaica, 1843. Published a volume of sermons, and contributed poems to Blackwood's 
Magazine and other periodicals. 

JAMES, Sir Henry, English military engineer, b. in Cornwall, 1803 ; educated at the 
Royal Military Academy, Woolwich; entered the corps of Engineers, 1825 ; colonel, 1857 ; 
successively director of the Geological Survey in Ireland, of the Admiralty engineering 
works at Portsmouth, of the Ordnance Survey of the United Kingdom, and of the topo- 
graphical and statistical department of the War Office ; knighted in 1860. Author of 
several works on geology and engineering. 

JAMES, Sir William MUbourne, English judge; appointed vice-chancellor, 
Dec. 1868. 

JANET, Paul, French philosophical writer, b. at Paris, April 30, 1823 ; studied at the 
Lycee St Louis, and the Ecole Normale ; appointed professor of history and philosophy 
at the Sorbonne, 1864 ; elected member of the French Academy, Feb. 13, 1864. Author 
of 4 Essai sur la Dialectique de Platon,' 1848 ; 4 La Philosophic du Bonheur, ' 1862 ; and 
numerous other works. 

JANIN, Jules, French author, b. at Condrieu, Loire, Dec. 24, 1804 ; studied at the 
College of St. Etienne, and in Paris at the College of Louis le Grand ; one of the founders 
of the Revue de Paris. Author of 4 L'Ane mort et la Femme guillotinee,' 1829 ; 4 Le 
Mariage du Critique,' 1841 ; 4 L'Histoire de la Litterature dramatique,' 6 vols. 1850 ; and 
numerous other works. 

JANMOT, Jean Louis, French painter, b. at Lyons, May 2, 1S14; studied under 
Victor Orsel, at the Ecole des Beaux Arts in Paris, and under Ingres. Painted 4 La 
Cene ' for the chapel of the Hospiee de 1'AntiquailJe, 1845 ; 4 La Resurrection du Fils do 
Nairn,* 1849; 'Ophelie,' 1863; 'Eve,' 1864; and many other, principally religious and 
historical, pictures. 

JANZE, Charles, Baron de, French politician, b. at Paris, Aug. 15, 1822; member 
of the General Council for the canton of Loudeac ; member of the Corps Legislatif for 
the fifth circonscription of the department des Cdtes du Nord since 1863. 

JARDINE, Robert. English politician, b. 1826 ; educated at Edinburgh ; formerly a 
merchant in China ; elected M.P. for Ashburton, 1865. 

JARDINE, Sir William, English naturalist, b. 1800 ; educated at Edinburgh ; a 
magistrate of Dumfriesshire. Edited Wilson's 4 North American Ornithology; the 
4 Naturalist's Library,' in 40 vols. ; editor of the Edinburgh Philosophical Journal. 

JARRETT, Rev. Thomas, English divine, b. 1805 ; educated at St Catherine's 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1827 ; appointed professor of Arabic in the 
University of Cambridge, 1831 ; regius professor of Hebrew, and canon in Ely Cathedral, 
1854. Author of a 4 Grammatical Lndex to the Hebrew Text of the Book of Genesis ; * and 
other works. 

JAUCOURT, Francois, Count de, French politician, b. 1S25 ; formerly secretary 
of embassy, and secretary to M. de Persigny ; minister of the interior ; elected to the 
Corps Legislatif for the second circonscription of the department of Seine-et-Marne, 
1863. 

JAVAL, Le opold, French politician, b. at Mulhouse, Dec. 1, 1804 ; took part in the 
campaign in Algeria of 1830, as second lieutenant ; member of the Corps Legislatif for 
the department of the Yonne since 1857. 

JEAFFRESON, John Cordy, English author, b. at Framlingham, Suffolk, Jan. 10, 
1831 ; studied at Pembroke College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1852 ; called to the 
bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1859. Author of 4 Crewe Rise,' 1854 ; 4 Novels and Novelists from 
Elizabeth to Victoria;' 4 Live it Down,' 1863; 4 Not Dead Yet;' and numerous other 
works. 
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JEANRON, Philippe Atieruste, French painter, b. at Boulogne-sur-Mer, May 10, 
1809. Painted « Les petits Patriotes,' 1831 ; * Les Criminels cueillant le Poison de l'Upas,' 
1840 ; * a Solferino,' 1861 ; 'Bains des Bonnettes,' 1863 ; 'Le Phare,' view near Marseilles, 
1864 ; and many other pictures. 

JEBB, Rev. John, English theologian, b. 1805 ; educated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where he graduated B.A. 1826; rector of Peterstow, Herefordshire, and prebendary of 
Hereford Cathedral. Author of 'The Divine Economy of the Church;' 'Six Letters on 
the Present State of the Church,' 1851 ; and other theological works. 

J ELF, Rev. Richard William, English divine, b. about 1799; educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1820; preceptor to Prince George of Cumberland, 
1826-30 ; appointed canon of Christ Church, Oxford, 1839, and principal of King's College, 
London, 1844-64. Author of 'The Means of Grace,' 1844 ; and several sermons. 

JELF, Rev. William Edward, English divine, b. at Gloucester, 1811 ; educated at 
Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1833 ; one of the preachers at 
Whitehall, ,1846-48 ; preached the Bampton Lectures before the University, 1857. Author 
of a 1 Greek Grammar,' 1861 ; and other works. 

JELLINEK, Adolph, German author, b. at Orslowitz, Moravia, June 26, 1820: 
studied at the University of Prague ; appointed Rabbi to the Jewish community of 
Leipsic,1845. Author of 4 Beitrage zur Geschichte der Kabbala,' Leipsic, 1851-52; 'Ziir 
Geschiehte des Kreuzziige,' 1854 ; and numerous other works. 

JENKYNS, Rev. Henry, English divine, b. 1795; educated at Corpus Christi 
College, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1816; appointed professor of Greek language and 
literature in the University of Durham, 1833 ; canon in Durham Cathedral, 1839 ; and 
professor of divinity in the same University, 1841.

JENNER, William, English physician, b. at Chatham, 1815; educated at University 
College, London, and graduated M.D. 1844 ; became a member of the Royal College of 
Physicians, 1848 ; elected fellow of the same, 1852 ; appointed physician extraordinary to 
the Queen, 1861, and iu ordinary, 1862. Author of several publications on fever and 
other diseases. 

JEREMTB, Very Rev. James Amiraux, English divine, b. 1802; educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and graduated in 1824 ; ordained. 1830; professor of classical 
literature in the East India College, Haileybury, 1830 ; elected regius professor of divinity 
at Cambridge, 1849; appointed dean of Lincoln, 1864. Author of articles on the 'History 
of Rome from Constantino to the Death of Julian,' 4 History of the Church in the second 
and third Centuries,' in the ' Encyclopaedia Metropolitana and numerous sermons and 
pamphlets on theological and ecclesiastical subjects. 

JERICHAU, Adam, Danish sculptor, b. 1815 ; studied under Thorwaldsen at Rome, 
1839. Executed 'The Marriage of Alexander with Roxana,' a bas-relief for the frieze of 
the royal castle at Copenhagen ; ' Hercules and Hebe,' a colossal group, 1846 ; and other 
works. 

JERROLD, William Blanchard, English author, b. in London, 1826. Author of 
'The Disgrace to the Family,* 1847 ; 'The Chronicles of a Crutch,' 1860; 'The Children 
of Lutetia,' 1863 ; and many other works, chiefly of fiction. 

JERVIS, Henry White, English politician, b. 1825; educated at Harrow and 
Woolwich ; a captain R.A. and former director of the Great Eastern Railway ; M.P. for 
Harwich since 1859. 

JERVISWOODE, Hon. Charles Baillie, Scottish judge, b. 1804 ; called to the 
Scottish bar, 1830 ; appointed solicitor-general for Scot land and lord-advocate, 1858 ; 
appointed judge of the Supreme Court in Scotland, 1859, when he took the courtesy title 
of Lord Jerviswoode ; was M.P. for Linlithgowshire, 1859. 

JERVOIS, William Francis Drummond, English military engineer, b. 1822 ; 
studied at Woolwich, and entered the Royal Engineers, 1839 ; major of brigade to the 
garrison of Cape Town, 1846 ; major in the army, 1852 ; appointed assistant inspector- 
general of fortifications, 1856. 

JERVOISE, Sir Jervoise Clarke, English politician, b. 1804; a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant of Hants; M.P. for South Hants since 1857. 

JESSE, John Heneage, English historical writer, b. 1815. Author of 'Memoirs of 
the Court of England during the Reign of the Stuarts,' 1889 ; ' Memoirs of the Pretenders 
and their Adherents,' 1845 ; ' London and its Celebrities,' 1847-50 ; ' Memoirs of King 
Richard III. ;' and other works. 

JEWS BURY, Geraldine, English authoress, b. at Measham, Warwickshire, 1820. 
Author of ' Zoe, or the History of Two Lives,' 1845 ; 'The Half-Sisters,' 1848 ; 'Right or 
Wrong,' 1859 ; and other works of fiction. 
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JOANNE, Adolphe, French topographical writer, b. at Dijon, Sept. 15, 1813; studied 
at the College Charlemagne ; called to the bar at Paris, 1836 ; was one of the founders of 
V Illustration, 1843. Author of 'Les Bords du Rhin illustres,' 1863 ; ' La Suisse,' 1865 ; 
and many other works. 

J OBBE-DUVAL, Amand, French painter, b. at Carhaix, Finistere, July 10, 1821 ; 
studied under Paul Delaroche, and at the Ecole des Beaux Arts. Exhibited * Marguerite 
dans le Jardin de Marthe,' 1845 ; 1 Marthe et Marie Madeline au Tombeau du Christ,* 1863 ; 
and many other, chiefly religious and historical, paintings. 

JOBERT DE LAMBALLE, Antoine, French physician, b. at Lamballe, C6tes du 
Nord, 1799; graduated M.D. in Paris, 1828; surgeon in ordinary to the Emperor 
Napoleon III.; elected member of the French Academy, March 31, 1856. Author of 
'Etudes sur le Systeme nerveux,' 1838; 'Traite de la Reunion des Plaies dans tous les 
Organes,' 1864 ; and other medical works. 

JOCHMUS, Adolpb, German military commander, b. at Hamburg, 1808; entered the 
Greek army as a volunteer, 1828 ; staff-major, 1832 ; colonel, 1836 ; general-in-chief at the 
siege of Acre, Dec. 1840 ; under-secretary of state to the minister of war at Constanti- 
nople, 1841 to 1848 ; returned to Germany at the Revolution of 1848 ; appointed chancellor 
of the empire ; minister of foreign atTairs, and of the navy, May 17, 1849 ; resigned, Dec. 
1849. 

JOHANN I., King: of Saxony, b. Dec. 12, 1801 ; second son of Duke Maximilian 
of Saxony, and of Princess Caroline of Parma ; studied jurisprudence, and in 1822 
entered the ministry of nuance, of which he was nominated president in 1830 ; commander- 
in-chief of the National Guards of the kingdom, 1831-46; travelled in Italy, and pub- 
lished under the name of Philalethes a German translation of Dante's 'Divina Commedia,' 
3 vols. Leipsic, 1839-49 ; succeeded to the throne at the death of his brother, King 
Frederick Augustus II., Aug. 9, 1854. 

JOHNS, Rev. Bennet George, English historical writer, b. 1820; appointed 
chaplain of the Blind School in St. George's-in-the-Fields, 1841. Author of ' History 
of Spain ;' ' History of the Jews between the Old and New Testament 1 History ol 
England ;' and other writings. 

JOHNS, Rev. Charles Alexander, English botanist, b. 1811 ; educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he graduated B.A. 1841. Author of 'Botanical Rambles;' 'The 
Forest Trees of Britain ' British Birds in their Haunts and other works. 

JOHNSON, Andrew, American statesman, b. at Raleigh, North Carolina, Dec. 29, 
1808 ; apprenticed to a tailor at Raleigh, 1818-24; established himself as master tailor at 
Greenville, Tennessee, 1827; elected alderman of Greenville, 1828, and mayor, 1830 ; 
member of the State Legislature, 1835-37, and 1839-41 ; elected member of the State 
Senate, 1840 ; member of the Lower House of Congress of the United States, 1843 ; elected 
governor of Tennessee, 1853, and re-elected, 1855; senator of the United States, 1857-63 ; 
elected vice-president of the United States, Nov. 8, 1864 ; president from April 14, 1865, 
to March 4, 1869. 

JOHNSON, Cuth'bert William, English agricultural writer, b. Sept. 28, 1799: called 
to the bar, 1836. Editor of The Farmer's Almanack, commenced 1841 ; 'On the Uses of 
Salt for Agricultural Purposes,' 1820; 'The English Rural Spelling-Book,' 1846; and 
other works on agriculture. 

JOHNSON, Very Rev. George Sacheverell, English divine, b. 1807 ; educated at 
Queen's College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1828 ; appointed dean of Well's, 1854. 
Author of a 'Treatise on Optics ;' and a volume of sermons. 

JOHNSTON, Alexander, English painter, b. in Edinburgh, 1816; studied at the 
Royal Academy. Exhibited 'The Gentle Shepherd,' 1840 ; 'The Covenanter's Burial,' 
1852; 'Lord and Lady Russell receiving the Sacrament in Prison,' 1846; 'Tyndal Trans- 
lating the Bible,' 1856 ; and other paintings. 

JOHNSTON, Alexander Keith, English geographer, b. at Kirkhill, near Edin- 
burgh, Dec. 28, 1804 ; educated at the High School, and was apprenticed to an engraver. 
Published his 'National Atlas,' 1843; 'Physical Atlas of Natural Phenomena,' 1848 ; 
1 The Dictionary of Geography,' 1850 ; 4 General and Geological Maps of Europe,' 1856 ; 
and other works. 

JOHNSTON, Joseph Eccleston, American general, b. in Virginia, Feb. 1807; 
admitted to the U.S. Military Academy, 1825 ; lieutenant, 1829; captain, 1838; major, 
1847; colonel, 1847; quartermaster-general of the U.S. army, June 1860; joined the 
South on the outbreak of civil war ; general in the Confederate array, 1861-65. 

JOHNSTONE, Henry Bntler, English politician, b. 1837; educated at Eton, and 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1860; M.P. for Canterbury since 1862. 
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JOIGNEAUX, Pierre, French author, b. at Varennes, Cote d'Or, 1815; memberof the 
Constituent Assembly and Legislative Assembly, 1848-19; exiled after the coup d'etat 
of Dec. 2, 1851. Author of 4 Les Prisons de Paris,* Paris, 1841 ; 4 Le livre de la Ferme 
et des Maisons de Campagne,' 1861-64 ; and other works. 

JOLLiIFFE, Hedworth Hylton, English politician, b. 1829; educated at Eton, and 
Oriel College, Oxford ; a magistrate of Surrey, Sussex, and Somerset, and captain of North 
Somerset Yeomanry ; formerly lieutenant in the 4th Light Dragoons ; served in the 
Crimea, 1854-55 ; M.P. for Wells since 1855. 

JOLLIFrE, Right Hon. Sir William Hylton, English politician, b. 1800 ; a 
magistrate of Surrey, Sussex, and Hants ; under-secretary of state for the Home Depart- 
ment, 1852, and 1858-59 ; M.P. for Petersfleld, 1830-82, and 1837-38, and since 1841. 

JOLLIVET, Pierre Jules, French ]>aiuter, b. at Paris, June 27, 1803 ; studied under 
Baron Gros, and at the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 1822-25. Exhibited 4 Le Massacre des 
Innocents,' 1845 ; 4 L'Installation de la Magistrature en 1849,' 1861 ; and numerous other 
religious and historical paintings. 

JONES, David, English politician, b. 1810; educated at Charterhouse, and Christ 
Church, Oxford ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Middlesex, Brecon, and Carmar- 
then ; high sheritr, 1845; M.P. for Carmarthenshire since 1852. 

JONES, George, English painter, b. 1786 ; admitted as student of the Royal Academy, 
1801 ; served as captain in the Peninsular war in France, 1808-15 ; resumed his practice 
as a painter after the war; elected A.R.A. 1822; R A. 1824: librarian to the Royal 
Academy, 1834 to 1840, and keeper from 1840 to 1850. Painted 4 The Battle of Waterloo ;* 
4 The Battle of Borodino ;' and many other pictures. 

JONES. Rev. Harry Longneville, English archaeologist, b. 1806; educated at 
Magdalen College, Cambridge, where he graduated B. A. 1828, and M.A. ; appointed one of 
her Majesty's inspectors of schools, 1848. Edited 4 Arehseologia Cambriensis.' 

JONES, Sir Harry David, English general, b. 1792 ; educated at Woolwich ; entered 
the Royal Engineers, 1808 ; served in the campaign in Spain, 1810-14 ; chairman of the 
Board of Works in Ireland, 1845-50 ; commanded the English forces at Bomarsund, 1854, 
and the engineering operations at Sebastopol, 1855; appointed governor of the Military 
College at Sandhurst, 1856 ; president of the Royal Commission on National Defences, 
1859. 

JONES, Henry Bence, English physician, b. 1814; educated at Harrow, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B. A. 1836; appointed physician to St. George's 
Hospital, 1846. Author of 4 Animal Chemistry 4 Animal Electricity ;' and other medical 
works. 

JONES, John Winter, English bibliographer, b. in Lambeth, 1805 ; educated at 
St. Paul's School, and studied for the bar ; appointed assistant keeper of the printed 
books in the British Museum, 1850, and keeper, 1856, principal librarian, 1866. Edited for 
the Hakluyt Society 4 Divers Voyages touching the Discovery of xVmerica,' 1850 ; trans- 
lated 4 The Travels of Ludovico di Varthema in Egypt, Syria, Arabia Deserta and Felix, 
in Persia, India, and Ethiopia, a.d. 1603 to 1508,' 1863; and other works. 

JONES, Owen, English architect, b. 1809 ; decorated the interior of the Great Exhibi- 
tion building in Hyde Park, 1851 ; and the Crystal Palace at Sydenham ; designed and 
erected St. James's Hall, Piccadilly. Author of 4 The Grammar of Ornament,' 1856 ; 4 An 
Attempt to define the Principles which should regulate the Employment of Colours in 
Decorative Art,' 1851 ; and other works. 

JONES, Thomas Rymer, English anatomist, b. 1809; studied medicine in London, 
and became a member of the College of Surgeons, 1833 ; appointed professor of compara- 
tive anatomy in King's College, London, on its establishment ; Fullerian professor of 
physiology in the Royal Institution, 1840. Author of 4 A General Outline of the Animal 
Kingdom,* 1838 ; and other scientific works. 

JONES, Thomas Wharton, English oculist, b. at St Andrew's, 1808; educated at 
the University of Edinburgh ; professor of ophthalmic medicine and surgery in University 
College, London, and surgeon to the Ophthalmic Hospital. Author of 4 The Physiology 
and Philosophy of Body, Sense, and Mind ;' and other works. 

JONES, Rev. William Basil, English divine, b. 1822; educated at Shrewsbury 
School, and Trinity College, Oxford ; elected fellow and tutor of University College, 1851 ; 
incumbent of Haxby, Yorkshire, and examining chaplain to the Archbishop of York. 

J OSIKA, Nicholas, Baron, Hungarian novelist, b. 1796. Author of 1 Irany 4 The 
Last Bathori and many other works of fiction. 
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JOUAGE, Ce sar, Comte de, French politician, h. April 24, 1798; studied at the 
College of Tournon, and served in the army until 1830 ; member of the Corps Legislatif 
for the department de l'Ain since 1852. 

JOUFFROY, Francois, French sculptor, b. at Dijon, Feb. 1, 1806; studied under 
Raraey, and at the Ecole des Beaux Arts ; appointed professor of sculpture to the Ecole 
des Beaux Arts, Dec. 1863. Executed * Cain maudit,' 1838 ; 4 La Reverie,' 1848 ; 4 L'Aban- 
don,' 1853 ; 4 Chatiment,' and 4 La Protection ;' and many other statues and busts. 

JOURDAIN; Charles Gabriel, French author, b. at Paris, Aug. 24, 1817: studied 
law and obtained the diploma of LL. D. 1838 ; appointed minister of public instruction, 
1849. Author of 4 Notions de hogique,' 1852-63 ; 4 Histoire de TUniversite de Paris aux 
XVII. et XV1IL Siecles,' 1862-64 ; and many other works. 

J OUR DAN, Louis, French novelist, b. at Toulon, 1810; studied at Aix. Author of 
« Contes industries, ' 1859 ; 4 Hermaphrodite,' 1861 ; 4 Les Martyrs de I' Amour,' 1862 ; and 
other works of fiction. 

JOWETT. Rev. Benjamin, English divine, b. at Camberwell, 1817; educated at St. 
Paul's School; elected scholar of Balliol College, Oxford, 1835, and fellow, 1838; tutor 
6f Balliol College since 1842 ; regius professor of Greek at the University, 1855. Author 
of 4 Commentary on the Epistles of St. Paul to the Thessalonians, Galatians, and Romans,' 
1855 ; second edition, 1859 ; contributed an essay on the 4 Interpretation of Scripture ' 
to the 4 Essays and Reviews.' 

JUAREZ, Benito. Mexican general and statesman, b. at Ixtlan, State of Oaxaca, in 
1807, descendant of the Indian race of Tapatecos ; studied jurisprudence, and became 
advocate at Ixtlan, 1830 ; elected deputy to the House of Representatives, 1846 ; governor 
of the State of Oaxaca, 1848-52 ; exiled by President Santa Anna, 1853 ; returned to 
Mexieo, 1855 ; minister of justice under President Alvarez, 1856-58 ; minister of the 
interior under President Comonfort, 1858 ; head of the insurrectionary forces of the Con- 
stitutional party against President Zuloaga, 1858-59, and against President Miramon, 
1859-61 ; entered the city of Me xico, Jan. 12, 1861 ; elected president of the Republic, 
June 11, 1861 ; driven from the city of Mexico by French troops, May 81, 1863 ; ordered 
the execution of the Emperor Maximilian, June 16, 1867 ; re-entered the city of Mexico, 
July 10, 1867 ; re-elected president of the Republic, Nov. 1867. 

JUBINAL, Michel Louis Achille, French author, b. at Paris, Oct. 24, 1810 ; 
studied at the Ecole des Chartes ; appointed professor of foreign literature to the Faculte 
des Lettres de Montpeilier, 1839 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the district of 
Bagneres since 1852. Author of 4 Jongleurs et Trouvercs,' 1835 ; and other works. 

JUGELET, Jean, French marine painter, b. at Brest, 1805; studied at Paris under 
M. Gudin. Exhibited 'Environs de Brest,' 1833; 4 Jesus-Christ apaisant la Tempete,' 
1845 ; 4 Environs d'Alassio pres Nice,' 1852 ; 1 Italic,' 1863 ; and numerous other paintings, 
chiefly sea views. 

JUKES, Joseph, English geologist, b. near Birmingham, Oct. 1811; educated at St. 
John's College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1836, and M.A. 1841 ; appointed 
lecturer on geology to the Irish Museum of Industry, 1854. Author of 4 Report on the 
Geology of Newfoundland 'Sketch of the Physical Structure of Australia ;' and many 
other geological works. 

JULIEN, Stanislas Aignan, French philologist, b. at Orleans, Sept. 20, 1799 .' 
educated at a seminary in Orleans, and in the College of France, 1828 ; appointed assistant 
curator to the Imperial Library, 1839; professor at the College of France, 1832. Trans- 
lated from the Chinese 4 The Book of Rewards and Punishments,' 1835; * The Book of 
the Way of Virtue,' 1841 ; and numerous other Chinese works. 

JURIEU LA GRAVIERE, Jean Pierre, French admiral, b. Nov. 19, 1812 ; 
entered the navy, 1828; captain, 1841; employed in the Black and Adriatic seas, and 
promoted rear-admiral, Dec. 1, 1855 ; vice-admiral, Jan. 15, 1862 ; appointed aide-de- 
camp to the Emperor, and member of the Board of Admiralty, June 29, 1863. Published 
4 Souvenirs d'un Amiral,' 1860 ; * Voyage en Chine pendant les Annees, 1847, 48, 49, and 50;' 
1864 ; and other works. 
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KAHNIS, Karl Animate, German theologian, b. at Greiz, Dec. 22, 1814; studied 
at the University of Halle, and graduated at Berlin, 1842; professor of theology at 
Breslau, 1844 ; appointed professor of theology at Leipsic, and vice-president of the Mis- 
sionary College, 1850. Author of 'Ruge und Hegel,' Guedlinbourg, 1838; 4 Der Gang 
des deutschen Protestantismus,' 1854 ; and other theological works. 

KALERGIS, De me trius, Greek statesman, b. at the Isle of Candia, 1803 or 1804 ; 
took part in the Greek war of independence ; one of the promoters of the Revolution of 
September 3-15, 1843 ; general and aide-de-camp to King Otho, 1844—15 ; minister of 
war, 1854-56 ; appointed minister-plenipotentiary to Paris, 1861. 

RANARIS, Constantine, Greek statesman, b. at the isle of Ipsara, 1795; served 
as captain in the Greek war of independence, and commanded the frigate Hellas, 1826 ; 
represented Ipsara in the Greek National Assembly, 1S27 ; minister of marine, and 
president of the council, 1848-49 ; and again May 26, 1854, to May 1855 ; prime minister, 
1862-64 ; minister of marine, 1864-65. 

KANE, Sir Robert, English administrator, b. in Dublin, 1810; studied at Trinity 
College, and graduated, 1832 ; fellow of King and Queen's College of Physicians, Ireland, 
1841 ; knighted, 1846 ; appointed member of the Irish Relief Commission, 1846 ; pre- 
sident of Queen's College, Cork. Author of ' The Elements of Chemistry,' 1841-42. 

KARR, Alphonse, French author, b. at Paris, Nov. 24, 1808; studied at the College 
Bourbon. Editor-in-chief of Figaro, 1839, and founded Les Gvfpes, 1839; author of 
4 Sous les Tilleuls,' 1832 ; 4 Une Heure trop tard,' 1833 ; 1 La Penelope normande,' 1858 ; 
and numerous other novels; contributor to the Revue des Deux Mvndes, and other French 
periodicals. 

KASTNER, Jean Georges, French musical conrposer, b. at Strasburg, 1812 ; elected 
member of the Institute, 1859. Composed 4 Gustave Wasa ;' 4 Le Sarrazin;' 4 La Danse 
de Morts,' 1852 ; published 'Histoire musicale des Cris de Paris,' 1855 ; and other works. 

KAULBACH, Wilhelm yon. German painter, b. at Arolsen, Westphalia, Oct. 15, 
1805; studied at the Academy of Dusseldorf, and at Munich ; appointed director of the 
Royal Academy of Fine Arts in Munich, 1849. Painted the 4 Madhouse,' 1828-29 ; 
4 Battle of the Huns,' 1837 ; 4 Bedouins,' the 4 Fall of Jerusalem,' and many others ; also 
executed a series of frescoes for the Museum of Berlin and new palace at Munich. 

KAVANAGH, Julia, English authoress, b. at Thurles, county of Tipperary, 1824. 
Author of 4 The Three Paths,' 1847 ; 4 Women in France during the Eighteenth Century,' 
1850; 'Daisy Burns,' 1853 ; 4 Rachel Gray,' 1855; 'French Women of Letters;' and 
many works of fiction. 

K A YE, John William, English historical writer, b. 1814 ; served as lieutenant of 
Artillery in the East India Company's service, Bengal, 1835-45 ; entered the Home Civil 
Service of the same Company, 1856 ; appointed secretary to the Political and Secret 
Department of the India Office. Author of 4 The History of the War in Afghanistan ;' 
4 Christianity in India ;' 4 History of the Indian Mutiny ;' and other works. 

KEANE, Edward Arthur, Baron, b. 1815 ; entered the army, 1833 ; aide-de-camp 

to his father during the campaign in Afghanistan, 1839 ; and retired with the rank of 

captain ; took his seat in the House of Lords, 1844. 
KEARSLEY, Robert, English politician, b. 1822 ; a magistrate for Ripon, and thrice 

mayor of that borough ; captain in the 1st West Yorkshire Rifle Volunteers, 1864 ; elected 

M. P. for Ripon, 1865. 

KEATING, Sir Henry Singer, English judge, b. near Dublin, 1804 ; educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduated M. A. ; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 
1832; M.P. for Reading, 1852; solicitor-general and knighted, 1857; judge of the 
Common Pleas. 

KEATING E, Right Hon. Richard, Irish judge, b. 1793; called to the bar at 
Dublin, 1813 ; judge of the Prerogative Court of Ireland, and sworn privy councillor, 
1843 ; appointed judge of the Court of Probate in Ireland, 1858. 

KEIGHTIjY, Thomas, English historical writer, b. in Dublin, 1789 ; educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin. Published a 4 History of Rome ;* 4 History of England ;* 4 The 
Mythology of Greece and Italy,* 1854 ; 4 History of India ;' and other works. 
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KEITH, Rev. Alexander, English theologian, b. at Keithall, N.B. 1791; educated 
at Marischal College, Al»erdeen ; minister of the Established Church of Scotland at 
St Cyrus, Kincardineshire, lblti— 43- Author of 4 The Signs of the Times,' 1831 ; 'The 
History and Destiny of the World and of the Church, according to Scripture,' Part I. 
1861 ; 4 A Narrative of the Mission to the Jews ;' and other theological works. 

KEKEWICH, Samuel Trehawke, English politician, b. 1796 ; educated at Eton, 
and Christ Church, Oxford ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for Devon ; high sheriff, 
1834 ; M.P. for Exeter, 1826-30, and for South Devon since 1858. 



1, John, English politician, b. 1816; a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant for Middlesex, 
and a railway contractor ; returned M.P. for Harwich, 1865. 

KELLER, Emile, French politician, b. 1828 ; studied at the Ecole Polytechnique ; 
elected to the Corps Legislatif for the third circonscription of the department of the 
Haut Rhin, 1857, and re-elected for the fourth circonscription of the same department, 
1863.

Authoress of 4 Francis I.' a tragedy, 1828; 'Journal,' 1835 ; 4 A Year of Consolation ;' a 
volume of poems, and several translations. Married to Mr. Pierce Butler, 1835, from 
whom she obtained a divorce, 1849.

KENDALL, George Wilkins, American author, b. at Vermont, 1810. Author of 
4 Narrative of Texan Expedition,' New York, 1844 ; 1 History of the War between the 
United States and Mexico,' ib. 1850 ; and several works of fiction. 

KENDALL, Nicholas, English politician, b. 1800; educated at Trinity College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B. A. 1880 ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Cornwall, 
and special deputy-warden of the Stannaries ; M.P. for East Cornwall since 1852. 

KENNARD, Robert William, English politician, b. 1800 ; commissioner of lieu- 
tenancy of London, and a magistrate of Westminster, Middlesex, and Herts ; was sheriff 
of London and Middlesex, 1846-47 ; engaged as an ironmaster in South Wales and 
Scotland; M.P. Newport, Isle of Wight, since 1859. 

KENNEDY. Rev. Benjamin. English author, b. at Summer Hill, Birmingham, 
Nov. 6, 1804; educated at St. John's College, Cambridge, and graduated B.A 1827 ; 
appointed head-master of Shrewsbury School, 1836; prebendary of Lichfield, 1841 ; and 
select preacher to the University of Cambridge, 1860 ; president of the Royal College of 
Preceptors. Author of a 4 Latin Vocabulary ;* and other educational works. 
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KENNEDY, John Pendleton. American novelist, b. at Baltimore, Oct. 25, 1795 ; 
studied at the College of his native town, and entered the legal prof ession, 1812. Author

, 1821 ; appointed professor to the College of St. Joseph, at Bardstown, Kentucky, U.S. 
1821; consecrated bishop of Philadelphia, 1830; and archbishop of Baltimore, 1851. 
Author of ' Theologia Dogmatica,' 1839-40 ; 4 A Vindication of the Cathohc Church,' 
1850 ; and numerous theological works. 

KENT. William Charles Mark, English poet, b. in London, Nov. 1823 ; educated at 
Prior Park and Oscott Colleges ; called to the bar of the Middle Temple, 1859. Author of 
1 Aletheia ;' 'The Vision of Cagliostro, a Tale of the Five Senses ;' and other works. 

KEOGH, Right Hon. William, Irish judge, b. at Oalway, 1817; educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin ; entered as a student at Lincolu's Inn ; was called to the Irish 
bar, 1840; appointed Q.C. 1849; solicitor-general, 1852, attorney-general, and sworn a 
privy-councillor, 1855 ; appointed one of the judges of the Common Pleas in Ireland, 
1856. Author of some political pamphlets, and a work on the ' Practice of the Court of 
Chancery in Ireland.' 

KEPPEL, Hon. Sir Henry, English naval commander, b. 1809; entered the navy, 
1828 ; served on the East India, Mediterranean, and Cape of Good Hope stations, and on 
the coast of China, where he commanded the Dido, 1841-45 ; commanded the St. Jean 
d'Acre in the Baltic during the Russian war, and the forces in China, 1857^58 ; attained 
flag rank, 1857.

1820 ; educated at Eton, and Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated B. A. 1841 ; a magistrate for Down and Antrim, and deputy- 
lieutenant for Down ; M.P. for county of Down, 1852-57, for Downpatrick, 1841-47, and 
since 1859. 

KERCADO, Alexis Thomas, French politician, b. Aug. 81, 1809; mayor of Roche

Legislatif for the first circonscription of the department of Morbihan, 1 863. 

KERN, Conrad, Swiss statesman, b. at Berlingen, near Arenenberg, 1808; studied at the 
Universities of Berlin, Heidelberg, and Paris ; appointed president of the Supreme Court 
of Judicature, and of the canton of Thurgau, 1837 ; member of the Diet for the same 
canton, 1833 ; Swiss plenipotentiary at the Court of France, 1861. 

1821 ; lieu- 
tenant of Suffolk Yeomanry Cavalry ; M.P. for Eye since 1852. 

KERVE GUEN, Philippe Angnste, Vicomte de, French politician, b. at 
Toulon, Nov. 17, 1811 ; served in the Frencn navy; memher of the general conncil of the 
canton of Toulon ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Var since 

KETTELER, Wilhelm Emmanuel, Baron von, German Catholic theologian, 
b. at Munster, 1811 ; admitted to the bar, but entered the Church, 1837; ordained priest, 
and appointed to the parish of Hopster, in Westphalia, 1838 ; deputy to the National 
Assembly at Frankfort, 1848 ; consecrated bishop of Mayence, 1850. Author of * Liberty 
and Authority of the Church,' 1861 ; and numerous sermons. 

KEY, Thomas Hewitt, English philologist, b. 1799 ; educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated, 1821 ; professor of comparative grammar and head- 
master of the junior school in London University. Author of a ' Latin Grammar f and 
contributed numerous articles to the Penny Cyclopedia, 

KEYSER, Nicaise de, Belgian painter, b. at Sandvliet, province of Antwerp, 
Aug. 20, 1813 ; studied at the Academy of Antwerp ; director of the Academy of Antwerp. 
Painted • Christ on the Cross,' for the Catholic Church of Manchester, 1834 ; 'The Battle 
of Woringen,* in the National Palace at Brussels, 1839 ; and numerous other paintings. 
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KIEPERT, Heinrich, German geographer, b. at Berlin, July 31, 1818; studied 
under Carl Ritter ; appointed director of the Geographical Institute of Weimar, 1845. 
Published 'Atlas of Greece and her Colonies,' Berlin, 1840-46 ; second edition, 1851; 
'Historical Atlas of the Ancient World,' Weimar, 1848; 'Atlas of Asia,' Berlin, 1853; 
and numerous maps and geographical works. 

KIIiIAN, Hermann, German physician, b. at Leipsic, Feb. 5, 1800 ; studied medicine 
at Wilna, and in England and Scotland; appointed professor of medicine to the 
University of Bonn, 1828 ; dean of the faculty, 1853. Author of numerous medical 
works. 

KILLALOE, Rigrht Rev. William Fitzgerald, Bishop of, Irish divine, b. in 
Ireland, 1815; educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduated B.A 1837; con- 
secrated bishop of Cork, 1857 ; translated to Killaloe, 1862. Edited Constable's 'Ethics ;' 
Butler's ' Analogy ;' and other works. 

KILMORE, Right Rev. Hamilton Verschoyle, Bishop of, Irish divine, 
b. 1803 ; educated at Trinity College. Dublin ; ordained, 1829 ; chancellor of Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dublin, 1855; dean of Ferns, 1862; consecrated to the see of 
Kilmore, Elphin, and Ardagh, Dec. 1862. 

KIMBALL, Richard, American novelist, b. at Lebanon, New Hampshire, 1815; 
studied at the College or Dartmouth, where he graduated, 1834. Author of ' St. Leger,

1853 ; and other works of fiction. 

KINDER SLEY, Sir Richard Torin, English judge, b. 1792; educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where ho graduated B.A 1814; called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 
1818 ; master in Chancery, 1848-51 ; one of the vice-chancellors, 1851 ; retired, 1866. 

KING, James King, English politician, b. 1806; educated at Balliol College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. 1829; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for Hereford; high 
sheriff, 1S45 ; M.P. for Herefordshire since 1852. 

KING, John, Gilbert, English politician, b. 1823; educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin; a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant for King's County; high sheriff, 1852; returned 
M.P. for King's County, 1865. 

KING, Hon. Peter John Locke. English politician, b. at Ockham, Surrey, 1811; 
educated at Harrow, and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. 1833 ; 
a magistrate of Surrey ; M.P. for East Surrey since 1847. 

KINGLAKE. Alexander William, English author, b. near Taunton, 1811 ; 
educated at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1832; 
called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1837 ; retired, 1856 ; a deputy-lieutenant for Somerset ; 
M.P. for Bridgewater, 1857 ; unseated, 1869. Author of ' Eothen,' 1849 ; 'History of the 
Russian War of 1854-56,' vols. I. II. in 1863, III. IV. 1868. 

KINGLAKE, John Alexander, English politician, b. 1805 ; educated at Eton and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1826 : called to the bar of Lincoln's 
Inn, 1830 ; serjeant-at-law ; recorder of Bristol ; M.P. for Rochester since 1857. 

KINGSCOTE, Robert Nisei Fitz-Hardinge, English politician, b. 1830; 
formerly lieutenant-colonel Scots FuBilier Guards, and was aide-de-camp to Lord Raglan 
in the Crimea, 1854-55 ; M.P. for West Gloucestershire since 1852. 

KINGSLEY, Rev. Charles, English author, b. at Dartmoor, Devon, June 12, 1819 ; 
educated at King's College, London, and Magdalen College, Cambridge ; appointed pro- 
fessor of modern history in the University of Cambridge, 1859. Author of ' Alton 
Locke,' 1850 ; 'Saint's Tragedy,' 1846 ; 'Alexandria and her Schools,' 1854; 'Westward 
Ho !' 1854 ; and numerous other works of fiction. 

KINGSLEY, Henry, English author, b. 1830, brother of the preceding ; educated at 
King's College, London, and Worcester College, Oxford. Author of 4 Geoffry Hamlyn,' 
' Ravenshoe,' and other works. 

KINKEL, Johann Gottfried, German poet and political writer, b. at Obercassel, 
Rhenish Prussia, Aug. 11, 1815 ; studied at the University of Bonn ; elected to the 
Berlin Parliament 1848 ; joined the Badish insurrection, was taken prisoner by the 
Prussian troops, tried and sentenced to imprisonment in a fortress for life, 1849;

KIP, Right Rev. William, American author, b. at New York, Oct. 8, 1811 ; entered 
holy orders, 1832 ; consecrated missionary bishop of California, 1853. Author of 4 History 
of the Early Jesuits;' 'The Double Witness of the Church,* New York, 1844; 'The 
Catacombs of Rome,' 1854 ; aud other works. 

KIRWAN, Andrew Valentine, English author, b. 1804; called to the Irish bar, 
1825, and to the English bar, 1828. Author of the ' Ports, Arsenals, and Dockyards of 
France,' 1839 ; ' Army and Garrisons of France,' separately, 1841 ; * Modern France : its 
Journalism and Literature,' 1863 ; and other works. #

KNOX, Brownlow, English politician, b. 1806; a lieutenant-colonel unattached; 
formerly major 2d Bueks Yeomanry ; M.P. for Great Marlow, 1847-68. 

KNOX, Hon. William Stuart, English politician, b. 1826 ; major in the 51st Foot, 
and a magistrate and deputy -lieutenant for Tyrone ; M.P. for Dungannon since 1851. 

KOBELL, Franz von, German mineralogist and poet, b. at Munich, July 19, 1803 ; 
educated at Munich University; appointed assistant professor of mineralogy at the 
University, 1828 ; head keeper of the mineralogical collection at Munich. Author of 
'Characteristics of Minerals,' 1830-31; ' Hochdeutsche Gediehte,' 1852; and numerous 
poems and works on mineralogy. 

KOCH, Karl Heinrich, German naturalist, b. at Weimar, 1809; studied medicine at 

Wiirtzburg and Jena Author of ' A Journey across Russia to the Isthmus of the • 
Caucasus,' 2 vols. 1842-43 ; ' Wanderings in the East,' 1846-7 ; 'The Crimea and Odessa,' *

LABARRE, Louis , Belgian journalist, b. at Dinan, Namur, 1810. Edited the Belgian 
Charivari, the Tribune of Liege, and the Nation of Brussels. Author of 1 Satires and 
Elegies,' 1836 ; 4 Souvenirs du Drapeau,' 1855 ; and other works. 

LA BEDOLLIERE, Emile Gigault de, French author, b. in Paris, 1814. 
Author of 'Vie politique du Marquis de la Fayette,' 1833 ; 4 Histoire de la Garde 
nationale,' 181S ; 'Histoire de la Guerre du Mexique,' 1863; and numerous other his- 
torical and political works. 

LABICHE, Eugre ne Maria, French dramatist, bat Paris, May 5, 1814 ; studied at 
the Bourbon College, the Lycee Bonaparte, and the Ecole de Droit. Author of 1 Deux 
Papas tres-bien,' 1845 ; 4 En avant les Chinois 1' 1858 ; 4 Un Mari qui lance sa Femuie,* 
1864 ; and numerous other comedies. 

LABINTZOFF, Ivan, Russian military commander, b. at Toula, 1800; entered the 
Caucasian army, 1826 ; lieutenant, 1828 ; major-general, 1839 ; lieutenant-general, 1845 ; 
appointed to the chief command of the forces in the Caucasus, 1856. 

LABOR DE, Emmanuel Joseph, Comte de, French archaeologist, b. in Paris, 
June 12, 1807; studied at the University of Gottingen; elected member of the French 
Academy, 1842 ; appointed curator of the museum of antiquities in the Louvre, 1847. 
Author of 4 Voyage en Orient,' 1838-55 ; 4 Athens in the XV. XVI. and XVII. Centuries,' 
1864 ; and numerous other works. 

LABORDE. Henri, Vicomte de, French painter, b. at Rennes, May 2, 1811 ; 
studied under Paul Delaroche. Painted 4 Hagar in the Desert,' in the museum of Dijon, 
1836 ; 4 La Passion du Christ,' in the Cathedral of Amiens, 1848 ; and other historical 
paintings. 

LABORDE, Louis Jules, Comte de, French jurist, b. in Paris, Jan. 13, 1806, 
brother of the preceding ; admitted as an advocate at the Court of Cassation, 1836 ; pre- 
sident of the Order of Advocates, 1853-56. Published 4 Traite <des Ajrarieg particulieres 
sur Merchandises,' 1836 ; and other works. 

LAB OUCH ERE, Henry, English politician, b. 1831; educated At Eton, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge ; was in the diplomatic service, 1854-64 ; M.P. for Wfcklsor. 1865-#6 ; 
tor Middlesex, 1867-68. 

LABOULAYE, Edouard Rene', French jurist, b. at Paris, Jan. 18, 1811 ; studied 
law, and was admitted as advocate at the Royal Court of Paris, 1842 ; appointed pro- 
fessor of legislation to the College of France, 1849. Author of 4 Etudes sur la Propriete 
litteraire en France et en Angleterre,' 1858 ; 4 Paris en Amenque,' 1863 ; 4 Abdallah,' 
1859 ; 4 Contes bleus,' 1863; and other works. 

LABROUSSE, Fabrice, French dramatic writer, b. 1810. Author of 'Fleurette,' 
1833 ; 4 Pauline,' 1841 ; 4 Un Enfant du Peuple,' 1847 ; 4 Consulat et l'Empire,' 1853 ; 
4 L'Armee d'Orient,' 1855 ; and other works. 

LABROUSTE, Frangois Marie Theodore, French architect, b. in Paris, 
March 21, 1799, brother of the following ; studied under Vaudoyer and Hippolyte-Lebas, 
and at the Ecole des Beaux Arts ; architect to the Government, and to the College of 
St. Barbe. 

LABROUSTE, Pierre Victor Alexandre, French administrator, b. in Paris, 
March 4, 1796 ; studied at the College of St. Barbe, and the School of Law, and called to 
the bar ; appointed director of the College of St. Barbe, 1888. 

LABROUSTE. Pierre Frangois Henri. French architect, b. in Paris, May 11, 
1801, brother of the two preceding ; studied at the College of St. Barbe, and the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts ; appointed architect of the Bibliotheque St. Genevi6ve, 1838 ; architect of 
the new Bibliotheque St. Genevieve, commenced 1843, and finished 1849 ; vice-president 
of the Central Society of Architects. 

LACAUSSADE, Anguste, French writer, b. at the He Bourbon, 1820; studied at 
Nantes. Published a translation of 4 Ossian,' 1842. Author of 4 Poemes et Paysages,' 
1852 ; 4 Les Epaves,' 1861. Founder of the Revue Europtene, 1859. 
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LACON, Sir Edmund Knowles, English politician, b. 1807; educated at 
Emmanuel College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1828; a deputy-lieutenant of 
Norfolk, and major in the Norfolk Militia; M.P. for Yarmouth, 1852-57, and 1859-68. 

LACROIX, Jules, French writer, b. in Paris, May 7, 1800, brother of the following, 
Author of ' Une Grossesse,' 1833 ; ' Le Mauvais Ange ' La Testameut de Cesar,' 1849 ; 
and numerous romances and dramatic works. 

LACROIX, Paul, French author, b. at Paris, Feb. 27, 1806 ; studied at the College 
Bourbon ; appointed curator of the library of the Arsenal in Paris, 1865. Author, as 
Bibliophile Jacob, of ' Dissertations sur quelques Points curieux de l'Histoire de France, 
et de l'Histoire litte.raire,' 1834-38 ; and numerous other works. 

LACROIX, Paul Euge ne, French architect, b. at Paris, March 19, 1814 ; studied at 
the £cole des Beaux Arts ; appointed architect of the Elysee Imperial, 1852 ; architect to 
the Tuileries ; and inspector of imperial palaces. 

LACROIX ST. PIERRE, Pierre Henri, French politician, b. Aug. 9, 1817; 
member of the Administrative Council of the Railways of Ouest ; elected to the Corps 
Legislatif for the department de la Drome, 1863. 

LADOUCETTE, Louis Charles de, French politician, b. at Gap, Feb. 11, 1809 ;

LADREITT DE LA CHARRIE'RE, Jules, French military commander, b. at 
Coux, Ardeche, March 30, 1806 ; entered the Military School of St. Cyr, 1825 ; lieutenant, 
1831 ; captain, 1827 ; chef de bataillon, 1844 ; lieutenant-colonel, 1848 ; colonel, 1851 ; 
brigadier-general, 1855 ; commanded in Italy, at Magenta and Solferino, 1859.

Author of 
4 The Varieties of Mankind ; ' *" The Ethnology of Europe ;' ' The English Language ;' and 
other works.

LATHBUR Y, Rev. Thomas, English theologian, b. 1798 ; educated at St. Edmund's 
Hall, where he graduated B. A. 1824, and M. A 1827 ; appointed incumbent of St. Simon's, 
Bristol, 1848. Author of 4 History of the Nonjurors ;' 1 History of the Book of Common 
Prayer ; 1 and other works. 

LA TOUR, Gnstave, Comte de, French politician, b. in the Cotes du Nbrd, 1809 ; 
served in the Austrian army in Hungary, and retired with the rank of captain ; elected 
to the Corps Legislatif for the arrondissement of Lannion since 1851.

member of the Bureau ties Longitudes, 1862. Author of ' Recherches sur la Rotation 
du Soleil autour de son Centre de Gravite,' 1841 ; and numerous works on astronomy.

LA VALETTE, Charles Jean, Marquis d«, French statesman, b. at Senlis, 
Nov. 25, 1800; entered the diplomatic career, 1837 ; consul-general at Alexandria, 
1841-45 ; minister at Cassel, 1840-49 ; ambassador extraordinary at Constantinople, 
1851-53, and at Rome, 1802-03 ; minister of the interior, March 29, 1805, to Nov. 13, 1807 ; 
appointed minister of foreign affairs, Dec. 18, 1808. 

LAVALLE'E, The'ophile, French historian, b. at Paris, Oct. 13, 1804 ; appointed 
professor of history and literature at the Military School of St. Cvr, 1852. Author of 
•History of the French,' 1S38-39; * History of the Ottoman Empire,' 1855-59 ; and 
other works. 

LAVALLETTE, Samuel Welles, Comte de, French politician, b. at Boston, 
May 22, 1834 ; entered the diplomatic service; adopted by the Marquis La Vallette, and 
naturalized a Frenchman, 1803; elected to the Corps Legislatif for the departement de la 
Dordogne, 1803. 

LAWOESTINE, Alexandre Charles, Marquis de, French general, b. Dec. 25, 
1780; lieutenant, 1805; lieutenant-general, 1841 ; made a senator, Jan. 1852; appointed 
governor of the Invalides, Oct. 22, 1803. 

LAWRENCE, George Alfred, English author, b. 1827 ; educated at Balliol College, 
Oxford, where he graduated in 1848 ; called to the bar, 1852. Author of ' Guy Living- 
stone,' 'Sword and Gown,' 'Barren Honour;' and other works of fiction. 

LAWRENCE, Sir John Laird Mair, English statesman, b. March 4, 1811, the 
fourth son of Lieutenant-colonel Alex. Win. Lawrence, of Londonderry ; educated at 
Haileybury for the Indian Civil Service, 1827-29 ; assistant, agent, collector, and magis- 
trate at Delhi, 1831-48 ; chief commissioner of the Punjaub, 1849-58 ; nominated member 
of the Council of State for India, 1858 ; governor-general of India, Nov. 28, 1803, to 
Sept. 30, 1808 ; returned home, Jan. 1809. 

LAWRENCE, William, English politician, b. 1818; a magistrate of Middlesex and 
an alderman of London ; was sheriff of London and Middlesex, 1857-58 ; lord mayor 
of London, 1803-04; M.P. for London since 1805. 

LAWSON, Right Hon. James Anthony, English politician, b. 1817'; educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, where he giaduated B.A. 1839, LL.D. 1840; called to the 
Irish bar, 1840 ; appointed solicitor-general for Ireland, 1801 ; attorney-general, 1805 ; 
M.P. for Portarlington, 1865-08. 

LA YARD, Austin Henry, English statesman, b. in Paris, March 5, 1817; formerly 
attache at Constantinople; M.P. for Aylesbury, 1852-57; under-secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, Jan. to Feb. 1852, and again 1801-00 ; commissioner of public works and 
buildings, Dec. 1S08; president of the Board of Works, Dec. 1808; M.P. for South wark 
since 1800. Author of 'Nineveh and its Remains,' 1849. 

LEADER, Nicholas Philpot, English politician, b. 1814 ; educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin ; a magistrate of the county of Cork ; M.P. for Cork County, 1801-08. 

LEATHAM, William Henry, English politician, b. 1815; a J.P. and deputy- 
lieutenaut of the West Riding of the county of York ; formerly a banker at Wakefield, 
Pontefract, and Doncaster; M.P. for Wakefield, 1805-08. 

LE BARRIER DE TINAN, Charles Adelbert, French naval commander, 
b. Aug. 30, 1803 ; studied at the Naval School at Brest ; captain, 1837 ; member of the 
Council of Admiralty, and rear-admiral, 1851 ; vice-admiral, 1S55. 

LEBOENT, Edmond, French military commander, b. Nov. 5, 1809; studied at the 
Ecole Polytechnique and the Ecole d'Artillerie of Metz; served in the Crimea; general 
of brigade, 1854 ; general of division, 1857 ; aide-de-canip to the Emperor. 
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LECLERC D'OSMONVILLE, Jules Olivier, French politician, b. at Laval, 
April 27, 1797 ; member of the General Council for the canton of Ouest ; deputy to the 
Corps Legislatif for the department of Mayenne since 1853. 

LECLERQ, Mathien Joseph, Belgian statesman, b. at nerve, near Liege, 1790; 
counsellor at the. Superior Court of Justice, 1830 ; member of the National Congress, 
1831 ; procureur-general at the Court of Cassation, 1831 and 1840; minister of justice, 
1840-41 ; procureur-general to the Supreme Court of Brussels. 

LECOMTE, Euge ne, French politician, b. 1805; studied at Paris in the Ecole de 
Droit; lieut. -colonel in the National Guard, 1830; deputy of the Yonne to the National 
Assembly, 1848 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the Yonne since 1852. 

LECOMTE-VERNET, Charles, French painter, b. in Paris, 18-21 ; studied under 
EL Vernet and Ijeon Cogniet. Exhibited ' Ecce Homo ;' ' La Reine de Navarre,' 1855 ; 
' Expedition de Syne,' 1803 ; and numerous other paintings. 

LECONTE, John, American naturalist, b. at New York, 1825 ; studied at the Medical 
College, and graduated M.D. 1840 ; contributed numerous papers on entomology to the 
Journal of the Academy of Sciences, The Journal of Natural History of Boston, and to 
other American scientific journals. 

LECOQ, Henri, French naturalist, b. at Avesnes. Nord, April 14, 1802; graduated M.D. 
at Paris, 1827 ; professor of natural history at the Preparatory School of Medicine at 
Clermont-Ferrand. Author of 1 Elements de Mineralogie appliquee aux Sciences,' 1820 ;

LE COURTIER, Francois Joseph, French theologian, b. Dec. 19, 1700; studied 
at Paris ; arch-priest and canon of Notre Dame, 1848 ; consecrated bishop of Montpellier, 
June 5, 1S01. Author of * Le Dimanche,' 1830 ; and other works. 

LEDEBUR, Leopold August von, German author, b. at Berlin, July 2, 1790 ; 
entered the army as lieutenant, 1S27 ; eaptain, 1828: director of the new museum at 
Berlin. Author of ' Blieke. anf die Literatur des letzten Jahrzehends, <fce.' 1837 ; 4 Erleb- 
nisse aus den Kriegsjahren, 1800 und 1807,' 1855 ; and other works. 

L EDIER, Stanislas, French politician, b. at Bacqueville, Dec. 30, 1798; entered the 
General Council for the canton, of Bacqueville, and became mayor of the. town, 1849 ; 
member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Seine Inferieure since 1852. 

LEDRU ROLLIN, Auguste, French statesman, b. in Paris, Feb. 2, 1S08 ; studied 
law, and was called to the bar, 1S30 ; minister of the interior in the Provisional 
Government, 1848 ; accused of a conspiracy against President Louis Napoleon, and 
obliged to seek refuge in England, 1849. Author of 'La Decadence de 1'Angleterre,' 
2 vols. 1850 ; ' La Loi anglaise,' 2 vols. 1853 ; and numerous legal and political works. 

LEE, Frederick Richard, English painter, b. at Barnstaple, Devon, June 1798 ; 
received a commission in the 50th Foot, ami served in the Netherlands. Exhibited

other landscapes and sea views. Elected A.R.A. 1834, R.A. 1S38. 

LEE, Rev. Robert, English author, b. at Tweedmouth, North Durham, 1804 ; studied 
at St. Andrew's ; minister of the Grey Friars church, Edinburgh, 1843 ; professor of 
Biblical criticism at the University of Edinburgh, 1840. Author of ' The Family and its 
Duties,' 1863 ; and numerous lectures, sermons, and other religious works. 

LEE, Robert Edmund. American military commander, b. in Virginia, Jan. 1807; ad- 
mitted as a cadet at West Point, 1825 ; second lieutenant in the United States army, 1829 ; 
first lieutenant, Sept. 1836; captain, July 1838; appointed chief engineer of the army in 
Mexico, 1846; major, April 1846; lieut. -colonel, Aug. 20, 1847; colonel, Sept. 13, 1K47 ; 
superintendent of West Point Military Academy, 1852 to March 1855 ; appointed com- 
mander-in-chief of the Confederate forces in Virginia, 1861 ; after the termination of 
the civil war, appointed president of Washington College, Pennsylvania, 1866. 

LEE, William, English politician, b. 1S01 ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant for 
Kent, and a merchant in Loudon and Rochester ; M.P. for Maidstone, 1853-57, and since 
1859. 

LEE, Ven. William, English divine, b. 18U ; educated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where he was appointed professor of ecclesiastical history, 1857; Archbishop King's 
lecturer in divinity, 1863; archdeacon of Dublin. Author of ' Donnellan Lectures' of 
1852 ; 1 Inspiration of Holy Scripture, its Nature and Proof;' and other works. 

LEES, Edwin, English naturalist, b. at Worcester, May 12, 1800. Author of 'The 
Botanical Looker-out in England and Wales ;* ' Pictures of Nature around the Malvern 
Hills and Vale of Severn ;' and other works. 
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LEESER, Isaac, American author, b. of Jewish parents at Neukirch, Westphalia, 1806 ;

Philadelphia. Author of 1 The Jews and the Mosaic Law,' 1833 ; 4 Descriptive Geography 
of Palestine,' 1852 ; and other works. 

LEFE BURE, Charles Euge ne, French politician, b. April 15, 1808 ; member of 
the General Council for the canton of Lapoutroye ; deputy to the Corps Legislatif for the 
departement du Haut Rhin since 1852. 

LEFE VRE, Andre , French author, b. at ProvJns, 8eine-et-Marne, Nov. 9, 1S34 ; 
studied at the College of St. Barbe. Author of 4 Le Reve d'une Reine d'Asie,' 1861 ; 4 La 
Vallee du Nil,' 1863 ; 4 La Lyre intime,' 1865. 

LEFEVRE, Sir Georgre Shaw, English statesman, b. in London, 1797 ; educated at 
Eton,, and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated in 1818; called to the bi.r 
of the Inner Temple, 1824 ; under-seerctary of state for the colonies, 1833 ; commissioner 
of the poor laws, 1834 ; vice-chancellor of the University of London ; deputy-clerk of 
Parliament. 

LEFEVRE, John Shaw, English politician, b. 1832. son of the preceding; educated 
at Eton, and Trinity College, Cam bridge ; M.P. for Reading since 1803. 

LEFROY, Anthony, English politician, b. 1800 ; educated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where ho graduated B.A 1821; a deputy-lieutenant of Longford; M.P. for the county 
of Longford, 1830-37, and 1841-47 ; and for Dublin University since 1S58. 

LEFUEL, Hector Marin, French architect, b. at Versailles, Nov. 14, 1810; studied 
at the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 1829-30; appointed architect of the Palais de Fontaine- 
bleau. and charged to connect the Louvre and the Tuileries, 1853; chief architect of the 
Palais des Beaux Arts, and of numerous public buildings in Paris. 

LEGH, George Co rn w a ll, English jtolitician, b. 1804: educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1826; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Cheshire; 
M.P. for Mid-Cheshire, 1841-47, and since 1848. 

LEGOUVE , Gabriel. French author, b. at Paris, Feb. 15, 1807. Author of ' Max,* 
1833; 4 Edith de Falsen/ 1840 ; 4 La Croix d'Honueur et les Comediens,' 1863 ; and nume- 
rous poems, romances, and dramas. 

LEGOYT, Alfred, French statistical writer, b. at Clermont-Ferrand, Puy de Dome, 
Nov. 18, 1815 ; studied at the College of his native town and at Paris ; appointed director 
of the Statistical Bureau of France, 1852. Assist ed in the compilation of the 'Collec- 
tion de la Statistique generate de France,' 1854 ; and author of numerous statistical works.

Painted 4 Samson bursting his Bonds,' 1841. Elected A.R.A 1863. 

LELEUX, Adolphe, French painter, b. at Paris, Nov. 15, 1812. Painted 4 Chasseur 
des Cotesde Picardie,' 1836; 4 La Dansedes Djinns.' 1849 ; 4 L'Arrivee an Champ de Foire,' 
1855 ; 4 Noce en Bretagne,' 1863 ; 4 La Rentree du Troupeau,' 1864 ; and other works.

Commons, 1850. Edited Walpole's 'Memoirs of George III.' 

LE MARCH ANT, Sir John Gaspard. English officer, b. 1803, brother of the pre- 
ceding ; educated at Sandhurst, and entered the army, 1821 ; served in Spain as brigadier 
and adjutant-ueneral of the Anglo-Spanish legion ; governor and commander-in-chief of 
Newfoundland, 1847-52 ; lieutenant-governor of Nova Scotia, 1852-57 ; commander-in- 
chief of the forces of Malta and lieutenant-general, 1858-03 ; knighted, 1838. 

LE MAROIS, Jules, Comte, French politician, b. in Paris, Dec. 25, 1802 ; repre- 
sented the department of La Manche in the Legislative Assembly ; made a senator, 1852. 

LEMELOREL DE LA HAICHOIS, Joseph, French politician, b. at Rennes, 
Feb. 17, 1807 ; studied law, and was called to the bar ; mayor of Lorieut, 1850 ; member 
of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Morbihan since 1852. 

LEMON, Mark; English author, b. in London, Nov. 30, 1809 ; one of the founders of 
Punch in 1841. Author of 'The Enchanted Doll ;' ' Wait for the End ;' ' Loved at Last ;' 
and a great number of dramatic pieces; contributor to Household Words, the Illustrated 
London News, and other periodical publications. 

LENNOX, Lord Arthur, English politician, b. 1806; entered the army as ensign, 
1822; lieutenant-colonel. 1842; M.P. for Chichester, 1831-10; and for Yarmouth, 1847 ; 
a lord of the Treasury, 1844-45. 

LENNOX, Lord George Gordon, English politician, b. 1829, nephew of the pre- 
ceding; educated at Eton; entered the Royal Horse Guards as cornet, 1840; retired, 
1853 ; J.P. and deputy-lieutenant of Sussex ; M.P. for Lymington since 1800. 

LENNOX, Lord Henry Gordon, English politician, b. 1821, brother of the preced- 
ing ; educated at Westminster, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
1S43, M A, 1847 ; a magistrate of Sussex; was a lord of the Treasury, 1852; M.P. for 
Chichester since 1840. 

LENNOX, Lord William Pitt, English author, b. 1799, uncle of the two preceding ; 
educated at Westminster ; was for some time on the staff' of the late Duke of Wellington, 
whom he accompanied to Brussels, Waterloo, Paris, and Vienna ; retired from the array, 
1829. Author of * Compton Audley ;' 'Three Years with the Duke of Wellington in 
Private Life ; ' * Fifty Years' Biographical Reminiscences ; ' and numerous other works. 

LEN STROM, Carl Julius . 8wedish writer, b. at Gette. 1811 ; studied at Upsal; and 
was appointed professor of theology in the College of his native town. Author of 
' History of the Theories of Art,' 1839 ; ' History of the Church Universal, and the 
Swedish Church,' 1843 ; * Sigurd and Brynhild,' an epic poem ; and other works. 

LEO, Heinrich. German historical writer, b. at Rudolstadt, March 19, 1799; studied at 
Breslau and Gottingen ; graduated Ph.D. at Jena, 1820 ; appointed professor of history 
at Halle, 1830. Author of ' Handbuch der Geschichte des Mittelalters,' Halle, 1830 ; 
' Die Hegelingen,' ib. 1838 ; second edition, 1839 ; ' Leitfaden fur den Unterricht in der 
Universalgeschichte,' Halle, 1828-40 ; and numerous other works. 

LEOPOLD, Duke of Ann alt, b. Oct 1, 1794, the son of Prince Friedrich of Anhalt- 
Dessau and of Princess Amelia of Hesse-Homburg ; succeeded to the throne at the 
death of his grandfather, Duke Leopold Friedrich, Aug. 9, 1817 ; married, April 18, 1818, 
to Princess Frederica of Prussia, who died Jan. 1, 1850. 

LEOPOLD II. King: of the Belgians, b. April 9, 1835, the son of King Leopold I., 
former Duke of Saxe-Coburg, and of Princess Louise, daughter of Louis Philippe, King 
of the French ; ascended the throne at the death of his father, Dec. 10, 1805 ; married, 
Aug. 22, 1853, to Marie, Archduchess of Austria, b. Aug. 23, 1830. 

LE PLAY. Pierre Pre'de'ric, French civil engineer, b. at Uonfleur, April 11, 1800 ;

LEROUX, Paul, French politician, b. Dec. 11, 1815 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for 
the department of the Vendee since 1852 ; vice-president of the Corps Legislatil, 1863.

1825 ; called to the 
bar of the Middle Temple, 1849; J. P. and deputy-lieutenant for the county of Fife, aud 
captain of the 1st Cinque Ports Rifle Volunteers ; M.P. for Hastings, 1864-68. 

LESLIE, Henry David, English musical composer, b. in London, June 18, 1S22; 
studied music under Charles Lucas, 1838 ; founded the choral society known by his 
name, 1856 ; principal of the College of Music. Composed ' Let God arise,' i84l» ; 
' Immanuel,' 1853 ; * Judith/ 1857 ; 1 The Daughter of the Isles,' 1861 ; and other works. 

LESLIE, William, English politician, b. 1814; educated at Aberdeen University, 
where he graduated M.A. 1832 ; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the county of 
Aberdeen ; formerly a merchant in China; M.P. for Aberdeenshire, 1861-68. 

LESPE RUT, Frangois, Baron de, French politician, b. at Paris, Oct. 5, 1813 ; 
elected to the Legislative Assembly, 1849; member of the Corps Legislatif lor the 
department of Haute Marne since 1852. 

LESSEPS, Ferdinand, Vicomte de, French diplomatist, b. at Versailles, Nov. 19, 
1805 ; attache to the French consulate at Lisbon, 1825, and at Tunis, 1828 ; consul at 
Barcelona, 1842; minister at Madrid, 1848, and at Rome, 1849; obtained a concession 
from the Viceroy of Egypt to construct a canal through the Isthmus of Suez, Jan. 1856. 
Author of numerous 'Notes,' 'Documents,' and 'Rapports,' bearing upon and describing 
the progress of the Suez Canal undertaking. 

LESSING, Karl Friedrich, German painter, b. at Wartenburg, Silesia, Feb. 15, 
1S08 ; studied at the Academy of Arts, Berlin. Painted the ' Battle of Iconium,' 1 StJl* ; 
' The Brigand and his Son,' 1831 ; * Pope Pascal II. Prisoner of Henry V. ;' * Huss before 
the Couucil of Constance ;' and numerous other historical paintings. 

LETHEBY, Henry, English medical writer, b. 1816 ; graduated M.B. 1843, Ph.D. and 
M.A. 1858; lecturer on chemistry and toxicology at the London Hospital; chemical 
analyst to the Corporation of London. Author of ' Reports on the Sanitary Condition 
of the City of London ;' contributor to the Lancet, the Medical Tivies, ami other medical 
journals. 

LETTE, Wilhelm, German politician, b. at Kienitz, Prussia, March 10, 1799 ; studied 
philosophy and law at the Universities of Berlin and Gdttiugen, 1814-20 ; member of the 
National Assembly of Frankfort, 1848 ; member of the first Prussian Chamber since 186L 
Author of ' The Prussian Constitution,' 1857 ; and several works on political economy. 

LEVER, Charles James, English novelist, b. in Dublin, 1809 ; studied at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated M.D., and at Gottingen ; physician to the British 
legation at Brussels, 1833. Author of 'Harry Lorrequer;' 'The Dod Family Abroad:' 
4 The O'Donoghue ;' and numerous other works of fiction. 
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LEVER, John Orrell, English politician, b. 1«24 ; established the Atlantic Royal 
Mail Steam Navigation Company; M.P. forGalway, 1859-4)5. 

LE VERRIER, Urbain, French astronomer, b. at St. L6, Manche, April 11, 1811 ; 
studied at the Ecole Polytechnique ; discovered the planet Neptune simultaneously with 
Mr. Adams ; elected to the Legislative Assembly for the department of Manche, 1849 ; 
made a senator, 18S2 ; succeeded Arago at the Observatory of Paris, 1854. 

LEVESON-GOWCR, Granville William, English politician, b. 1838 ; educated 
at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Surrey ; 
M.P. for Reigate. 1863-07. 

LEVI, Leone, English political economist, b. at Ancona, Italy, June 6, 1821 : natu- 
ralized a British subject, 1847 ; called to the l»ar of Lincoln's luu, 1859. Author of 
' International and Commercial Law,' 1864 ; and other works. 

LEWALD, Fanny, German authoress, b. at Konigsberg, March 24, 1811. Author of 
4 The Substitute,* 1834 ; « A Question of Life 4 Diogeua,' ' The Italian Sketch-Book, ' 
' England and Scotland,' 1852 ; and other works, chiefly of Action. 

LEWES, George Henry, English author, b. in London, April 18, 1817; educated at 
Greenwich, and on the Continent. Author of ' Biographical History of Philosophy ;' 
4 The Noble Heart,' a tragedy ; 4 Life of Goethe ;' 4 Physiology of Common Life 4 Studies 
in Animal Life ;' and other works. 

LEWIN, Thomas, English author, b. 1805 ; educated at Merchant Taylors' School, at 
Worcester College and Trinity College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. and M.A. ; 
called to the bar, 1833; one of the conveyancing counsel to the Court of Chancery, 
1853. Author of 4 Life and Epistles of St. Paul,' 1851 ; 'Jerusalem, a Sketch of the 
City and Temple,' 1801 ; 'Caesar's Invasion of Britain,' 1802 ; and other works. 

LEWIS, John Frederick, English painter, b. in London, July 14, 1S05. Exhibited 
4 The Harem,' 1852; 4 Roman Peasants at a Shrine ;' 'Scenes in the Desert;' 'Armenian 
Lady at Cairo,' in oil colours, 1855; 4 A Frank Encampment, Desert of Mount Sinai,' 
1850. President of the Water Colour Society, 1855-58 ; elected A.R A. 1859. 

LEWIS, John Harvey, English politician, b. 1814: educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he graduated M.A. 1837; a magistrate of Westminster and Middlesex, and 
deputy-lieutenant of the Tower Hamlets ; M.P. for Marylebone since 1801. 

LEWIS, Lady Maria Theresa, English authoress, b. March 1803 ; married first to 
Mr. Thomas Henry Lister, 1830, and secondly, 1844, to Sir George Cornewall Lewis, Bart. 
M P., who died 1863. Author of 4 The Semi-Detached House,' and 4 The Semi-Attached 
Couple ;' 4 The Lives of the Friends and Contemporaries of Lord -Chancel lor Clarendon.' 

LEWIS, Taylor, American author, b. at Northumberland, State of New York, 1802 ; 



College, Schnectady, New York. Author of 4 The Six Days of Creation, or Scriptural 
Cosmology,' 1855 ; * Science and the Bible,' New York, 1850 ; and other works. 

LEYS. Jean Henri, Belgian painter, b. 1815; studied under M. de Braekelec, 1830. 
Exhibited 4 Combat dun Grenadier contre un Cosaque, ' 1833 ; 4 Albert Durer a Anvers,' 
1850; 4 Margaret of Austria receiving the Oaths of the Archers of Antwerp;' 4 Young 
Luther singing in the Streets of Eisenach,' 1802 ; and numerous other pictures. 

LIBRI CARRUCCI, Gnglielxno, Coxnte. French mathematician, h. at Florence, 
Jan. 2, 1803 ; professor of mathematics at the University of Pisa, 182t> ; took refuge in 
France, and was naturalized, 1833. Author of 4 Histoire des Sciences mathematiques en 
Italic depuis la Renaissance jusqu'a la Fin du XVII. Sieele,' 1838-41 ; and other works. 

LICHFIELD, Right Rev. George Augustus Sylwyn. Bishop of, English 
divine, b. 1809 ; educated at St. John's College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1831, 
M.A. 1834, B.D. and D.D. 1841 ; appointed bishop of New Zealand, 1841; consecrated 
bishop of Lichfield, 1807. Author of a number of sermons and theological works. 

LICHFIELD, Thomas George Anson, Earl of, English administrator, 
b. Aug. 15, 1825 ; precis writer to Lord Palmerston at the Foreign ' >ftice, 184<i-47 ; M.P. 
for Lichfield, 1847-54, when he succeeded his father, first earl ; lord-lieutenant of 
Staffordshire. 

LIDDELL, Hon. Henry George, English politician, b. 1821 ; educated at Eton; 
magistrate of Durham, and deputy-lieutenant of Northumberland; M.P. for South 
Northumberland since 1852. 

LIDDELL, Sir John, Scottish physician, b. at Dumblane, Scotland, 1754 ; educated 
at the University of Edinburgh ; entered the Royal Navy as assistant surgeon, 1812; 
appointed inspector of fleets and hospitals, 1844 ; director-general of the medical depart- 
ment of the navy, 1854 ; honorary physician to her Majesty, 1859 ; knighted, 1850. 
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LID DELL, Very Rev. Henry George, English divine, b. 1811; educated at 
Charterhouse, and Christ Church, Oxford ; was domestic chaplain to the late Prince 
Consort, and chaplain-extraordinary to the Queen ; appointed dean of Christ Church, 
Oxford, 1865. Author of 'A History of Rome.' Editor of 'Liddell and Scott's Greek 
Lexicon.' 

LIEBER, Francis, American author, b. at Berlin, March 18, 1800; entered the 
Russian army as a volunteer, 1815; graduated at Jena, 1820; took part in the war of 
independence in Greece, 1821 ; appointed professor in Columbia College, South Carolina, 
1835. Author of 'Journal of my Residence in Greece in 1822,' Leipsic, 1823; 4 Civil 
Liberty ami Self-Government,' Philadelphia, 1853 ; and other works. 

LIEBIG, Justus, Baron, German chemist, b. at Darmstadt, May 12, 1808; studied 
at Bonn and Erlangen, 181H-22, and at Paris, 1822-24 ; appointed professor of chemistry 
at Giessen, 1826 ; created a baron by the Grand Duke of Hesse, 1845 ; api>ointed president 
of the chemical laboratory at the University of Munich, 1862. Author of 'Organic 
Chemistry in its Application to Agriculture,' Brunswick, 1840; 4 Familiar Letters;' ami 
numerous other works on chemistry. 

LIEDTS, Auguste Charles, Belgian statesman, b. at Audenardc, 1S03 ; was one of 
the secretaries of Congress, 1830 ; president of the Tribunal of Antwerp, 1831^10 ; envoy- 
extraordinary to Holland, 1839; minister of the interior, 1840-41 ; president of th»- 
Belgian Chamber, 1843-48 ; governor of Hainault, 1841-45 ; minister of finance, 1852-55 ; 
Belgian plenipotentiary to France, 1800-01. 

LIFFORD, James Hewitt, Viscount, English administrator, b.-1811; graduated 
at Christ Church, Oxford ; deputy-lieutenant of the counties of Warwick and Donegal ;

LIGNE, Euge ne, Prince de, Belgian statesman, b. at Brussels, Jan. 23, 1804 ; 
charged to represent Belgium at the coronation of Queen Victoria, 1838 ; ambassador to 
France, 1842-48; and to Italy, 184S-49 ; member of the Senate, 1851, and president of 
that body, 1852-50. 

LI LFORD, Thomas Lyttelton Powys, Baron, English administrator, b. 1833 ; 
educated at Harrow, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1855 ; a deputy- 
lieutenant of Northamptonshire ; succeeded his father, third baron, March 1801. 

LINCOLN, Right Rev. Christopher Wordsworth, Bishop of, English 
divine, b. 1808 ; educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1830, 
M.A. 1830, B.D. and D.D. 1839; head-master of Harrow School, 1830-44; canon-resident 
and archdeacon of Westminster, 1844-08; consecrated bishop of Lincoln, Feb. isr>:». 
Author of * Correspondence of Richard Bentley ;' 4 Memoirs of William Wordsworth ;' 
* Athens and Attica ;' and numerous theological works. 

LINDLEY, John, English botanist, b. at Catton, Norfolk, 1700; was secretary of the 
Horticultural Society, London ; professor of botany in University College, London, and 
appointed examiner in the same, 1800. Author of 4 Natural System of Botany ;' 1 Synopsis 
of the British Flora;' 4 Vegetable Kingdom;' 'Fossil Flora of Great Britain;' and 
numerous other works on botany. 

LINDSAY, Lord Alexander Crawford, English author, b. 1812; educated at 
Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. 1833. Author <>f 
'Letters on Egypt, Edom, and the Holy Land,' 1838; 'Sketches of the History of 
Christian Art,' 1847 ; 'The Lives of the Lindsays,' 1849 ; and other works. 

LINDSAY, Hon. Charles Hugh, English politician, b. 1810; a colonel in the 
army; was formerly in the 43d Regiment and the Grenadier Guards ; elected M.P. for 
Abingdou, 1805. 

LINDSAY. Hon. James, English politician, b. 1815; educated at Eton; a magis- 
trate and deputy-lieutenant for Lancashire; late lieut. -colonel Grenadier Guards ; M.l\ 
for Wigan, 1845-57, and since 1859. 

LINDSAY, William Schaw, English author, b. at Ayr, Scotland, 1816; was cabin- 
ln>y in the Isattella West Indiaman, 1831; second mate, 1834; appointed agent for the 
Castle Eden Coal Company, 1841; M.P. for Tynemouth, 1854 and 1857; for Sunderland, 
1859. Author of 4 Our Navigation and Mercantile Marine Laws;' 'Our Merchant Ship- 
ping ;' and numerous pamphlets and letters on the shipping interest. 

LIN6EN, Ralph Robert Wheeler, English administrator, b. in Birmingham, 
1819; educated at Trinity College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1840; enter* d the 
educational department of the Privy Council, 1845 ; appointed chief secretary to the 
Committee of the Privy Council for Education, 1S49. 
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LINNELL, John, English painter, b. in London, June 1792. Exhibited 'Fishermen, 
a Sc»-ne from Nature,* 1807; 'The Morning Walk,' 1847 ; 'The Return of Ulysses,' 1849 ; 
'Clirist and the Woman of Samaria at the Well ;* 'The Disol>edient Prophet;' 'Under 
the Hawthorn and numerous other landscape paintings and portraits of celebrated 
I>ersons. 

LINWOOD, Rev. William, English author, b. 1817; educated at Birmingham, and 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1889; was assistant master in Shrews- 
bury School.

LIPRANDI, Panl Petrowitsch, Russian military commander, b. 1796; took part 
in the campaigns of 1S12-15; appointed lieut. -general, 1848; held a command in the 
Crimea, 1864-65 ; appointed to the command of the 1st Corps of the Russian army in 
Poland, 1861. 

LISZT, Franz, Hungarian pianist and composer, b. at Reiding, in Hungary, Oct. 22, 
1811 ; studied under Czerny and Salieri ; assumed monastic orders in the Church of Rome, 
1864.

Right Rev. Alfred OUivant, Bishop of, English divine, b. at 
Manchester, 1798; educated at St. Paul's School, London, and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge ; vice-principal of St. David's College, Lampeter, 1827-48 ; regius professor of 
divinity at Cambridge, 1843-49; consecrated bishop of LlandatT, 1849. 

LLOYD, Sir Thomas Davies, English politician, b. 1820 ; educated at Harrow, and 
Christ Church, Oxford ; formerly comet 13th Light Dragoons, and served in Canada with 
22d Regiment, 1840-44; a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant for the counties of Cardigan, 
Carmarthen, and Pembroke ; elected M.P. for Cardiganshire, 1865. 

LOCH, Henry Brougham, English officer, b. 1827; entered the Bengal Cavalry, 
1844 ; sent to Bulgaria under General Beatson, 1854 ; retired from the Indian army, and 
attached to the late Earl of Elgin's special mission to China, 1S57; appointed lieut.- 
governor of the Isle of Man, 1SG3. 

LOCKE. John, English politician, b. 1805 ; educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. 1826, and M.A. 1829; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 
1833 ; appointed recorder of Brighton, 1861 ; M. P. for Southwark since 1857. 

LOCOCK, Sir Charles, English physician, b. 1799; educated at the University of 
Edinburgh, where he graduated M.D. ; appointed first physician accoucheur to her 
Majesty, 1840 ; retired from the medical profession, 1857 ; created a baronet, 1857. 

LOENNROT, Elias, Finlandish philologist, b. at Sammati, Helsingfors, April 9, 1S02; 
entered the University of Abo, 1822, where he graduated M.D. 1832 ; appointed professor 
of Finnish language and literature at the University of Helsingfors, 1853 ; president of the 
Academy of Sciences of Finland, 1854. Author of 'Kalevala,' Helsingfors, 1835; *Om 
Finnarnes magiska Median,' 1832 ; 'Ora nordtschudiska Spraket,' ib. 1853 ; and numerous 
poetical, medical, and philological works. 

LOGAN, Sir William Edmond, American geologist, b. 1798 ; educated at Montreal, 
and at the University of Edinburgh ; appointed director of the Geological Surrey of 
Canada, 1840; knighted, 1856; one of the jurors of the scientific department of the 
International Exhibition of 1862. 
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LONDESBO ROUGH, William Henry Forester Denison, Baron, English 
administrator, b. 1S84; educated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford; was M.P. for 
Beverley, 1857-59 ; for Scarborough, 185U-60 ; succeeded his father, first baron, 1860. 

LONDON, Right Rev. John Jackson, Bishop of, English divine, b. 1811; 
rector of St. James's, Westminster, 1846 ; canon of Bristol, 1852 ; bishop of Lincoln, 
1853 ; of London, 1868. 

LONDONDERRY, Frederick William Robert, Marquis of, English 
administrator, b. in London, 1805 ; M.P. for the county of Down, 18-5-52 ; a lord of the 
Admiralty, 182S; vice-chamberlain of the Household from Dec. 1834 to April 1835; 
privy councillor ; colonel of the Royal North Down Militia, 1837 ; succeeded his father, 
third marquis, March 1854. 

LONG. George, English historical writer, b. at Poulton, Lancashire, 1800; educated at 
Macclesfield School, and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1S22; 
called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1837 ; professor of Greek and Latin in the Univer- 
sity of London. Author of 'A History of France and its Revolutions,' 1850; 'Decline 
of the Roman Republic ;' and other works. 

LONG. Richard Penmddocke, English politician, b. 1825 ; educated at Harrow, 
and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1848, and M.A. 1852 ; a magis- 
trate for Wilts, and a deputy-lieutenant for the county of Montgomery; M.P. for Chip- 
penham, 1859-65 ; returned for North Wiltshire, 1865. 

LONGFELLOW, Henry Wadsworth, American poet, b. at Portland, Maine, 
United States, Feb. 27, 1807 ; entered Bowdoin College, 1821, where he graduated, 1825 ; 
appointed professor of modern languages at Bowdoin College, 1829, and at Harvard Col- 
lege, 1835. Author of 'Voices of the Night,' 1841; 'Evangeline,' 1847; 'The Golden 
Legend,' 1851 ; 'Miles Standish,' 1858; 'Tales of a Wayside Inn,' 1863; and numerous 
other poems. 

LONGFORD, William Lygon Packenham, Earl, English administrator, 
b. 1819 ; educated at Winchester ; entered the army, 1837 ; colonel, 1855 ; served in the 
Crimea, 1854-56, and in India and China, 1857-59 ; succeeded his brother, third earl, 
March 1860 ; deputy lieutenant for Westmeath, and a magistrate for Westmeath and 
Longford. 

LONGPE'RIER, Adrien Pre'vost de, French antiquarian, b. at Paris, Sept. 21, 
1816 ; appointed under-keeper of the Egyptian antiquities in the museum of the Louvre, 
1847, and head-keeper, 1S48. Author of ' Des Rois arsacides ;' 4 Le Musee Napoleon III. :

Author of several papers on the ventilation of mines, 
and other subjects connected with engineering. 

LONGSTREET, James, American military commander, b. in South Carolina, 1821 ; 
entered West Point Academy, 1838; lieutenant, 1842; captain, 1852; major, 1853; 
resigned his commission, June 1, 1861, and joined the South ; appointed to a command 
in the Confederate army, July 1861 ; major-general, 1862; lieut. -general, Oct. 1862. 

LONSDALE, William Lowther, Earl of, English statesman, b. 1787; educated 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. 1808 ; M.P. for Cockermouth, and 
for the county of Westmoreland from 1808 to 1841, when he entered the House of Lords 
as Baron Lowther; has been a lord of the Treasury; chief commissioner of woods 
and forests ; treasurer of the navy ; vice-president of the Board of Trade, and post- 
master-general ; was president of the council from March to Dec. 1852 ; lord-lieutenant 
of the counties and vice-admiral of the coasts of Cumberland and Westmoreland ; suc- 
ceeded his father, first earl, 1844. 

LOOMI8, Elias, American mathematician, b. 1818 ; studied at Yale College, Connec- 
ticut; appointed professor of mathematics and physics at the University of New York, 
1844. Author of ' Elements of Geometry and Algebra ;* ' Recent Progress of Astronomy, 
especially in the United States,' 1850; 'A Treatise on Arithmetic, Theoretical and 
Practical,' 1856 ; and other elementary works. 

LOPES, Sir Massey. English politician, b. 1818; educated at Winchester and Oriel 
College, Oxford ; M.P. for Devon and Wilts ; a deputy-lieutenant for Devon, and captain 
of the 2d Devon Militia ; M.P. for Westbury, 1857 ; for South Devon, 1868. 

LOPEZ, Don Francisco Solano, Paraguaj-an statesman, b. 1827 ; the eldest son of 
Don Carlos Lopez, president of the Republic, of Paraguay ; succeeded to the presidency 
at the death of his father, by the will of the latter, Sept. 10, 1862 ; engaged in a war with 
Brazil, 1865-68. 
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LOS HERREROS, Manuel Breton de, Spanish author, b. at Quel, province 
of Logrofio, Dec. 11), 1800 ; studied at Madrid, and entered the army as a volunteer, 
1814 ; keeper of the National Library, 1884-44 ; elected member of the Royal Academy 
of Spain, 1837.

Published * Au Outline of the History of the Fine Arte,* 1841 ; 4 Lives of the 
Signers of the Declaration of Independence,' 1847 ; ' Pietorial Field-Book of the Revo- 
lution,' 1848-62 ; 4 Illustrated History of the United States,' 1857 ; and numerous other 
works. 

LOUGH, John Graham, English sculptor, b. at Greenhead, Northumberland, 1804 ; 
executed the statue of <^ueen Victoria for the Royal Exchange, London, 1845 ; 1 loraus,' 
in the Egyptian Hall at the Mansion House ; and numerous busts, groups, and 
statues. 

LOUVET, Charles, French politician, b. at Saumur, Maine-et-Loire, Oct. 22, 1806 : 
studied law ; represented Maine-et-Loire in the Legislative Assembly, 1848 ; member of 
the Corps Legislatif for the department of Maine-et-Loire since 1852. 

LOVE, Sir James Frederick, English military commander, b. 1789; entered the 
army, 1804 ; served in Sweden, the Peninsula, at Antwerp, New Orleans, and Waterloo; 
commanded a division in Canada in the Rebellion of 1835-36; employed in suppressing 
the Rebecca and Chartist riots, 1838-39; lieutenant-governor of Jersey, 1851-57; 
inspector-general of infantry ; and colonel of the 57th Foot 

LOVELACE, William King Noel, Earl Of, English administrator, b. 1805; 
educated at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; lord-lieutenant of Surrey; a magis- 
trate for Surrey and Somerset ; colonel of the 2d Surrey Royal Militia. 

LOVER, Samuel, Irish painter and author, b. in Dublin, 1797 ; elected Academician 
of the Royal HNiernian Society of Arts, 1828. Painted the portraits of the Marquis 
Wellesley, Lord Brougham, and of numerous celebrated persons. Author of 'Legends 
and Tales illustrative of Irish Character,' 'Handy Andy,* 'The May Dew,' ' Rory 
O'More,' ' The Happy Man ;' and other songs, poems, and sketches of Irish life. 

LOWE, Rev. Richard Thomas, English naturalist, b. Dec. 1801 ; educated at Christ 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B. A. 1825 ; was British chaplain in Madeira ; 
appointed rector of Lea, Lincolnshire, 1852. Author of 'The Fishes of Madeira,* 1843 ; 
' A Manual of the Flora of Madeira ;' and numerous memoirs on zoological and botanical 
subjects. 

LOWE, Right Hon. Robert, English statesman, b 1811 ; educated at Winchester, 
and University College, Oxford, where he graduated B. A. 1833 ; called to the bar of Lin- 
coln's Inn, 1842 ; a member of the Council at Sydney, 1843-50 ; joint secretary of the 
Board of Control, 1S52-55 ; paymaster of the forces and vice-president of the Board of 
Trade, 1855-58; M.P. for Kidderminster, 1852-59 ; vice-president of Committee of Council 
on Education, 1S.VJ-64 ; M P. for Calne, 1859-68; for the University of London, 1808 ; 
chancellor of the Exchequer, Dec. 1808. 

LOWELL, James Russell, American author, b. at Boston, United States, 1819 ; 
studied law, and graduated at Harvard Universitv. Author of 'A Year's Life,' 1841 ; ' A 
Legend of Brittany,' and ' Prometheus,* 1844 ; ' The Biglow Papers,' 1848 ; ' A Fable for 
Critics,' 1848; and other works in prose and verse. 

LOWER, Mark Antony, English antiquarian, b. at Chiddimiley, Sussex, 1813 ; con- 
ductor of a boarding-school at Lewes. Author of ' English Surnames, an Essay on 
Family Nomenclature,' 1842 ; * Curiosities of Heraldry,' 1845 ; ' Patronymica Britaunica,' 
1860 ; and other works. 

LOWTHER, Henry, English politician, b. 1818 ; educated at Westminster, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and graduated M.A. 1838; formerly captain in the 1st Life Guards ; 
M.P. for West Cumberland since 1847. 

LOWTHER, Hon. Henry Cecil, English politician, b. 1790 ; deputy-lieutenant 

for Rutland ; a lieutenant-colonel in the army ; formerly captain in the 7th Hussars and 

major in the 10th Hussars ; M.P. for Westmoreland since 1812. 
LOWTHER, James, English politician, b. 1840 ; educated at Westminster and Trinity 

College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1802; called to the bar of the Inner 

Temple, 1864 ; elected M.P. for York, 1865. 

LOYD-LINDSAY. Robert James, English politician, b. 1S32 ; educated at 
Eton ; a magistrate for Berks and county of Northampton, and a lieutenant-colonel Scots 
Fusilier Guards ; assumed the additional surname of Loyd by royal licence, 1858 ; 
elected M.P. for Berkshire. 1865. 
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LUARD, Rev. Henry Richard, English author, b. 1825; educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1847, M.A. 1850; fellow and assistant- 
tutor of Trinity College, and registrar of the University of Cambridge. Author of * The 
Life of Porson,* 1857. Edited 1 Lives of Edward the Confessor,' 1858 ; 1 Anuales Monas- 
tic!/ 1864 ; and other works. 

LUBBOCK, Sir Johm William, English mathematician, b. in London, 1808; 
educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, and graduated B.A. 1825, and M.A. 1833 ; high 
sheriff of Kent, 1852 ; one of the vice-presidents of the Royal Society. 

LUBONIS, Louis Ignace, French politician, b. at Nice, Aug. 9, 1816; studied 
law at the University -of Turin, and graduated LL.D. 1837 ; was counsellor and procureur- 
general to the court of Nice ; appointed governor of the province of Nice, 1860 ; member 
of the Corps Legislatif for the first circonscription of the department of Alpes Maritimes 
since 1860. 

LUCAN, George Charles Bingham, Earl of, English military commander, 
b. 1800; educated at Westminster; M.P. for Mayo, 1826-30; elected one of the repre- 
sentative peers for Ireland, 1840; commanded the British cavalry in the Crimea, 
1844-45 ; a lieutenant-general in the army. 

LUCAS, Charles, English musical composer, b. at Salisbury, 1808 ; educated at the 
Cathedral Grammar School in that city, and at the Royal Academy of Music ; conductor 
of the orchestra of the R.A. of Music, 1832; appointed principal of the R.A. of Music, 
1859. Author of several overtures, anthems, operas, songs, and glees. 

LUCAS, Charles Jean, French political economist, b. at St. Brieue, May 3, 1803 ; 
admitted advocate at the Royal Court of Paris, 1825 ; appointed inspector of prisons, 
1833. Author of 1 On the Penitentiary System in Europe and America,' 1826-30 ; ' Theory 
of Imprisonment,' 1836-38 ; and numerous other works. 

LUCAS, Hippolyte Julien, French author, b. at Rennes, Dec. 20, 1807 ; educated 
at the College of his native town, and studied law in Paris, 1826. Author of 'Caracteres 
et Portraits de Femmes/ 1836 ; 4 Le Portefeuille d'un Journaliste/ 1856 ; 'La Peche d'un 
Mari,' 1862 ; and numerous poems and dramas. 

LUDERS, Alexander Nicolaiewitch von, Ru ssian general, b. 1790 ; entered the 
army, 1807 ; commanded a Russian army corps in Huugary, 1849 ; held a command in 
the Crimea, 1854-55; created a count of the Russian empire, June 1S62. 

LjUDWIG II. Kinjr of Bavaria and Connt Palatine of the Rhine, b. Aug. 
24, 1845, the son of King Maximilian II. and his consort, Queen Maria, daughter of the 
late rrince William of Prussia ; succeeded to the throne at the death of his father, 
March 10, 1864. 

LUDWIG III. Grand Duke of Hesse-Darmstadt, b. June 9, 1806, the son 
of Grand Duke Ludwig II. aud of Princess Wilhelmine of Baden ; appointed co-regent 
of Hesse-Darmstadt in consequence of an insurrection, March 5, 1848 ; succeeded to the 
throne at the death of his father, June 16, 1848 ; married, Dec. 26, 1833. to Princess 
Mathilde, daughter of King Ludwig of Bavaria ; widower, May 25, 1862. 

LUGARD, Sir Edward, English military commander, b. at Chelsea, 1810; educated 
at the Military College, Sandhurst; entered the army, 1821, and served in India; 
brigade-major, 1842 ; adjutant-general to the Queen's forces in the Punjaub campaigns, 
1848-49; adjutant-general in India, 1857; brigadier-general and major-general, 1858. 

LUGY PELLISSAC, Louis Henri, Marquis de, French general and 
politician, b. Aug. 13, 1797; colonel, April 14, 1844; general of brigade, 1S48 ; general of 
division, 1854 ; elected deputy to the Cc*ps Legislatif for the second circonscription de 
la Drome, 1863. 

LUIZ I. King of Portugal, b. Oct. 31, 1838; the son of Queen Maria II. and of 
Prince Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg; succeeded his brother, King Pedro V., Nov. 11, 1861 ; 
married, Oct. 6, 1862, to Pia, b. Oct 16, 1847, the youngest daughter of King Victor 
Emmanuel of Italy. 

LUKIS, Rev. William CollingS, English author, b. 1817; educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated in 1840 ; rector of Wath-juxta-Ripon, Yorkshire. 
Author of * Specimens of Ancient Church Plate,' 1845 ; * Danish Cromlechs and Burial 
Customs, compared with those of Brittany, Great Britain, &c.' 1861 ; and other works. 

LUND, Rev. Thomat, English mathematician, b. Dec. 2, 1805; educated at St. John's 
College, Cambridge, wnere he graduated B.A. 1828; appointed rector of Morton. Derby- 
shire, 1841, and of Brindle, Lancashire, 1864. Author of 'The Elements of Geometry 
and Mensuration;' 4 A Key to Bishop Colenso's Biblical Arithmetic,' 1863 ; and various 
mathematical works. 
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LUSK, Andrew, English politician, b. 1SH; a magistrate for Middlesex, an aldermnn 
of London, and a merchant in the City ; was sheritf of Loudon and Middlesex, 1S61 ; 
elected M.P. for Finsbury, 1865. 

LUYNES, Joseoh d* Albert, Due de, French archaeologist, b. at Paris. Dec. 15, 
1S02 ; represented the department of the Seine-et-Oise in the Constituent Assembly, 
1848 ; and in the Legislative Assembly, 1849. Author of ' Eludes numismatiques,' 1835 ; 
' Kssai sur la Numismatique des Satrapies,' 1S46 ; and other works. 

IjYELL, Sir Charles, English geologist, b. at Kinnordy, Forfarshire, 1797; educated 
at Exeter College, Oxford, where he graduated M.A. 1821 ; called to the bar; appointed 
a deputy-lieutenant for Forfarshire, 1831 ; president of the Geological Society, 1836-37, 
and 1850-51 ; knu?hted, 1848; created a baronet, 1S64. Author of 'The Principles of 
Geology,' 1833 ; 'Travels in North America,' 1841 ; and numerous geological works. 

LYONNET, Jean Baptiste, French divine, b. at St. Etienne, Loire, June 4, 1801; 
studied at the College of St. Chamond and the Seminar)* of Argentiere ; ordained, 1S24 ; 
consecrated bishop of Algiers, 1846 ; bishop of St. Fleur, Oct. 15, 1851 ; appointed to 
the see of Valence, June 24, 1857. Author of 'Tractatus de Coutractibus,' 1837 ; and 
other works. 

LYONS, Richard Bickerton, Baron, English diplomatist, b. 1823 ; educated at 
Winchester, and Christ Church, Oxford ; attache at Athens, 1849; at Dresden, 1852 : at 
Florence, 1853 ; secretary of legation at Florence, 1856; charge d'affaires, 1857; envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary to the United States, Dec. 1858 ; resigned, 
Nov. 1864; nominated K.C.B. 1859; G.C.B. 1862; British ambassador at Paris. 

LYTTELTON, George William, Baron, English administrator, b. 1817; educated 
at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge, when* he graduated in 1838 ; under-secretary of 
state for the colonies, Jan. to July 1846 ; lord-lieutenant of Worcestershire ; high steward 
of Bewdley, and a magistrate for Staffordshire and Shropshire. 

IiYTTON, Right Hon. Edward Lytton Bnlwer, Baron, English statesman 
and author, b. 1805 ; educated at Trinity College and at Trinity Hall, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B.A. 1826, M.A. 1835 ; created a baronet, 1838; assumed the surname of 
Lytton, 1844; M.P. for St. Ives, 1831-32; for Lincoln, 1832-41 ; and for Hertfordshire, 
1852 to July 1856, when he was elevated to the peerage ; secretary of state for the 
colonies, 1S58-59. Author of * Ismael,' an Oriental tale, 1820 ; ' Pelham, or the Adven- 
tures of a Gentleman,* 1827 ; 'Zanoni,' 1843 ; 'A Strange Story,' 1862; and a great 
number of novels, romances, and dramas. 

LYTTON, Edward Robert Bulwer, English diplomatist, b. 1831, only son of the 
preceding; educated at Harrow and Bonn; entered the diplomatic service, 1849; first 
secretary of the British legation at Copenhagen, 1864. Author, under the nam de plume 
of 'Owen Meredith,' of 1 Clytemnestra, and other Poems,' 1855; 'The Wanderer, a 
Collection of Poems in Many Lands,' 1859 ; 4 Lucile,' a novel in verse, I860 ; and other 
poetical works. 

LYVEDEN, Robert Vernon Smith, Baron, English statesman, b. 1S00 ; edu- 
cated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford ; was M.P. for Tralee, 1829-31 ; for Northamp- 
ton. 1S31-59, when he was elevated to the peerage ; was a lord of the Treasury, 1830-35 ; 
secretary of the Board of Control, 1835-U9 ; under-secretary of state for the colonies, 
1839-41 ; president of the Board of Control, 1855-58. 



MACCABE, William Bernard, Enplish writer, b. in Dublin, Nov. 23, 1S01 ; 
consul in London for the Republic of Uruguay, 1847-51. Author of 'A Catholic 
History of England ;' ' Bertha, a Romance of the Dark Ages;* both in 1856; 'A True 
History of the Hungarian Revolution,' 1851 ; 'Agnes Arnold,' a novel, 1860; and other 
works. 

MACCHI, Mauro, Italian politician, b. at Milan, 1815; founded the journal L'ltalia 
at Genoa, 1850 ; elected to represent Cremona in the Italian Parliament, 1860. Published 
4 Les Contradictions de M. Vincent Gioberti,' 1853. 

McCLELLAN, George, American military commander, b. at Philadelphia, Dec. 3, 
1826 ; educated at West Point, which he left as second lieutenant, 1846 ; a mem1>er of the 
commission sent by the United States Government to the seat of war in the Crimea, 
1854-55 ; received the commission of major-general of Volunteers on the outbreak of 
the civil war, 1S61 ; appointed commander-in-chief, Nov. 1861 ; commander of the army 
of the Potomac, March 1862 ; relieved from his command, Nov. 1862. 
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MACCLESFIELD, Thomas Augustus Parker, Earl of, English adminis- 
trator, b. 1811 ; was M.P. for Oxfordshire as Lord Parker, 1837-41; succeeded his father, 
fifth earl, 1850 ; lord high steward of Henley. 

McCLINTOCK, Sir Francis Leopold, English naval commander, b. at Dundalk, 
1819 ; entered the navy, 1831 ; post-captain, 1854 ; knighted for services in the Arctic 
regions in searching after Sir John Franklin ; appointed commander of the screw frigate 
Aurora, 1864. 

McCLURE, Sir Robert John I*e Mesurier, English naval commander, b. 
at Wexford, Ireland, Jan. 28, 1807 ; educated at Winchester and Sandhurst ; volunteered 
to join the expedition under Captain Back to the Arctic seas, 1836 ; joined Sir J. Ross's 
expedition to discover Sir J. Franklin. 1848 ; nominated commander in the navy, 1849 ; 
commanded the Investigator and discovered the north-west passage, 1850 ; knighted, and 
received the reward of £5,000 ofifered for the discovery, 1851. 

McCONNELL, John, American novelist, b. at Illinois, Nov. 11, 1826; studied at 
the Law School of Lexington, Kentucky ; and subsequently fought as volunteer in the 
war with Mexico, and received the commission of captain. Author of 4 Talbot and 
Vernon,* New York, 1850; 'The Gleens, a Family History,' ib. 1851; « Western Charac- 
ters,' 1858 ; and other works of Action. 

McCORMIC, Robert, English author, b. 1804 ; studied medicine, and nominated 
fellow of the Royal College of Surgeons, 1844 ; commanded the boat expedition in searc h 
of Sir J. Frankiin, 1852. Author of 4 Narrative of a Boat and Sledge Expedition up 
Wellington Channel in search of Franklin, with Plans of Search in the Arctic Ocean;' 
and other works. 

McCOSH, James, English theologian, b. in Ayrshire, 1811; educated at the Uni- 
versities of Glasgow and Edinburgh ; minister of the Church of Scotland in Arbroath, 
1835-50 ; appointed professor of logic and metaphysics in Queen's College, Belfast, 1851 ; 
at Princeton, 1868. Author of 'The Method of Divine Government, Physical and Moral,' 
1850 ; 4 The Supernatural in relation to the Natural,' 18C2 ; and other theological works. 

McCRIE, Rev. Thomas, English theologian, b. at Edinburgh, 1798; educated at 
Edinburgh University ; appointed professor of theology at the English Presbyterian 
College, 1856. Author of * Sketches of Scottish Church History/ aud of many contri- 
butions to religious periodicals. 

McCROHON, Jose', Spanish military commander, b. at Ferrol, 1803; lieutenant, 
1817 ; colonel, 1841 ; general of brigade, 1843 ; field-marshal, 1846; commanding general 
of the eastern district of Cuba and governor of Santiago, 1847 ; under-secretary to the 
minister of war, 1851 ; lieutenant-general, 1855 ; captain-general of New Castile, 1858 ; 
of the Philippine Isles, 1860. 

McCULLOCH, Horatio. English landscape painter, b. in Glasgow, 1806 ; studied art 
at Edinburgh. Exhibited f A View on the Clyde,' 1826 ; 4 Highland Loch , * A View in 
Cadzow Forest,' 1838 ; 4 Mist rising off the Mountains,' 1861 ; and numerous other paint- 
ings. Elected associate of the Scottish Academy, 1836, and member, 1838. 

MAC DONALD, George, English novelist, b. in Scotland about 1824. Author of 
4 Phan tastes,' 4 Alec Forbes of Howglen,' 4 Unspoken Sermons,* and many other works. 

MAC DON NELL, Sir Richard Graves, English colonial administrator, b. 1815 ; 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, and graduated B.A. 1835, and M. A. 1838 ; called to 
the bar in Ireland, 1838, and at Lincoln's Inn, London, 1840; chief justice of the Gambia 
colony, 1843-47 ; governor of Gambia, 1847-51 ; governor of St. Lucia and St, Vincent 
in 1852 ; captain-general and governor-in-chief of South Australia, 1855-62 ; governor of 
Nova Scotia, 1864-65 ; of Hong Kong, 1865. 

McDOWELL, Irwin, American military commander, b. in Ohio, 1818; educated in 
France and at the Military Academy, West Point ; appointed brigadier-general on the 
outbreak of the civil war, 1860 ; major-general, March 14, 1862 ; commander of ti e 
department of the Rappahannock, April 14, 1862; relieved from his command, Sept. 5, 
1862 ; commander of the department of California, Sept. 1863. 

MACDOWELL, Patrick, English sculptor, b. at Belfast, Aug. 1789. Executed 
4 Love8 of the Angels,' * A Girl Reading,' 4 Love Triumphant,' 4 The Death of Virginia ;' 
statue of Lord Exinouth for Greenwich Hospital ; statues of Pitt and Chatham for the 
House of Lords ; and numerous other groups and statues in bronze and marble. Elected 
A.R.A. and R.A. 1846. 

McEVOY, Edward, English politician, b. 1826; a magistrate for the countv of 
Meats ; formerly lieutenant in the 6th Dragoon Guards, and captain of Longford Rifles ; 
M.P. for the county of Meath since 1855.

MAC FAR REN, George Alexander, English musical composer, b. in London, 
March 2, 1813; educated at the Royal Academy of Music; appointed member of the 
board of professors of the R.A. of Music, 1800. Author of 'The Devil's Opera,' at the 
Lyceum, 1838; 'Don Quixote,' Dm ry Lane, 1840; 'Robin Hood,' her Majesty's, 1860; 
'She Stoops to Conquer,' Covent Garden* 1804; and numerous other operas and songs. 
Author of ' Rudiments of Harmony,' 1800 ; and other works. 

McGHEE, Rev. Robert James, English theological writer, b. in Ireland, 1700 ; 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, and graduated B. A. 1811; appointed rector of 
Holywell, Hunts, 1840. Author of 'A History of the Douay and Rhemish versions 
of the Bible ;' and other theological works. 

MCGREGOR, Sir John, English physician, b. at Perth, 1791; educated at the 
University of Edinburgh, and entered the medical department of the army, 1809; served 
under the Duke of Wellington in the Peninsula, and during the Mutiny in India ; 
appointed inspector-general of hospitals, L850; honorary physician to the Queen, nnd 
created K.C.B. military division, 1859; changed his name by royal licence from 
McAndrew to McGregor, 1803. 

McILVAINE, Right Rev. Charles* Petit, American theologian, b. at Bur- 
lington, New Jersey, Jan. 18, 1798; graduated at Princeton College. 1810; admitted to 
deacon's orders, 18*20; prt>f« ssur of history and ethics at West Point, 1825-*27 ; con- 
secrated bishop of Ohio, 18.12. Author of 'Evidences of Christianity,' which passed 
through thirty editions. 

MACINTOSH, Maria, American authoress, b. at Sunburv, Geongia, 1802. Author 
of ' Aunt Kitty's Tales,' 1887 ; 'Conquest and Self-Conquest,* New York, 1844 ; * Violet, 
or the Cross and the Crown,' Boston, 1850 ; and other works of fiction. 

MACK AY, Charles, English author, b. in Perth, 1812 ; was editor of the Glasfiow 
Argus, 1844-47; and subsequently of the Illustrated London News. Author of 'The 
Hope of the World,' 1837 ; * Voices from the Crowd,' 1844 ; 4 Voices from the Mountains,' 
1846 ; 'Egeria,' 1850; 'The Lump of Gold.' 1855; *A Man's Heart,* 1800 ; 'Studies 
from the Antique, and Sketches from Nature,' 1804; ' History of Popular Delusions;' 
and other works in prose and verse. 

McKENNA, Sir Joseph Neale, English politician, b. 1819; educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin ; called to the Irish bar, 1848 ; MP. for Youghal, 1805-08. 

MACKENZIE, Thomas, Scottish judge, b. 1807 ; educated at Perth and the Uni- 
versities of St. Andrew's and Edinburgh ; called to the Scottish bar, 1832 ; appointed 
sheriff of Ross and Cromarty, 1851 ; solicitor-general of Scotland, and a judge of the 
Court of Session, 1855 ; retired from the bench, 1804. 

MACKIE, James, English politician, b. 1821; educated at Oriel College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. 1844, and M.A. 1847 ; advocate of the Scottish bar, and a 
magistrate of Kirkcudbright ; M.P. for Kirkcudbrightshire since 1857. 

MACKIE, John Milton, American writer, b. at Wareham, Massnchusetts, 181S ; 

graduated at Brown University, Rhode Island, 1832. Author of 'Life of Leibnitz,* 1845 ; 

' Life of Samuel Gorton,' 1848 ; 'Going to Spain,* 1855 ; and other works. 
MACKINNON, Lacblan Bellingham, English politician, b. 1815; a magistrate 

of Surrey ; formerly captain in the Royal Navy ; elected M.P. for Rye, 1805. 

MACKINNON, William Alexander, English author and politician, b. 1789 ;

McLAREN, Duncan, English politician, b. 1800; deputy-lieutenant of Edinburgh; 
and president of the Chamber of Commerce, Edinburgh ; elected M.P. for Edinburgh, 1805. 

MACLEAN, John, English colonial administrator, b. 1810; chief commissioner for 
British KafTraria, 1852-00 ; lieutenant-governor of British Katiraria, 1800-64 ; appointed 
lieutenant-governor of Natal, April 6, 1804. 

MACLEOD, Rev. Norman, English author, b. 1812; educated at Edinburgh. 
Glasgow, and in Germany ; appointed minister of Loudonn, Ayrshire, 1838 ; and the 
Barony parish, Gfasgow, 1851. Author of ' The Home Education ;' 1 The Ernest Student ;' 
and other works. Editor of Good Words. 
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MACLISE, Daniel, English painter, b. in Cork, Jan. 25, 1811 ; studied in the schools 
of the Royal Academy. Exhibited * Mokanna unveiling his features to Zelica,' 1833 ; 
•The Banquet Scene in Macbeth,* 1840 ; 'The Play Scene in Hamlet,' 1842 ; 'The Sacri- 
fice of Noah,' 1847 ; ' The Death of Nelson,* in the New Houses of Parliament, 1S66 ; 
and numerous other paintings. Elected A.R.A. 1835, and R. A. 1841. 

McMURDO, William, English military commander, b. 1819; entered the ormy as 
ensign, 1837 ; lieutenant, 1841 ; captain, 1843 ; major, 1843 ; lieutenant-colonel, 1853 ; 
colonel in the army, 1854; created C.B. after the Crimean war, 1856; was inspector- 
general of Volunteer forces for five years. 

McNEILE, Rev. Hugh, English theologian, b. at Ballycastle, county of Antrim, 
1795; studied at Trinity College, and graduated B. A. 1815; ordained, 1820; honorary 
canon in Chester Cathedral, 1845-48 ; appointed incumbent of St. Paul's, Princes Park, 
Liverpool, 1848 ; dean of Ripon, 1868. Author of ' The Church and the Churches,' 1846 ; 
and other theological works. 

MACNEILL, Sir John, English engineer, b. at Mount Pleasant, near Dundalk, 17S8 ; 
professor of practical engineering at Trinity College, Dublin ; knighted on the opening of 
the railway from Dublin to Drogheda, 1844. Author of several works on engineering. 

McNEILL, Right Hon. Duncan, Scottish judge, b. 1793; educated at the 
Universities of St. Andrew's and Edinburgh ; called to the Scottish bar, 1816 : one of the 
junior counsel for the Crown, 1820-24 ; sheriff of Perthshire, 1824-84 ; solicitor-general 
for Scotland, 1835-41 ; lord-advocate, 1842 ; dean of the Faculty of Advocates, 1843-51 ; 
M.P. for Argyllshire, 1843-51 ; lord chief justice-general and president of the Court of 
Session, 1852 ; sworn in the Privy Council, 1853. 

McNEILL, Sir John, English diplomatist, b. 1795; assistant envoy to the court of 
Persia, 1831 ; envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary to Persia, 1836 ; presi- 
dent of the commission of inquiry into the administration of the commissariat of the 
army in the Crimea, 1855 ; appointed member of the Privy Council, 1856. 

MAC READY, William Charles, English actor, b. in London, March 3, 1793; 
educated at Rugby ; made his debut as Romeo, at Birmingham, June 1813 ; made his first 
appearance in london at Covent Garden, 8ept. 16, 1816 ; performed Shakespeare's prin- 
cipal plays in England and America. 

MADDEN, Sir Frederick, English author, b. 1801 ; knighted, 1833 ; keeper of 
manuscripts in the British Museum, 1837-66. Editor of * The Wycliffite Version of the 
Holy Scriptures ;' 4 Layamon's Brut, or History of Britain ;' and author of numerous 
historical, literary, and genealogical works. 

MADDEN, Richard Robert, English colonial administrator, b. 1798; fellow of the 
Royal College of Surgeons ; special magistrate in Jamaica, 1833-46 ; appointed colonial 
secretary of Western Australia, 1847. Author of 'Travels in Turkev and Egypt,' 1829; 
4 Shrines and Sepulchres of the Old and New World,' 1851 ; ' The Lives and Times of the 
United Irishmen,' 1863 ; and other works. 

MADDOCK, Sir Thomas Herbert, English politician, b. 1792 ; entered the East 
India Civil Service in the Bengal Presidency, 181 1 ; assistant magistrate at Moorshedabad, 
1815 ; knighted by patent, 1844 ; deputy-governor of Bengal, aud president of the 
Council of India, 1845-49; M.P. for Rochester, 1852-57. 

MADOZ, Pascnal, Spanish statesman and author, b. at Pampeluna, May 17, 1806; 
studied law at the University of Saragossa ; successively civil governor of Barcelona 
and president of the Cortes ; minister of finance, 1855. Author of ' A Geographical, 
Statistical, and Historical Dictionary of Spain,' Madrid, 1848-50. 

MADRAZO, Federico, Spanish painter, b. in Rome, Feb. 12, 1815; studied at 
Paris under Winterhalter. Painted 'Godfrey proclaimed King of Jerusalem,' in the 
museum of Versailles, 1839 ; 1 La Comtease de Vilehes ;' and numerous portraits of 
celebrated persons. 

MADVIG, Israel, Danish philologist, b. 1800; professor of Latin literature at Copen- 
hagen. Author of 'Opuscula Academica,' 1834-42; 4 Syntax der griechischen Sprache,' 
Brunswick, 1847 ; and other philological works. 

MAEDLER, Johann Heinrich, German astronomer, b. at Berlin, May 29, 1794 ; 
ap]K)inted professor of astronomy and director of the Observatory at Dorpat, in Russia, 
1840. Author of « Popular Astronomy,' Berlin, 1849 ; 4 The Existence of a Central Sun,' 
Dorpat, 1846 ; 4 Letters on Astronomy,' Mittau, 1845-47 ; and other works on astronomy. 

MAGENIS, Sir Arthur Charles, English diplomatist, b. 1810; educated at the 
University of Dublin, and entered the diplomatic service, 1839 ; minister plenipotentiary 
in Switzerland, 1851 ; envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary at Lisbon, 1859; 
nominated K.C.B. civil division, 1860. 
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M AGIN, Alfred Joseph A\r;uste, French author, b. at Modena, Italy, Dec. 81, 
1806 : educated at the Lyceum of Turin. 1812-16 ; rector of the Academy of the Seine-et- 
Oise, 1852-452 ; rector of the Academy of Rheims, 1862. Author of 4 Precis de Geographie 
universale,' 1840; 'Histoire de France abregee,' 1848; new edition, 1864; and other 
works. 

MAGNE, Pierre, French statesman, b. at Perigueux, Dec. 3, 1806; under-secretary of 
finance, 1849; minister of public works, April 10 to Oct. 26, 1851; reappointed, Dec. 1, 
1851 ; minister of finance, 1854 to Nov. 1860 ; made a senator, Dec. 31, 1852. 

MAGNIN, Joseph, French politician, b. at Dijon, Jan. 1, 1824; member of the Con- 
stituent Assembly, 1849 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the first circonscription of 
the department of Cote d'Or since 1863. 

MAGNUS, Edward, Prussian painter, b. at Berlin. Jan. 7, 1799; studied successively 
medicine, philosophy, and painting, the last under Schlesinger. Painted 'The Return 
of the Pirate ;' the portrait of Jenny Lind ; and portraits of all the members of the 
Royal Family of Prussia, and of numerous other celebrated persons. 

MAGUIRE, John Francis, English politician, b. 1815 ; called to the Irish bar, 1843 ; 
mayor of Cork, 1853 and 1862-63 ; principal editor and proprietor of the Cork Examiner ; 
a magistrate and alderman of the city of Cork; M.P. for Dungarvon, 1852-65, and 
returned for Cork, 1865. Author of * Rome and its Rulers,' 1857 ; * Father Mathew,' 1S63. 

MAGUIRE, Rev. Robert, English author, b. in Dublin, 1826; educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, and graduated, 1847 ; curate of 8t. Nicholas, Cork, 1849-52 ; appointed 
incumbent of Clerkenwell, 1857. Author of ' The Seven Churches of Asia ;' 4 Things 
Present and Things to Come ;' and other religious and controversial works. 

MAILLET, Jacques Leonard, French sculptor, b. at Paris, July 12, 1823 ; studied 
under Pradier, at the Eeole des Beaux Arts. Executed ' Agrippine et Caligula,' a group in 
marble ; ' Une Novice de Vesta,' 1853 ; « La Primavera delta Vita,' 1864 ; 'Chasseurs,' a 
group in bronze ; and numerous statues, groups, and busts. 

MAINDRON, Etienne Hippolyte, French sculptor, b. at Champtoceaux, Maine-et- 

Loire, Nov. 16, 1801 ; studied at the Ecole des Beaux Arts, and under David of Angers. 

Exhibited 'Jeune Patre mordu par un 8erpent,' 1834; 'Christ en Croix,' 1842; ' Soeur 

Rosalie,' 1861 ; and numerous groups, busts, and statues. 
MA IN WARING, Townshend, English politician, b. 1807; educated at Rugby; 

M.P. for Denbigh, 1841-47, and since 1857. 



MAITLAND, Rev. Samuel Roffey, English author, b. in London, 1795 ; educated 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, and graduated B.A. 1816; formerly barrister of the Inner 
Temple ; ordained, 1821, and became librarian and keeper of the MSS. at Lambeth Palace. 
Author of ' An Attempt to elucidate the Prophecies concerning Antichrist,' 1830 ; ' Chat- 
terton, an Essay,' 1857 ; and numerous theological works. 

MAJOR, Rev. John Richardson, English educational writer, b. in London, 1797; 
educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, and graduated B.A. 1819; appointed "head- 
master of the Grammar School at King's College, London, 1830. Author of 'Latin 
Grammar and Exercises ;' ' Guide to the Greek Tragedians ;' and other schoolbooks. 

MAJOR, Richard Henry, English antiquarian, b. in London, 1818 ; appointed to 
the* department of maps and charts in the British Museum, Jan. 1844 ; was honorary 
secretary of the Hakluy t Society, 1849-58. Edited, for the same society, ' Select Letters 
of Christopher Columbus,' 1847 ; 'Notes on Russia, translated from the Latin of Her- 
bertstein,' 1851-52 ; 4 Early Voyages to Terra Australia,' 1859 ; and other works. Author 
of 'The Life of Prince Henry the Navigator,' 1868. 

MAJORI BANKS, Dudley Contts, English politician, b. 1820; educated at Har- 
row, and Christ Church, Oxford ; a magistrate of Middlesex, and deputy-lieutenant of 
the county of Inverness ; was M. P. for Berwick, 1843-49 ; returned for Berwiek-on-Tweed, 
1859. 

MA LAN, Rev. Solomon Csesar, English philologist, b. 1812; educated at St. 
Edmuncrs Hall, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1887 ; appointed classical professor in 
Bishop's College, Calcutta, 1838 ; ordained and appointed vicar of Broadwindsor, Dorset, 
1845. Author of 'The Coasts of Tyre and Sidon ;' 'The Threefold San-tsze-King, or 
Triliteral Classic of China, with critical notes ;' and numerous other works. 

MALCOLM, John Winfrfield, English politician, b. 1833 ; educated at Eton, and 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1854 ; M.P. for Boston since 1860. 

MALDEN, Henry, English philologist, b. 1800 ; educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and graduated B.A. 1822; appointed professor of Greek in University College, 
London, 1861. Author of 'Evening,' a poem ; 'Origin of Universities and Academical 
Degrees,' 1834 ; contributor to the Transactions of the Philological Society. 
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MALET, Sir Alexander, Bart., English diplomatist, b. 1800; educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1822 ; successively attache to the embassies at 
St. Petersburg, Paris, and Lisbon ; secretary of legation at Turin, 1835 ; and at the 
Hague, 1836 ; envoy-extraordinary and minister-plenipotentiary to the Germanic Con- 
federation, 1852.

secretary of state for foreign affairs from February to December 1852, and from 
February 1858 to June 1859; privy seal, July 6, 1866, to Dec. 1868. 

MALTE BRUN, Victor Adolphe, French geographer, b. at Paris, 1816; member 
of the Geographical Society, and secretary-general of the same, 1855-61. Author of

1855-57 ; 'Les nouvelles Acquisitions des Russcs dans l'Asie orientale,' 1861; 'Les

of King Edward's Grammar School, Birmingham, 1838-48 ; consecrated bishop of Man- 
chester, 1848. 

MANCHESTER, William Drogo Montague, Duke of, English adminis- 
trator, b. at Bampton Park, Huntingdon, Oct. 15, 1823 ; educated at Sandhurst for the 
army; retired x 1850 ; M.P. for Bewdley, April 1848 to June 1852; for Huntingdonshire, 
June 1852 to Aug. 1855 ; succeeded his fsither, Aug. 1855 ; major of the Huntingdon 
Militia and deputy-lieutenant of Huntingdonshire. 

MANN, Dudley, American diplomatist, b. in Virginia, United States, 1805 ; minister- 
plenipoteniary to Hanover, Oldenburg, and Mecklenburg, 1845, and to all the German 
states, 1847; minister to Switzerland, 1850; secretary of state of the United States, 
1853 ; resigned the same year ; one of the commissioners to represent the Confederate 
Government in Europe, 1860-61. 

1820; educated at Eton, 
and Trinity College, Cambridge; lieutenant-colonel Royal Horse Guards; M.P. for 
Cambridgeshire, 1847-57, and since 1863. 

MANNERS, Right Hon. Lord John James Robert. English administrator, 
b. 1818; educated at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. 
1839; commissioner of works and buildings, March to Dec. 1852, and 1858-59 ; M.P. for 
Newark, 1841-47 ; for Colchester, 1850-57 ; and for North Leicestershire since 1857. 
Author of 1 Poems,' ' A Cruise on Scotch Waters,' and other works. 

MANNING, Anne, English authoress, b. 1812. Author of 'Mary Powell,' 'The 
Duchess of Trajetto,* 'Good Old Times,' 'A Noble Purpose Nobly Won,' 'Taaso and 
Leonora,' and other works of fiction. 

MANNING, Rev. Henry Edward, English Roman Catholic theologian, b. 1808; 
educated at Harrow, and Balliol College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1830 ; 
appointed archdeacon of Chichester, 1840 ; joined the Roman Catholic Church and 
entered the priesthood, 1851 ; received the degree of D.D. at Rome, 1852 ; appointed to 
succeed Cardinal Wiseman as titular archbishop of Westminster, 1865. Author of 

* Unity of the Church,' and other theological works.

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MANNING, Sir William Montague. English administrator, b. 1811 ; educated 
ut University College, London ; called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1832 ; successively 
chairman of the Quarter Sessions in New South Wales, solicitor-general, acting judge 
of the Supreme Court, attorney-general, and a member of the Executive Council ;

1806 ; sat 
in the House of Commons as Lord Stormont, 1830-40, when he succeeded his father, 
third earl ; lieutenant-colonel of the Perthshire Militia and lord high commissioner to 
the General Assembly or the Church of Scotland. 

MANSFIELD, Sir William Rose. English military commander, b. 1819 ; edu- 
cated at the Royal Military College, Sandhurst, and entered the army, 1835 ; lieutenant, 
1838; captain, 1843; major, 1847; lieutenant-colonel, 1851; colonel, 1854; brigadier- 
general, 1855 ; chief of the staff in India, 1857 ; major-general and K.C.B. 1858; nomi- 
nated to the command of the Bombay army, 1860; gazetted colonel of the 38th Regiment, 
March 1862 ; appointed commander-in-chief in India with the rank of general, Feb. 
1865. 

MANTEUPFEL, Otto Theodor, Baron von, Prussian statesman, b. at Lubben, 
Brandenburg, Feb. 3, 1805 ; studied law at the University of Halle ; minister of the 
interior, 1848 ; minister of foreigu affairs, 1850 ; president of the Council of Ministers,

MARECHAL, Charles Laurent, French painter, b. at Metz, 1800 ; studied under 
Regnault Painted 4 Les Soeurs de MiseTe,' 1840 ; 4 Le petit Gitano,' 1841 ; • L'Apotheose 
de Sainte Catherine,' 1842, for the cathedral of Metz ; and numerous paintings on 
religious subjects for the churches and cathedrals of France. 

MAREY MONGE, Guillaume Felix, French politician, b. at Nuits, C6te d'Or, 
Aug. 30, 1818 ; member of the General Council for the canton of Gevry ; deputy to the

1805, of Jew parents; converted 
to Christianity and sent as missionary to Asia and Africa ; ordained, 1844. Author of

Historical, PhUological, Polemical, and Expository Comments and other works. 

MARIE, Alexandre Thomas, French statesman, b. at Anxerre, Yonne, Feb. 15, 
17U7 ; studied law in Paris ; called to the bar of the Royal Court, 1819 ; member of the 
Chamber of Deputies for the fifth arrondissement of Paris, 1842-46 ; minister of justice 
in the Provisional Government, 1848 ; elected member of the Corps Legislatif for the 
fourth circonscription of the department of Bouches du Rhdne, 1863. Author of 1 Code 
des Avocats,' 1841. 

MARIETTE, Aupuste E douard, French archaeologist, b. at Boulogne sur Mer, 
Feb. 11, 1821 ; appointed to a post in the Egyptian Museum of the Louvre, 1848 ;

MARSH, George, American diplomatist, b. at Woodstock, Vermont, 1801 ; member 
of the Congress of the United States, 1843-49 ; United States minister to Constantinople, 
1850-53 ; and at Turin, 1854>-61. Author of a 4 Compendious Grammar of the Old Northern 
Languages,' Burlington, 1888 ; and other works. 

MARSH. Matthew Henry. English politician, b. 1810 ; educated at Westminster, 
and Christ Church, Oxford ; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1836 ; late member of 
the Legislative Council of New South Wales ; M.P. for Salisbury since 1857.

MARSHALL, William, English politician, b. 1796 ; a magistrate of Cumberland 
and Westmoreland; was M.P. for Petersfleld, 1826-30; for Leominster, 1S30-31 ; for 
Beverley, 1831-32 ; for Carlisle, 1835-47 ; returned for East Cumberland, 1847. 

MARSHALL. William Calder, English sculptor, b. in Edinburgh, 1813 ; studied 
in London under Chantrey and Bailey, and in Rome. Exhibited 4 The Broken Pitcher,* 
1842 ; 4 First Whisper of Love,' 1845 ; 4 Sabriua,' 1847; executed the statue of Lord 
Clarendon for the Houses of Parliament, 1847 ; and numerous other grqups and statues. 
Elected A. R. A. 1844, R.A. 1652. 

MARSTON, Westland, LL.D.. English author, b. at Boston, Lincolnshire, Jan. 30, 
1820. Author of 4 The Patrician's Daughter ;' 4 A Life's Ransom ;' 4 Death Ride at Bala- 
klava ;' and many other dramas and poems. 

MARSTRAND, William Nicholas, Danish painter, b. at Copenhagen, 1810; 
studied at the Academy of his native town, at Munich, and Rome; professor and director 
of Academy of Fine Arts at Copenhagen ; painter of many scenes from the comedies of 
Holberg, and other Danish authors. 

MARTEN SEN, Hans Lassen, Danish theologian, b. at Flensborg, Aug. 10, 1808 ; 
licentiate in theology, 1836; D.D. at Kiel, 1840; appointed bishop of Seeland, 1843; 
elected member of the Danish Academy of Sciences, 1S41. Author of 4 Plan of a System 
of Moral Philosophy,' 1841; *Meister Eckart,' 1840; second edition, 1857; and other 
works. 

MARTIMPREY, Anpe AuRuste de, French military commander, b. 1809; was 
colonel, 1851 ; general of brigade, Aug. 1854 ; commanded a brigade in Italy, and made 
general of division, July 23, 1869. 

MARTIMPREY, Edmond Charles de, French military commander, b. June 16, 
1808; studied at the Military School of St. Cyr; captain, 1835; lieut. -colonel, 184S; 
colonel, July 1849 ; general of brigade, 1852 ; general of division, June 11, 1855 ; 
appointed to the command of the forces in Algiers, and governor of Algeria on the death 
of Marshal Pelissier ; nominated senator, 8ept. 1, 1804.

1847-50 ; nominated a baron of the Exchequer, and knighted, 1850. 
MARTIN, Theodore, English author, b. in Edinburgh, 1816; educated at the High 

School and University of Edinburgh ; practised as a solicitor in London since 1846.

MASSEY, Gerald, English author, b. at Tring, Hertfordshire, 1828 ; formerly employed 
in a silk-mill, and as a straw-plaiter.

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MAS SON, Victor. -French judge, b. at Baume, April 2, 1807; studied law and medi- 
cine; founded the libraries of 'Langlois' and 4 Leclerq/ 1847 ; and the Gazette hebdoma- 
daire de Mrdecine et de Chirurgie, 1854 ; appointed assistant-judge to the Tribunal of 
Commerce of the Seine, 1857 ; judge, 1860.

MATHESON, Sir James. English politician, b. 1796; is a deputy-lieutenant of 
London, Ross, and Sutherland ; formerly a merchant in China; was M.P. for Askburton, 
1843-47 ; returned for Ross and Cromarty, 1847 ; created a baronet, 1861. 

MATHEWS, Cornelius, American novelist, b. at Port Chester, New York, Oct. 28, 
1817. Author of 'Behemoth,' 1839; 'The Politicians,' 1840; 'Poems on Man in the 
Republic,' 1843 ; 'Money Penny, or the Heart of the World,' 1850 ; and other works of 
fiction. 

MATHIEU, Augnste, French politician, b. at Airze, Marne, Nov. 24, 1814; studied 
at the College of Epernay ; called to the bar at Paris, 1837 ; member of the General 
Council of Marne for the canton of Airze ; and of the Corps Legislatif for the second 
circonscriptiou of the department of Correze since 1863. 

MATHIEU, Jacques Adrien, French theologian, b. at Paris, Jan. 20, 1796; entered 
the Seminary of St. Sulpice, was ordained a priest, and became secretary to the Bishop 
of Evreux, 1823 ; bishop of Langres, 1833 ; appointed archbishop of Besancon, June 11, 
1834, and cardinal, Sept. 30, 1850. Author of ' Pouvoir tempore! dea Papes justifle par 
l'Histoire, etc. '1863 ; and other theological works. 

MAURICE. Rev. John Frederick Denis on, English divine, b. 1805; studied at 
Trinity College and Trinity Hall, Cambridge, and graduated B.A. at Exeter College, 
Oxford, in 1831 ; chaplain and reader at Lincoln's Inn, 1846 ; incumbent of St. Peter's 
Chapel, Vere Street, Marylebone. Author of 'Eustace Conway,' 1831; 'Theological 
Essays,' 1863; 'The Conscience,' 1868; and numerous essays, lectures, sermons, and 
pamphlets. 

MAURY, Louis Ferdinand, French writer, b. at Meaux, Seine-et-Marne, March 23, 
1817; studied at the JScole Polytechnique ; appointed keeper of the library of the 
Tuileriea, I860 ; professor of history and morality to the College of France, 1862.

MAURY, Matthew, American hydrographer, b. in 8pottsylvania County, Virginia, 
1806 ; served in the navy ; was promoted lieutenant, and appointed astronomer to the 
South Sea Exploring Expedition, 1840. Author of 'The Physical Geography of the 
Sea,' 1864 ; and other works. 

MAXSE, Henry Fitzhardinge Berkeley. English colonial administrator, b. 
1830 ; educated at Eton, and entered the Royal Navy ; was naval aide-de-camp to Lord 
Raglan in the Crimean campaign; governor and commander-in-chief of the island of 
Heligoland, 1864-67. 

MAY, Thomas Erskine, English historian, b. 1815; educated at Bedford School; 
assistant-librarian of the House of Commons, 1831 ; called to the bar of the Middle 
Temple, 1839 ; examiner of petitions for private bills, 1846 ; and taxing-master of the 
House of Commons, 1847; appointed clerk assistant of the House of Commons, 1856; 
created C.B. 1860. Author of ' Constitutional History of England since the Accession 
of George III. 1760-1860 ;' 1861-63 ; and other historical works. 

MAYER, Brants, American author, b. at Baltimore, Sept, 27, 1809; educated at 
St. Mary '8 College, and studied law ; United States secretary of legation to Mexico, 
1841-43. Author of * Mexico aa it was, and as it is,' 1844 ; ' Mexico, Aztec, Spanish, 
and Republic an,' Philadelphia, 1851 ; and other works. 

1822 ; succeeded his 
father, 1868; accretary for Ireland, 1858-59, and 1866-68; governor-general of India, 
Nov. 1868. 

MAYO, Thomas, English physician, b. in London, 1790; educated at Oriel College, 
Oxford, where he graduated M.D. 1818 ; president of the Royal College of Physicians of 
London sinee 1856. Author of ' Elements of the Pathology of the Mind,' 1838 ; ' Out- 
lines of Medieal Proof revised,' 1850 ; and other medical works. 

MAYO, William Starbuck, American novelist, b. at Ogdensburg, State of New 
York, 1812 ; studied at the Medical College of New York, where he graduated M.D. 1838. 
Author of ' Kaloolah, or Journeyings to the Djebel Kumri,' New York ; aecond edition, 
1851 ; ' The Berber, or the Mountaineer of the Atlas,* ib. 1850 ; and other works. 
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MAZZINI, Giuseppe, Italian politician, b. at Genoa, June 28, 1808: studied at the 
University of Genoa, where he graduated LL.D ; joined the 'Carbonari ' revolt, 1830; 
organized an expedition into Savoy, 1833; took refuge in England, 1837; triumvir of 
the Roman Republic, 1849. Author of several works on Italy, and many political 
pamphlets. 

MEADE. George Gordon, American military commander, b. at Cadiz, Spain, 1815; 
educated at West Point, 1832-30 ; lieutenant of artillery, 1836 ; lieutenant of topo- 
graphical engineers, 1842 ; major, 1862 ; brigadier-general of volunteers, 1862-63 ; com- 
mander-in-chief of the army of the Potomac, June 28, 1863, to April 1864. 

MEATH, William Brabazon, Earl of, Irish administrator, b. 1803; colonel of 
the Dublin Militia, and a deputy-lieutenant of the county of Dublin. 

ME'GE, Jacques Philippe, French politician, b. at Riom, Sept. 15, 1817; studied 
law, and graduated LL. D. ; practised at the bar of Clermont Ferrand, 1844-45 ; appointed 
assistant- judge, 1845 ; mayor of Clermont, 1862 ; member of the General Council, and of 
the Corps Legislatif for the first circouscription of the department of Puy de Dome, 
1863. 

MEHEMET DJEMIL, Pacha, Turkish diplomatist, b. at Constantinople, 1823 ; 
accompanied his father, Reschid Pacha, to the emljossies in Paris and London, 1834-45, 
and received a European education; appointed secretary to the Sultan, 1849; represented 
the Porte at Paris, 1855, and at the Congress at Paris, 1856 ; accredited ambassador to 
Turin, 1857 ; chancellor of the Divan, Aug. 8, 1861 ; ambassador to Paris, 1862. 

MEHEMET KIBRISLI, Pacha, Turkish statesman, b. at Cyprus, 1810; educated 
in France, England, and Germany; appointed military governor of St. Jean d'Acre, 
1846, and of Belgrade, 1848; governor-general of Aleppo, 1850; minister of marine, and 
grand vizier, 1854 ; governor of Adrianople, 1861. 

MEIGN AN, Guillaume Rene', French theologian, b. at Ranaze, Mayenne, April 1, 
1817 ; studied at Angers ; ordained priest, 1840 ; professor to the College of Tesse, 1841 ; 
vicar of St. Clotilde, 1857-62 ; apjKJinted bishop of CMlons, Sept. 17, 1864. Author of 
'Propheties messianiques,' 1858; 'Evangilcs et la Critique au XIX. Siecle,' 1864; and 
other works. 

MEINICKE, Karl Eduard, German geographer, b. at Brandenburg, Prussia, Aug. 
31, 1803; studied at the University of Berlin; appointed professor in the College of 
Prenzlau, 1835, and director of the same, 1846. Author of ' The Continent of Australia,* 
1837 ; ' Ethnographical Studies on Asia,' ib. 1837 ; and other geographical works.

Exhibited 'Petit Mes- 
sage^' a microscopic painting, 1836; 'La Partie de Boules,' 1848; 'Napoleon III. a 
Solferino,* 1861 ; and numerous other paintings, chiefly historical 

MELLER, Walter, English politician, b. 1818; a J.P. and deputy-lieutenant of the 
Tower Hamlets, and captain-commander 1st Surrey Light Horse Volunteers; elected 
M. P. for Stafford, 1865. 

MELLIN, Gustaf, Swedish author, b. at Revolax, Finland, April 23, 1803; 
appointed pastor of Clara, 1829. Author of ' The Flower of Rinnekulla,' Stockholm, 
1829; 'The Princess of Angola,' 1839; 'The Slave,' a poem, 1840; 'History of North 
Scandinavia,' 1850 ; and numerous works of fiction, poetry, and history. 

MELLINET, E mile, French military commander, b. at Nantes, June 11, 1798: 
educated for a military career; lieutenant, 1815; general of brigade, 1850; general of 
division, June 22, 1855; held a command in the campaign in Italy, 1859; chief com- 
mander of the National Guard of the Seme, Oct. 23, 1863 ; created senator, March 15, 
1865. 

MEL LOR, Sir John, English judge, b. at Hollingwood, near Oldham, 1808; called 
to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1833; appointed Q.C. 1851 ; recorder of Leicester, Feb. 
1855; elevated to the bench, 1861; returned M.P. for Great Yarmouth, 1857, and for 
Nottingham, 1859. 

MELVILL, Rev. Henry, English author, b. 1800; educated at St. John's College, 
Cambridge, and graduated B. A. 1821 ; appointed incumbent of Camden Chapel, Camber- 
well, 1830; chaplain to the Tower of London, 1840 ; canon of St. Paul's, 1856. Author 
of * Sermons preached before the University of Cambridge,' and other works. 
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MELVILLE. George John Wbyte, English author, b. 1821; entered the army, 
1839 ; captain in the Coldstream Guards, 1846; retired, 1849. Author of 4 Digby Grand ;' 
•General Bounce;' 'The Interpreter;' 'Good for Nothing, or All Down Hill;' 4 The 
Gladiators ;' and numerous other works of Action. 

MELVILLE, Henry Dundas, Viscount, English military commander, b. 1801; 
a colonel in the army, and formerly aide-de-camp to the Queen ; commanded the 83d Foot 
during the Canadian rebellion of 1838; and a brigade at Goojerat, 1849; commanded a 
division in India, 1853 ; lieutenant-general and governor of Edinburgh Castle, 1860 ; sat 
in the House of Commons as Hon. H. Dundas, 1826-81 ; succeeded his father, second 
viscount, 1851. 

MELVILLE, Herman, American novelist, b. at New York, Aug. 1,1819; educated 
in the State of Massachusetts. Author of 4 Typee,' 1846 ; 4 Omoo, or Adventures in the 
South Seas,' 1847 ; ' White Jacket/ 1850 ; 4 Tsrael Potter,' 1854 ; 4 Piazza Tales,' 1856 ; and 
other works. 

MENSDORFF POUILLY, Alexander, Count, Austrian statesman, b. 1813 ; 
entered the Austrian army, 1830 ; general, 1849 ; ambassador at the court of St. Peters- 
burg, 1854-60 ; governor of Galicia, 1862-64 ; appointed minister of foreign affairs, and 
president of the Council of Ministers, Oct. 27, 1864 ; resigned, July 27, 1865. 

MENZEL, Wolfgang, German historical writer, b. at Waldcnberg, Silesia, June 21, 
1798 ; studied at Breslau, Jena. Author of 4 History of the Germans,' 1824-25 ; 4 German 
Literature,' 1828; second edition, 1836 ; 4 The Spirit of History,' 1835 ; 4 History of 
Europe from 1798-1815,' 1853 ; 4 History of Nature, in a Christian Point of View,' 1856; 
and numerous other historical works. 

MERCIER, The odore, Baron, French politician, b. 1804; member of the Corps

180S ; educated at St. John's College, 
Cambridge, and graduated B.A. 1830; select preacher before the University of Cam- 
bridge, 1838-40, and one of the preachers at Whitehall, 1840-42 ; rector of Lawford, 
Essex, and chaplain to the Speaker of the House of Commons. Author of 4 History of 
the Romans under the Empire,' 1850-62, in 7 vols. ; and of a translation of the Iliad, 1869. 

MERIVALE, Herman, English political economist, b. 1806; educated at Trinity

manent under-secretary of state for the colonies, 1848 ; and for the Indian Department.

METE YARD, Eliza, English authoress, b. 1801. Published, chiefly under the pseu- 
donym of ' Silvcrpen,' * Struggles for Fame,' 1845 ; * The Doctor's Little Daughter/ 1850 ; 
•Lilian's Golden Hours,' 1856; 'The Hallowed Spots of London,' 1862; ' Tho Little

METHUEN, Frederick Henry, Baron, English administrator, b. 1818; lord in 
waiting and aide-de-camp to the Queen ; colonel of the Royal Wiltshire Militia and 
deputy-lieutenant of Wilts and Gloucestershire. 

METTERNICH, Richard Clement, Prince von, Austrian diplomatist, b. at 
Vienna, Jan. 7, 18-J9 ; Austrian ambassador at the court of Saxony, 1854 ; charged with 
a special mission to Paris, 1859 ; am>ointed hereditary councillor of the Austrian empire, 
April 18, 1861 ; Austrian ambassador to the court of France, 1862. 

MEURICE, Frauqoia Paul. French novelist and dramatic writer, b. in Paris, Feb. 
1820; studied at the College of Charlemagne. Author of ' Benvenuto Cellini,' 1852; 
• Schamyl,' 1855 ; with G. Sand, ' Lo Drac,' 1864 ; and other dramas and works of fiction. 

MEYRICK, Rev. Frederick, English author, b. 1826; educated at Trinity College, 
Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1847; appointed one of her Majesty's Whitehall preachers, 
1856, and one of her Majesty's inspectors of schools, 1859. Author of ' Practical Work- 
ing of the Church in Spain f * The Outcast and Poor of London ;* 4 The Wisdom of Piety 
and other works. 

MI ALL, Edward, English writer and politician, b. at Portsmouth, 1809; educated at 
the Protestant Dissenters' College, at Wymondley, Herts ; was minister of an Independent 
congregation at Ware for three years, ami at Leicester; editor and founder of the Non- 
conformist ; M P. for Rochdale, 1852-57; for Bradford, 1869. Author of 'Ethics of 
Nonconformity ;' 'Bases of Belief;' and other works. 

MICHELET, Jules, French author, b. in Paris, Aug. 21, 1798; professor of history 
at the College Rollin, 1821-26; professor of history at the College de France, 1838. 
Author of 4 History of France,' 1833-63, in 15 vols. ; * History of the French Revolution,' 
1847-53, in 7 vols. ; ' La Mer,' 1861 ; ' La Bible de l'Huinanite,' 1864 ; and numerous other 
works, chiefly historical. 

MICHELET, Karl Ludwigr, German philosophical writer, b.at Berlin, Dec. 4, 1801 ; 
studied in the University of Berlin, and graduated Ph.D. 1824. Author of 'System of 
Moral Philosophy,' Berlin, 1828; 4 Anthrojxdogy and Psychology,' ib. 1840; 'Eine Ita- 
lienische Reise in Briefen,' ib. 1856 ; and other philosophical works. 

MICHELL, Richard, English divine, b. 1805 ; educated at Wadham College, Oxford, 

where he graduated B.A. 1824 ; professor of logic in the University of Oxford, 1839-49 ; 
public orator of the University, and vice-principal and tutor of Magdalen Hall ; appointed 
rector of South Moreton, Berks, 1856. 

MIDDLETON, Henry Willoughby, Baron, English administrator, b. Aug. 28, 
1817 ; educated at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; a deputy-lieutenant and magis- 
trate of the East Riding of Yorkshire : colonel 1st Brigade East Yorkshire Artillery 
Volunteers ; succeeded his cousin, seventh baron, 1856. 

MIDDLETON, Rev. William John Brodrick, Viscount, English divine, 
b. 1798; educated at Balliol College, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1820, M.A. 1823 ; 
entered holy orders, 1826; canon of Wells, and chaplain to the Queen; was rector of 
Bath, 1839-54 ; succeeded his brother, sixth viscount, Dec. 1863. 

MIEROSLAWSKI, Louis, Polish general, b. at Nemours, France, 1814 ; educated at 
the Military School of Kalitz, and received a commission as ensign, 1830; joined the 
Secret Democratic Society of Poland, 1844; arrested, 1840; condemned to death at 
Berlin ; liberated in the Revolution of 1848. Author of 'History of the Polish Revolu- 
tion,' 1835 ; 'A Critical Analysis of the Campaign of '31,' 1845 ; and other works. 

MIGNET, Erangois Auguste, French historical writer, b. at Aix, May 8, 1796; 
educated at Avignon ; called to the bar of his native town, 1818 ; director of the archives 
of the Foreign Ministry, 1822; elected member of the French Academy, 1830; and per- 
petual secretary of the same, 1837. Author of ' History of the French Revolution of 
1789-1814,' 1824 ; 4 History of Marie Stuart,' 1851. 

MILBANK, Frederick Acclom, English politician, b. 1820; educated at Harrow ; 
a deputy-lieutenant of tho county of Durham ; high sheriff and a magistrate of the 
North Riding of York, 1852 ; formerly an officer in the 79th Highlanders; elected M.P. 
for the North Riding of Yorkshire, 1865. 
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MILES, Sir William, English politician, b. 1797; educated at Eton, and Christ 
Church, Oxford ; was M.P. for Chippenham, 1820 ; for Rouiney, 1829-32 ; for East Somer- 
set, 1834-65 ; made a baronet, 1859. 

MI LEY. Rev. John, Irish Roman Catholic theologian, b. in Ireland, 1805; educated 
at St. Patrick's College, Maynooth ; parish priest of Bray, County Wicklow. Author 
of ' Rome under Paganism and the Popes,' 1832-34 ; 4 History of the Papal States from 
their Origin down to the Present Day/ 1850. 

MILL, John Stuart, English political economist, b. 1806; entered the East India 
House, 1823 ; chief examiner of Indian correspondence, 1856-58 ; elected rector of 
St. Andrew's University, 1865 ; M.P. for Westminster, 1865-68. Author of ' A System of 
Logic,' 1843 ; 4 Essays on Political Economy ;* 'A Treatise on Liberty f 1 Utilitarianism 
and other works. 

MILLAIS, John Everett, English painter, b. at Southampton, 1829 ; studied in 
the schools of the Royal Academy. Exhibited ' Pizarro seizing the Inca of Peru,' 1846 ; 
'The Tribe of Benjamin seizing the Daughters of Shiloh,' 1848 ; * The Order of Release,' 
1853 ; 4 The Rescue,' 1855 ; * Vale of Rest,' 1860 ; 4 My First Sermon,' 1863 ; 4 Charley is 
my Darling,* 1864: and numerous other paintings. Elected A.R.A. 1853, and R.A. 
Dec. 1863. 

MILLER, Emmanuel, French philologist, b. at Paris, 1812 ; assistant in the manu- 
script department of the Bibliotheque Royale, 1834 ; appointed librarian to the National 
Assembly, 1849, and to the Corps Legislatif, 1858. Published 'Supplement aux 
dernieres Editions des petits Geographes Grecs,' 1839 ; and other works. 

MILLER, Rev. John Cale, English theologian, b. at Margate, 1814; educated at 
St. John s College, Oxford, and graduated B.A. at Lincoln College, 1835; ordained, 
1837; appointed rector of Birmingham, 1846, and honorary canon of Worcester 
Cathedral, 1852 ; vicar of Greenwich, 1867. Author of * Sermons,* and several contro- 
versial and religious works. 

MILLER, Stearne BaU, English politician, b. 1813 ; called to the Irish bar, 1835; 
became a Q. C. 1852 ; M.P. for Armagh, 1857-59, and since 1865. 

MILLER, Taverner John, English politician, b. 1804 ; a merchant in Westminster ; 
a magistrate and deputy Jieutenant of Middlesex ; was M.P. for Maldon, 1852 ; returned 
for Colchester, 1857. 

MILLER, Thomas, English author, b. at Gainsborough, Lincolnshire, Aug. 31, 1808. 
Author of 'Song of the Sea Nymphs ' Royston Gower,' 'A Day in the Woods,' 1836 ; 
'History of the Anglo-Saxons;' 'Lights and Shadows of London Life;' 'Sketches of 
English Country Life ;' and numerous other works in prose and verse. 

MILLER, William, English politician, b. 1816; educated at Edinburgh; formerly a 
merchant and British vice-consul at St. Petersburg ; M.P. for Leith since 1859. 

MILLER, William Allen, English chemist, b. at Ipswich, Dec. 17, 1S17 ; educated 
at the Quakers' Seminary in Yorkshire; studied medicine and chemistry at King's 
College, London, and in Professor Liebig*s laboratory at Giessen, 1840 ; appointed 
professor of chemistry in King's College, London, 1845 ; Government commissioner to 
rejiort on the water supply of the metropolis; assayer to the Mint and Bank of England. 
Author of 4 Elements of Chemistry, Theoretical and Practical ;' and other works. 

MILLER, William Hallows, English mineralogist, b. 1803 ; graduated at St. John's 
College, Cambridge, 1826 ; appointed professor of mineralogy in his college, 1832 ; vice- 
president of the Cambridge Philosophical Society. Author of papers 4 On Spurious 
Rainbows,' 'On the Crystals of Boracic Acid,' 4 On the Construction of the Imperial 
Stamlard Pound,' and other scientific subjects. 

MILLET, Baptiste Pierre, French politician, b. at Orange, Jan. 16, 1796 ; member 
of the General Council for the canton of Orange, and mayor of the town ; deputy of the 
Corps Legislatif for the second circonscription of the department of Vaucluse since 
1862. 

MILLON, Claude, French politician, b. Oct. 13, 1828; member of the General 
Council of Vaubecourt ; deputy to the Corps Legislatif for the first circonscription of 
the department of the Meuse since 1860. 

MILLS, John Remington, English politician, b. 1798 ; a magistrate of Middlesex 
and Herts ; formerly a silk manufacturer ; elected M.P. for Wycombe, 1862. 

MILTON, William, Viscount, English politician, eldest son of Earl Fitzwilliam, 
b. 1839 ; educated at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; lieutenant in the 1st West 
York Yeomanry Cavalry ; elected M.P. for the South- West Riding of Yorkshire, 1865. 
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MINGHETTI, Marco, Italian statesman, b. at Bologna, Sept. 8, 1818; member of 
the Committee of Finance at Rome, 1847; and minister of public works, March 10 to 
April 29, 1848 ; appointed l»y Count Cavour secretary -general to the minister of foreign 
affairs, 1859 ; minister of the interior, Oct. 1800 ; president of the council and minister 
of finance, March 1803 to 1800. 

MINIE . Claude E tienne, French mechanician, b. at Paris about 1805; entered the 
army as a private soldier ; chef de battaillon, 1852 ; appointed inspector of the foundries 
and gun-manufacturer to the Viceroy of Egypt, 1858. 

M INTO, William Hugh Elliott, Barl, English administrator, b. 1814; educated 
at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; a deputy -lieutenant of Roxburgh ; was M.P. 
for Hythe, 1837-41 ; for Greenock, 1847-52 ; and for Clackmannan, 1857-59 ; succeeded 
his father, second earl, Aug. 1859. 

M IOLAN-CARVALHO, Caroline Felix, French operatic singer, b. at Mar- 
seilles, 1829 ; studied at the Conservatoire of Paris ; made her first appearance in Paris 
at the Grand Opera in ■ Lncia di Lammermoor,' 1849 ; married to M. Carvalho, director 
of the Theatre Lyrique, 1853. 

MIRE S, Jules, French banker, b. at Bordeaux, 1809; manager of the Gas Company 
of Aries, 1848 ; obtained the concession of the works of the port of Marseilles and for 
supplying Marseilles with gas, 1851 ; founded successively the Credit Foncier, the Caisse 
generate des Chemins de Fer ; tried for fraud and condemned to six years' imprisonment, 
Feb. 1801 ; decision annulled, April 1802. 

MIRZA, M ah omme d- Ah, Persian writer, b. at Retch, Ghilau, Persia, Aug. 8, 1803 ; 
entered the service of Russia, and became interpreter of Turco-Tartar at Omsk, Siberia, 
1825 ; lecturer at the University of Kazan, 1820 ; professor of Persian language and 
literature in the University of St. Petersburg. Author of ' On the Distinctive Merits 
of Christianity compared to Islam,' in Arabic, Astrakan, 1821; 'Derbend Nameh, or 
History of Derbend and Caghestan,' Kazan, 1852 ; and other works. 

MITCHELL, Alexander, English politician, b. 1831 ; educated at Eton, and Christ 
Church, Oxford ; deputy-lieutenant of the county of Berwick, and a magistrate of 
Midlothian and the county of Selkirk; formerly captain in the Grenadier Guards.; 
elected M.P. for Berwick-on-Tweed, 1805. 

MITCHELL, Donald, American writer, b. at Norwich, Connecticut, April 1822 ; 
graduated at Yale College, 1841 ; appointed consul at Venice, 1853. Author of 'Fresh 
Gleanings, anew Sheaf from the Old Fields,' New York, 1847 ; * Reveries of a Bachelor/ 
ib. 1851 ; 'Dream Life,' ib. 1852; 'Fudge Doings,* ib. 1855. 

MITCHELL, Thomas Alexander, English politician, b. 1812 ; a merchant in 
London, and partner in the house of Sampson, Mitchell, and Co., New Broad Street ; 
M.P. for Bridport since 1841. 

MITFORD, William Townley, English politician, b. 1817; educated at Eton, and 
Oriel College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1839 ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant 
of Sussex; M.P. for Midhurst since 1859. 

MITRE. Bartolome, Argentine statesman, b. 1820 ; entered, the army as officer 
of artillery in Monte Video, 1839 ; took part in the campaigns against General Oribe and 
Urquiza, 1840-45 ; entered the service of Chili with the rank of colonel, 1840 ; led the 
insurrectionary movement against General Rosas, 1851 ; commander of the forces of the 
city of Buenos Ayres, 1852 ; promoted to the rank of general, 1859 ; elected governor of 
the province of Buenos Ayres, 1800 ; defeated General Urquiza in the battle of Pavon, 
Sept. 17, 1801 ; appointed provisionally governor-general of the Argentine Republic, Oct, 
1801 ; president of the republic, 1802-00. 

MOBERLY, Rev. George, English author, b. 1803 ; educated at Winchester, and 
Balliol College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1825; has been head-master of Win- 
chester School since 1835. Author of 'An Examination of Mr. Newman's Theory of 
Development,' ' Sermons preached at Winchester College,' 'Sayings of the Great Forty 
Days,' and other works. 

MOELLER, Peder Louis, Danish author, b. at Aalborg, Jutland, April 18, 1814. 
Author of 'Kritiske Skizzer,' Copenhagen, 1847; 'Biedermann, Neue Utopie,' Berlin, 
1850 ; ' Modern French Comedy and its Influence on Danish Theatres,' Copenhagen, 1857 ; 
and other critical and poetical works. 

MOFFAT, George, English politician, b. 1814 ; a partner in the house of Moffat and 
Co., merchants in London ; M.P. for Dartmouth, 1845-52; for Ashburton, 1852-59; lor 
Honiton, 1800-05 ; returned for Southampton, 1865. 
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MOFFAT, Robert.. English missionary, b. 1795; a missionary in South Africa since 
1816. Published 'Hintory of Missionary Labours in South Africa,' 1840; translated 
the Psalms and New Testament into the Bechuana language. 

MOHL, Jules de, French philologist, b. at Stuttgardt, Oct. 25, 1800; studied theology 
at Tiibingen ; naturalized iu France, 1844 ; appointed professor of Persian at the College 
de France, 1847 ; and inspector of Oriental typography at the Imprimerie Imperiale, 1852. 
Published a Latin translation of ' Y-King,' Stuttgardt, 1834- ; and other works. 

MOHL, Robert von, German statesman and author, b. at Stuttgardt, Aug. 14, 1799, 
brother of the preceding; studied law and political economy at the Universities of 
Tubingen and Heidelberg, 1817-21 ; professor of law at Tubingen, 1824 ; of political 
economy, 1829 ; keeper of the library of the University, 1836 ; professor of law at the 
University of Heidelberg, 1847 ; member of the Parliament and National Assembly of 
Frankfort, 1848 ; minister of justice of the German empire, Sept. 25, 1848, to May 17, 
1849 ; represented the grand duchy of Baden at the Federal Diet, 1861. Author of 
'History of Literature and Political Economy,* Erlangen, 1855 ; and numerous legal and 
political works. 

MOLESCHOTT, Jacob, German medical writer, b. at Herzogenbusch, Netherlands, 
Aug. 9, 1822 ; studied at Heidelberg, where he graduated M.D. ; professor of physiology 
at Zurich. Author of 'Physiologic der Nahrungsmittel,' Darmstadt, 1850; second 
edition, 1859 ; and other medical works. 

MOLES WORTH, Rev. John Nassau, English author, b. 1790; educated at 
Trinity College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1812; vicar of Rochdale, Lancashire, 
1849. Author of several theological works ; contributor to the Penny Sunday Reader 
and numerous periodicals. 

MOLTKE, Adam Wilhelm, Count. Danish statesman, b. Aug. 25, 1785 ; was 
minister of finance under King Charles VIII. ; president of the Council of Ministers, 
March 22, 1848; resigned office, 1852. 

MOLTKE, Helmuth Carl Bernbard, Baron von, Prussian general, b. Oct. 26, 
1800 ; served with the Turkish army in Syria, 1839 ; chief of staff to the Prussian army 
since 1858; directed the campaign of 1866. 

MOMMSEN, JohannTycbo, German philologist, b. 1819. Author of a translation 
of Pindar, and distinguished as a critic on Shakspeare. 

MOMMSEN, Tbeodor, German historian, brother of the preceding, b. at Garding, 
Schleswig, Nov. 30, 1817 ; studied at the Universities of Altona and Kiel ; appointed pro- 
fessor of law at the University of Zurich, 1852, and at that of Breslau, 1854. Author of 
' Rdmische Geschichte,' Leipsic, 1854 ; third edition, 1862 ; and of numerous other works. 

MONAHAN, Right Hon. James Henry. Irish judge, b. at Portumna, County 
Galway,1800; educated at Trinity College, Dublin; called to the Irish bar; appointed 
Q.C. and solicitor-general for Ireland. 1846; attorney -general for Ireland, 1847; chief 
justice of the Common Pleas in Ireland, 1850 ; M.P. for Gal way, 1847 ; and sworn a privy 
councillor for Ireland, 1848. 

MONCK, Right Hon. Charles Stanley Monck, Viscount, English colonial 
administrator, b. 1819 ; educated at Trinity College, Dublin ; called to the bar in Lreland, 
1841; M.P. for Portsmouth, 1852-57 ; lord of the Treasury, 1855-58; commissioner of 
charitable donations and bequests in Ireland, 1851-60; governor-general of Canada, 
1861-68. 

MONCRIEFF, Rigbt Hon. James, English politician, b. 1811 ; educated at the 
University of Edinburgh ; called to the Scottish bar, 1833 ; solicitor-general for Scotland, 
1850-51 ; lord-advocate, 1851-52 and 1853-57 ; reappointed, 1859 ; M.P. for Leith, 1851-59 ; 
and for Edinburgh since 1859. 

MONIER DE IiA SIZERANNE, Henri, French politician, b. in Dauphin6, 
1796; represented the arrondissement of Die at the Chamber of Deputies, 1837-48; 
elected to the Corps Legislatif, 1852-57 ; made a senator, May 7, 1863. 

MONK, Cbarles James. English politician, b. 1824; educated at Eton, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1847, and M. A. 1850 ; called to the bar of 
Lincoln's Inn, 1850 ; chancellor of Bristol, 1855, and of Gloucester, 1859 ; a deputy- 
t lieutenant for the county of Gloucester; M.P. for Gloucester, 1859-65, and since 1867. 

MONRAD, Ditler Gotbard, Danish author, b. at Copenhagen, Nov. 24, 1811; 
ordained to the ministry, 1836 ; pastor of Vester Ulslcr, in the diocese of Laaland, 
1846-49; bishox> of Laaland, 1850. Author of 'Ora Skolevaaenets Ordning i flere store 
protestantiske St&'dor,' Copenhagen, 1844 ; and other works. 
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MONSELL, Right Hon. William, English administrator, b. 1812; educated at 
Oriel College, Oxford ; J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of the county of Limerick ; clerk to 
Ordnance, 1852-57; president of the Board of Health, 1857-58; vice-president of the 
Board of Trade, 1866. 

MONSON, William John M cms on, Baron, English administrator, b. 1829; 
educated at Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1848; deputy-lieutenant 
of Surrey and Lincolnshire, and major of the North Lincoln Militia ; chairman of the 
Liberal Association of North Lincolnshire, 1853-62; M.P. for Reigate, Oct. 1858-62;

1825 ; educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and graduated M.A 1848; magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the counties 
of Antrim and Derby ; M.P. for Hunts since 1859. 

MONTALEMBERT, Charles Forbes, Comte de, French statesman and author, 
b. in London, May 29, 1810 ; member of the Constituent Assembly for the department 
of Doubs, 1849 ; elected member of the French Academy, 1851 ; returned to the Corps 
Legislatif for the department of Doubs, 1852. Author of 1 An Essay on Gustavus 
Adolphus,' 1829; 'The Political Future of England,' 1856; 'Monks of the West,' 1860; 
1 The Pope and Poland,' 1864 ; and numerous other works. 

MON TALI VET, Camille Bachasson, Comte de, French statesman, b. at 
Valence, April 25, 1801 ; studied at the Lycee Napoleon, and entered the JEcole Poly tech- 
nique, 1820; appointed minister of the interior, Nov. 3, 1830; minister of public instrue- 
tion, March 1831 to 1840 ; elected member of the French Academy, 1840. Author of 
'Rien, Dix Annees de Gouvernement parlementaire,' 1862.

appointed chief commissioner in Oude, 1858; chief commissioner of the Punjaub, 1859; 
appointed lieutenant-governor of the Punjaub, 1860 ; resigned, Jan. 1865. 

MONTI, Rarfaelle, Italian sculptor, b. at Milan, 1818; studied under his father, 
Gaetano Monti, of Ravenna. Exhibited 'Ajax defending the Body of Patroclus,' 1838; 
executed in England the 4 Sister Anglers,' the 4 Veiled Vestal/ 4 Eve after the Fall,'

1808 ; educated at the Grammar School, Tiverton, and at Exeter College, Oxford, where 
he graduated 1 ; was chaplain to H.R.H. the late Duchess of Gloucester; consecrated 
bishop of Montreal, Lower Canada, 1850. 

MONTRE AL, Simon Allonveux de, French military commander, b. Sept. 14, 
1790 ; colonel, 1840 ; general of brigade, 1848 ; general of division, May 10, 1852 ; com- 
mander of the army in Rome, 1853-56 ; made a senator, March 9, 1867. 

MONTREUIL, Alfred, Baron de, French politician, b. at Paris, Feb. 18, 1802; 
elected to the Constituent Assembly for the department of Euro, and to the Corps 
Legislatif for the same department since 1852: 

MONTROSE, James Graham, fourth Duke and Marquis of, b. 1799; 
eldest son of the third Duke of Montrose ; educated at the University of Glasgow ; sat 
as M.P: for Cambridge, 1820-30 ; entered the House of Lords as Earl Graham, 1836; 
chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster from March 1858 to June 1859 ; appointed post- 
master-general, July 6, 1866. 

MOODIE, Susannah,. English authoress, b. 1805; married to Mr. John Dunbar 
Moodfe, and resident in Canada. Author of '•Mark Hurdlestone,' 'Flora Lindsay,' 
' Roughing it in the Bush,' and other works. 

MOON, Sir Francis Graham, English administrator, b. 1796 ; was sheriff of 
London, B843 ; alderman, 1)844 ; lbrd mayor, 1854-55 ; created a baronot, 1855 ; magistrate 
of Middlesex, and a commissioner of lieutenancy for London. 

MOORE, Charles, English politician, b. 1804 ; a magistrate for Tipperary ; elected 
M.P. for Tipperary, 1865. 

MOORE, George, English merchant, b. in Cumberland, 1807 ; became junior partner 
in the firm of Groucock, Copestake, and Co., 1830; assisted in founding the Commercial 
Travellers' Orphan School, the Royal Hospital for Incurables, and the Female Mission 
among Fallen Women ; appointed by the Bishop of London a commissioner to inquire 
into the fund entitled ' Londoners over the Border,' 1861. 

MOORE, Thomas, English botanist, b. 1806. Author of * Cultivation of the Cucumber 
and Melon,' 1844; 'Ferns and Allied Plants,' 1856; 'Field Botanist'* Companion: 
British Isles,' 1862 ; and other botanical works. 

MORAY. John Stuart, Earl, English administrator, b. 1T97; vice-lieutenant of 
Elgin ; formerly a captain in the army ; succeeded as twelfth earl May 1859.

1836; educated at Shrewsbury, and 
Balfiol Collbge, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1861 ; BiC L. and M A. 1862 ; called to 
the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 18(53 ; a J.P: and deputy-lieutenant for the county of Salop ; 
elected M.P. for South Shropshire^ 1865. 

MORGAN, Charles Octavins Swiimerton, English, politician, b. 1803 ; educated 
at Westminster, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1825 ; a magistrate 
and deputy-lieutenant of the- county of Monmouth; M.P. for Monmouthshire since 
1840. 

MORGAN, Hon. Godfrey Charles, English politician, b. 1830 ; educated at Eton; 
a deputy-lieutenant of Brecon, and major of the Royal Gloucestershire Yeomanry 
Hussars ; late captain in the 17th Lancers, and served in the Crimean war, 1854-55 ;

MORGAN, Marie Pierre Edouard de, French politicfan, b. at Amiens, Aug. 15, 
1803; was mayor for Chaussoy Iipagny, 1834 ; member of the General Council for the 
canton of Ailly sur Noye ; deputy to the Corps Legislatif for the fourth circonscription 
of the department of the Somme since 1857. 
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MORGAN, Rev. Richard William, English author, b. in Wales. 1815; educated 
at St. David's College, Lampeter : appointed to an incumbency in North Wales, which 
he resigned, 1S5S. Author of 4 North Wales, or Venedocia;' ' Christianity and Modern 
Infidelity ; ' and other works. 

MORIN. Arthur Jules, French mathematician, b. Oct. 17, 1795 ; studied at the Eeote 
Polyteehnique, and the Eeole d'Application de Metz, 1813-19; general of division, April 7, 
1855; nominated president of thfl society of Civil Engineers, 1862, Author of 'Lcrmis 
de Mecanique pratique,' 5 vols. ; second edition, 1858 ; and numerous works on mechanics 
and mathematics.

MURCHISON, Sir Roderick Impey, English geologist, b. at Tarradale, Ross- 
shire, Feb. 19, 1792 ; educated at Durham Grammar School, and at the Military College 
of Marlow ; was an officer in the army, 1807-16 ; knighted, Feb. 1846 ; appointed director- 
general of the Geological Survey of the British Isles, 1855. Author of * The Silurian 
System;' 4 Geology of Russia in Europe and the .Oural Mountains,' London, 1845; 
•Geological Atlas of Europe/ 1856 ; and other geological works.. 

MURE, David, Scottish judge, b. 1810 ; educated at the University of Edinburgh ; 
called to the Scottish bar, 1831 ; appointed solicitor-general for Scotland, 1858, and lord- 
advocate, April 1859 ; deputy-lieutenant of Buteshire ; was sheriff of Perthshire, 1853-58 ; 
was M.P. for Perthshire, 1859 to Jan. 1865, when raised to the- Scottish bench. 

MURRAY, Hon. Charles Augustus, English diplomatist, b. 1806 ; educated at 
Eton, and Oriel College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1827; secretary of legation at 
Naples, 1845 ; British agent and consul-general in Egypt, 1846 ; British minister in 
Switzerland, 1853 ; envoy to Teheran, 1854 ; British minister in Saxony, 1859. Author of 
* The Prairie Bird,' and other works. 

MURRAY, Nicholas, American theologian, b. in Ireland, 1802; entered William 
College, Massachusetts, 1822, and studied theology at Princeton, New Jersey ; appointed 
pastor of a Presbyterian church at Elizabethtown, 1833.

Authorof ' Rambles inNormandy;' 4 Ten Days in a French Parsonage,' 1864 ; and other works. 

MUSPRATT, James Sheridan, English chemist, b. in Dublin, 1821 ; studied at the 
Anderaonian University of Glasgow, and at Giessen under Professor Liebig, 1843. 
Founded the College of Chemistry in Liverpool. ' Edited Planner's ' Treatise on the Blow- 
pipe,' and is the author of numerous papers on chemistry published in the Proceedings of 
the Royal Society, the Philosophical Magazine, and in the Chemical Society's Transactions. 

MUSSET, Paul Edme de, French writer, b. at Paris, Nov. 7, 1804. Author of

1840 ; represented Turkey at the court of Austria, 1848 ; envoy-extraordinary and minister- 
plenipotentiary to England, and ambassador at the court of St. James's since 1850. 
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NADAR, Felix Tournachon, French writer and aeronaut, b. at Paris, April 5, 1820 ; 
studied medicine at Lyons. Founder of the Revue Comique, 1849, and contributor to the 
Charivari and numerous other French journals. Author of ' Lo Miroir aux Alouettes,' 
18j8 ; 4 A Terre et en l'Air, 1864 ; and other works. 

NAPIER, Francis Napier, Baron. English diplomatist, b. 1819; succeeded his 
father, eighth baron, 1834 ; entered the diplomatic service, Aug. 1840 ; attache at Con- 
stantinople, 1844-45 ; secretary of legation at Naples, 1846-52 ; at St. Petersburg, 
1852-54 ; secretary of embassy at Constantinople, 1854; envoy-extraordinary and minister- 
plenipotentiary at Washington, 1857-58; at the Hague, 1858-60; at St. Petersburg, 186u ; 
at Berlin, 1864. 

NAPIER, Right Hon. Sir Joseph. English statesman, b. in Belfast, Dec. 26, 1804 ; 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin ; called to the Irish bar, 1831 ; attorney -general for 
Ireland, and sworn in the Privy Council, 1852 ; lord-chancellor of Ireland, 1858-59 ; was 
M P. for the University of Dublin, 1848-58. 

NAPIER, Robert, Baron Napier of Magdala, English military commander, 
b. in Ceylon, 1810; educated at the Military College of Addiscombe; entered the 
corps of Bengal Engineers, 1826; chief engineer with the army of Lord Clyde during 
the Mutiny in India, 1857; served in China, and was made a major-general, K.C.B., and 
military member of the Council of India ; nominated commander-in-chief at Bombay, 
with the rank of lieutenant-general, 1865 ; commander-in-chief of the Abyssinian expedi- 
tion, 1868 ; raised to the peerage, 1868.

NATAL, Right Rev. John William Colenso, Bishop of, English divine, 
b. 1814; educated at St. John's College, Cambridge, where he graduated in 1836; 
assistant-master of Harrow School, 1838-42 ; tutor of St. John's College, 1842-46 ; rector 
of Forncett St. Mary, Norfolk, 1846-54 ; consecrated first bishop of Natal, South Africa, 
1854. Author of 'Treatise on Algebra,' 1849 ; 1 Plane Trigonometry,' 1851 ; ' Ten Weeks 
in Natal,' 1855; 'A Translation of the Epistle to the Romans, commented on from a 
Missionary Point of View,' 1861 ; 'A Critical Commentary on the Pentateuch and Book 
of Joshua,' 1863-64 ; and other works. 
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NAVERY, Marie de, French authoress, h. at Ploermel, Morbihan, Sept. 1831.

Author of 'The 
Closing Scene;* 'The Dangers and Duties of a Christian ;' 'Self-sacrifice, or the Chan- 
cellor's Chaplain;' 'The Life-book of a Labourer;' 'Scenes where the Tempter has 
triumphed ;' and numerous other works. 

NEATE, Charles, English political economist, b. at Adstock, Bucks, 1807; educated 
at Lincoln College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1821, M.A. 1S30 ; called to the bar 
of Lincoln's Inn, 1832 ; professor of ]>olitical economy at Oxford ; M.P. for Oxford, May 
to Aug. 1857, and 1863-65. Author of 'Lectures on the Currency,' 1859; 'Three 
Lectures on Taxation,' 1861 ; and other works. 

NEAVES, Lord Charles N eaves, Scottish judge, b. in Scotland, 1800; educated 
at the High School and University of Edinburgh ; studied law, and was called to the 
Scottish l>ar, 1822 ; sheriff of Orkney and Shetland, 1845 ; solicitor-general for Scotland, 
1852 ; appointed lord of the Session, and received the title of Lord Neaves, 1854. 

NEELD, Sir John, Bart., English politician, b. 1806; educated at Harrow, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1827, M.A. 1830; a J. P. and 
deputy-lieutenant of Wilts; M.P. for Cricklade, 1835-59; and for Chippenham since 
1865. 

NEGRETE, Santiago Fernandez, Spanish statesman, b. 1800; studied law at the 
Universities of Oviedo and Alcala de Henares ; procureur-flscal to the Supreme Tribunal 
of Cruzada, 1843 ; minister of public works in the cabinet of Bravo Murillo, 1851 ; 
minister of justice, 1858 ; representative in the Cortes of the province of Badajoz since 
1843. 

NEHER, Bernhard, German historical painter, b. at Biberach, 1806; studied art at the 
Academies of Stuttgardt and Munich, and in Italy ; professor of painting at Stuttgardt. 
Painted "Hie Death of Ulric at the Battle of Doffingen ;' and numerous other historical 
pictures. 

NELSON, Right Rev. Edmund Hobhouse, Bishop Of, English divine, 
b. 1817; educated at Eton, and Balliol College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1838; 
fellow of Merton College, 1S41 ; vicar of St, Peter's, Oxford, 1843-58 ; consecrated 
bishop of Nelson, New Zealand, 1858. Author of ' Life of Walter de Merton, the 
Founder of Merton College.' 

NELSON, Horatio Nelson, Earl, English administrator, b. 1823; succeeded his 
father, second earl, 1835 ; deputy-lieutenant of the county of Wilts. 

NESLE, Louis Ann and , Comte de, French politician, b. at Caen, May 3, 1803; 
entered the army, and retired with the rank of captain ; member of the Corps Legislatif 
for the department of the Cher since 1856. 

NESTEROFF, Peter, Russian military commander, b. 1807; educated at Moscow; 
entered the army, 1823 ; staff-major, 1826 ; appointed commander of the fortress of 
Wladikawkas, 1842 ; major-general, and military governor of the district of Wladikawkas, 
1846. 

NETTEMENT, Alfred Frangois, French historical writer, b. at Paris, July 22, 
1805 ; studied at the College Rollin ; founded L'Opinion Publique, 1848. Author of 
' Histoire de la Revolution de Juillet,' 1833 ; ' Histoire de la Litterature francaise sous la 
Restauration,' 1852 ; ' Histoire de la Restauration,' 1860-63 ; and numerous other works. 

NEWCASTLE, Henry James Alexander Pelham Clinton, Duke of, 

b. 1834; succeeded, 1864.

Editor of the 
Zoologist. 
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NEWMAN, Francis William, English author, b. in London, 1805 ; educated at 
Worcester College, Oxford, and graduated B. A. 1820; elected fellow of Balliol College, 
Nov. 1826; resigned, 1830; appointed Latin professor in University College, London, 
1846; resigned, 1863. Author of 'The Soul, her Sorrows and Aspirations;' 'Regal 
Rome;' 'A History of the Hebrew Monarchy;' 'Theism, or Didactic Religious Utter- 
ances,' 1858 ; and other works. 

NEWMAN, Rev. John Henry, English theologian, b. in London, 1S01, brother of 
the preceding; educated at Trinity College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 18*20; 
appointed incumbent of St. Mary's, Oxford, 1828; seceded from the Established Church, 
Oct. 1845 ; appointed rector of the Roman Catholic University in Dublin, 1854 ; resigned, 
1S58. Author of * The Arians of the Fourth Century,' 1833 ; ' Essav on the Development 
of Christian Doctrine,' 1845 ; ' Apologia pro Vita Sua,' 1864 ; and many other works. 

NEWMARCH, William, English statistician, b. in Yorkshire, 1820 ; one of the 
honorary secretaries of the Statistical Society, and editor of its 'journal.' Author of 
' New Supplies of Gold,' 1853 ; 'Loans raised by Mr. Pitt during the First French War, 
1793-1807,' 1855 ; and other works. 

NEWTON, Charles Thomas, English antiquarian, b. 1810; educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1837 ; assistant in the department of Antiqui- 
ties in the British Museum, 1S40-52 ; vice-consul at Mitylene ; made excavations at 
Cnidus and Branchidre, Oct. 1856 to April 1850, and discovered a collection of sculptures 
now in the British Museum ; appointed British consul at Rome, May 1860 ; apj>ointed 
keeper of the Greek and Roman Antiquities in the British Museum, 1861. 

NEY, Napole on Edgrar, Prince de la Moskowa, French general, b. at Paris, 
May 20, 1812; educated at the Military School of St. Cyr; chief of squadron, Dec. 1848 ;

1808 ; graduated M.D. at 
the University of Edinburgh ; member of the first Legislative Council of New South 
Wales, 1843-50; vice-chancellor of the Sydney University, 1853, and chancellor, 1854 ; 
knighted by patent, 1852 ; created a baronet, 1858. 

NICOIi, James Dyce, English politician, b. 1805; a J.P. and deputy-lieutenant of 
the counties of Aberdeen and Kincardine ; elected M.P. for Kincardineshire, 1865. 

NIEIi, Adolphe, French military commander, b. at Muret, Haute Garonne, Oct. 4, 
18'»2 ; educated at the ticole Polytechnique, and entei-ed the army as lieutenant of 
engineers, 1821 ; captain, 1831 ; chef de bataillon, 1S37 ; lieutenant-colonel, 1842 ; colonel, 
1846; chef d'etat-major of engineers in the expedition to Rome, 1849 ; general of brigade, 
1850; general of division, 1853; commander-in-chief of the corps of engineers at the 
siege of Bomarsund, 1854, and at the siege of Sebastopol, 1855 ; nominated senator, 
June 7, 1857 ; commander of the fourth corps d'armee in the Italian war, 1859 ; nomi- 
nated marshal of France after the battle of Solferino, June 24, 1859 ; appointed minister- 
secretary of state for the War Departuieut, Jan. 19, 1867.

1843 ; 'L'Histoire de Madame de Maintenon,' 1848 ; * La Pologne et ses Frontieres,* 1863. 

NOBLE, John, English sculptor, b. 1820; studied under John Francis. Executed the 
4 Wellington Monument' in bronze for the city of Manchester, inaugurated 1856 ; a statue 
of 4 Wellington' in the court-room of the East India Company in Leadenhall Street, 1855 ; 
'Life, Death, and the Resurrection,' a monument in the church of Ashley, Stafford shire ; 
and other works. 

NOEL, Hon. and Rev. Baptist Wriothesley, English theologian, b. 1799 ; 
educated at Trinity College, Cambridge ; was one of the chaplains to the Queen, and 
rector of St. John's Chapel, Bedford Row ; resigned, 1S4S, on leaving the English Church ;

called to the bar at Paris, 1836 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the first circonserip- 
tion of the department of Loiret since 1853. Author of 4 De la Legislation des Theatres,* 
1842 ; and other works. 

NORMANBY, George Augustus Constantine Phipps, Marquis of, 

English administrator, b. 1819 ; a magistrate and deputy lieutenant of the North Riding 
of Yorkshire ; formerly lieutenant in the Scots Fusilier Guards ; was comptroller of the 
Household, 1851-52; treasurer of the Household, 1853-57; lieutenant-governor of Nova 
Scotia, 1858-63; M.P. for Scarborough, 1847-51, and 1852-58; succeeded his father, tirst 
marquis, 1863. 

NORM AND, Pierre Francois, French politician, b. at Montfort-l'Amaury, Oct. 12, 
1782; entered the army, 1803; colonel, 1834; member of the Corps Legislatif for the 
circonscription of Chartres since 1852. 

NORTH, John Sidney, English politician, b. 1804 ; educated at Sandhurst; a magis- 
trate and deputy-lieutenant of Oxfordshire, and lieutenant-colonel of Oxfordshire Rifle 
Volunteers; formerly lieutenant-colpnel in the Irish Fusiliers; M.P. for Oxfordshire 
since 1852. 

NORTH COTE, Sir Stafford Henry, Bart., English statesman, b. 1S18, the son 
of H. S. Northcote, Esq. ; educated at Eton, and Balliol College, Oxford ; called to the 
bar, 1847 ; created baronet, 1851 ; sat as M.P. for Dudley, 1855-57 ; financial secretary of 
the Treasury from Jan. to June 1859; returned M.P. for Stamford at the elections from 
1858-65 ; president of the Board of Trade, July 6, 1866, to March 6, 1867 ; secretary 
of state for India from March 1867 to Dec. 1868. 

NORTHWICK, George Rushout, Baron, English administrator, b. 1811 ; gra- 
duated M A. at Oxford ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Shropshire and Worcester- 
shire ; was M. P. for Evesham, 1837-41, and for East Worcestershire, 1847-59 ; succeeded 
his uncle, second baron, Feb. 1859. 
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NORTON, Caroline Elizabeth, English authoress, b. 180S; married to the Hon. 
G. C. Norton, 1827. Author of 'The Sorrows of Rosalie,' 1829; 'The Undying One,' a 
poem, 1831; 'The Dream, and other Poems,* 1840; 'Stuart of Dunleath,' a novel; 
'The Lady of La Garaye,' 1862 ; and other novels and poetieal works. 

NORWICH, Right Rev. and Hon. John Pelham, Bishop of, English 
divine, b. 1811 ; educated at Westminster, and Christ Church, Oxford ; rector of Maryle- 
bone, 1855-57; consecrated bishop of Norwich, 1857. 

NORWOOD, Charles Morgan, English politician, b. 1825; a merchant and ship- 
owner of London and Hull ; was twice president of the Hull Chamber of Commerce and 
Shipping, and the first chairman of the Association of Chambers of Commerce of the 
United Kingdom; elected M.P. for Hull, 1865. 

NOTHOMB, Jean Baptiste, Baron, Belgian statesman, b. at Messancy, Luxem- 
burg, July 3, 1805 ; studied at. the University of Liege, where he graduated LL.D. 1826 ; 
took part in the Revolution of 1830 ; elected to the National Assembly by three districts 
of the province of Luxemburg, 1831 ; envoy-extraordinary and minister-plenipotentiary 
to the Germanic Confederation, 1840 ; minister-plenipotentiary at Berlin, 1845 ; member 
of the Belgian Academy. 

NOUALHIER, Jean Baptiste, French politician, b. at Limoges, May 1, 1803; 
judge of the Tribunal of Commerce, 1840-44 ; administrator of his native town, and 
mayor, 1853-60 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the first circonscriptiou of the 
department of Haute Vienne since 1852. 

NOUBEL, Raymond Henri, French politician, b. at Agen, June 2, 1822 ; was 
mayor of the town of Agen ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the first cii conscription 
of the department of Lot-et-Gaionne since 1852. 

NOVA SCOTIA, Right Rev. Hibhert Binney, Bishop Of. English divine, 
b. in Nova Scotia, 1819 ; educated at King's College, London, and at Worcester College, 
Oxford, and graduated 1842 ; consecrated fourth bishop of Nova Scotia, 1851. 

NO VELLO, Clara Anastasia, English singer, b. in London, June 10, 1818 ; studied 
at the Conservatoire de Musique Sacree at Paris, and in Italy ; married to Count Gigliucei, 
Nov. 1848, and quitted the stage; reappeared, 1850, and again retired, 1860. 

NUS, Euge ne, French dramatic writer, b. at Chalon-sur-Saone, 1816; studied at the 
college of his native town. Author of ' L'Enseignement mutuel,' 1846; *La Tour de 
Loudres,' 1855 ; 'Les Medecins,' 1863 ; and other dramas. 
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O'BEIRNE, James Lyster. Irish politician, b. 1820; educated at Trinity College 
Dublin; elected M.P. for Cash el, 1865. 

O'BRIEN, Sir Patrick, Bart., Insh politician, b. 1823 ; educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he graduated M.A. 1843 ; called to the Irish bar, 1S44 ; M.P. for King's 
County since 1852. 

OCHOA, Eugenio de, Spanish author, b. at Madrid, 1812. Author of ' Ecos del Ama,' 
Paris, 1841; « Espafla litteraria, scientifica, politica y artistiea,' 1847; 'Parliamentary 
History of Spain,' 1860 ; and other works. Translator of the works of Sir Walter Scott. 

OCHSBNBBIN, Ulrich, Swiss politician, b. at Nidau, Berne, 1811; studied law; 
entered the army as officer of artillery, 1834 ; lieutenant-colonel, 1844 ; member of the 
National Council, and charged with the direction of the military affairs of the Confeder- 
ation, 1848; entered the French army, and nominated general during the war in the 
Crimea, 1855. 

O ' CON OR DON, Denis, Irish politician, b. 1838 ; educated at St. Gregory's College, 
Downside, near Bath ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the county of Roscommon ; 
31. P. for the county of Roscommon since 1860. 

O'DONOGHUE, Daniel. Irish politician, b. 1833; educated at Stonyhurst ; formerly 
a magistrate of Cork and Kerry, and major of the Kerry Militia; M.P. for Tipperary, 
1857-65 ; returned for Tralee, 1865. 

OETTINGER. Ednard, German author, b. at Breslau, Nov. 10, 1808; studied at the 
University of Vienna. Author of *Der Ring des Nostradamus,' Leipsic, 1838; eighth 
edition, 1853 ; 'Jerome Napoleon und sein Capri,' Dresden, 1853 ; « Das Bueh der Liebe,' 
Berlin, 1832 ; fifth edition, Leipsic, 1850 ; and other poetical and dramatic works. 
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OFFENBACH, Jacques, French musical romposer, b. at Cologne, June 21, 1819; 
studied at the Paris Conservatoire, 1833-34 ; ehief of the orchestra of the Theatre Fran- 
cois, 1847.

1803; educated at Harrow, and 
Christ Church, Oxford ; vice-lieutenant of the county of Forfar ; late captain of the 
Forfar and Kincardine Artillery; was formerly in the 2d Life Guards; M.P. for Dundee 
since 1857. 

O'HAGAN, Right Hon. Thomas, Irish judge, b. at Dublin, 1810; educated at the 
Institution, Belfast, and called to the Irish bar, 1836 ; appointed solicitor-general for 
Ireland, I860; attorney-general for Ireland, and sworn in the Privy Council, 1861, to Jan. 
1865, when he was appointed a judge ; was M.P. for Tralee, May 1863, till his elevation to 
the bench ; lord-chancellor of Ireland, Dec. 1868.

Holstein, 1848 ; vice-president of the Diet, 1849 ; appointed keeper of the library and 
professor of Oriental languages at Konigsberg. Author of ' Vendidad-zend-AvesUe Pars 
vicesima adhuc superstes,' Hamburg, 1829 ; and other philological works.

1799, 
son of William Russell, Esq. of Powick Court, Worcestershire ; educated at Eton, 
and Oriel College, Oxford ; assumed the name of Pakington, 1831 ; created baronet, 
1837 ; secretary of state for the colonies from March to Dec. 1852 ; first lord of the 
Admiralty from March 1858 to June 1859 ; returned M.P. for Droitwich in the elections 
from 1837 to 1865 ; first lord of the Admiralty, July 6, 1866, to March 6, 1867; appointed 
secretary of state for war, March 6, 1867, to Dec. 1868.

Author 
of ' Instructions pour remonter la Cote du Bresil depute St. Luiz de Maranhao jusqu'au 
Para,' Paris, 1S41 ; 'Description de PArehipel des Azores,' 1851-58 ; and numerous other 
works. 

PHILIPPOTEAUX. Pre'de'rlC Emmanuel, French historical painter, b. at Paris, 
April 3, 1S1'»; studied under M. Leon Cogniet. Exhibited 'La Retraite de Moscou,' 
1835; 'Le General Gourgaud sauvant la Vie a Napoleon,' 1848; 'Combat de Montebello,' 
'Combat de Diernstein,' 1S63; and numerous other, chiefly historical, paintings. 

PHILIPS, Georgr, German historical writer, b. at Konigsberg, 1804; stmlied in 
Berlin and London ; appointed professor of history and law at the University of Vienna, 
1851.

PHILIPS, Robert Needham, English politician, b. 1815; educated at Rugby; a 
merchant and manufacturer, and J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of the county of Lancaster;

PHILLIMORE, Sir Robert Joseph, English judge, b. 1810; educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1831; admitted at Doctors' Commons, 1839; 
called to the bar of the Middle Temple, 1841 ; chancellor of the dioceses of Oxford, 
Chichester, and Salisbury ; advocate-general, and knighted, 1862 ; judge of the Court of 
Admiralty, and of the Court of Arches, 1866; was M.P. for Tavistock, 1853-57. Author 
of 'Commentaries on International Law;' and other works. 

PHILLIPS, George Lort, English politician, b. 1811 ; educated at Harrow, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the county of Pem- 
• broke ; M.P. for Pembrokeshire since 1861. 

PHILLIPS, John, English geologist, b. Dec. 25, 1800; successively professor of geo- 
logy in King's College, London, in Trinity College, Dublin, 1844, and at the University 
of Oxford since 1856. Author of * A Treatise on Geology,' London, 1837 ; 'The Rivers, 
Mountains, and Sea-coasts of Yorkshire,' 1855 ; 'Three Years* Observations on Rain;' 
and numerous other works. 

PHILLTPS, Sir Thomas, English antiquarian, b. 1792; educated at Rugby, and 
University College, Oxford ; created a baronet, 1821 ; nominated one of the trustees of 
the British Museum, 1861.

PICARD, Louis Joseph Ernest, French politician, b. at Paris, Dec. 24, 1821 ;

PICCOLOMINI, Maria, Italian operatic singer, b. at Sienna, 1835; made her debut 
in Florence in the character of 'Lucrezia Borgia, 1852; appeared in London, 1856; sang 
in the principal cities of the United Kingdom, in Paris, and New York ; married, and 
retired from the stage, 1861.

Exhibited 4 The Combat between Hercules and 
Achelons,' 1840; 'The Death of King Lear,' exhibited at Westminster Hall, 1843; the

1805; called to the Irish 
bar, 1826 ; solicitor-general for Ireland, 1839 ; attorney-general, 1840-41 ; chief baron of 
the Exchequer in Ireland, 1846; was M.P. for Clonmel, 1839-46; appointed one of the 
visitors of Maynooth College, 1845. 

PIGOTT, Sir Gillery, English judge, b. 1813 ; called to the bar of the Middle Temple, 
1839 ; serjeant-at-law, with patent of precedence, 1856 ; has been recorder of Hereford ;

1863. 

PILLET, Raymond Francois, French writer, b. at Paris, Dec. 6, 1803; studied 
at the Lycee Napoleon ; French consul at Nice, 1849 to June 1860 ; consul at Palermo, 
1861. Author of 1 L'Obstine, ou les Bretons/ 1837 ; * De la Situation actuelle des 
Theatres,' 1844; and other works. 

PILS, Adrien Augruste, French painter, b. at Paris, July 19, 1813; xtudied under 
M. Picot, and at the Ecole des Beaux Arts ; appointed professor of painting at the Ecole 
des Beaux Arts, 1863. Exhibited ' Le Christ prechant dans la Barque de Simon,' 1846 ; 
'Une Tranchee devant Sebastopol,' 1855; 'Bataille de l'Alma,' 1861; and numerous 
other, chiefly historical, paintings. 

PIM, Bedford Capperton Trevylian, English naval officer, b. at Bideford, Devon, 
June 12, 1826 ; educated at the Royal Naval School ; admitted in the Royal Navy, 1842 ; 
made a voyage round the world in H.M.S. Herald, 1845-51 ; engaged in the search fur 
Sir John Franklin, and reached the Investigator ; made a commander, 1858. Author of 
* The Gate of the Pacific ;' and various pamphlets. 

PINE; Sir Benjamin ChUley Campbell, English colonial administrator, b. 1813 ; 
educated at Trinity College, Cambridge ; called to the bar, 1841 ; Queen's advocate at 
Sierra Leone, 1848 ; lieutenant-governor of Natal, 1849-56 ; governor of the Gold Coast 
settlements, 1856-59; governor of Western Australia, 1860-69; appointed governor of 
Antigua, 1869. Author of articles in the Encyclopaedia Britannica on African colonies. 

PIORRY, Pierre Adolphe, French physician, b. at Poitiers, Dec. 31, 1794 ; studied 
medicine, and received the degree of M. D. 1816 ; appomted professor of Ciinique Interne 
at the H6tel-Dieu, 1864. Author of 'De l'Heredite dans les Maladies,' 1840; 'Dieu, 
l'Ame, la Nature,' a poem, 1854 ; ' La Medecine du bon Sens,' 1864 ; and other works. 

PIRE DE ROSNYVINEN, Alexandre, Marquis de, French politician, 
b. at Rcnnes, July 12, 1809 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of He et 
Villaine since 1856. 

PIROUX, Joseph, French administrator, b. at Hardigny, Vosges, Jan. 2, 1800; 
director of the institution for the Deaf and Dumb at Nancy. Author of 1 Le Vocabu- 
laire des Sourds-Muets,' Paris, 1830; and other works on the treatment of the deaf and 
dumb. 

PIUS IX., sovereign pontiff of Rome, b. at Sinigaglia, May 13, 1792, the son of Count 
Mastai Ferretti ; employed on a mission in Chili, 1823-25 ; bishop of Imola, Dec. 14, 1838 ; 
created cardinal. Dec. 24, 1839 ; elected sovereign pontiff as successor of Gregory XVI. 
June 16, 1846 ; crowned, June 21, 1846. 

PLAN AT, Oscar Abel, French politician, b. at Limoges, Haute-Vienne, May 14, 
1826 ; studied law, and called to the bar at Paris, 1849 ; member of the Corps Legislatif 
for the arrondissements of Cognac and Barbezieux since 1863. 

PLANCHE , James Robinson, English author and dramatist, b. in London, 
Feb. 27, 17*»6. Author of 'Charles XII. a drama, 1826; 'Lays and Legends of the 
Rhine,' 1826; 'Descent of the Danube,' 1827 ; 'History of British Costume,' 1834; 
' Regal Records,' 1838; translator of the ' Fairy Tales' of the Countess d'Aulnoy, 1855 ; 
and other works.

FL A.YFAIR, Lyon, English chemist and sanitary reformer, b. in Bengal, 1819 • edu- 
cated at St. Andrew's, North Britain, and at Giessen under Professor Liebig, 1838 ; pro- 
fessor of rhemistry in the Royal Institution, 1843 ; special commissioner in charge of 
the department of juries in the Exhibition of 1851 ; and of the same department in the 
Exhibition of l^tvj; president of the Chemical Society, London, 1858; professor of 
chemistry at the University <>f Edinburgh, 1858; returned first M.P. for Edinburgh and 
St. Andrew's Universities, 1868.

POLLOCK, Sir George, English military commander, brother of the preceding, b. in 
London, 1786 ; entered the service of the East India Company, 1802 ; major, 1819 ; 
general, 1859 : relieved Jellalabad, and cant u red Cabul, 1841 ; appointed honorary 
colonel 1st battalion Surrey Rifle Volunteers,18GI. 

POLTIMORE, Augustus Frederick Bampfylde, Baron, English adminis- 
trator, b. in London, April 12, 1837 ; educated at Harrow, and Christ Church, Oxford ; 
succeeded his father, first bnron, Dec. 1858 ; a deputy-lieutenant of Devon, and captain 
of 1st Devon Yeomanry Cavalry. 

POLWARTH, Henry Hepburn Scott, Baron, Scottish administrator, b. in 
1800 ; lord-lieutenant of Selkirk, and depnty-lieutcnant of the counties of Roxburgh and 
Berwick ; was a lord in-waiting to the Queen from March to Dec. 1852, and from Feb.

PONGERVILLE, Jean Baptiste Antoine Aime' Sanson de, French 
author, b. at Abbeville, May 3. 1792; appointed conservateur to the Bibliotheque Tm- 
periale, 1851. Author of ' Lucrece,' a poem, 1823 ; ' Histoire de l'Invasion d'Edouard III. 
en France ;' and other works. 

PON SARD, Francis, French dramatic author, b. at Vienne, Isere, June 1, 1814; 
studied at the college of his native town ; appointed librarian of the Senate, 1851 ; 
elected member of the French Academy, 1855. Translated Bvron's 'Manfred' in verse, 
1837. Author of 'Charlotte Corday,' 1850; *La Bourse,' 1856; 'Ce qui plait aux

' History of England from a Churchman's Point of View,' 1845 ; ' History of Ecclesiasti- 
cal Architecture in England,* 1848 ; and other works. 

POOLE, Paul Falconer, English painter, b. in Bristol, 1810. Exhibited 'The Well, 
a Scene at Naples,' 1830; 'The Emigrant's Departure,' 1838; 'The Visitation of Sion 
Monastery,' 1840; 'Edward III.'s Generosity to the People of Calais,' at Westminster 
Hall, 1847 ; 'The Goths in Italy,' 1850 ; and numerous other paintings. Elected A.R A.

POPE, John, American military commander, b. at Kaskaskin, Illinois, March 1S23; 
entered West Point, 1838, and graduated, 1842 ; lieutenant in the United States army, 
1846 ; captain, 1847 ; appointed brigadier-general of volunteers at the outbreak of the 
civil war, 1801 ; major-general, 1802 ; brigadier-general United States army, July 18fi2 ; 
relieved from the command of the army of Virginia, Sept 1802 ; subsequently employed 
in Minnesota and Alabama. 

PORTAELS, Jean Francois, Belgian painter, b. at Vilvorde, Brabant, 1820 ; 
studied at the Academy of Brussels, and at Paris under Paul Delaroehe ; appointed 
director of the Academy of Gand, 1847. Painted 'Rebecca,' 'Ruth,' 'Jeune Juive de 
l'Asie Mineure,' ' Le Suicide de Judas,' the last two in the Paris Exhibition of 1855. 

PORTARLIN6TON, Henry Robert Renben Dawson Darner, Earl, 

Irish administrator, b. 1822 ; succeeded his uncle, second earl, 1845 ; elected a repre- 
sentative peer of Ireland, 1855. 

PORTER, David, American naval commander, b. in Pennsylvania, 1812; lieutenant, 
1841 ; commander in the United States, 1801 ; appointed acting rear-admiral, Oct. 1802. 

PORTM AN, Edward Berkeley Portman, Baron, English administrator, b 1797 ; 
lord-lieutenant of Somersetshire, and a member of the Councils of the Duchies of Corn- 
wall and Lancaster; was M. P. for Dorsetshire and Marylebone, 1823-34. 

PORTMAN, Hon. William Henry Berkeley. English politician, b. 1829, son 
of the preceding ; educated at Eton, and Merton College, Oxford ; a deputy-lieutenant 
of Somerset and Dorset, and colonel of West Somerset Yeomanry Cavalry; M.P. for 
Shaftesbury, 1852-57, and for Dorset since 1857. 

PORTSMOUTH, Isaac Newton Wallop, Earl of, English administrator, 
b. Jan. 11, 1825 ; educated at Rugby and Cambridge ; a deputy-lieutenant and magistrate 
of Devon, and a magistrate of Hants ; was formerly in the 10th Lancers. 

POSADA HERRERA, Jose' de, Spanish statesman, b. at Llares, Oviedo, 1815; 
member of the Cortes, 1839-40 ; re-elected, 1853, and appointed vice-president ; minister 
of the interior, 1858-03, and 1805-07. 

POTTER, Cipriani, English composer, b. in London, 1792 ; studied music in Germany; 
principal of the Royal Academy of Music ^ composer of several symphonies, overtures, 
sonatas, and other musical pieces. 

POTTER, Edmund; English politician, b. 1802 ; a manufacturer at Glossop and Man- 
chester, and a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the county of Lancaster ; M. P. for 
Carlisle since 1801. 

POTTER, Thomas Bay ley, English politician, b. 1817; educated at Rugby and the 
London University ; a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of Lancashire, and a magistrate of 
Manchester ; M.P. for Rochdale since 1805. 

POUILLET, Clande Servais Mathias, French physician, b. at Cuzance, Doubs, 
Feb. 10, 1791 ; professor of medicine at the College Bourbon, 1820 ; sub-director of the 
Conservatoire des Arts, 1829 ; and afterwards director of the same. Author of * Ele- 
ments de Physique experimentale et de Metcorologie,' seventh edition 1850 ; and nume- 
rous scientific works. 

POUJADE, Euge ne, French diplomatist, b. at lie de France, Jan. 15, 1815 ; French 
consul at Tarsus, 1843; consul at Malta, 1847 ; French consul-general at Rome, Aug. 
1801. Author of ' Le Liban et la Syrie,' 1800 ; and other works. 

POUJOULAT, Jean Joseph, French author, b. at Fare, Bouches du Rh6ne, Jan. 
26, 1808 ; studied at Aix, and went to Paris, 1820; was member of the Constituent and 
Legislative Assemblies. Author of 'Histoire des Croisades,' 1840-48; 'Histoire de la 
Revolution francaise,' Tours, 1847; 'Exarnen de la Vie de Jesus de M.Renan,' 1803 ;

elected member of the Italian Parliament, 1862. Author of 4 Edmenegarda,' Milan, 1841 ; 
'Rodolfo,' .'La Battaglia d'Imera,' 'Satania e le Grazie,' 1855; 'IlConte Riga,' 1856; 
'Ariberto,' 1860; and other poems and ballads. 

PRATT, John Tidd, English jurist and legal writer, b. 1798 ; called to the bar of the 

Inner Temple, 1824 ; registrar of Friendly Societies in England, and barrister appointed 
to certify the rules of 8avings' Banks. Author of 'A Collection of the Public General 
Statutes ;' ' The Laws of Highways ;' and other legal works. 

PRE AULT, Antoine Auprustin, French sculptor, b. at Paris, Oct. 8, 1809. Ex- 
hibited 'La Famine,' and 'Gilbert mourant a l'Hopital,' 1833; 'La Riviere des Ama- 
zones ' and 'La Reine de Saba,' two large bas-reliefs, 1835; 'Charlemagne,* a colossal 
statue, 1836 ; ' 8ainte Catherine,' for the church of St. Louis, 1863 ; and other statues.

PRIM, Juan, Comte de Reus, Spanish military commander, b. at Reus, 
Catalonia, Dec. 6, 1814 ; took part in the civil war of 1833, and was made colonel, 1837 ; 
exiled to France, 1842 ; fdeputy to the Cortes for the city of Barcelona, 1843 ; governor of 
Madrid, 1844 ; joined the Ottoman army on the Danube, 1853 ; represented Barcelona in 
the Cortes, 1855 ; lieutenant-general in the Spanish army, 1856 ; commander-in-chief of 
the Spanish expedition against Mexico, 1861 ; exiled, 1866 ; minister of war, and one of 
the heads of the Provisional Government of Spain, Sept. 1868. 

PRI N SEP, Henry Thoby, English writer, b. 1792 ; educated at Hailcybury, and 
entered the Bengal Civil Service ; elected one of the directors of the East India 
Company, 1849 ; nominated one of her Majesty's Council for India, 1858.

PROBY, Granville Leveson, Lord, English politician, b. 1825; formerly captain 
in the 74th Foot ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Wicklow ; comptroller of the 
Household, 1859 ; M.P. lor the county of Wicklow, 1858-68. 

PROCTER, Bryan Waller, English author, b. 1790 ; educated at Harrow School ; 
was a commissioner of lunacy till 1861 . Author, under the pseudonym of ' Barry Corn- 
wall,' of « Mirandola,* a tragedy, 1821 ; ' Marcian Colonna ;' * The Flood of Thessaly ;' and 
numerous other poetical and dramatic works. 

PROKESCH-OSTEN, Anton, Baron von, Austrian diplomatist, b. atGratz in 
Styria, Dec. 10, 1795 ; entered the Austrian army, 1813 ; and the diplomatic service, 1822 ; 
Austrian ambassador to the court of Athens, 1834-49 ; ambassador at the court of Berlin, 
1849-52 ; at the city of Frankfort, 1853 ; and at Constantinople, 1857. Author of

1806 ; educated at Rugby, and Balliol College, 
Oxford ; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1837 ; a J. P. of the county of Carmarthen, 
and a deputy-lieutenant of the county of Cardigan ; M.P. for Carmarthen, 1857-68. 

PUGIN, Edward Welby, English architect, b. March 11, 1834. Designed the church 
of Notre Dame de Dadezell, in Belgium; the new College of St. Cuthbert, Ushaw; 
St. Michael's Priory, Belmont, Herefordshire ; the church of St. Peter and St. Paul at 
Cork ; and a great number of other ecclesiastical edilices in England and on the con- 
tinent of Europe. 

PULSZKYj Ferencz Anrel, Hungarian author and politician, b. at Eperies, county 
of Saros, Sept. 17, 1814 ; studied law and theology in Germany and Italy ; elected to 
represent the county of Saros in the Hungarian Diet, 1840 ; under- secretary for foreign 
attairs at Pesth, 1848. Author of ' White, Red, and Black/ 1852 ; ' Tales and Traditions 
of Hungary,' 1854 ; aud other works.

1800; educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. ; elected fellow of Oriel College, where 
he graduated M.A. ; appointed regius- professor of Hebrew in the University of Oxford, 
and canon of Christ Church, 1828; suspended from preaching before the University, 
1843. Published numerous sermons ; contributed to 'Tracts of the Times ;' one of the 
working editors of the Oxford ' Library of the Fathers.'

1864 ; ' The Church of England, an Eirenicon,' 1865.

REI D, Mayne , English novelist, b. in Ireland, 1818 ; captain in the army of the United 
States, 1845 ; was present at the siege of Vera Cruz, and resigned his commission at the 
close of the Mexican war. Author of "The Desert Home,' 1851 ; 'The Bush Boys,' 1855 ; 
'The Quadrupeds,' 1860 ; 'The Hunter's Feast,' 1861 ; 'The Maroon,' 1862 ; and numerous 
other works of Action. 

REI F FEN BERG, Frederic Guillaume, Baron de, Belgian author, b. at 
Louvain, Aug. 28, 1830. Author of 'Juvenilia, Choix de Poesies,' Brussels, 1848; 'Les 
Femmes qu'on aime,' 1859; 'La Vie de Gamison,' 1863; 'Le Testament du Czar,' 
Brussels aud Paris, 1848-64 ; and other novels and dramas. 

REILLE, Gustave Charles, French politician, b. at Paris, Dec. 1, 1818; studied at 
the Ecole Polytechnique, 1836-38 ; ensign in the navy, 1840 ; retired with the rank of 
captain, 1853; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Eure et Loire 
since 1853. 

REIN AUD, Joseph Toussaint, French philologist, b. at Lambcsc, Bouches du 
Rhone, Dec. 4, 1795 ; studied philology under Silvestre de Sacy, at Paris ; appointed to 
the manuscript department of the Bibliothcque Royale, 1824 ; keeper of Oriental manu- 
scripts, 1833, and head-keeper, 1855; elected member of the French Academy, 1832. 
Author of 'Notice sur Mahomet,' 1860 ; and numerous works on the history, geography, 
and languages of the East. 

REI NICK, Robert, German painter and author, b. at Dantzic, Feb. 22, 1807; studied 
at Berlin under Begas, and at Dusseldorf. Author of ' Liederbuch fiir deutsche Kunstler,' 
Berlin, 1833; 'Gedichte,' ib. 1844; and other works. 

REINSBERG, Ida von DurLngsfeld, Baroness von, German authoress, 
b. at Militsch, Silesia, Nov. 12, 1815 ; married to Baron von Reiusberg, 1845. Author of 
'G. dichte,' Leipsic, 1835; ' Margarethe von Valois und ihro Zeit,' ib. 1847; 'Niko 
Veliki,* Brussels, 1856 ; and other works. 

REM ILLY, Ovide, French politician, b. at Versailles, Nov. 18, 1800; studied law in 
his native town, and was called to the bar; mayor of Versailles, 1837; member of 
the Chamber of Deputies, 1839-48 ; member of the Legislative Assembly, 1849-51. 

RE MUSAT, Charles Francois, Comte de. French statesman, b. at Paris, 
March 14, 1797 ; studied law in Paris, and was called to the bar ; deputy for Toulouse, 
1830 ; under-secretary to the minister of the interior, 1836 ; minister of the interior, 
1840 ; member of the Constituent and Legislative Assemblies, 1848-51; retired from 
public life after the coup d'etat of Dec. 1851 ; elected member of the French Academy, 
1846. Author of ' Essais de Philosophic,' 1842 ; ' De la Theologie naturelle en France et 
en Angleterre,' 1864; and numerous other works. 
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RE MY, Jules, French naturalist, b. at Chalons-sur-Marne, Sept. 2, 1S26 ; assistant- 
professor of natural history at the College Rollin, 1848-50. Author of 4 Af onografia de 
las Comquestas de Chile,' Paris, 1849 ; ' Voyage au Pays des Mormons/ ib. 1860 ; and 
other works of travel. 

REN AN | Joseph Ernest, French philologist, b. at Tregnier, Cotes du Nord, Feb. 27, 
1S23 ; studied philosophy and theology at the Seminary of St. Sulpice ; elected member 
of the French Academy, 1856. Author of ' Histoire generate et Systemcs compares des 
Langues seuiitiques,' 1845 ; second edition, 1858 ; 4 Vie de Jesus,' 1868 ; ' Mission de Phe- 
nicie,' 1864 ; and other works. 

RENAULT, Pierre Hippolyte, French military commander, b. Jan. 20, 1807; 
studied in the Military School of St. Cyr, and captain in the army, 1835 ; general of 
division, July 1851 ; created senator, Aug. 1859. 

RENDU, Euge ne, French author, b. at Paris, Jan. 10, 1824. Author of 'De l'lnstrnc- 
tion pri mailt- en Angleterre dans ses Rapports avec l'Etat social,' 1852 ; * La Souveraiiuete 
pontillcale et I'ltalie,' 1862 ; and numerous other works. 

RENIER, Charles Alphonse Le on, French archaeologist, b. at Charleville. 
Ardennes, May 2, 1S09; professor at the College of France, 1861 ; elected member of the 
Academy, 1856. Author of 'Melanges d'Epigraphie,' 1854; and several papers on 
archeology. 

RENNIE, Sir John, English civil engineer, b. 1796; builder of New London Bridge, 
after the designs of his father ; superintendent of the drainage of the Lincolnshire coast 
at the Wash ; designed the harbour at Ramsgate, the new docks at Whitehaven, and 
numerous other works ; knighted, 1831. 

REPTON, George WilUam John, English politician, b. 1S18; educated at Uni- 
versity College, Oxford ; was M.P. for St. Alban's, 1841-52 ; and for Warwick, 1852-68. 

REUMONT, Alfred von, German author, b. at Aix-la-Chapelle, Prussia, Aug. 15, 
1808 ; studied at Bonn and Heidelberg, and entered the diplomatic; service ; was sent to 
Florence, 1829, to Rome and London, 183*5 to 1843; Prussian charge d'affaires at the 
court of Tuscany, 1848. Author of ' Romische Briefe von einem Florentiner,' Leipsie, 
1840-44 ; ' Ganganelli, seine Briefe und seine Zeit,' Berlin, 1847 ; and other historical 
works. 

REUTERDAHIi, Heinrik. Swedish theologian, b. at Malmoe, Sept. 10, 1795 ; studied 
at the University of Lund, ami obtained the degree of D.l). 1830 ; keeper of the library of 
Lund, 1838 ; minister of public instruction, 1842 ; professor of theology at Lund, 1844. 
Author of ' History of the Swedish Church,' 1838 ; and other works. 

RE VEIL, Jacques, E'douard, French politician, b. 1797; mayor of Lyons, 1848; 
member of the Corps Legislatif for the Rhone, 1852-57 ; appointed senator, 1S63. 

RE VOIL, Be ne dict Henri, French author, b. at Aix, Bouches du Rhone, Dec. 16, 
1816. Author of 'Histoire et Reeherches succiuctes sur l'Origine des Ports d'Annes,' 
1839 ; ' Le Roi d'Oude, Mceurs de l'lnde,' 1857 ; and other works. 

REYBAUD, Marie Roch Louis, French author, b. at Marseilles, Aug. 15, 1799; 
studied at the College of Juilly. Author of 'Histoire scientitique et militaire de 
l'Expedition franQaise en Egypte,' 1830 ; 'Scenes de la Vie moderne,' 1855 ; ' Economistes 
modemes,' 1862 ; and other works. 

REYNAUD, Aime Felix Sainte Elme, French naval commander, b. at Lyons 
Sept. 16, 1808 ; lieutenant in the navy, 1840 ; captain, 1845 ; rear-admiral, 1850 ; appointed 
commander-in-chief of the naval station of the Antilles and Gulf of Mexico, 1861. 

REYNOLDS, Rev. James, English philologist, b. 1803 ; educated at St. Catherine's 
Hall, Cambridge, where he graduated, 1826; incumbent of St. Mary's, Great Ilford, 
Essex. Published 'History of Jerusalem,' translated from the Arabic, 1837 ; 'Kitab-i- 
Yamini,' translated from the Persian, 1859. Secretary of the Oriental Translation Fund. 

HHALLIS, George Alexander, Greek statesman, b. at Constantinople, April 30, 
1804 ; studied in Paris, at the College of Henri IV. ; appointed rector of the University 
of Athens, 1838 ; minister of justice, 1841, and again 1848 ; president of the Areopagus at 
Athens. Author of several legal works. 

RICASOIiI, Bettino, Baron, Italian statesman, b. in Tuscany, March 9, 1809; 
educated in Florence; minister of the interior of Tuscany, May 8, 1859; dictator of 
Tuscany, Aug 1, 1859; pnme minister of Italy, June 7, 1861, to March 2, 1862; again 
premier from May 1866 to Oct. 1867. 
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RICHARD, Maurice, French politician, b. at Pari?, Oct. 26, 1832 ; studied law, and 
became an advocate at the Imperial Court of Paris; member of the Corps Legislatif for 
the department of Seine et Oise, 1863. 

RICHARDS, Alfred Bate, English author, b. 1820. Author of * Croesus, King of 
Lydia ;' ' Cromwell 4 Poems, Essays, and Opinions ;' and other dramas and poetical pieces. 

RICHARDS, Brinley, English musical composer, b. 1819 ; studied at the Royal 
Academy of Music, to which lie was appointed -professor; composed 'The Pilgrim's 
Path ;' 4 The Harp of Wales ;* « The Angel's Song ;' 4 The Birds and the Rivulet ;' and 
numerous other musical pieces. 

RICHARDS, Right Hon. John, Irish judge, b. in Dublin, 1790 ; educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin; called to the Irish bar, 1S11 ; was judge of the Supreme Court 
at Madras ; solicitor-general for Ireland, 1835 ; attorney -general, 1836 ; baron of the 
Exchequer in Ireland, 1837 ; appointed chief commissioner for Ireland, 1849 ; returned 
to the Court of Exchequer, 1856. 

RICHER Jules, French politician, b. 1814 ; an advocate at Charleville ; was member of ' 
the Legislative Assembly for the department of Ardennes, 1849 ; member of the Corps 
Legislatif for the same department since 1802 ; entered the Council of State, 1860. 

RICHEMONT, Louis Lemercier, Vicomte de, French politician, b. at Guade- 
loupe, Jan. 1, 1805; studied in the School of St. Cyr, and officer of cavalry ; member 
of the Chamber of Deputies, 1835; and of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Lot 
et Garonne since 1852. 

RICHEMONT, Paul des Bassyns, Baron de, French politician, b. atSuresues, 
Seine, Oct. 29, 1809 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the airondissement of Loches, 
1852-59; created a senator, 1859; appointed governor of the Commercial and Industrial 
Company of Madagascar, 1863. 

RICHMOND, Charles Henry Gordon Lennox, Duke of, b. Feb. 27, 1818, 
the eldest son of the fifth Duke of Richmond ; educated at Westminster, and Christ 
Church, Oxford ; lieutenant and captain in the Royal Horse Guards, and aide de-camp to 
the commander-in-Chief of the army, J 842-48; M.P. for West Sussex, 1841-60; succeeded 
to the dukedom, Oct. I860; president of the Poor Law Board, March to June 1859; 
president of the Board of Trade, March 1867 to Dec. 12, 1868. 

RICHMOND, George, English portrait painter, b. 1809 ; elected A.R.A. 1857; 

exhibited portraits of many celebrated persons in the Royal Academy. 
RICHOMME, Jules, French painter, b. in Paris, 1812; studied under Drolling. 

Exhibited ' Abraham relevant Agar,' 1842 ; 4 Le Christ guerissant un Malade,' 1855 ; 'La 

Lecon de Lecture,' 1864; and other, chiefly historical, paintings. 

RICHSON, Rev. Charles, English author, b. 1810; educated at St. Catherine's Hall, 
Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1841, M.A. 1844 ; rector of St. Andrew's, Ancoats; 
canon of Manchester Cathedral, author of 'On the Observance of the Sanitary Laws;* 
and several schoolbooks, and pamphlets on educational and sanitary reform. 

RICHTER, Adrian Imdwig, German painter, b. at Dresden, Sept. 28, 1803; 
appointed professor of landscape painting at the Academy of Dresden, 1836; president, 
1841; member of the Council of the Academy, 1852. Fainted 'The Valley of Lauter- 
brunn,' 1826 ; ' View of the Campagna of Rome,' 1835 ; and numerous other landscapes. 

RICHTER, Emil Julius, German jurist, b. at Stolpen, Saxony, Feb. 15, 1808 ; 
studied philology and jurisprudence at the University of Leipsic, where he received the 
degree of LL.lT. 1834 ; appointed professor of ecclesiastical law at Berlin, 1846; and 
superior councillor of the ' Cousistorium ' of Prussia, 1852. Author of ' Lehrbuch des 
katholischen uud evangelischen Kirchenrechts,' Leipsic, 1841-42 ; and other legal works. 

RICORD, Philippe, French physician, b. at Baltimore, U.S. Dec. 10, 1800; studied 
medicine in Paris, and received the degree of M. D. March 1826 ; appointed physician-in- 
ordinary to the lk>usehold of Prince Napoleon, 1862. Author of * De l'Emploi du Specu- 
lum,' 1833 ; and numerous other medical works. 

RIDLEY, Sir Matthew White, English politician, b. 1807; is a deputy-lieutenant 
of Northuml>erIand ; was high sheriff, 1S41 ; major of Northumberland Yeomanry Cavalry ; 
M P. for North Northumberland, 1859-68. 

RIGAUULT DE GENOUI LLY, Charles, French statesman and naval com- 
mander, b. at Roche fort, Charente Inferieure, April 12, 1807 ; educated at the Ecole 
Folytechnique, and entered the navy in 1827 ; lieutenant, 1834 ; capitaine. de corvette, 
1841; capitaine de vaisseau, 1848; rear-admiral, 1854 ; commander of a detachment of 
marines, at the siege of Schastopol, 1855; vice-admiral, 1858; nominated senator, 1860; 
commander-in-chief of the Mediterranean fleet, 1802 ; admiral of France, 1864 ; appointed 
minister of marine and the colonies, Jan. 19, 1867. 
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RIO, Alexis Francois, French theological writer, b. at the He d'Arz, Morbihnn, 1806. 
Author of 4 Essai »ur l'Histoire de i'Esprit humain dans l'Antiquite,' 1828-30 ; 1 l)e l'Art 
Chretien/ 1K41-55 ; second edition, 1801 ; ' Les Quatre Martyrs,' I860 ; sixth edition, 1802 ; 
and other works on ecclesiastical art and history. 

RIOS-Y-ROSAS, Antonio de Lob, Spanish politician, b. at Ronda, Andalusia, 
1812; was deputy to the Cortes, 1837 ; took part in the ministry presided over by the 
Duke de Rivas, 1854 ; minister of the interior, 1856 ; president of the Spanish Congress, 
1803. 

RIPON, Right Rev. Robert Bickersteth, Bishop of, English divine, b. at 
Acton, Suffolk, 1816 ; educated at Queen's College, Cambridge, where he graduated B. A. 
1841, and M.A. 1846; rector of St. Giles'-in-the-Fields, 1851; canon-residentiary of 
Salisbury, 1854; consecrated bishop of Ripon, 1856. Author of 'Bible Landmarks;' 
4 Means of Grace ;' and several sermons. 

RISTORI, Adelaide, Italian tragic actress, b. at Cividale, 1821 ; married to the 
Marquis Capranica del Orillo, 1847, who died 1861 ; has acted in London, Paris, and all 
the principal cities of Europe and America. 

RITSCHL, Friedrich Wilbelm, German philologist, b. at Grossvargula, Thuringen, 
April 26, 1806 ; studied philology at the Universities of Leipsic and Halle ; received 
the degree of Ph.D. 1829; appointed professor of philology at the University of Bonn, 
1839 ; received the title of privy-councillor from the king of Prussia, 1856. Author of 

• Die Alexandrinischen Bibliotheken,' Breslau, 1S38 ; and other philological works. 

RIVERS, George Pitt Rivers, Baron, English administrator, b. 1810; lieutenant- 
colonel of the Dorset Yeomany ; was a lord-iu-waiting to the Queen, 1841-46, and 
1853-58 ; reappointed, 1859 ; succeeded his father, third baron, 1831. 

RIVOLI, Victor Massena, Dnc de, French politician, b. 1826 ; formerly an officer 
in the army ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Alpes Maritimes 
since 1861. 

ROBARTES, Thomas James Agar, English politician, b. 1808; educated at 
Harrow, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1830; assumed the addi- 
tional name of Robartes, 1826 ; a special deputy-warden of the Stannaries ; M.P. for East 
Cornwall, 1847-68. 

ROBERT, Antoinette Henriette Cle'mence, French authoress, b. at Macon, 
Dec. 6, 1797. Author of 4 Une Famille, s'il vous plait,' 1837; 4 Le Roi,' 1844; 4 Les 
quatre Sergents de la Rochelle,' 1849; 4 Daniel le Laboureur,' 1S60; and other novels, 
romances, and dramas. 

ROBERT, Aufrnste Francois, French author, b. at Paris, Feb. 28, 1813; studied at 
the College of Henri IV. Author of • Louis XI. et St. Francois de Paule,' 1830 ; 4 La Con- 
fession des Bandits,' 1831 ; 4 La Reforme en Allemagne,' 1865 ; and other poetical works. 

ROBERT- FLEURY, Joseph Nicolas, French painter, b. at Cologne, Aug. 8, 
1797 ; studied in Paris. Exhibited 4 I*e Tasse au Convent de St. Onuphre,' 1827 ; 'Charles- 
Quint au Monastere de St Just,' 1857 ; and other paintings. Elected member of the 
French Academie des Beaux Arts, Jan. 1850 ; appointed professor at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts, 1855. 

ROBERTS, Rev. George, English author, b. 1808; educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated in 1830 ; has been minister of St. John's, Cheltenham, 
since 1853. Author of 4 The Duties of Subjects and Magistrates,* 1842 ; 4 Strata Florida 
Abbey, Cardiganshire,' 1848 ; and other works. 

ROBERTSON, David, English politician, b. 1797 ; educated at Edinburgh ; lord- 
lieutenant of the county of Berwiek ; late sheriff ol the county of Haddington ; formerly 
a merchant in London ; M.P. for Berwickshire since 1859. 

ROBERTSON, Rev. James Craigie, English author, b. at Aberdeen, 1813; 
educated at Marischal College, Aberdeen, and at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated B.A. 1834; canon of Canterbury, 1859 ; appointed professor of ecclesiastical 
history in King's College, London, 1S64. Author of 4 How shall we conform to the 
Liturgy?' 1843-44 ; 4 A Biography of Thomas a Becket,' 1859 ; and other works. 

ROBERTSON, Patrick Francis, English politician, b. 1807 ; educated at the 
University of St. Andrew's; a magistrate of Hastings, and deputy-lieutenant of 
Sussex ; formerly a merchant at Canton ; M.P. for Hastings, 1852-59, and 1865-68. 

ROBIN. Charles Philippe, French physician, b. at Jafferon, Ain, June 4, 1821; 
.studied medicine in Paris; received the degree of M.D. Aug. 31, 1846; appointed pro- 
fessor of histology to the Faculty of Medicine of Paris, April 12, 1862. Author of 

* Histoire naturelle des vegetaux Parasites qui croissent sur l'Homme et les Animaux 
vivants,' 1853 ; and numerous medical works.

studied at Hamilton College, New York, where he graduated, 1815, and at Paris and 
Halle ; professor of Biblical literature in the Union Theological Seminary of New York. 
Author of * Biblical Researches in Palestine, Mount Sinai, and Arabia Petraea,' 1841 ; and 
other works. 

ROBINSON, Rev. Hastings, English divine, b. 1793; educated at Rugby and 
Cambridge, where he graduated in 1815 ; appointed incumbent of Great Warley, Essex, 
1827 ; and select preacher before the University, 1836. Edited 1 The Acts of the Apostles,' 
1824 ; * Zurich Letters,' 1841-46 ; and other works. 

ROBINSON, Sir Hercules Robert George, English colonial administrator, b. 
1824 ; educated at the Royal Military College, Sandhurst ; held a commission in the army, 
and retired, 1846 ; president of Montserrat, 1854 ; lieutenant-governor of St. Christopher, 
1855 ; governor of Hong-Kong, and knighted, 1859 ; appointed governor of Ceylon, 1865. 

ROBINSON, John Henry, English engraver, b. at Bolton, Lancashire, 1796; studied 
under James Heath. Engraved 'Napoleon and Pope Pius VII.,' after Wilkie ; 'Little 
Red Riding Hood,' after Landseer; and the 'Spanish Flower Girl,' after Murillo. 
Elected associate engraver of the R. A. 1864. 

ROBINSON, Rev. Thomas, English divine, b. 1790; educated at Rugby, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge ; rector of Therfleld, Herts, 1858-61 ; master of the Temple since 
1845, and canon of Rochester since 1854. Author of * The Last Days of Bishop Heber,' 
1827 ; ' The Twin Fallacies of Rome,' 1851 ; and other theological works. 

ROCHESTER, Right Rev. Thomas Leph Claughton, Bishop of, b. 1808; 

educated at Trinity College, Oxford, and graduated B. A. 1831, M.A. 1834; vicar of 

Kidderminster, 1841 ; hon. canon of Worcester Cathedral, 1845; professor of poetry at 

Oxford, 1852 ; consecrated bishop of Rochester, 1867. 
ROCK, Rev. Daniel, Roman Catholic theologian, b. in Liverpool, 1799; educated at Old 

Hall, Herts, and at the English College, Rome ; appointed canon of Southwurk, 1852. 

Author of ' Hierurgia, or the Sacrifice of the Mass expounded ;' and other works. 

RODEN, Robert Jocelyn, Earl, English administrator, b. 1788; educated at 
Harrow ; custos rotulorum of the county of Louth, and a deputy-lieutenant of the 
county of Down ; formerly auditor-general of the Irish Exchequer. 

ROEBUCK, John Arthnr, English politician, b. at Madras, 1803; called to the bar 
of the Inner Temple, and went on the Northern Circuit, 1831 ; a bencher of the Inner 
Temple; M.P. for Bath, 1833-37, and 1841^17, and for Sheffield, 1849-68. Author of 
' The Colonies of England,' and ' History of the Whig Party in 1830,' 1852. 

ROENNE, Ludwie Peter von, German jurist, b. at Gliiekstadt, Holstein, Oct. 18, 
1804 ; studied at the Universities of Bonn and Berlin ; auditor in the Court of Justice of 
Berlin, 1825; deputy to the First Prussian Chaml>er, 1849-50. Author of ' Die Verfas- 
sung und Verwaltung des preussischen Staats,' Berlin, 1854 ; and other legal works. 

ROER, J ohann Ednard, German philologist, b. at Brunswick, Dec. 26, 1805 ; studied 
at the University of Konigsberg ; appointed professor of philosophy at Berlin, 1833. 
Published ' Bibliotheca Indica,' with English translations, 1846 ; and numerous other 
works translated from Hindostanee and Sanscrit. 

ROGERS, Rev. Henry, English divine, b. 1814 ; studied at Highbury; was professor 
of English language and literature in University College, London : appointed principal 
of the Lancashire Independent College, 1858. Author of 'The Eclipse of Faith, or a 
Visit to a Religious Sceptic ;' essays from the Edinburgh Review. 

ROGERS, Henry Darwin, American naturalist, b. 1808 ; professor Of chemistry and 
natural philosophy in Dickinson College, Pennsylvania, 1829-48 ; appointed regius pro- 
fessor of natural history in the University of Glasgow/ 1857. Author of ' Geological 
Survey of the States of New Jersey and Pennsylvania.' 

ROGERS, Rev. William, English clergyman, b. 1820; educated at Balliol College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1842; appointed incumbent of St. Thomas'. Goswell 
Street, London. 1844 ; rector of Bishopsgate, 1863 ; governor of Dulwich College, and 
one of her Majesty's chaplains.

elected a representative peer of Scotland, 1800. 

HOLT, Sir John, English judge, b. 1804 ; called to the bar of the Diner Temple, 1837 ; 
became Q.C. 1840 ; a magistrate ami deputy lieutenant of Gloucestershire. ; M.P. for West 
Gloucestershire, 1857-05 ; attorney-general, 1800; lord justice of appeal, 180/; resigned 
from ill-health, 1807. 

ROME NT, Barthelemy de, French politician, b. at Voutc Gilhac, Haute Loire, 
May 17, 1799 ; was staff-major and aide-de-camp to Marshal Soult ; member of the Corps 
Legislatif for the department of Uaute Loire since 1852. 

ROM ILLY, Right Hon. Lord, English judge, b. 1802; educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. 1820; called to the bar of Gray's Inn, 1827 ; has 
been solicitor and attorney-general ; was M.P. for Bridport, 1832-35 and 1840-47, and for 
Devonport, 1847-52 ; appointed Master of the Rolls, 1851 ; raised to the peerage, 1805. 

ROMNCY, Charles Marsham, Earl, English administrator, b. 1808 ; educated at 
Christ Church. Oxford, where he graduated'B. A. ; a magistrate and deputy -lieutenant of 
Kent ; governor of the Charterhouse; was M.P. as Viseount Marsham for the county of 
Kent, 1841-45 ; succeeded his father, second earl, 1845. 

RONGE, Johannes, German theological writer, b. at Bischofswalde. Silesia, 1813; 
educated at the University of Breslau ; Roman Catholic priest at Grottkau, 1810; sus- 
pended from his functions and excommunicated, 1843; formed a 'German Catholic' 
congregation at Breslau, 1845. Author of 4 Letter of a Catholic Priest to Bishop Arnoldi 
in relation to the Holy Coat of Treves ;' and other works. 

ROQUES SALVAZA, Paul Angnste, French politician, b. at Carcassonne, 
Dec. 18. 1798 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the first circonscription of the depart- 
ment of Aude since 1852. 

ROS DE OLANO, Antonio, Count d'Almina, 8panish military commander, 
b. at Caracas, 1808 ; lieutenant, 1834; colonel, 1837; minister of instruction and public 
works, 1843 ; director general of the sanitary department of the army, 1852-54 ; took 
part with General O'Donnell in the insurreciion of June. 1854 ; commander of the third 
corps of the Spanish army in the expedition to Africa, 1859; took an important part in 
the Revolution of 1808. 

ROSE, Etienne Hnpnes. French general, b. Sept. 25, 1812; studied at St. Cyr; 
captain, 1840 ; lieutenant-colonel, 1852 ; general of brigade, 1858 ; served in Africa and 
the Crimea ; commander of a brigade of infantry of the Imperial Guard.

1803 ; educated at 
Berlin ; entered the army, 1820; major, 1820 ; lieutenant-colonel and K.C.B. 1855; was 
commissioner at the headquarters of the French army in the East, 1855-50 ; colonel, 1858 ; 
lieutenant-general, 1800 ; commander-in-chief in India, 1800-05, in Ireland since 1865. 

ROSECRANS, William Starke, American military commander, b. in Kingston, 
Ohio, Sept. 6, 1819; entered West Point Military Academy, 1838, where he graduated, 
1842 ; aide-de-camp and chief engineer to General McClellan, 1861 ; brigadier-general 
and commander of the army of Western Virginia, 1861 ; major-general, March 1862 ; 
commander of the army of the Cumberland, 1862-63, of Missouri, 1804 ; minister to 
Mexico, 1868-69. 

ROSEN KRANZ, Johann Friedrich, German philosophical writer, b. at Magde- 
burg, April 23, 1805 ; studied at Berlin, Halle, and Heidelberg ; appointed professor of 
philosophy at Konigsberg, 1833 ; member of the First Prussian Chamber, 1849. Author 
of • Notes on the System of Hegel,' Konigsberg, 1840 ; 4 Poetry and its History.' ib. 1865 • 
and other philosophical works. 
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, ROSETTI, Costantino, Roumanian politician, b. nt Bucharest, 1816 ; served in the 
inilitiai 1836-38 ; member of the Revolutionary Committee of Roumania, 1846 ; chief of 
the police at Bucharest, and director of the ministry of the interior, 1848 ; minister of 
public instruction, 1861. Published a 'Collection of Hongs' in the dialect of Roumania, 
1S40 ; and founded several newspapers in Roumania and Paris.

employed in the Inland Revenue Office. Author of ' Fine Art, chiefly contemporary,' 
1867. 

ROSSHIRT, Conrad Franz, German jurist, b. at Bamberg, 1793 ; studied law 
at Erlangen and Gottingen ; received the degree of LL.D. 1812; appointed professor of 
law at Heidelberg, 1818. Author of 'Beitage zura romischen Rechte und zum rtirn. 
deutschen Stoats rechte,' Heidelberg, 1820-22 ; * Dogmengeschichte des Civilrechts,' ib. 
1853 ; and other legal works. 

ROSSI. Giovanni Battista de, Italian archaeologist, b. at Rome, 1822. Author of 
a work on the Christian inscriptions in the Roman catacombs, and of numerous essays 
on archaeology.

Painted 'St. Agnes/ 1837 ; * Foscari ;' ' De Soto discovering the Missis- 
sippi ;* * Columbus before the Queen ;' and 'The Martyrs in the Coliseum.' 

ROTHSCHILD, Lionel Nathan, Baron de, English banker, b. 1808; educated 
at Gottingen ; succeeded his father as a Baron of the Austrian Empire, 1836 ; chief 
partner in the banking firm of Rothschild and Co. ; a deputy-lieutenant of London and 
a J. P. for Middlesex ; M.P. for London since 1847. 

ROTHSCHILD, Meyer Amschel, Baron de, English banker, b. 1818 ; partner 
in the banking firm of Rothschild and Co., and a magistrate of Bucks ; M.P. for Hythe 
since 1859. 

ROTHSCHILD, Nathaniel Meyer de, English politician, b. 1840; educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge ;. M.P. for Aylesbury since 1865. 

ROTOURS, Alexandre Antoine des, French politician, b. June 29, 1806 ; mayor 
of Avelin ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the departement du Nord since 1863. 

ROUGE', Olivier Emmanuel, Vicoxnte de, French archaeologist, b. at Paris, 
April 11, 1811 ; entered the Council of State in the section of the interior and of 
public instruction, 1854 ; appointed professor of archaeology in the College of 
France, 1857 ; elected member of the French Academy, 1853 ; contributor to the Revue

ROXBURGH E, James Henry Robert Innes Ker, Duke of, English 
administrator, b. 1816; succeeded his father, fifth duke, 1823; took his seat in the 
House of Lords, 1837. 

ROY-BRY, Henri, French politician, b. at Rochefort, December 7, 1810 ; a banker 
at Rochefort ; president of the Chamber of Commerce, and member of the General 
Council for the canton ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Charente 
Inferieure since 1859. 

ROYER, Paul Henri Ernest de. French statesman, b. at Versailles, Oct. 29, 
1808 ; studied at Marseilles, and law at Grenoble and Paris, where he was called to the 
bar, 1829; procureur-general to the Court of Appeal of Paris, 1850-51 ; minister of 
justice, Jan. 25 to April 11, 1851; reappointed minister of justice, Nov. 16, 1857; 
senator, and vice-president of the Senate, May 5, 1859 ; nominated first president of the 
Cour des Comptes, Feb. 1, 1863. Author of several legal works. 

ROYER. Pierre Marie Casimir, French politician, b. at St. Qalmier, Loire, Mav 
29, 1791 ; studied law, and was called to the bar at Grenoble, 1815 ; member of the 
Chamber of Deputies for Grenoble, 1846 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the depart- 
ment of the Isere since 1863. 

ROYSTON, Charles Philip, Viscount, English politician, b. 1836; educated at 
Harrow, and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. 1858; a magistrate 
of the county of Cambridge; formerly an officer in the 7th and 11th Light Dragoons; 
M. P. for Cambridgeshire since 1865. 

RUCHDI, Pasha Me be met, Turkish statesman, b. at Constantinople, 1809; 
entered the Turkish army, 1825 ; chief of staff at Nezib, 1839 ; general of division and 
minister of war, 1853-56; grand vizier, 1857-58 ; minister of war, 1861-62; reappointed 
to the ministry, July 1865. Translator of several French works, principally on war and 
military tactics. 

RUDDER, Louis Henri de, .French painter, b. at Paris, Oct. 17, 1807 ; studied 
under Gros, Charlet, and at the Ecole des Beaux Arts. Exhibited 4 La Mort de Jehan 
d'Armagnae,' 1835; 'Les Proscrits des Cevennes/ 1848 ; 'Le Christ au Jardin des Olives,' 
1863 ; ' Berger des Abruzzes,' 1864 ; and numerous other paintings, chiefly of religious 
or historical subjects. 

RX7FINO, Casimir Rutin o Ruiz, Spanish political economist, b. at Soto de 
CameroH, July 21, 1806 ; took part in the civil war ; was nominated deputy for Seville, 
1836 ; obliged to leave Spain, 1838 ; appointed professor and director of the commercial 
classes of science and art at the University of Madrid, 1848. Author of ' La Historia 
mercautil universal,' Madrid, 1852-53. 

RUGE, Arnold, German politician, b. at Bergen, island of Riigen, 1802; studied 
philosophy and philology at the Universities of Halle, Jena, and Heidelberg; professor 
of philosophy at the University of Halle, 1830-M). Author of 'Two Years in Paris,' 
1845 ; and of numerous political and philosophical works. 
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RUNEBERG, Johann Ludwig, Finnish autlior, b. at Jacobstede, Feb. 5, 1804 ; 
studied at Abo ; received his degree of doctor, 1827 ; appointed professor of eloquence 
at Helsingfors, 1830 ; nominated lecturer on poetry and eloquence at Borgo, and lecturer 
on Greek at the same college, 1842 ; appointed professor of the same, 1844. Author of 
'Poems,' Helsingfors, 1851 ; 'Smeerre Bemettelser,' 1854. 

RUSCALLA, Juvenale Vegezzi, Italian politician, b. at Turin, 1799 ; employed in 
the ministry of foreign affairs of Piedmont, 1818 ; was secretary to the same, 1836 ; and 
took part in the Congress of Verona ; appointed inspector-general of prisons ; resigned, 
1857 ; elected deputy for Scandiano to the Italian National Parliament, 1860 ; one of the 
chief contributors to the Rivista Contemporanea. 

RUSCHENBERGER, William, American naturalist, b. in the county of Cumber- 
land, New Jersey, Sept. 4, 1807 ; studied medicine at New York and Philadelphia ; 
assistant-surgeon in the navy, 1826-31 ; appointed surgeon in the navy, 1831. Author 
of ' Three Years in the Pacific,' Philadelphia, 1835 ; 4 Elements of Natural History,' 1850 ; 
and other works. 

RUSK IN, John, English author, b. in London, Feb. 1819; educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford. Author of 4 Modern Painters,' 1843-46 ; * The Seven Lamps of Architecture,' 
1849 ; 4 The Stones of Venice,' 1851-53 ; 4 King's Treasuries and Queen's Gardens,' 1865 ; 
and numerous other works on art and subjects connected therewith. 

RUSSELL, Arthur John Edward, English politician, b. 1325, second son of Lord 
G. W. Russell ; was private secretary to Lord John Kussell ; M.P. for Tavistock since 1857. 

RUSSELL, Sir Charles, English politician, b. 1826; educated at Eton; a J. P. and 
deputy-lieutenant of Berks ; captain and lieutenant-colonel Grenadier Guards ; was 
deputy-assistant quartermaster-general in the East ; M.P. for Berkshire, 1865-68. 

RUSSELL, Francis Charles Hastings, English politician, b. 1819 ; a deputy- 
lieutenant of Beds ; lieutenant-colonel Beds Rifle Volunteers ; late major Beds Militia ; 
formerly lieutenant in the Scots Fusilier Guards ; M.P. for Bedfordshire since 1847. 

RUSSELL, Francis William, English politician, b. 1800 ; educated at Fermoy, and 
at Trinity College, Dublin ; called to the Irish bar, 1824 ; a partner in the firm of Russell 
and Sons, merchants, of Limerick and London ; M.P. for Limerick since 1852. 

RUSSELL, Rev. John Fuller, English author, b. 1816; educated at St. Peter's 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated S.C.L. 1837, B.C.L. 183S ; incumbent of Green- 
hithe, Kent, since 1856. Author of 4 Judgment of the Church on the Sufficiency of Holy 
Soripture,' 1838 ; 4 Life of Dr. Johnson,' 1847 ; and other works. 

RUSSELL, John Russell, Earl, English statesman, b. in London, Aug. 18, 1792; 
educated at Westminster and Edinburgh ; paymaster of the forces, 1830-34 ; secretary of 
state for the Home Department, 1835-39 ; secretary of state for the colonies, 1839-41 ; 
first lord of the Treasury, 1846-62 ; secretary of state for foreign affairs, Dec. 1852 to 
March 1853; lord president of the Council, April 1854 to Jan. 1855 ; appointed on a 
special mission to Vienna, Feb. 1855 ; secretary of state for the colonies, Feb. to Jan. 
1855; again secretary of state for foreign affairs, June 1859-61 ; was M.P. for Tavistock, 
1813-19 ; for Huntingdonshire, 1820-26 ; Bandon Bridge, 1827-30 ; Devonshire, 1830-32 ; 
South Devon, 1882-35 ; Stroud, 1835-41 ; London, July 1841-61 ; elevated to the peerage, 
1861 ; first lord of the Treasury, Oct. 23, 1865, to July 6, 1866. 

RUSSELL, John Scott, English civil engineer, b. in the Vale of Clyde, 1808 ; edu- 
cated at the Universities of Edinburgh, St Andrew's, and Glasgow ; vice-president of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers ; one of the three promoters of the Great Exhibition of 
1851 ; designed the Ureal Eastern, and numerous other large steamships. Author of 
* The Modern System of Naval Architecture for Commerce and War.' 

RUSSELL, Sir William, English politician, b. 1822; entered the army, 1841 ; served 
in the 14th Hussars in the Crimea and in India, 1857-59 ; a colonel unattached ; was M. P. 
for Dover, 1847^*9; M.P. for Norwich since 1860. 

RUSSELL, William Howard, English author, b. at Lily Vale, county of Dublin, 
March 28. 1821 ; educated at Trinity College, Dublin ; entered the Middle Temple, 1846 ; 
called to the bar, 1850 ; was special correspondent to the Times in the Crimea, India, and 
America. Author of 'Letters from the Crimea,' 1855-56 ; 4 My Diary in India;' 'My 
Diary North and South,' 1863 ; 'Canada: its Defences, Condition, die* 1865; 'The 
Adventures of Dr. Brady,' 1868. 

RUTLAND, Charles Cecil John Manners, Duke of, English administrator, 
b. in London, May 16, 1815 ; educated at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; lord- 
lieutenant of Leicestershire ; honorary colonel of the Leicestershire Militia ; lord of the 
bedchamber to Prince Albert, Dec. 1843 to Aug. 1846; was M.P. for Stamford, 1837 to 
July 1852, and for North Leicestershire, 1852-57, when he succeeded as sixth duke. 
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consecrated bishop of Sodor and Man, 1842 ; translated to St. Asaph, 1846. Author of 
1 A Sketch of the History of the Church to the Revolution of 16S8 and other works. 

ST. AUBYN, John, English politician, b. 1829 ; educated at Eton, and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1842 ; a magist rate and deputy-lieutenant of Corn- 
wall, and captain of the Royal Cornwall Rangers ; M.P. for West Cornwall since 1858. 
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RYAN, Right Hon. Sir Edward, English judge, b. 1793; educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge; called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn. 1817; was puisne judge ; chief 
justice at Calcutta, and one of the comptrollers of the Exchequer ; sworn in the Privy 
Council, 1S43; appointed a commissioner of railways, 1846; one of the Civil Service 
Commissioners, and member of the Senate of the University of London. 

KYLE, Rev. John Charles, English theological writer, b. near Macclesfield, 1S16; 
educated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1836 ; appointed 
vicar of Stradbroke, Suffolk, 1861. Author of 4 Expository Thoughts on the Gospels/ 
and of numerous tracts.

SAAVEDRA, Angelo dc, Duke de Rivas, Spanish statesman and author, b. at 
Cordova, March 1, 1791 ; studied at Madrid; entered the Guards, 1807, and retired with 
the rank of colonel ; deputy to the Cortes for the province of Cordova, 1813 ; succeeded 
his brother in the dukedom, 1835 ; minister of the interior, 1836-3S ; ambassador to 
Naples, 1843-48; president of the Council of State, 1863-65.

SACK, Karl Heinrich, German theologian, b. at Berlin, Oct. 17, 1790; studied law 
at Gottingen and theology at the University of Berlin ; appointed professor of theology 
at the University of Bonn, 1823 ; took part in the General Synod of Berlin as deputy from 
the Faculty of Bonn, 1846. Author of 4 Die Kirche von Schottland,' Heidelberg, 1844—15 ; 
and other theological works. 

SACY, Samuel Ustazade Silvestre de, French author, b. at Paris, Oct. 17, 
1801 ; studied at the Lyceum of Louis le Grand, and was called to the bar ; appointed 
conservateur of the Bibliotheque Mazarine. 18."6; and keeper of the same, 1848; nomi- 
nated member of the Imperial Council for Public Education, July'2, 1864 ; elected member 
of the French Academy, 1854. Contributor to Le Journal dts Debats since 1828. 

SA DA BANDEIRA, Bernardo De Sa Nogrueira, Visconnt de, Portu- 
guese statesman, b.

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ST. DAVID'S, Right Rev. Conn op Thirl wall, Bishop of, English divine, 
b. 1797 ; educated at the Charterhouse, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; called to the 
bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1825 ; ordained, 1828 ; consecrated bishop of St. David's, 1840 ; is 
dean of Brecon and visitor of St. David's College, Lampeter. Author of * History of 
Greece ;' and other works.

B.A. 1830; elected fellow of Merton College, and graduated M.A. 1833 ; appointed vicar 
of St. Peter's in the East, Oxford, and examining chaplain to the bishop of Salisbury, 
1837 ; canon-residentiary of Salisbury, June 1841 ; consecrated bishop of Salisbury, 1854. 

SALLANDROUZE DE LAMORNAIX, Charles Jean, French politician, 
b. at Paris, March 27, 1800 ; a manufacturer at Aubusson, Creuse ; elected representa- 
tive of the department of Creuse, 1848 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for Creuse since 
1852. Author of 1 Considerations sur la Legislation des Brevets d'Invention,' 1829 ; and 
other works. 

SALLES, Euse be Frangois, Comte de, French philologist, b. at MontpeUier, 
Dec. 16, 17l>6 ; educated for the medical profession, and received the degree of M.D. ;

SANDEAU, Jules, French author, b. at Aubusson, Feb. 19, 1811 ; studied law in 
Paris ; elected member of the French Academy, 1858; assistant in the Imperial Library 
of Paris, and one of the conservators of the Mazarin Library since 1853; wrote, in con- 
junction with Madame Dudevant, 'Rose et Blanche,' 1831 ; also author of ' Madame de 
Sommerville,' 1884 ; 'Olivier,' 1854 ; ' Un Debut dans la Magistrature,' 1862 ; 'La Maison 
de Penarvan,* 1863 ; and other novels and dramas.

1805; educated at Balliol College, 
Oxford, and graduated B.D. 1846; appointed honorary canon of Worcester, 1844; arch- 
deacon of Coventry, 1851 ; rector of Alve Church, 1854; Bampton Lecturer at Oxford, 
1861 ; one of her Majesty's commissioners for revising the forms of clerical subscription, 
1864.

b. 1811 ; lord-lieutenant of Huntingdonshire ; was captain of the Gentlemen-at-Arms 
from March to Dec. 1852 ; and master of the buckhounds, Feb. 1858 to June 1855). 

SANTA ANNA, Antonio Lopez de, Mexican statesman, b. in Jalapa, Feb. 21, 
1798 s ; appointed to the command of Vera Cruz, 1822 ; deposed, Nov. 1822 ; chosen pre- 
sident of Mexico, 1833 ; taken prisoner, April 21, 1836 ; was again president, 1841-45 ; 
reinstated, Feb. 1846; anew proclaimed president of the republic, Feb. 2, 184S; 
resigned, and escaped from the country, 1855. 

SARDOU, Victorien, French dramatic writer, b. at Paris, 1831; studied medicine. 
Author of 'LaTaverne des Etudiants,' 1854; 'La Perle noire,' 1862; 4 Le Degei,' 1864; 
4 La Famille Benoiton,' 1865 ; and numerous other dramatic works. 

SARGENT, Epes, American author, b. at Gloucester, Massachusetts, Sept. 1816 ; 
studied at Boston, and graduated at Harvard College. Author of 4 The Bridge of Genoa,' 
1836 ; 4 Wealth and Worth ;' 4 Songs of the Sea, and other Poems,' 1845 ; 4 Standard

SARTORIUS, Luis Jose, Count de San Luis, Spanish statesman, b. about 
1S10 ; founded the .Heraldo, 1841 ; was deputy to the Cortes, 1843-47 ; minister of the 
interior, 1847-50 ; prime minister from Sept. 1853 to July 1854 ; re-elected to the 
Cortes, 1857. 

SAULCY, Louis Fe licien Joseph Caignart de, French antiquarian, b at 
Lille, March 19, 1807; entered the Ecole Polytechnique, 1826, and became an officer 
of artillery ; elected member of the French Academy, 1842 ; nominated senator, 1859.

studied law, and was called to the bar of Lyons ; minister of justice in the cabinet of 
M. Thiers, Feb. 22, 1836, to April 15, 1837; president of the Chamber, 1839-48, when ho 
retired from public life. Author of 4 Rome devant l'Europe,' 1860 ; 4 Les deux Politiques 
de la France et le Partage de Rome/ 1862. 
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SAXE, John Godefroy, American author, b. at Highgate, Vermont, June 2, 1816;

b. at TiekhiU Castle, Yorkshire, May 7, 1813; etlucated at Eton; formerly an officer in 
the 7th Hussars ; lieuUmant colonel Yorkshire Yeomanry Cavalry. 

SCARLETT. Hon. Sir James YorVe, English military commander, b. 1799; 
educated at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; second lieutenant in the 18th Hus- 
sars, 1818; lieutenant-colonel, 1840; lieutenant-general, 1862 ; created K.C.B. at the 
close of the Crimean war; colonel of the 5th Dragoon Guards, and appointed to the 
command of Aldershot camp. 

SCARLETT, Hon. Peter Campbell, English diplomatist, b. 1804 ; entered the 
diplomatic service, and was attache at Constantinople, Paris, and at Rio Janeiro, and 
secretary of legation at Florence ; envoy to Bra2il, 1856 ; to the court of Tuscany, 1858 ; 
to the Emperor Maximilian of Mexico, 1864. 

SCHACK, Adolf Friedrich von, German iw>et and historian of literature, b. at 
Brusewitz, near Schwerin, Mecklenburg, Aug. 2, 1815; studied law at the Universities 
of Bonn, Heidelberg, and Berlin ; entered the diplomatic service of the Grand Duke of 
Mecklenburg; retired, 1852.

1820; admitted a student of the 
Royal Academy, 1838 ; appointed art secretary and keeper of the Gallery of Old Masters 
at the Manchester Exhibition of 1857 ; secretary and keeper of the National Portrait 
Gallery. Author of ' Catalogue of Pictures and Works of Art in Blenheim Palace,' 1860 ; 
and other works. Exhibited several oil paintings in the Royal Academy, and illustrated 
Macaulay's ' Lays of Ancient Rome ' and other books.

SCHMERLING, Anton, Baron von, Austrian statesman, b. at Vienna, Aug. 23,

March 3, 1848 ; elected representative of Guadaloupe and Martinique to the Constituent 
Assembly, 1849 ; exiled, 1851. Author of a biography of Handel, and several works on 
slavery. 

SCHOLL, Aurelien, French author, b. at Bordeaux, July 14, 1833. Author of 
4 Lettres a mon Domestique,* 1854; 'Claude le Borgne,' 1859; 'Helene Hermann,' 1863 ; 
arid other works of fiction. 

SCHOOLCRAFT, Henry Rowe, American author, b. in the county of Albany, 
31arch 28, 1793. Author of 'Narrative of an Expedition to Haska Lake, the actual Source 
of Mississippi River,' New York, 1834 ; ' Ethnological Researches respecting Red Man in 
America ;' 'Historical and Statistical Information respecting the History, Condition, &c. 
of the Indian Tribes of the United States,' Philadelphia, 1852 ; and other works. 

SCHOTT, Wilhelra, German philologist, b. at Mayence, Sept. 3, 1807 ; studied at the 
Universities of Giessen, Halle, and Berlin, 1830 ; appointed professor at the University 
of Berlin, 1838. Author of ' Essay on the Tartar Languages,' Berlin, 1836 ; ' Buddhism 
in Upper Asia and China,' 1844 ; and other philological works. 

SCHREIBER, Charles, English politician, b. 1826; educated at Eton, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A 1850, M.A. 1853; fellow of Trinity, 
1852-55 ; elected M. P. for Cheltenham, 1865. 

SCHREIBER, Charlotte Elizabeth, English authoress, b. May 19, 1812; married 
first to Sir Josiah John Guest, Bart. 1833, who died L852; and secondly to Charles 
Schreibcr, Esq., M.P. 1855. Translator of the * Mabinogion.' 

SCHUMANN, Klara, German pianiste, b. Sept. 1819, widow of the celebrated 
composer, Robert Schumann. 

SCHUSELKA, Franz, German author, b. at Budweis, Bohemia, Aug. 18, 1811 ; 
studied law at Vienna, and became advocate at the criminal tribunal ; member of the 
German National Parliament at Frankfort, 1848. Author of ' Ofctreichs Vor- and Rtick- 
schritte,' Hamburg, 1847; 'Ein Stuck Geschichte aus Russland,' Dresden, 1857 ; and 
other works. 

SCHWEIGAARD, Anton Martin, Norwegian author, b. at Krageroe, April 11, 
1808 ; studied at the University of Christiania ; nominated lecturer on law in his univer- 
sity, 1S35 ; deputy from Christiania to the National Assembly, 1S42 ; director of the Bank 
of Christiania, 1845. Author of 'The Bank and Finances of Norway,' Christiania, 1836 ; 
1 Commentary on Norwegian Criminal Law,' 1844-46. 
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SCIALOJA, Antonio, Italian statesman, b. at Geduccio, near Naples, 1817; was 
advocate at the Court of Cassation, 1S45 ; minister of agriculture and commerce, and 
deputy to the Chaml>er, 1848 to April 1849 ; elected for Moncalvo to the Italian National 
Parliament, 1859 ; appointed minister of finance, 1860 ; sent to Paris to negotiate a treaty 
of commerce between France and Italy, 1862. Author of ' Principles of Social Economy/ 
Naples, 1840; and other works. 

SC LATER, Philip Lutley, English naturalist, b. 1889; educated at Winchester 
School, and at Corpus Christ! College, Oxford, where he graduated in 1849; called to the 
box of Lincoln's Inn, 1855 ; elected secretary of the Zoological Society of London, 1862. 
Author of 'Monograph of the Birds forming the Tanagrine Genus Calliste ;' and other 
works on natural history. 

SCOTT, Benjamin, English author, b. 1814 ; chief clerk in the Chamberlain's office, 
1842 ; resigned, 1853; founded the Hank of London, of which he was secretary till 1858; 
elected to the office of city chamberlain, 1858. Author of 'The Catacombs at Rome;' 
and other historical works. 

SCOTT, George Gilbert, English architect, b. at Gawcott, near Buckingham, 1811 ; 
designed the Martyrs" Memorial at Oxford, 1841 ; the Church of St. Nicholas at Ham- 
burg; the cathedral church of St. John Newfoundland, erected 1848; and other 
churches and public buildings ; appointed official architect of the dean and chapter of 
Westminster, 1849, architect to the new Foreign Office, and to the memorial of the 
late Prince Consort. Elected A.R.A. 1852, R.A. 1860. 

SCOTT, Lord Henry John Douglas, English politician, b. 1832 ; educated at 
Eton; a magistrate of Midlothian, and captain of Midlothian Yeomanry Cavalry; M.P. 
for Selkirkshire since 1861-68 ; returned M.P. for Hampshire, 1868. 

SCOTT, Rev. Robert, English divine, b. in Devonshire, 1810; educated at Shrews- 
bury, and at Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B. A. 1831 ; appointed master of 
Balliol College, 1854. Editor, with Dr. Liddell, of a Greek and English Lexicon. 

SCOTT, Rev. William, English theological writer, b. 1812; educated at Queen's 
College, Oxford, where he graduated in 1S35 ; was perpetual curate of Christ Church, 
Hoxton, 1839-60 ; appointed rector of St Olave, Jewry, 1860 ; editor of the Christian 
Remembrancer. 

SCOTT, Sir William, English politician, b. 1803 ; a deputy-lieutenant of Roxburgh ; 
late lieutenant in the 2d Life Guards ; M.P. for Carlisle, 18^9-30 ; and for Roxburghshire 
since 1859. 

SCOTJRFIE LD , John Henry, English politician, b. 1808 ; educated at Harrow, and 
Oriel College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1825, M.A. 1832; lord-lieutenant of 
Haverfordwest, and a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the county of Pembroke ; 
assumed the name of Seourtield in lieu of Philipps, 1862 ; M.P. for Haverfordwest, 
1852-68; returned M.P. for Pembroke, 1868. 

SCROPE, George Ponlett, English geologist, b. 1797; a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant of Wilts ; M. P for Stroud, 1833-65. Author of ' Considerations on Volcanoes,' 
18-25; ' The Geology of Central France,' 1827. 

SCULLY, Vincent, English politician, b. Sept. 8, 1810 ; educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, and at Cambridge; called to the Irish bar, 1833; M.P. for the county of Cork, 
1852-57, and 1859-65. Author of works on the Irish Land Question, on Free Trade in 
Land, and Mutual Land Societies. 

SE AFIELD, John Charles Ogilvie Grant. Earl of, Scottish administrator, 
b. 1815 ; a deputy-lieutenant of Inveruess-shire, and for Banffshire ; succeeded his father, 
sixth earl, 1853 ; elected a representative peer of Scotland, 1853. 

SEATON, James Colborne, Baron, English politician, b. 1820; educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge ; a colonel in the army ; served in Canada and the Ionian 
Islands ; military secretary in Ireland, 1855-00 ; succeeded his father, first baron, 1863. 

SECOND, Albe'ric, French author, b. at Angouleme, 1816. Author of 'Un Dragon 

du Vertu,' 1839 ; 1 Contes sans Pretention,' 1857 ; and other novels and dramas. 

SEDGWICK, Rev. Adam, English geologist, b. in Yorkshire, 1787; graduated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, 1808 ; appointed Woodwardian professor of geology, 1818 ; 
and canon of Norwich, 1834. Author of ' Geology of the Lake District,' 1858 ; 1 Discourse 
on the Studies of the University of Cambridge,' 1850 ; and other geological works. 

SEDGWICK, Amy, English actress, b. at Bristol, Oct. 27, 1835; made her debut at 
Richmond Theatre as 'Julia,' in 'The Hunchback,' 1853 ; first appeared in London at the 
Haymarket Theatre as 'Pauline,' in 'The Lady of Lyons,' 1857: married to W. B. 
Parkes, M.D. 1858, who died 1863. 
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SEDGWICK, Catherine Maria, American authoress, b. at Stoekbridge, Massa- 
chusetts, 1790. Author of • The New England Tale,* 1822 ; 4 Hope Leslie, or Early Times 
in America,' 1827 ; 'Clarence, a Tale of our own Times,* 1830 ; * The Poor Rich Man, and 
the Rich Poor Man,' 1836 ; and other works of fiction. 

SEDILLOT, Louis Pierre. French philologist, b. at Paris, June 23, 1808; appointed 
secretary to the College of France and to the School of Oriental Languages, 1832. 
Author of ' Lettres sur auelques Points de 1' Astronomie orientale,' 1834-09 ; ' Histoire 
des Arabes,' 1854 ; and other works. 

SEELY, Charles, English politician, b. 1803 ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of 
the county of Lincoln; was high sheriff of Hants, 1860-61; M.P. for Lincoln, 1847-48, 
and since 1861. 

SEEM ANN, Berthold, English naturalist, b. at Hanover, 1825 ; studied at the Uni- 
versity of Gottingen, where he graduated Ph.D. ; appointed naturalist on board H.M.S. 
Herald, 1846 ; appointed by the Colonial Office one of the royal commissioners to the 
Viti and Fiji Islands, 1860. Author of 'The Botany of the Voyage of H.M.S. Herald;' 
* Popular History of the Palms ;' and other works on natural history. 

SEFTON, William Philip Molyneux, Earl of, English administrator, b. 1835 ; 
lord-lieutenant of the county of Lancaster ; was lieutenant in the Grenadier. Guards, 
1854, and served with his regiment in the Crimea until the peace. 

SEGRIS, E mile Alexis, French politician, b. at Poitiers, March 4, 1811; advocate 
at the Imperial Court of Angers ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of 
Maine-et-Loire since 1859. 

SEIDIi, Johann Gabriel, German archaeologist, b. at Vienna, June 21, 1S04 ; studied 
law ; appointed conservator of the Numismatic and Antiquarian Cabinet of Vienna, 
1840 ; a member of the Academy of Sciences, 1847. Author of ' Dichtungen,' Vienna, 
1826-28; 'Natur und Herz,* Stuttgardt, 1853; ' Beitrage zur Chronik,' Vienna, 1854; 
and other poetical and archaeological works. 

SEJOUR, Victor, French dramatic writer, b. at Paris about 1816. Author of 'Retour 
de Napoleon,' 1841 ; ' Le Fils de la Nuit,' 1857 ; ' Les Massacres de Syrie,* 1860 ; ' 1/j 
Marquis Caporal,' 1864; and other dramas. 

SELKIRK, Dunbar James Douglas, Earl of, Scottish administrator, b. 1809; 
lord-lieutenant of the stewartry of Kirkcudbright ; appointed keeper of the Great Seal of 
Scotland, April 1858 ; resigned, 1859. 

SELWIN, Henry John, English politician, b. 1826; educated at St John's College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1849, M.A. 1852; a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of 
Essex ; M.P. for South Essex, 1865-68. 

SELWYN. Sir Charles Jasper, English judge, b. 1813; educated at Eton, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1836, M.A. 1839 ; called to the bar 
of Lincoln's Inn, 1840 ; nominated commissary of the University of Cambridge, 1855 ; 
M.P. for the University of Cambridge, 1859-68; solicitor-general, 1867-68; one of the 
lords justices of appeal, 1868. 

SELWYN, Rev. Wilttam, English divine, b. 1806 ; educated at Eton, and St. John's 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1828 ; canon of Ely Cathedral, 1833 ; Lady 
Margaret's reader in theology, 18. r >5, and chaplain to her Majesty, 18o9. Author of 
« Hone nebraicaV 1848-60 ; 'Two Charts of Prophecy;' and other theological works. 

SEMPER, Gottfried, German architect, b. at Hamburg, 1804; studied at the 
University of Gottingen, and at Munich ; appointed professor to the Academy of 
Dresden, 1834 ; designed the new hall of the theatre at Dresden, and other buildings. 
Author of 'On Industry, Science, and Art,' 1852; 'The Four Elements of Architec- 
ture,' 1851. 

SENARD, Antoine Marie Jules, French politician, b. at Rouen, April 9, 1S00 ; 
studied law in Paris, and was called to the bar, 1821 ; took part in the Revolution of 
1830 ; elected to the Constituent Assembly, of which he was chosen president, 1848 ; a 
member of the bar of Paris. 

SENE CA, Myrtil Joseph, French politician, b. at Abbeville, May 11, 1800; 
appointed magistrate, 1830 ; king's council at Arras, 1884 ; counsellor at the Court of 
Cassation, 1853 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of the Somme since 
1863. 

SERRANO, Francisco, Duke de la Torre, Spanish military commander, 
b. at Cadiz, Nov. 10, 1810 ; entered the army, 1825; captain-general of Grenada, 1850; 
exiled, 1854 ; returned and nominated captain-general of artillery, 1854 ; captain-general 
of New Castile, 18'>6 ; Spanish ambassador at Paris, 1857 ; director and colonel-general 
of artillery, 1859-61 ; captain -general of Madrid, 1865 ; president of the Senate, 18(56 ; 
president of the Council of Ministers of the Provisional Government of Spain, Sept. 1868. 
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SERRET, Ernest) French writer, b. at Boulogne sur-Mer, Dec. 8, 1821 ; studied law 
at Paris. Author of the * Touristes,' 1846 ; 4 Lett Illustrations de l'Ainour,' 1862 ; ' Neuf 
Filles et un Garcon," 1864 ; and other novels and dramas. 

SERRET, Joseph Alfred, French mathematician, b. 1819; studied at the Ecole 
Poly technique, and became lieutenant of artillery, 1840 ; examiner at the Exjole Poly- 
technique, 1848 ; appointed professor of differential aud integral calculus to the College 
of France, Dec. 20, 1863. Author of ' Sur l'lntegration des Equations aux Derivees par- 
tielles du premier Ordre,' 1861 ; and other works ou mathematics. 

SE VERNE, John Edmund, English politician, b. 1826; educated at Brasenose 
College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1848; deputy-lieutenant of the counties of 
Northampton and Salop, and a magistrate of the county of Montgomery; formerly 
captain iu the 16th Light Dragoons ; M.P. for Ludlow, 1865-68. 

SEWARD, William Henry, American statesman, b. in Orange County, New York, 
May 16, 1801 ; graduated at Union College, 1820; called to the bar, 1822; elected to the 
State Senate of New York, 1830 ; member of the Senate of the United States, 1849-61 ; 
was a candidate for the Presidency, 1860 ; secretary of state for foreign affairs, 1861-69. 
Author of 4 Speeches, State Papers, aud Miscellaneous Works,' New York, 1853. 

SEWELL, Elisabeth Missing, English authoress, b. in the Isle of Wight, 1815. 
Author of « Amy Herbert/ 1844 ; ' The Earl's Daughter ;' 4 Cleve Half 

SEWELL. Rev. William. English divine, b. in the Isle of Wight, 1805, brother of 
the preceding ; educated at Harrow, and Merton College, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. 1827; appointed principal of St. Peter's College, Radley. Author of 'On the 
Dialogues of Plato ;' 1 Sacred Thoughts in Verse and other works. 

SEYDOUX, Jean Jacqnes, French politician, b. at Vevey, Switzerland, July 6, 
1796; a manufacturer of merinos at Cateau ; representative of the departement du Nord 
in the Legislative Assembly, 1849; member of the Corps Legislatif for the departement 
du Nord since 1852. 

SEYFFARTH, Gustav, German philologist, b. July 13, 1796 ; graduated in philology 
and theology at the University of Leipsic, 1828 ; appointed professor of archaeology in 
the same University, 1825. Author of ' Systema Astronomise J2gyptiorura quadripar- 
titum,' Leipsic, 1833; 'Grammatica JSgyptiaca,' Got ha, 1855; 'Theological Writings 
of the Ancient Egyptians,' 1657 ; and other works on the language and literature of 
Egypt. 

SEYMOUR. Alfred, English politician, b. 1824 ; educated at Christ Church, Oxford; 
a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of Wilts ; M. P. for Totnes, 1863-67. 

SEYMOUR, Right Hon. Sir George, English diplomatist, b. 1797 ; graduated 
at Merton College, Oxford ; appointed attache at the Hague, 1817 ; resident minister at 
Florence, 1830 ; envoy-extraordinary and minister-plenipotentiary to Brussels, 1886, to 
Lisbon, Dec. 1846, and to St. Petersburg, 1851 ; ambassador at Vienna, 1855 ; retired 
from the diplomatic service, 1858. 

SEYMOUR. George Henry, English naval commander, b. 1818 ; educated at the 
Royal Naval College, Portsmouth ; a rear-admiral in the Royal Navy, and magistrate for 
Norfolk; M.P. for the county of Antrim since 1865. 

SEYMOUR, Henry Danby, English politician, b. 1820; educated at Eton, and 
Christ Church, Oxford ; a deputy-lieutenant of Wilts ; was joint secretary to the Board 
of Control, 1855-58 ; M.P. for Poole, 1850-68. 

SEYMOUR, Horatio, American politician, b. at Onondaga County, State of New 
York, 1811 ; studied for the bar, and practised as a lawyer in Utica ; member of the 
Legislative Assembly, 1842-45 ; elected governor of the State of New York, 1852, and 
again 1862. 

SEYMOUR, Sir Michael, English naval commander, b. 1802; educated at the 
Royal Naval College ; a vice-admiral in the Royal Navy ; has been commander-in-chief 
on the East India station; made K.C.B. for services against the Russians in the Baltic, 
1855, and Q.C.B. after the Chinese war, 1857-58 ; was secretary and registrar to the Order 
of the Bath ; M.P. for Devonport, 1859-63 ; admiral in command at Portsmouth. 

SEYMOUR. Rev. Michael Hobart, English author, b. 1S02 ; educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he graduated B.A 1825, M. A. 1827 ; was ordained, 1825. Author 
of 4 Mornings among the Jesuits,' 1850 ; * Evenings with the Romanists,' 1854 ; and other 
theological works. 
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SHAFTESBURY, Anthony Ashley Cooper, Earl, English statesman, b. 
April 28, 1801; educated at Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated M.A. 1832; 
created D.C.L. 1841; sat in the House of Commons as Lord Ashley, 1827-51 ; was a 
commissioner of* the Board of Control, 1828-30 ; a lord of the Admiralty, Dec. 1834 to 
April 1835, and an ecclesiastical commissioner, 1841-47 ; chairman of the Lunacy Com- 
mission, and a commissioner of the Board of Health ; succeeded his father, sixth earl, 
1851. 

SHAPTO, Robert Dun combe, English politician, b- 1806 ; a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant of Durham, and a magistrate of Wilts ; M.P. for North Durliam, 1847-08. 

SHAW, Right Hon. Frederick, English politician, b. 1799 ; educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, and at Brasenose College, Oxford ; received the degree of LL. D. from 
Dublin ; called to the Irish bar, 1822 ; appointed recorder of Dundalk, 1820 ; recorder of 
Dublin, 1828 ; member of the Privy Council in Ireland, 1835 ; was M.P. for Dublin City, 
1830-82, and for the University of Dublin, 1832-48. 

SHELTON, Frederick William, American author, b. at Jamaica, Long Island, 
1814 ; graduated at the College of New Jersey, 1834 ; ordained a minister of the Episcopal 
Church, 1847 ; appointed incumbent of a parish in the State of Vermont, 1854. Author 
of 4 The Rector of St. Bardolph's,' 1852 ; ' Peeps from a Belfry,' 1855 ; and other works. 

SHERBORNE, James Henry Leppe Dutton, Baron, English administrator, 
b. 1804 ; educated at Eton ; a deputy-lieutenant and a magistrate of Gloucestershire ; 
succeeded his father, second baron, Oct. 1802. 

SHERIDAN, Henry Brinsley, English politician, b. 1820 ; called to the bar of the 
Diner Temple, 1851 ; J. P. for Middlesex and Kent, and lieutenant-colonel of the Sixth 
Cinque Ports Artillery ; M. P. for Dudley since 1857. 

SHERIDAN, Philip Henry, American military commander, b. in the State of Ohio, 
1831 ; educated at West Point; admitted to the Military Academy, 1848, and graduated, 
1853 ; lieutenant, 1855 ; captain, 1801 ; chief quartermaster general of the Western Depart- 
ment, 1802 ; brigadier-general, 1802 ; major-general, 1803 ; gained the battle of Five 
Forks, March 30, 1805. 

SHERIDAN, Richard Brinsley, English politician, b. 1809; a magistrate and 

deputy-lieutenant of Dorset; was high sheriff, 1838 ; M.P. for Shaftesbury, 1845-52 ; and 

for Dorchester, 1852-08. 
SHERMAN, William Tecnmseh, American military commander, b. in the State 

of Ohio, Feb. 8, 1820 ; entered West Point, 1830, and graduated, 1840 ; lieutenant, 1841 ; 

captain, 1848; appointed president of the State Military Institute of Louisiana, 1853; 

colonel, 1801; major-general, May 1, 1802; captured Atlanta, July 1804, and Savannah, 

Dec. 1804 ; general-in-chief of the United States forces, 1809. 
SHERRIFF, Alexander Clnnes, English politician, b. 1810; magistrate of the 

city of Worcester ; deputy-chairman of the Metropolitan District Railway, and director 

of the Metropolitan Railway; M.P. for Worcester, 1805-08. 

SHIRLEY, Evelyn Philip. English politician, b. 1812; educated at Eton, and Mag- 
dalen College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1834, M.A. 1847; a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant of Warwickshire, and of the county of Monaghan ; M. P. for the 
county of Monaghan, 1841, and for South Warwickshire, 1853-05. Author of ' The Noble 
and Gentle Men of England.' 

SHREWSBURY AND TALBOT, Henry John Chetwynd Talbot, 
Earl of, English administrator, b. 1808 ; rear-admiral on the retired list ; a magistrate 
and deputy-lieutenant of Staffordshire ; was M.P. for Hertford, 1832-33, and for South 
Staffordshire, 1837-49; was a lord-iu- waiting to the Queen, March to Dec. 1852; captain 
of the Hon. Corps of Gentlemen-at-Anns, Feb. 1858 to June 1859; succeeded as third 
Earl Talbot, 1849 ; made out his claim to the earldom (19th earl) of Shrewsbury, 1858. 

SHUTTLE WORTH, Sir James Philipps Kaye, English politician, b. 1804 ; 
educated »t Scottish and foreign Universities ; formerly secretary to the Committee of 
Privy Council on Education ; created a baronet, 1850 ; assumed the name of Shuttle- 
worth by royal licence ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the county of Lancaster. 

SIBOUR, Le on, French divine, b. at Istres, Douches du Rhone, Feb. 9, 1807; studied 
at Aix, and entered the Grand Seminary ; appointed professor of ecclesiastical history 
to the Faculty of Aix, 1845 ; represented Ardeche in the Constituent Assembly, 1S4'.> ; 
consecrated bishop of Tripoli in partibus injidelium, 1855. 

SIBTHORP, Rev. Richard Waldo, English theological writer, b. 1791 ; educated 
at Magdalen College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1813, and M.A. and B. D ; was 
incumbent of St. James' Church, Ryde ; resigned and joined the Roman Catholic Church, 
1842 ; subsequently returned to the English communion.

SICHEL, Jules, French medical writer, b. at Frankfort-on-the-Maine, 1802; received 
the degree of M. D. at Berlin, 1825, and at Paris, 1833 ; founded the Clinique Ophthal- 
niologique, for gratuitous advice, in Paris, 1836. Author of ' Propositions generates 
stir l'Ophthalniologie,' 1833; 4 Iconographie Ophthalmologique,' 1852-66; and other 
works on diseases of the eye. 

SICKLES, Daniel, American military commander, b. in New York, 1822; elected to 
Congress, 1857 ; raised a brigade of 5,000 men on the outbreak of civil war, and received 
the commission of brigadier-general, 1861 ; major-general of Volunteers alter the battle 
of Fair Oaks, 1862; appointed U.S. envoy to Spain, 1869. 

SIGNOIj, E mile, French painter, b. at Paris, March 11, 1804: studied at the £cole des 
Beaux Arts. Painted 4 Joseph raeontant son Keve a ses Freres,' 1324 ; 4 La Prise de 
Jerusalem,* 1848; 4 Sainte Faniille,' 1863 ; and many other, chiefly historical, works. 

SIGURDSSON, Jon, Icelandic author, b. at Rafnseyri, June 17, 1811 ; studied philo- 
logy at the University of Cojienhagen, 1834.; elected to the Althing, or. Icelandic Parlia- 
ment, 1845-47, and to the Danish Legislative Assembly, 1848. Author of 'Om Islands 
Statsreteige,' Forhold, 1856. Edited 'Islenak Fornkvaxli,' Copenhagen, 1854 ; and otlier 
works. 

SIMEON, Sir John, English politician,, b. 1815; educated at Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. 1837, M.A. 1840; a magistrate of Hants, deputy -lieutenant of- 
the Isle of Wight, and major 1st battalion Isle of Wight Rifle Volunteers; M.P. for the 
Isle of Wight, 1847-51, and since 1865. 

SIMMS, William Gilxnore, American- author, b. at Charleston, South Carolina, 
April 17, 1807. Author of 'Lyrical and other Poems,! 1825; ' Atalantis, a Story of the 
Sea,' 1832; 4 The Wigwam and the Cabin,' New York,' 1845; 4 Poems, descriptive, 
dramatic, legendary, and contemplative/ ib. 1858; and numerous other works. 

SIMON, John, English surgeon, b. 1810 ; elected fellow of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
18+4 ; medical officer of the Privy Council ; surgeon. to St. Thomas's Hospital, and lecturer 
on pathology. Author of several papers on the sanitary condition of England. 

SIMON, Joseph Francois, French politician, b. at Guemene, Loire Inferieure, 
Feb. 5, 1801 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Loire Inferieure 
since 1857. 

SIMON, Jules, French philosopher and politician, b. at Lorient, Morbihan, Dec. 31, 
1814 ; studied in the college of his native town, and at the Ecole Nonnale, 1832 ; elected 
to the Constituent Assembly, 1848 ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department 
of the Seine since 1863. Author of 4 Histoire de l'Ecole d'Alexandrie,' 1844--15 ; second 
edition, 1861 ; 4 L'Ecole,' 1864 ; and several works on philosophy and education. 

SIMONDS, William Barrow, English politician, b. 1820; educated at Merchant 
Taylors* School ; a magistrate of the city of Winchester; captain of 1st Hants Rifle 
Volunteers ; auditor to King's College, Cambridge ; M.P. for Winchester since 1865. 

SIMPSON, Sir James Young, Scottish physician, b. at' Bathgate, Linlithgow- 
shire, 1811; appointed professor of midwifery in the University of Edinburgh, 1840; 
introduced chloroform, 1847 ; elected president of the Edinburgh Royal College of 
Physicians, 1849. Author of 4 Obstetric Memoirs ;' and other medical works. 

SI M ROCK, Karl, German poet, b. at Bonn, Oct. 28, 1802 ; studied at the Universities 
of Bonn and Berlin, 1822 ; appointed professor of German literature and language at 
Bonn, 1850. Author of 4 Gedichte,' Leipsic, 1844; 4 Altdeutsches Lesebuch,* Stuttgardt 
and Tubingen, 1854 ; and other poetical works. 

SIMSON, Martin Eduard, German statesman, b. at Konigsberg, Nov. 10, 1810; 
studied in his native town, and received the degree of LL.D. 1829 ; appointed professor, 
1836; and counsellor of the superior tribunal of Konigsberg, 1846; represented Konigs- 
berg at the Parliament of Frankfort, 1848 ; charged with the leadership of the deputation 
to Berlin to offer the crown to the king of Prussia, 1849 ; member of the Parliament of 
Erfurt, 1852 ; president of the Second Prussian Chamber, 1861-64. 

SINCLAIR, James St. Clair, Baron, Scottish administrator, b. at Herdmanston, 
Haddingtonshire, 1803 ; educated at Winchester College ; a deputy-lieutenant of Berwick- 
shire ; a magistrate of Haddingtonshire and Berwickshire ; was formerly captain in the 
Grenadier Guards ; succeeded his father, twelfth baron, 1863. 
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SINCLAIR, Ven. John, English divine, b. 1796; educated at Pembroke College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B. A. 1819, M. A. 1822 ; appointed examining chaplain to the 
Bishop of London, 1839 ; archdeacon of Middlesex, 1843. Author of ' The Life and 
Times of Sir John Sinclair, Bart.,' 1837 ; and other works. 

SINTENIS, Karl Frledrich, German politician, b. at Zerbst, June 25, 1804; 
studied law at the Universities of Leipsic and Jeua; member of the Diet of Anhalt, 
1849 ; president of the tribunal of the Duchy of Anhalt, 1853. Author of ' Corpus Juris 
Civilis,' 1829 ; and other legal works. 

SKODA, Joseph, German physician, b. at Pilsen, Bohemia, Dec. 10, 1S05 ; studied at 
the University of Vienna, and received the degree of M.D. 18*1 ; second physician to 
the General Hospital of Vienna, 1833 ; physician-in-chief to the hospital, 1841. Author 
of 1 Treatise on Auscultation and Percussion,* 1855. 

SLADE, Sir Adolphus, English naval commander, b. 1807 ; appointed a commander 
In the navy, 1841 ; entered the Turkish service, and became vice-admiral in the Ottoman 
Navy, 1858; created K.C.B. 1858. Author of 'Records of Travels in Turkey,' and 
' Turkey, Greece, and Malta. ' 

SMEE, Alfred, English author, b. 1818 ; admitted a member of the College of Surgeons, 



Human Mind;' 'Lectures on Electro-metallurgy, delivered at the Bank of England, ' 
and other works. 

SMILES, Samuel, English author, b. at Haddington, N.B., Dec. 23, 1812 ; matriculated 
at Edinburgh University, 1829; diploma of the Royal College of Surgeons, Edinburgh, 
1832 ; practised medicine for six years, and became afterwards secretary to two railway 
companies for twenty-one years. Author of * Life of George Stephenson ;' ' Lives of 
Engineers 4 Self Help ;' 4 The Huguenots in England f and other works. 

SMIRKE, Sydney, English architect, b. 1S05 ; architect of the Juvenile Reformatory 
in the Isle of Wight, the Carlton and Conservative Club Houses in London, the Reading 
Room and Roman and Assyrian Galleries of the British Museum, and of numerous other 
public buildings ; architect to the Inner Temple, and surveyor-general to the Duchy of 
Lancaster. Elected A.R.A. 1848, R.A. 1860. 

SMITH, Sir Andrew, English physician, b. 1797; educated at Edinburgh, where he 
graduated in 1819; M.D. of Trinity College, Dublin; inspector-general of hospitals, 
1851 ; director-general of the Army Medical Department, 1853-59. Author of 4 Illustra- 
tions of the Zoology of South Africa ;' 4 Origin and History of the Bushmen ;' 4 History 
of Secondary Small pox ;' and other works. 

SMITH, Charles Roach, English antiquary, b. at Landguard, Isle of Wight, 1804. 
Author of 4 Collectanea Antiqua,' 1848-03; 4 Roman London,' 1859; edited the 4 Inven- 
torium Sepulchrale' of Bryan Faussett, 1850. 

SMITH, Christopher Webb, English ornithologist, b. 1793; educated at Hailey- 
burv College, and nominated to the Indian Civil Service, 1811. Author, with Sir 
C. D'Oyly, of the 4 Ornithology of Hindostan,' and of 4 Indian Sport.' 

SMITH, Francis Pettit, English engineer, b. at Hythe, Feb. 9, 1808; educated at a 
school at Ashford, Kent, and became a grazing farmer ; constructed a model of the screw 
propeller for purposes of navigation, 1834, which was adopted by the Admiralty in the 
Archimedes, 1838; received a pension from the civil list of JL'200tper annum, 1855; 
appointed curator of the Patent Museum, South Kensington, 1860. 

SMITH, Gold win, English author, b. at Reading, 1823 ; educated at Eton, Christ 
Church and Magdalen College, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1845 ; called to the bar of 
Lincoln's Inn, 1847 ; was a member of the Education Commission, 1859 ; professor of 
modern history in the University of Oxford, and subsequently professor at the Cornell 
University, Ithaca, New York. Author of 4 The Empire;* 4 Does the Bible sanction 
American Slavery?' and several historical works. 

SMITH, James, English writer, b. near Maidstone, Kent, 1820. Author of 4 Rural 
Records,' 1845 ; ^Lights and Shadows of Artist Life and Character ;* founder of the 
Melbourne Punch. Appointed librarian to the Parliament of Victoria, 1803. 

SMITH, John Abel, English politician, b. 1802; educated at Christ's College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. 1824. M.A. 1827 ; a magistrate of Middlesex and 
Sussex ; M.P. for Midhurst, 1830-31, and for Chichester, 18J1-59, and 1803-08. 

SMITH, John Benjamin, English politician, b. 1792; was president of the Anti- 
Corn Law League, and of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, 1839-41 ; M.P. for 
Stirling, 1847-52 ; and for Stockport since 1852. 
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SMITH, Sir John Mark Frederick, English military commander, b. 1792; entered 
the corps of Royal Engineers, 1805 ; general in the anny. and colonel-commandant of the 
Roval Engineers ; was M.P. for Chatham, 1852-53, and 1857-59. Translator of Mannont's 
* Present State of the Turkish Empire.' 

SMITH, ReT. Joseph Donham, English author, b. 1S16 ; ordained minister of the 
Congregational Dissenters, 1*37 : minister of the Congregational church at Kingstown, 
near Dublin, 1849-62 ; and minister of Merrion Hall, Dublin, 1863. Author of 'Oliver 
Cromwell, or England Past and Present;' 'The Rhine and the Reformation;' and other 
works. 

SMITH, Sir Montaeru Edward, English judge, b. 1S09 ; educated at the Grammar 
School, Bideford ; called to the bar of the Middle Temple, 1835; made a Q.C. 1852; 
M P. for Truro, April 1S59 to Feb. 1865, when he was appointed a judge, of the Court of 
Common Pleas, and knighted. 

SMITH, Robert Angus, English chemist, b near Glasgow, Feb. 15, 1817; educated 
at Glasgow, and studied chemistry at Giessen under Liebig, 1830-41 ; appointed inspector- 
general of alkali works for the United Kingdom, 1803. Author of 'Life of Dal ton, and 
History of the Atomic Theory up to his Time ;' and of numerous papers on the air of 
towns, of mines, and the constitution of the atmosphere. 

SMITH, Rev. Robert Payne, English divine, b. 1810; educated at Pembroke 
College, Oxford, where he graduated in 1841 ; appointed regius professor of divinity in 
the University of Oxford, 1S05. Author of 'Messianic Interpretation of the Prophecies 
of Isaiah,' 1862 ; and other theological works. 

SMITH, Samuel George, English politician, b. 1822; educated at Rugby, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1844, M.A. 1847; a magistrate of 
Herts ; M.P. for Aylesbury since 1850. 

SMITH, Right Hon. Thomas Berry Cusack, English jurist, b. 1797; edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Dublin ; called to the Irish bar, 1819 ; appointed king's council, 
1830 ; solicitor-general for Ireland, 1842; attorney-general, 1842 ; a bencher of King's 
Inn, 1843 ; master of the Rolls in Ireland since 1846; M.P. for Ripon, 1S43-46. 

SMITH, William, English author, b in London, 1814 ; educated at the University 
of London ; appointed classical examiner in the University of London, 1S53. Editor 
of ' Dictionary of Greek and Roman Geography,' 1852-57 ; ' Dictionary of the Bible, 
comprising its Antiquities, Biography, Geography, and Natural History,' 1860-63; 
of 'Gibbon's Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire,* 1854 ; and other works. 

SMOLLETT, Patrick Boyle, English politician, b. 1805 ; educated at Edinburgh, 
and Hailevbury College ; formerly in the East India Company's civil service at Madras; 
retired, 1858 ; M.P. for Dumbartonshire, 1859-68. 

SOLLOHUB, Vladimir Alexandro witch, Count, Russian author, b. at St. 
Petersburg, 1815 ; entered the diplomatic service, and was attache to the Russian 
embassy at Vienna. Author of * Na Son,' 1841 ; and several novels and dramas. 

SOMERS, Charles Somers, Earl, English administrator, b. July 14, 1819; educated 
at Oxford; was M.P. for Reigate as Viscount Eastnor, 1841-47 ; appointed a lord-iu- 
waiting to the Queen, Dec. 1852 ; resigned, 1857 ; a deputy-lieutenant of Herefordshire. 

SOMERSET, Edward Adolphus St. Manr, Duke of. English statesman, b. 
Dec 20, 1804, the eldest son ol the eleventh duke ; educated at Eton, and Christ Church, 
Oxford ; sat in the House of Commons as Lord Seymour, 1834-55, when he succeeded to 
the dukedom ; has been a lord of the Treasury, secretary of the Board of Control, under- 
secretary of state for the Home Department, and chief commissioner of woods and 
forests ; first lord of the Admiralty, June 1859 to July 1866. 

SOMERSET, Poulett George Henry. English politician, b. 1822 ; educated at 
Eton, and the Royal Military College, Sandhurst ; late lieutenant-colonel Coldstream 
Guards; served in the Crimea, 1S54-56 ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the 
county of Monmouth ; M.P. for Monmouthshire since 1850. 

SOMERVILLE, Mary. English authoress, b. in Scotland. Author of * Mechanism 
of the Heavens,' 1831 ; 'The Connexion of the Physical Sciences,' 1834 ; 4 Physical Geo- 
graphy,' 1848 Received a grant from the civil list of £300 per annum, 1835. 

SOMMER, Jean E'douard Albert, French author, b. at Nancy, April 6. 1822; 
studied at the Ecole Norniale, 1841-46. Author of ' Mcthode uniforme pour l'Enseign- 
ment des Langues,' 1861-65 ; * Comedies de Plaute,' 1864 ; and other works, chiefly 
French and Latin lexicons. 

SOTHERN, Thomas Edward, English actor and dramatic writer, b. in Liverpool, 
April 1, 1S30; educated for the Church; went to America, 1851, and made his first 
appearance on the stage at Boston. Author of and aetor in ' The American Cousin •' 
' Lord Dundreary Married and Done For ;' and other comedies. 
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SOULE', Pierre, American politician, b. in France, 1800 ; called to the bar of Pnm ; 

elected senator of the American Congress, 1847-49 ; American ambassador at Madrid, 
1853 to June 1855. 

SOUTHWORTH, Emma, American authoress, b. at Washington, Dec. 26, 1818. 
Author of 'Retribution,' 1849; 'The Deserted Wife,' 1850; 'The Foster Sister,* 1852 ; 
* Hickory Hall,' 1855 ; and other works of fiction. 

SOWERBY, George Brettingham. English naturalist, b. 1812. Author of 'A 
Conchologieal Manual,' 1839 ; 'Popular British Conchology,' 1854; 'Popular Guide to 
the Aquarium,' 1857 ; and other works on natural history. 

SPARKS, Jared, American writer, b. at Wellington, Connecticut, 1794; minister of 
Unitarian congregations, 1819-39 ; retired from the ministry, and was appointed pro- 
fessor of history at Harvard University, 1839 ; principal of the same, 1842-52. Author 
of ' Life and Writings of George Washington,' Boston, 1833-40 ; ' History of the American 
Revolution ;' and other works. 

SPENCE, Sir James, English surgeon, b. 1808; licentiate of the Royal College of 
Surgeons at Edinburgh, 1832 ; fellow of the same. 1849 ; professor of surgery in the 
University of Edinburgh ; appointed surgeon-in-ordinary to the Queen, 1865. 

SPENCER, Right Rev. George John Trevor, English divine, b. 1801 ; edu- 
cated at the Charterhouse, and University College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
1822, M. A. 1825; consecrated bishop of Madras, 1837; resigned, 1849; appointed chan- 
cellor of St. Paul's Cathedral, 1860.

Alexander, English writer, b. at Gosport, Hampshire, 1808 ; studied in 
England, Germany, and at Paris ; appointed professor of English at the Lveee Bonaparte, 
1833. Author of ' Studies of English Poetry,' 1835 ; * General French and English 
Dictionary,' 1849 ; and other works. 

S PON NECK, Wilhelm Carl Eppingen, Count von, Danish statesman, b. at 
Rinkjobing, Feb. 16, 1815 ; studied law at the University of Soro near Copenhagen, 18^7 ; 
appointed minister of finance, Nov. 16, 1818 ; accompanied King George I. to Greece as 
chief councillor, 1863. 

SPOTTISWOODE, William, English author and printer, b. in London, Jan. 11, 
1825 ; edueated at Eton, Harrow, and Balliol College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
1845 ; was public examiner in mathematics at Oxford, 1857-58; succeeded his father as 
Queen's printer, 1858.

STANLEY OF ALDER LEY, Edward John Stanley, Baron, English 
statesman, b. 1802, the eldest son of the first Baron Stanley ; sat in the House of 
Commons as Mr. Stanley, 1831-40 ; called to the House of Lords as Baron Eddioburg, 
1859 ; under-secretary of state for the Home Department from July to Noveml>er 1834; 
secretary of the Treasury from 1835 to June 1841, and paymaster of the forces from June 
to September 1841 ; under-secretary of state for foreign affairs from 1847 to Dec. 1851; 
paymaster of the forces, and vice-president of the Board of Trade till March 1852 ; re- 
appointed to the same offlee, Dec. 1852; president, of the Board in Lord Palmerston's 
ministry, from Feb. 24, 1855, to Feb. 19, 1858 ; postmaster-general, Aug. 1800 to July 
1800. 

STANSFEIiD, James, English statesman, b. 1820; educated at University College, 
London, and graduated LL.B. 1844; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1840; a 
junior lord of the Admiralty, 1803-04 ; under-secretary for India, 1800; third lord of the 
Treasury, 1808 ; M.P. for Halifax since 1859. 
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STANTON. Edwin, American statesman, b. in Steubenville, Ohio, 1815; studied 
law ; called to the liar, and practised in Ohio till 1847, and at the Supreme Court at 
Washington, 1858 ; appointed attorney-general, 1860 ; secretary of war from Jan. 13, 
1862, to June 1, 1868. 

STAUNTON, Howard, English author, b. 1810; educated at Oxford. Author of 
several works on chess, and editor of the 1 Illustrated Shakespeare.' 

STA WELL, Sir William Poster, English colonial judge, b. 1815 ; educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin; called to the Irish bar, 1839; attorney -general, and member of 
the Executive Council of the colony of Victoria, 1851 ; appointed chief justice of the 
Supreme Court of Victoria, and knighted, 1857. 

STEANE, Rev. Edward, English dissenting minister, b. March 23, 1798 ; educated 
at the University of Edinburgh ; pastor of a Baptist congregation at Camberwell since 
1823; one of the founders of the Evangelical Alliance. Author of 'Constitutional 
Principles of the Christian Church ;' and other religious works. 

STEBBING, Rev. Henry, English author, b. 1800; educated at St. John's College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1823, M.A. 1826, D.D. 1839; rector of St. Mary 
Somerset, Upper Thames Street, City, 1857. Author of 4 The History of the Church of 
Christ from 1530 to the Eighteenth Century,' 1839; and other works. 

STEIN, Iaudwigr, German political economist, b. at Eckernforde, 8chleswig, Nov. 15, 
1813 ; studied at the University of Kiel, where he graduated in 1840 ; appointed professor 
of law at the same University, 1846 ; suspended, 1852, and appointed professor of political 
economy at the University of Berlin. Author of ' History of France and of French 
Law,' 1846-48 ; 'System of Political E?onomy,' Leipsic, 1854 ; and other works. 

STEINBRUCH, Eduard, German painter, b. at Magdeburg, May 3, 1802 ; studied at 
Berlin. Painted 4 Hagar in the Desert,' 1829; 'A Young Girl at Prayer;' and other 
pictures, chiefly religious. 

STEIN MA NN , J oh an, Danish military commander, b. 1812; second lieutenant of 
artillery, 1830; served in the war of 1849; received the command of the first division 
charged with the defence of the Isle of Alsen, 1864 ; appointed general-in-chief of the 
Danish army, 1864. 

STEPHEN, Sir Alfred. English colonial judge, b. 1802 ; called to the bar of Lincoln's 
Inn, 1823 ; solicitor-general and attornev-general of Tasmania, and chief justice of New 
South Wales, 1841 to 1857 ; knighted, 1846. 

STEPHEN, Sir George, English administrator, b. 1794: practised as a solicitor in 
the city of London ; called to the bar of Gray's Inn, 1849 ; a deputy-lieutenant of Bucks ; 
knighted, 1838. Author of ' Adventures of an Attorney in Search of Practice,' 1839. 

STEPHEN. James Fitzjames. English legal writer, b. March 1829; educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where ne graduated B.A. 1852; called to the bar of the 
Inner Temple, Jan. 1854 ; recorder of Newark-on-Trent ; legislative member of the 
Supreme Council of India, July 1869. Author of * A Treatise on Criminal Law,* 1863 ; 
and other works. 

STEPHENS, Alexander Hamilton, American politician, b. in Georgia, Feb. 11, 
1812 ; studied law in Franklin College, and called to the bar, 1834 ; meml>er of the Senate 
of Georgia, 1842; member of Congress, 1843-59; vice-president of the Confederate 
States, 1861-65. 

STEPHENS, Anne, Americap authoress, b. in Connecticut, 1810. Author of 'Mary 
Derwent;' ' Fashion and Famine,' New York, 1854 ; 'The Old Homestead,' lb. 1856; and 
other works of fiction. 

STEPHENS. Henry, English agriculturist, b. at Keerpoy, Bengal, July 25, 1795. 
Author of 'The Book of the Farm,' Edinburgh,' 1844; 'The Drainage of Land,' 1846; 
•The Yester Deep Land Culture,' 1855. 

STEPHENS, Walter, English author, b. in London, Aug. 22, 1832; studied law. 
Author of » Blackfriars, or the Monks of Old,' 1844 ; of ' Vendetta a drama ; and other 
works of fiction and dramas. 

STEPHENSON, Sir Rowland Macdonald, English civil engineer, b. 1808; 
educated at Harrow ; civil engineer, and director of the East India Railway Company ;

STERN, Marie de Flavigny, Comtesse d'Agonlt, French authoress, b. at 
Frankfort on the Maine, 1805 ; educated at the Convent du Sacre Coeur, Paris ; married 
to the Comte d'Agonlt, 1827. Author, under the name of 'Daniel 8tern,' of 'Herve,' 
1841 ; ' Nelida,' 1845 ; 'Florence et Turin,' 1862 ; ' Histoire de la Revolution de 1848 ;' and 
other works. 
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STERNBERG, Alexander, Baron von Uneern, German novelist, b. near 
Revel, Fsthoiua, April 22. 1800; studied at Dorpnt. Russia. Author of * Novellen.' Stutt- 
gardt. 1832-34; * Die Gelbe Gratin,' Berlin, 1848; 'Das Stille Haus,' ib. 1854; and other 
works of fiction. 

STEWART, Sir Houston, English naval commander, b. 1791 : served at Flushing, 

ami at the siege of Acre: second in command in the Bla« k Sea, 1855-56; created K.C. B. 
1*56, GC.B. 1865; was M P. for Greenwich, Feb. to July 1852; appointed commander- 
in-chief at Devonport, 1865.

15. 1S17 ; member of the Corps Legtelatif for the department dn Nord since lSt>4. 

STIRLING, James, English politician, b. 1805; educated at the High School, Edin- 
luitgh, and the University of Gottingen : a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of the county of 
Dumbarton; M P. for Dumbartonshire, 1865-6S. 

STIRLING, Patrick James, Enelish political economist, b. at Dnmblane, connty 
of Perth, 18U0: studied uiv'er Dr. Clnlmers. Author of 'Philosophy of Trade.* Edin- 
burgh, 1846 ; 'The Australian and Californian Gold Discoveries,' ib. 1852; and other 
W< >rks. 

STIRLING-M AXWFLL, Sir William, English author, b. at Kenmure. near 
Glasgow, ISIS; educated at Trin'tv College. Cambridge, where he graduated M A 1843: 
.T P. of the county <>f Perth ; MP. for Perthshire. 1852-68. Author of 'Cloister Life of 
C'liarles V.' 1S52; 'Velasquez, and his Works,' 1855 ; and other historical publications. 

STOCKER, R«v. Charles William, English author, b. 179.".: educated at St. 
John's College, Oxford. 1812 : fellow of St. John's, 1815 : principal of Elizabeth College,

Boston, 1852: 'The Minister's Wooing,' 1860; 'The Pearl of Orr's Island,' 1862; and 
other works of fiction. 
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STRACK, Johann Heinrich, German architect, b. at Biiekeburg, Prussia, 1806. 
Designed the castle of Fredericksburg for the King of Denmark ; the grand ducal resi- 
dence of Schwerin ; the church of St. Nicholas at Hamburg: and other buildings, clnelly 
in the Gothic style. Author of 4 On the Construction of Theatres in Ancient Greece,' 
Potsdam, 1843 ; and other works on arehitecture. 

STRADBROKE, John Edward Cornwallis Rous, Earl of, English adminis- 
trator, b. Feb. 18, 1794 ; educated at Westminster ; served in the Coldstream Guards, 
1810-17; was present with his regiment in all the engagements in Spain and France from 
June 1812 to the end of the war : lord-lieutenant of the county, and vice-admiral of the 
coast of Suffolk ; succeeded his father, first earl, 1827.

hold, a lord of the Treasury, and one of the secretaries of the Board of Control ; sat in 
the House of Commons, 1830-52 ; summoned to the House of Lords iu his father's life- 
time as Lord Strafford of Harmondsworth, 1853 ; succeeded his father, first earl, 1SG0 ; 
deputy-lieutenant of Middlesex, and colonel of the West Middlesex Militia.

STRATH ALLAN , William Henry Drummond, Viscount, English adminis- 
trator, b. 1810; is a deputy-lieutenant of Perthshire ; was a lord-in- waiting to the Queen, 
Feb. 1858 to June 1859. 

STRATHEDEN AND CAMPBELL, William Frederick Campbell, 
Baron, English administrator, b. 1824 ; educated at Eton, and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he gradual ed M A. 184(5; was M.P. for Cambridge, 1847-52, and for Har- 
wich, May 1850 to March 18G0. Author of 'Letters on the Oath of Abjuration;' and 
other pamphlets. 

STRATH MORE AND KINGHORN, Thomas George Lyon Bowes, 
Earl Of, English administrator, b. 1S22; has been in the 1st Life Guards ; a deputy- 
lieutenant of Forfarshire ; succeeded his grandfather, eleventh earl, 1846. 

STRAUSS, David Friedrich, German theologian, b. at Ludwigsburg, Wurtemberg, 
June 27, 18!)8 ; studied at Tubingen ; was ordained, 1S30; appointed professor of theology 
and church history at Zurich. 1839 ; elected member of the Diet of Wurtemberg, 1848. 
Author of 'Life of Jesus,' 1835; 'Life of Schubart,' 1840; 'Life and Writings of the 
Poet and Philologist, Nicodemus Fribchlin,' 1856; and other theological and historical 
works. 

STRICKLAND, Agnes, English authoress, b. at Reydon Hall, Suffolk, 1806. Author 
of 'The Lives of the Queens of England from the Norman Concpuest,' 1840-49; and other 
historical compilations. 

STROGANOW, Alexander, Count, Russian statesman, b. at, St. Petersburg, 
1805; took part in the wars with Poland and Turkey; was member of the Council for 
the administration of Poland, and governor of Little Russia ; minister of the interior 
from 1830 to 1841 ; became adjutant-general to the Emperor, lieutenant-general of 
artillery, and member of the Couneil of State ; nominated governor-general of New 
Russia, and of Bessarabia, 1855 ; charged with the reorganization of the government of 
the Crimea and the reconstruction of Sebastopol, 1856.

Author of 'History of Phrenology,' Heidelberg, 1843; 'System of 
Political Science," Frankfort, 1847-18 ; 'The Public Law of the German Confederation,' 
Manheim, 1840 ; and other works. 
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I, Otto Wllhelm ton, Russian astronomer, h. at Dorpat. May 7, 1819 : 
member <>f the Academy of Sciences of St. Petersburg ; a counsellor of state. Author of

and for Bury St. Edmunds, July to Oct. 1852, when he was elevated to the bench. 

STUART, William, English politician, b. 1825 ; educated at Eton : called to the bar 
of ih« Inner Temple. 1851 ; a deputvdieutenant of Beds, and lieutenant-colonel Beds 
Militia; M.P. for Bedford, 1854-57, and 1859-68. 

STUART DE DECIES, Henry ViUiers Stuart, Baron, English adminis- 
trator, b 1803; sat in the House of Commons as Mr. V. Stuart, 1826-30. and 1831-32 ; 
lord-lieutenant of the county of Waterford, and colonel of the Waterford Militia. 

STUART WORTLEY, Right Hon. James Archibald, English politician, 
b 1805 ; educated jit Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B A. ; called to the bar, 
1830; standing counsel to the Bank of England, 1844; appointed judge-advocate-general, 
and sworn in the Priw Council, 1846; recorder of London, 1850; solicitor-general, 
1856-57; was M P. for Halifax, 1836-87, and for Buteshire, 1842-59. 

STUCIjEY, Sir George Stncley, English administrator, b. 1812; educated at Eton, 
and Christ Church, Oxford: a .T P. and deputy lieutenant of Devon and Cornwall ; and 
lient-nant-colonel Devon Artillery Militia; was M.P. for Barnstaple, 1856-57, and 
1865-68 ; assumed the name Stucley in lieu of Buck, 1858.

appointed serjeant-at law, 1860 ; law-adviser to the Crown, 1861 ; solicitor-general of 
Ireland, 1S65; elected M.P. for Mallow, 1865; attorney-general of Ireland, Dec. 1868. 

SUMNER, Charles, American politician, b. at Boston, Jan. 6, 1811; graduated at 
Harvard College. 1830 ; called to the l»r, 1834 ; member of Congress since 1851 ; senator 
for Massachusetts; chairman of the Senate's committee on foreign relations since March 
1861. Author of 'Orations and Speeches/ Boston, 1850; 'White Slavery in the Barbary 
States,' ib. ; and other political writings. 

SURTEES, Charles Freville, English politician, b. 1823 ; educated at Harrow; 
was formerly captain in the 10th Royal Hussars ; M.P. for South Durham, 1865-68. 

SURTEES, Henry Edward, English politician, b. 1819; educated at Harrow; a 
magistrate of Herts ; was formerly an officer in the 10th Royal Hussars ; M.P. for Hert- 
fordshire, 1864-68. 

SURTEES, Sir Stephenson ViUiers, English colonial judge, b. 1803 ; educated 
at Eton, and University College, Oxford, where he graduated B.C.L. 1831 ; called to the 
bar of the Inner Temple, 1831 ; appointed justice of the Mauritius, 1840: chief justice, 
and knighted, 1858 ; retired, 1860. 
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SUTHERLAND, Alexander John, English physician, b. 1810 ; educated at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A., Al.B., and M.D. in 1839 ; fellow of 
the Royal College of Physicians, 1840 ; is physician to St. Luke's Hospital, and consulting 
physician to the South London Dispensary. Author of 'Clinical Lectures on Insanity.'

1804; educated at the University of 
Edinburgh, where he graduated M.D. 1831; royal commissioner of sanitary arrange- 
ments to the army in the Crimea, 1856 ; royal commissioner at the International Confer- 
ence on Quarantine held at Paris in 1851. 

SUTTON, Hon. John Henry Thomas Manners, English colonial adminis- 
trator, b. in London, 1810 ; educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, and graduated H. A 
18J5 ; under-secretary of state for the Home Department from bept. 1841 to July 1840 ; 
returned M.P. for the borough of Cambridge, Sept. 1839, but unseated on petition ; sat 
for the borough of Cambridge from 1841 to 1847 ; lieutenant governor of New Brunswick 
from June 1854 to Oct. 1801; governor ot Trinidad from April 1804 to May 1800;

b. 1804 ; educated at Eton, and St. John s College, Cambridge, where he graduated M. A. ; 
sat in the House of Commons, 1825-31 ; lord-lieutenant of Kent, and colonel of Kent 
Artillery Militia; appointed lord-chamberlain, June 1S59. 

SYKES, Christopher. English politician, b. 1831 ; educated at Rugby, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge; a deputy -lieutenant of the East Riding of Yorkshire; M.P. for 
Beverley, 1805-08 ; returned M.P. for the East Riding of York, 1808.

SZEMERE, Bartholomew, Hungarian author and statesman, b. at Vatta, province 
of Bosod, Aug. 24, 1812 ; studied law and philosophy at the University of Presburg ; 
called to the bar, 1834 ; appointed judge of the High Court of Justice, 1842; deputy to 
the Hungarian Diet, 1843-44, and 1847-48 ; minister of the interior of the Republic of 
Hungary, 1848 ; exiled, 1850, and returned to Hungary, 1804. Author of several historical 
and political treatises on Hungary. 

SZIGLIGETI, Joseph Szatmary, Hungarian dramatic writer, b. at Grosswnrdein, 
county of Bihar, 1814; studied in his native town and at Pesth.

1821 ; was successively secretary ot legation at Lisbon, Madrid, 
St. Petersburg, and Loudon, and minister at Weimar, Turin, and Brussels : envoy extra- 
ordinary and minister- plenipotentiary to the King of the Belgians, 1801-62; ambassador 
at Berlin, 18(52-03 ; and at St. Petersburg, 1804-65. 

TAMBERLIK, Enrico, Italian singer, b. at Rome, 1820 ; studied at the Seminary 
of Monteflascone under Borgua and Guglie mi ; made his debut at the Theatre del Fonde 
of Naples, 1841 ; has since sung in the principal cities of Europe. 
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TANKERVILLE, Charles Bennet, Earl of, English admiuistiator, b. 1810;

studied at Guy's and St. Thomas's Hospitals, and in the medical schools of Fiance, 
Germany, and Italy ; member of the Koyal College of Surgeons, 1S30 ; licentiate of the 
Royal College of Phvsicians, 1848 ; professor of medical jurisprudence at Guy's Hospital 
since 1831, and professor of chemistry in the same since lbo2.

TAYLOR, Tom, English dramatic author, b. in Sunderland, 1817 ; educated at the 
University of Glasgow, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; called to the bar of the Inner 
Temple, 1845, and went the Northern Circuit ; appointed assistant-secretary to the Board 
of Health, 1850, and secretary, 1854. Author of 4 The Contested Election ;' * Our American 
Cousin ;* 'The Ticket of Leave Man ;' and many other dramas.

Rhone, 
July 19, 1798 ; studied law at Paris, and was called to the bar, 1824 ; advocate-general at 
the Royal Court of Paris, 1845; nominated counsellor of state, 1852; tlrst president of 
the court of Amiens, 1858 ; senator, March 4, 1>53. 

THORNBURY, George Walter. English author, b. 1828. Author of 'Lays and 
Legends of the New World,' 1S49; 'History of the Buccaneers ;' 4 Art and Nature at 
Home and Abroad ;' 4 British Artists from Hogarth to Turner,' 1801 ; ' Every Man his 
own Trumpeter;' 'Haunted London,' 1805; and other works. 

THORN YCROPT, Mary, English sculptor, b. at Thomham, Norfolk, 1814; married 
to Mr. T. Thornycroft, 1840. Executed 4 Penelope ;' 'The Flower Girl ;' statues of the 
Prim-ess Alice. Princess Royal, Prince of Wales, Prince Alfred, and a Girl Skipping, at 
the Paris Exhibition of 1855; and other figures and statues. 

THOROLD, Jobn Henry, English politician, b. 1842; educated at Eton ; entered the 
army, and was lieutenant in the 17th Foot; M.P. for Grantham, 1805-08. 

THORPE, Benjamin, English author, b. 1808; received a literary pension of £150 
per annum. Translated Rask's * Anglo-Saxon Grammar.' Published 'Ancient Law and 
Institutes of England,' 1848 ; ' Northern Mythology,' 1852 ; and other works. 

THOUVENEL, E'douard Antoine, French statesman, b. at Verdun, Nov. 11, 
1818 ; became attache to the French embassy at Brussels, 1844 ; secretary of legation at 
Athens, 1845; charge, d'affaires, 1848, and minister-plenipotentiary at the same court, 
1840; appointed minister of foreign affairs after the coup d'etat of Dec. 2, 1851; 
ambassador to Constantinople, 1*55 ; created a senator, May 17, 1859; appointed 
minister of foreign affairs, Jan. 4, 1800 ; resigned, Aug. 15, 1862. Author of ' La Hongrie 
et la Valachie ;' 4 Souvenirs de Voyages et Notices historiques,' 1840. 

THURLOW, Edward Thomas Hovell Thurlow, Baron, English adminis- 
trator, b. 1837 ; a deputy-lieutenant and magistrate of Suffolk ; succeeded his father 
third baron, 1857. ' 
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THWAITES, Sir John, English administrator, b. 1815; is a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant of Middlesex ; ehosen chairman of the Metropolitan Board of Works, ib57 ; 
knighted in commemoration of the opening of the great Main Drainage works of Loudon, 
May 1805. 

THYNNE, Lord Henry Frederick, English politician, b. 1832; is a J.P. and 
deputy-lieutenant of Wilts and Somerset, and cornet of Wilts Yeomanry; M.P. lor 
South Wiltshire since 185y. 

TICKNOR, Georpe, American author, h. at Boston, Aug. 1, 1701 ; studied at Dart- 
mouth College, where he graduated, 1807 ; called to the bar, 1813 ; studied philology at 
the University of Gottingen ; appointed professor of modern languages and literature at 
Harvard University, i817. Author Of 'History of Spanish Literature,' New York and 
London, 1849 ; 1 Life of Prescott,' 1803 ; and other works. 

TESCHENDORF. Constantin, German philologist, b. at Lengenfeld, Saxony, 
Jan. 18, 1818; studied philology at the University of Leipsic ; received the degree of 
D. D. from the University of Breslau, 1843; appointed professor of theology and Biblical 
literature in the University of Leipsic, 1845 ; discovered the Codex Sinaiticus; ennobled 
by the Emperor of Russia, 1800. Published editions of the 'New Testament;' several 
Scriptural 'Codices;' the 'Apocryphal Books of the New Testament ;' and other philo- 
logical works. 

TITE, William, English architect, b. 1800 ; appointed architect of the New Royal 
Exchange, 1840 ; erected several railway stations, Gothic churches, and public and 
private buildiugs ; a J.P. and deputy- lieutenant of Middlesex, and magistrate of Somer- 
set; M.P. for Bath since 1855. Author of 'Descriptive Catalogue of the Antiquities 
found in the Excavations at the New Royal Exchange,' 1848. 

TITIENS, Therese, German operatic singer, b. at Hamburg, 1834; made her first 
appearance at Hamburg as * Lucrezia' in Donizetti's opera, 1841*, and her debut in London 
as 'Valentine' in 'The Huguenots,' 1858 ; has performed in the principal cities of 
Europe. 

TODD, Rev. James Henthorne, English author, b. in Dublin, 1805; graduated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, of which he was elected a fellow, 1S31 ; librarian and regius- 
professor of Hebrew in the University of Dublin. Author of 'Lectures on Antichrist;' 
' Memoir of St. Patrick's Life and Mission ;' and other works. 

TOD HUNTER, Isaac, English mathematician, b. at Rye, 1820; studied at University 
College, London, and St John's College, Cambridge, where he graduated B. A. 1848, and 
M.A ; became fellow, assistant-tutor, and principal mathematical lecturer to his college. 
Author of ' The Differential Calculus ;' ' Plane Co-ordinate Geometry ;' ' Spherical Trigo- 
nometry ;' and other mathematical works. 

TODIjEBEN, Eduard Ivanovich, Russian military commander, b. at Mitau, Cour- 
laud, May 25, 1818 ; studied at the schools of Riga, and at the College ol Engineers of 
St. Petersburg ; served in the Circassian campaign, 1848 ; second captain in the coips 
of engineers sent to the Crimea, 1855; constructed the fortifications of Setwstopol, 
and was appointed major-general and adjutant-general, 1854.

TOIjDY, Franz Scbedel, Hungarian author, b. at Buda, Aug. 10, 1805; entered the 
University of Pesth, 1819, and graduated M.D. 182!) ; director of the Kisfaludy Society 
ot Pesth, 1841-44; appointed librarian to the University of Pesth, 1844. Author of 
'Handbook of Hungarian Poetry,' Pesth and Vienna, 1828 ; and numerous other works 
on Hungarian literature. 

TOLLEMACHE, John, English politician, b. 1805; a magistrate and deputy-lieu- 
tenant of the county of Cliester ; M.P. lor South and West Cheshire since 1841. 

TOM LINE, George, English politician, b. 1807 ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant 
of Lincolnshire; was high sheriff, 1852; and colonel of Lincoln Militia; M.P. tor Sud- 
bury, 1840-41, for Shrewsbury, 1841-47 and 1852-08; returned M.P. for Great Grimsby, 
1808. 

TOMMASEO, NicolO, Italian politician and author, b. in Dalmatia, 1803; educated 
in Italy; t>eeame member of the Provisional Government of Venice, ami minister t»f 
worship and public instruction, 1848. Author of 'Commentary ou Dante," Venice, 
1837; 'A Collection of Popular Poetry indigenous to Corsica, Tuscany, Dalmatia, and 
Greece, with Historical Introductions,' ib. 1840; and other works. 

TORCY, Raphael Villedicn, Marquis de, French politician, b. March 16, 1827 ; 
formerly an officer in the navy ; member of the Corps Legislatif for the department of 
the Orue since 1800.

deputy- lieutenant of Kent 

TOTTENHAM, Charles George, English politician, b. 1835; captain and lieu- 
tenant-colonel Scots Eusdier Guards ; M.P. for New Ross, 1863-68. 

TOUCH ARD, Philippe Victor, French nnval commander, b. July 21, 1810; 
entered the navy, 1826; rear-admiral, March 16, 1859 ; charged with the command of the 
French fleet in {he Levant, 1861 ; vice-admiral, 1864 ; appointed member of the Council of 
Admiralty, 1864. 

TOULONGLON, Hippolyte Alexandre, Comte de, French politician, b. at 
Eclans, Dee. 31, 1820; appointed sub-prefect of Dole, 1851; resigned, 1856; member 
of the Corps Legislatif for the department of Jura since 1857. 

TOURGUENEFF, Ivan, Russian novelist, b. at Orel, Nov. 9, 1818: studied at 
Moscow and St. Petersburg, 1833, and at Berlin, 1838. Author of 'Otzy i Deti,' 1862;

TOUSSAINT, Anna Louisa, Dutch authoress, b. at Alkmar, Sept. 16 1812; mar- 
ried M. BosIkhjiii, painter, 1851.

Author of • Lea Juifs Rois de 1 fipoque, Histoire de la Feodalite financiere,' 1844 ; 'Tristia, 
Histoii-e des Miseres et des Fleaux de la Chasse de France/ 1863 ; and other works. 

TOWNSHEND, John Villiers Stuart Townshend, Marquis of, English 
administrator, b. April 10, 1831 ; educated at Eton ; a magistrate of Norfolk and Herts, 
and a deputy-lieutenant of Herts; was M.P. for Tamworth, 1856-63; succeeded his 
father, fourth marquis, J 863. 

TRAILL, George, English politician, b. 1796; vice-lieutenant of Caithness ; was M.P. 
for Shetland and Orkney, 1830-34 ; and for Caithness-shire since 1841. 

TRAVOT, Victor, Baron, French politician, b. Oct 7, 1808 ; entered the army and 
served in Africa as captain ; retired from the service, became mayor of Bouillac ; member 
of the Corps Legislatif for the department of the Gironde, 1852-69. 

TREDEGAR, Charles Morgan Robinson Morgan, Baron, English adminis- 
trator, b. 1793 ; educated at Westminster, and Christ Church, Oxford ; a deputy-lieu- 
t. mint and magistrate of Monmouthshire and Glamorganshire ; was M.P. for Brecon, 
1818-32, and 1835-49 ; appointed major of the Glamorgan Militia, 1849 ; raised to the 
peerage, 1859. 

TREFUSIS, Hon. Charles Henry Rolle, English politician, b. 1834 ; educated 
at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1856; a magistrate of 
Devon, and major of the North Devon Mounted Rifles; M.P. for N. Devon, 1857-68. 

TREHERNE, Morgan, English politician, b. 1803; educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated M. A. 1827 ; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1831 ; 
a magistrate of Sussex, and a deputy-lieutenant of Surrey ; adopted the name of Tre- 
herne in lieu of Thomas, 1856 ; M. P. for Coventry, 1803-68.

TREVELYAN, Sir Charles Edward, English colonial administrator, b. 180';

returned M.P. for Hawick, 1868. 

TRE VISE, Napole on Mortier, Due de, French politician, b. at Paris, Aug. 7, 
1804 ; nominated member of the Imperial Senate, 1853, and chamberlain to the. Emperor, 
1862 ; entered the Municipal Council of Paris for the canton of Seeaux, 1864. 

TREVOR, Rev. George, English divine, b. 1810; educated at Magdalen Hall, 
Oxford, where he graduated S.C.L. 1834; and afterwards B.A. and M.A. ; chaplain on 
the Madras Establishment, East Indies, 1836-45 ; appointed rector of All Saints, York, 
and honorary canon of York Cathedral, 1847. Author of 'Origin, Constitution, ami 
Form of Proceedings in the Convocations of the two Provinces of Canterbury and 
York ;* and other works. 

TRIQUETI, Henri, Baron de, French sculptor, b. at Conflans, Loiret, 1802. 
Executed 'LaVierge et PEnfant,' 1838 ; * Moi'se expose,' 'Suzanne au Bain,' 1S57 ; and 
numerous busts, medallions, groups, and bas-reliefs. 

TROCHU, Louis Jules, French military commander, b. at Morbihan, March 12, 
1815; studied at St. Cyr, and at the Ecole d'Application ; lieutenant, 1840; lieutenant- 
colonel, 1853 ; general of brigade, 1854 ; general of division, 1859. 

TROLLOPE, Anthony, English novelist, b. 1815 ; educated at Winchester and Harrow.

Mackenzie,' 1865 ; aud numerous other works of fiction. 

TROLLOPE, Rev. Edward, English divine, b. April 15, 1817; educated at Eton, 
and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated in 1839; appointed rector of Leasing- 
hain, Lincolnshire, 1843; prebendary of the cathedral church of Lincoln, 1861. Author 
of 'Illustrations of Ancient Art;' 'Labyrinths, Ancient and Modern;' 'The Use and 
Abuse of Bricks;' and other works.

Oct. 8, 1795; studied law, and was called to the bar; appointed president of 
the Court of Nancy, 1833 ; president of the Court of Paris, Dec. 2, 1848 ; nominated to 
the Senate, Jan. 25, 1852, of which he became president, 1854; first president of the 
Court of Cassation, 1852 ; appointed member of the Privy Council, 1858 ; elected member 
of the French Academy, 1840.

Author of 'Biographical Notices of Jewish Rabbis, with 
Translations and Notes;* 4 Thoughts on Scriptural Prophecy,' New York, 1852; and 
other theological works. 

TUPNER, Rev. Sydney, English writer, b 1814; educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B A 1836; ordained deacon, 18:<7, and priest, 1838; appointed 
Inspector of reformatories in England and Scotland, 185S. Author of a pamphlet on

1855; and numerous 
philosophical works. 

UPPSTROEM, Anders, Swedish author, b. at Hammarby, June 29, 1806; professor 
at the Cathedral School of Upsal, and master of the Academy of the same town. Editor 
of * Aivaggeljo Thairh Matthaiu,' Upsal, 1850; 4 Codex Argeuteus, sive Sac ro rum Evan- 
geliorum Versionis Gothic* Fragmenta,' 1854. 

URQUHART, David, English author and politician, b. 1805 ; educated at St. John's 
College, Oxford ; entered the diplomatic service, and was secretary to the British 
embassy at Constantinople; M.P. for Station!, 1847-52. Author of « Turkey and its 
Resources,' 1841 ; 4 The Pillars of Hercules,' 1850 ; and other geographical and statistical 
works. 

URQUHART, William Pollard, English author, b. 1815 ; educated at Harrow, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1888; a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant for West Meath ; was high sheriff, 1840, and a magistrate of the county of 
Aberdeen ; M. P. for the county of West Meath, 1852-57.

and other works. 

VAMBERY, Armin, Hungarian traveller, b. at Duna, Szerdahely, 1832 ; studied at 
Pesth ; took part in the Revolution of 1848, and was banished by the Austrian autho- 
rities. Author of ' Travels and Adventures in Central Asia,' London, 1865 ; and other 
works of travel. 

VANDELEUR, Crofton Moore, English politician, b. 1809; educated at Harrow, 
and Trinity College, Cambridge ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of the county of 
Clare; was high sheriff, 1832, and colonel of the Clare Militia; M.P. for the county of 
Clare since 1859. 

VANE, George Henry Robert Charles William Vane Tempest, Earl, 

English administrator, b. at Vienna, April 26, 1S21 ; educated at Eton, and Balliol 
College, Oxford; lieutenant 1st Life Guards, 1843; retired, 1848; was M.P. for North 
Durham, 1847-54 ; succeeded his father in the earldom, March 6, 1854 ; a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant of the counties of Durham, Montgomery, and Merioneth. 
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VAPEREAU, Louis Gustavo, French author, b. at Orleans, April 4, 1819; studied 
in Orleans, and at the Ecole Nonnale, Paris ; called to the bar at Paris, 1854. Author of 

' 'Dictionnaire univereel des Contemporains,' 1858 ; third edition, 1865; 4 L'Annee litte- 
raire et dramatique ;' and other works. 

VARENNE, Comte Charles de la, French author, b. in Paris, Dec. 2, 1828;

VASCONCELLOS, Antonio Augusto Teixeira de, Portuguese author, b. at 
Porto, Nov. 1, 1816; studied law, and graduated LL.D 1844 ; elected member of the 
Royal Academy of Sciences of Lisbon, 1860. Author of 1 Portugal and the House of 
Braganza,' 1859; 4 A Fundacao da Monarchia portugueza,' Lisbon, 1860; and other 
works. 

VAUGHAN, Rev. Charles John, English divine, b. 1817; educated at Rugby, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. ; elected head master of Harrow 
School, 1844 ; resigned, 1859 ; was ofTered, but declined, the bishopric of Rochester, 
1860 ; vicar of D"neaster, Yorkshire. Author of several volumes of sermons. 

VAUX, William Sandys Wripht, English archaeologist, b. 1818 ; educated at Balliol 
College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1840 ; entered the service of the British Museum 
in the department of Antiquities, 1841 ; appointed keeper of the department of Coins 
and Medals, Jan. 1861 ; president of the Numismatic Society. Author of 4 Nineveh and 
Persepolis ;' 4 Handbook to the Antiquities in the British Museum,' London, 1851 ; and 
other historical and archaeological works. 

VEHSE, Karl Eduard, German historical writer, b. at Freiberg, Saxony, Dec. 18, 
1802 ; studied law at Leipsic and Gottingen ; graduated LL.D. 1826. Author of 'History 
of the Emperor Otto the Great,' Zittau, 1828; 'Geschichte der deutschen Hofe seit der 
Reformation,' Hamburg, 1851 ; and other historical works. 

VELA, Vincenzo, Italian sculptor, b. at Ligurnetto, canton of Tessin, 1822 ; studied 
sculpture under Cacciatori ; fought as a volunteer in the Italian war of independence, 
1848. Executed 4 Spartaeus,' 1S55; a group of 'France and Italy,' and other groups, 
statues, and bas-reliefs. 

VELPEAU, Alfred Armand Louis Marie, French surgeon, b. at Brechc, Indre- 
et- Loire, May 18, 1795; studied at Tours, and in Paris, where he graduated M.D. 1822; 
nominated surgeon to the Hopital de la PiMe, 1830 ; and professor of clinical surgery to 
the Hdpital de la Charite, 1835 ; elected member of the Academy of Medicine, 1832, and 
of the Academy of Sciences, 1842. Author of 4 Traite d' Anatomic chirurgicale,' 1825 ; 
4 Traitement du Docteur Vries,' 1859 ; and numerous other medical works. 

VENEDEY, Jacob, German author and ]>olitician, b. at Cologne, May 24, 1805; 
studied at Bonn and Heidelberg; member of the German National Parliament, 1848-49; 
exiled from Prussia, 1850; appointed professor of history at the University of Zurich, 
1853. Author of 'John Hampden,' 1843; 'History of the German People,' Berlin, 
1854-58 ; and other historical and political works. 

VERDI, Gius ppe, Italian musical composer, b. at Rancola, duchy of Parma, Oct. 9, 
1814; studied under an organist at Milan, 1833-36. and under Lavinga. Composed 
4 Ob ;rto di Sin Bonif.<zio,' IS39 ; 4 Lombardi,' 1843 ; 4 II Trovatore,' 1853 ; 4 La Traviata 
'Un Ballo in Maschera,' 1861 ; and numerous other operas. 

VERGE', Charles Henri, French author, b. at Paris, July 22, 1810 ; studied law, 
and graduated LL D. 1840 ; appointed memlier ami secretary of the High Commission of 
Law Studies, 1848. Author of 'Diplomates et Publicistes,' 1856; and numerous legal 
jvorks. 

VERNEUIL, Philippe E douard Poulletier de, French naturalist, b. at Paris, 
Feb. 3, 1805 ; studied law, and was attached to the Ministry of Justice till 1833 ; elected 
meml>cr of the French Academy, 1854. Author of 'Memoiresur les Fossilesdes Bords 
du Rhin,' 1842 ; 'Geologic de la Russie d' Europe,' 1845; and other works. 

VERNEY, Sir Harry, English politician, b. 1801 ; educated at Harrow and Sand- 
hurst ; a deputy lieutenant of Bucks ; assumed the name of Verncy in lieu of Calvert ; 
formerly lieutenant and caprain Grenadier Guards; was M.P. for Buckingham, 1832-41 ; 
for Bedford, 1847-52 ; M.P. for Buckingham since 1857. 
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VERNINAC SAINT MAUR, Raymond Jean Baptiste, French naval 
to i m minder, b. June 11, 1794; filtered the navy, 1812; captain, 1842 ; Under-Secretary of 
state in the Ministry of Marine, June 0 to July 17, 1848 ; appointed rear-admiral, 1848; 
governor of Reunion, 1840. 

VERNON, Augustus Henry Venables, Baron, b. 1829; a deputy-lieutenant 
of Staffordshire ; succeeded his father, ulth baron, 1S00. 

VERNON, Harry Foley, English politician, b. 1834 ; educated at narrow, and 

Magdalen College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1858, M.A. 18o0; a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant of the county of Worcester; M.P. for East Worcestershire, 1801-68. 

VERNON HARCOURT, William George, English jurist and journalist, 

b. 1827 ; educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated in 1851 ; called to 
the Iwir of the Inner Temple, 18..4 ; elected for Oxford, 1808. Author of ' The Letters of 
Historian;' and several other pamphlets. 

VE'RON, Pierre, French author, b. nt Paris, 1833 ; studied at the Universities and the 
Eeole Nonnale.

4 La Cochim hine et le Toiiquin,' 1S59 ; 'Le Piemout dans les Etats de PEglise,' 1SG1 ; 
and other historical works. 

VEUI LLOT, Louis, French author, b. at Boyne en-Cntinrus, Loiret, 1813; educated 
in a school near Paris; editor of the I'nivcrs from 184.S until its suppression in 1861. 
Author of ' Melanges religieux, historiques et litteraires,' 1857-59 ; * Biographic de Pie IX/ 
lf>03 ; 'Satires,' 1863 ; and other works. 

VIARDOT, Louis, French author, b. nt Dijon. July 31, 1800; studied law in Taris, and 
was railed to the bar; director of the Italian Opera, Paris. l«:i8-40. Author of 4 Essat 
sur 1' Histoire des Arabes et des Maures d'Espagnc,' 1S32 ; 'Comment faut-il encourager 
les Arts?' 1862 ; and numerous other works. 

VIARDOT, Madame Michelle Pauline Garcia, French operatic singer, b. in 
Pans, July 18, 1821, wife of the preceding, and daughter of E. Garcia; studied under 
Liszt; made her debut in London as Desdemona, May 1839; married to M. Louis 
Viardot, 1840 ; has since sung in the principal cities of Europe. 

VICTORIA I., Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, b. at Kensington Palace, 
London, May 24, 1819, the daughter of Edward, Duke of Kent, fourth son of King 
George III., and of Princess Victoria of Saxe-Saalfeld-i'oburg, widow of Prince Einich 
of Leiningen ; ascended the throne at the death of her uncle, Ki!:g William IV., 
June 20, 1837; crowned at Westminster Abbey, June 28, 1838; married, Feb. 10, 1840, 
to Prince Albert of Saxe-Coburg-Uothtf ; widow, Dec. 14, 1801. 

VIDAL, Francisco Antonio, Uruguayan statesman, b. nt Montevideo, 1827; 
educated at Paris, and obtained the degree of doctor of medicine : minister of the 
interior of Uruguay, 1805-60; president of the Republic of Uruguay, 1806-68. 

VI LAIN XIV., Charles Ghislain, Viscount, Belgian statesman, b. at Brussels, 
May 15, 1803 ; studied at the College Charlemagne, and at the University of Liege; 
member of the National Congress for the distrust of Maestricht, 1S30 ; envoy-extra- 
ordinary and minister-plenipot» ntiary to the Holy See, I8;i2; to the Two Sicilies and 
other Italian courts till 1830 ; minister of foreign affairs, 1835-57. 

VILCOCQ, Antoine, French politician, b. at Paris, Sept. 14, 1822; sub-prefect of 
Sancerre, 1848, of Bar-sur-Aube, 1850, and of Vervins, 1852; member of the Corj>s 
Legislatif for the department of Aisue since 1803. 

VILLEMAIN, Abel Francois, French statesman, b. in Paris, June 11, 1701; 
studied at the Lycee Imperial ; assistant- professor of rhetoric at the Lycee Charlemagne, 
1810 ; member of the Chamber of Deputies for the department of the Lure, 1830; created 
a peer of France, 1832; minister of public instruction, 1839-44. Author of ' Life of 
Cromwell,' 1819; 4 Studies of Modern History/ 1840 ; and numerous other, chiefly his- 
torical, works. 
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VI LLIERS, Right Hon. Charles Pelham, English statesman, b. 1802 ; edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Cambridge, where ha graduated B.A. 1824, M.A. 1827; called to 
the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1S27 ; a deputy-lieutenant of Herts; was judge -ad vocate- 
general, 1S52-58.; president of the Pour Law Board, 1859-00 ; M. P. for Wolverhampton 
since 1835.

1818; a J.P. and 
deputy-lieutenant of Cornwall; formerly captain 11th Hussars ; M.P. for Falmouth, 
lh^l-47; for Bodmin, 1807- j:> ; and tor Truro since 1805 ; appointed a lord of the 
Treasury • 1868. 

VIVIAN, Sir Robert John Hussey, English military commander, b. 1802; 
educated at Gosport, the Boole Militaire at Beauvais, and at the Royal College, Dresden ; 
formerly lieutenant -coh. nel of the 1st Madras Europeans; adjutant-general, 1849-54; 
major-general in the Madras army ; commanded the Turkish contingent during the 
Crimean war; director of the East India Company, 1855-58; appointed member of the 
Council of India, 1858. 
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VIVIEN DE SAINT MARTIN, Louis, French geographer, b. at Calvados, 
May 17, 180*2. Author of 'Carte electorate et administrative,' 1823 ; ' Etudes de 
Geographic ancienne et d'Ethnographie asiatiqne,' 1850-54; * I.e Nord de l'Afrique 
dans l'Antiquite grecque et romaine,' 1863 ; and numerous other works, chiefly on 
geography. 

VOELCKER, August, English chemist, b. at Frankfort-on-the-Maine, 1S23 ; studied 
at the University of Gottingen ; assistant professor of chemistry at Edinburgh, 1849 ; 
professor of chemistry at the Royal Agricultural College at Cirencester, 1852 ; resigned, 
1862, and appointed professor of chemistry to the Royal Agricultural Society of 
England. Author of * Chemistry of Food ;' 1 Lectures on Agricultural Chemistry f and 
other works on chemistry. 

VOOT, Karl, German naturalist, b. at Giessen, July 5, 1817 ; studied in his native town 
under Liebig, and at Berne, where he graduated M.D. 1839; professor of zoology at the 
University of Giessen, 1847; member of the German National Parliament, 1848; 
appointed professor of natural history in the University of Geneva, 1851. Author of 
lectures 'On Man, his Place in Creation and in the History of the Earth ;' 'Science and 
Superstition,' 1855 ; and other works on natural history. 

VOIZE. Adolphe de, French politician, b. at Voiron, March 1807 ; member of the 
Corps Legislatif for the second circonscription of the department of Isere since 1851. 

VOLK, Wllhelm, German painter, b. at Herdecke, on the Ruhr, June 23, 1815. 
Painted 'Good Shepherd ;' 'The Murder of Rizzio ;' ■ Death of Mary Stuart ;' ' Death of 
Admiral de Coligny ;' and other works, chiefly historical. 

VOLK MANN, Alfred Wllhelm, German physiologist, b. at Leipsic, 1801 ; edu- 
cated at the University of his native town ; graduated M.D. 1826; and studied in the 
hospitals of Paris and London ; appointed professor of physiology in the University 
of Dorpat, 1837 ; resigned, 1843, and appointed professor of physiology at Halle. 
Author of 'The Independence of the System of Sympathetic Nerves,' 1842 ; and other 
medical works. 

VRETOS, Andrew Papadopoulos, Greek author, b. at Ithaca, 1800; studied in 
Italy; founded The Greek Mirror, 1830; Hellenic consul at Varna, 1849-51 ; at Venice, 
1854-55 ; entered the service of Russia, 1855 ; retired, 1858. Author of ' Bulgaria. 
Ancient and Modern,' St. Petersburg, 1856; and numerous works in French, Italian, and 
Greek. 

VRETOS, Marino, Greek author, b. at Corfu, Sept. 13, 1828, son of the preceding ; 
studied in Italy, and graduated LL.D. at the University of Pisa. Author of 'Modern 
Athens,' Paris, 1861. Contributor to the Moniteur Universel, and other French journals. 

VUILLEFROY, Charles Ame'dee, French politician, b. at Soissons, Aisne, 
April 23, 1810 ; studied law in Paris ; auditor to the Council of State, 1832 ; member of 
the Council of State, 1848, and of the Legislative Assembly; under-secretary in the 
Ministry of Public Works, Agricu'ture, and Commerce, 1852 ; appointed senator, 1863. 

VUITRY, Adolphe, French statesman, b. at Sens, 1812; studied law in Paris; 
appointed chief of department in the Ministry of Justice, 1841 ; maltrc des requetes in 
the Council of State, 1846 ; under secretary of state in the Ministry of Finance, 1851 ; 
appointed minister-president of the Council of State, Sept 29, 1864. 
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WADDINGTON, Charles, French author, b. June 19, 1819 ; studied at the Lycee 
of Versailles, and entered the Ecole Nnrmale, 1838; graduated Ph D. 1848; appointed 
professor of philosophy at the Lycee St. Louis at Paris, 1864.

William Henry, French author, b. in Paris, 1826; studied in 
England at the University of Cambridge ; elected member of the French Academy 1865 
Author of 'Voyage en Asie Mineure au Point de Vuo numismatiquo,' 1852; •Voyaco 
archeologique en Grece et en Asie Mineure,' 1864 ; and other works. 
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WADDY, Rev. Samuel Dousland, English dissenting minister, b. at Burton- 
upon-Trent, Aug. 6, 1804 ; educated at Woodhouse Grove School, aud entered the 
Wesley aa minis try, 1825 ; principal of Wesley College, Sheffield, 1830. 

WAECHTER, Karl Georg von, German jurist, b. at Marbach on the Neckar, 
Dec. 24, 1797 ; studied at the Universities of Tubingen and Heidelberg ; professor of 
law at Tiibingen, 1822, and rector of the University of the same town, 1825 ; professor 
and chancellor of the same, 1830 ; president of the Wurtemberg Chamber of Deputies, 
1839-51 ; privy councillor of the King of Saxony, and professor of law at the University 
of Leipsic, 1852. Author of 4 Beurtheilung des Entwurfs eines Civilgesetzbuchs fur das 
Konigreich Saehsen,' Leipsic, 1853 ; and other legal works. 

WAGNER, Moritz, German traveller and author, b. at Bayreuth, Bavaria, 1813 ; 
studied in Paris. Author of ' Reisen in der Regentschaft Algier,' Leipsic, 1841 ; 'Reise 
nach Kolchis,' ib. 1850 ; 4 Reisen in Nordamerica,' ib. 1854 ; and other works of travel. 

WAGNER, Richard, German musical composer, b. at Leipsic, May 22, 1813 ; studied 
at Dresden, and the University of Leipzig ; appointed musical director to the Royal 
Theatre of Dresden, 1843. Composed 4 Rieuzi ;' ' Tannhauser 4 Lohengrin and 
numerous other operas. 

WAHLBERG, Peter Fredrik, Swedish botanist, b. at Gothenburg, June 19, 1800; 
studied medicine, and graduated M. D. 1827 ; appointed secretary to the Swedish Academy 
of Sciences, 1848. Author of 4 Flora Gothenburgensis,' 1847; and several treatises on 
botany in the publications of the Swedish Academy of Sciences. 

WAILLY, Joseph Noel, French paleographer, b. at Mezieres, May 10, 1805; elected 
member of the French Academy, 1841 ; appointed keeper of manuscript department of 
the Imperial Library, 1854. Author of 4 Elements de Palcographie,* 1838 ; *Sur des 
Fragments de Papyrus ecrits en Latin et deposes a la Bibliotheque Royal et au Musee 
de Leyde,' 1842 ; and other works. 

WAITZ, Georg, German historical writer, b. at Flensburg, Schleswig, Oct 9, 1813 ; 
studied law and history at the Universities of Kiel and Berlin, 1882-36; member of the 
Provisional Government of Rendsburg. and deputy to the National Assembly at Frankfort, 
1848 ; appointed professor in the University of Gottingen, 1849. Author of 4 History of 
the German Constitution,' Kiel, 1843-47 ; 'History of Schleswig and of Holstein,' Got- 
tingen, 1851-54 ; and other historical works. 

WALCOTT, John Edward, English politician, b. 1790; educated at Winchester; 
is a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Hants; vice-admiral on the reserved list ; M.l\ 
for Christchurch, 1852-68. 

WALCOTT. Rev. Mackenzie Edward Charles, English divine, son of the 
preceding, b. in Bath, 1822; educated at Winchester, and Exeter College, Oxford, 
where he graduated, 1844 ; appointed precentor and prebendary of Chichester Cathedral, 
1863. Author of 4 The History of 8t. Margaret's Church, Westminster,' and other works. 

WALKER, Sir Baldwin Wake, English naval commander, b. 1803 ; entered the 
navy, 1812; became lieutenant, 1820; commander, 1834 ; captain, 1838; appointed 
surveyor of the navy, 1847, and created a baronet; wasj^PWd vice-admiral in the 
Turkish service, aud made K.C B. 1841 ; attained flag Pmk, 1858; surveyor of the 
navy, 1847-61 ; appointed to the command of the South African station, 1861. 

WALKER. George Gustavus. English politician, b. 1831 ; educated at Rugby, 
and Balliol College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1851, M.A. 1855; a magistrate of 
the county of Kirkcudbright, and a major in the Scottish Borderers' Militia; M.P. for 
Dumfriesshire, 1865; re-elected, 1869. 

WALLON, Henri Alexandre, French author, b. at Valenciennes, Dec. 23, 1812 ; 
studied at the Ecole Normale, 1831-84 ; member of the Legislative Assembly, 1849 ; 
elected member of the French Academy, 1850. Author of 4 G6ographie politique des 
Temps modernes,' 1839 ; 4 Dn Monotheisme chez les Races semitiques,' 1859; 4 La Vie 
de Jesus et son nouvel Historian,' 1864 ; and other works. 

WALPOLE, Right Hon. Spencer Horatio, English statesman, b. 1806; edu- 
cated at Eton, and at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1S28 ; called 
to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1831 ; a bencher of Lincoln's Inn ; a commissioner of eccle- 
siastical estates ; was secretary of state for the Home Department, 1852, 1858-59, and 
1866-67 ; M.P. for Midhurst, 1846-56 ; and for Cambridge University since 1856. 

WALROND, John Walrond, English politician, b. 1818 ; a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant of Devon, and a magistrate of Somerset ; M.P. for Tiverton, 1865-68. 

WALSH, Hon. Arthur, English politician, b. 1827 ; educated at Eton, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge ; a magistrnte of Berks and the county of Radnor ; was formerly 
captain 1st Life Guards ; M.P. for Radnorshire since 1865. 
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WALSH, Sir John Bean, English politician, b. 1708 : a deputy-lieutenant of Berks, 
and lord-lieutenant of Radnor; was M P. for Sudbury, 1830-31, aud 1638-40; and for 
Radnorshire. lS40-tf5. 

WALSIN ESTERHAZY, Jean Louis Marie, French military commander, b» 
Nov. 12, 1804; entered the Military School of St Cyr, 1S22 ; lieutenant-colonel, 1842; 
colonel, 1845 ; general of brigade, 185fr ; general of division, I860; grand officer of the 
Legion d'honneur, 1850. 

WALTER, Ferdinand, German jurist, b. at Wesslar, Bavaria, Nov. 30, 1794 ; studied 
law at IieidellM'rg, 1814-18; elected deputy to the Prussian Chamber, 1848; re-elected, 
1840-50. Author of 4 Lehrbueh des Kin-henrechts,' Bonn, 1822 ; 'Deutsche Rechts- 
geschichte,' ib. 1S53 ; and other legal works. 

WALTER, John, English politician, b. in London, 1818 ; educated at Eton, and 
Exeter College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1840; M A. 1843; called to the bar of 
Lincoln's Inn, 1S47; was M.P. for Nottingham, 1847-59 ; M.P. for Berks since 1859; chief 
proprietor of the Times. 

WARD, Edward Matthew, English painter, b. in Pimlico, 1816 ; admitted a student 
of the Royal Academy, 1834. Exhibited 4 Napoleon in the Prison at Nice,' 1840 ; 4 The 
South Sea Bubble,' 1847 ; 'The Last Sleep of Argyle,' 1857 ; 1 Ante-chamber at White- 
hall during the Dying Moments of Charles II.' 1801; 'The Night of Rizzio's Murder,' 
1865 ; and numerous other paintings, chiefly historical. Elected A.R.A. 1846 ; R A. 1855. 

WARNER, Edward, English politician, b. 1S18 ; educated at Wadham College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1840, M.A. 1844; called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn„ 
1850; a magistrate and deputy -lieutenant of Essex; was M.P. for Norwich, 1852-57, 
and 1860-68. 

WARNER, Snsan, American authoress, b. at New York, 1818. Author, under the 
nom tie plume, of Miss Wetherell, of 'The Wide Wide World,* New York, 184'.»; 
4 Queechey ;' 'The Hills ©f the-Shatemuc,' ib. 1856; aud numerous other novels and tales 
of American life. 

WARNKOENIG, Leopold August, German jurist, b. at Bruchsal, Baden, Aug. 1, 
1704; studied at Heijlelberg and Gottingen, and graduated LL.D. 1816; appointed, 
professor of ecclesiastical law in the University of Tubingen, 1844. Author of 4 History 
of Flanders and of Flemish Law,' Tubingen, 1834-39 ; 4 History of France and of French 
Law,' Bale, 1845-48; and other legal and historical works. 

WARREN, Samuel, English author, b. in Denbighshire, 1S07; educated at the 
University of Edinburgh; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 1S37 ; a Q.C. and 
recorder of Hull; M.P. for Midhurst, 1856; re-elected, 1857; resigned on being 
appointed one of the masters in lunacy, Feb. 1859. Author of 'The Diary of a late 
Physician,' 1830 ; 'Ten Thousand a Year,' 1839-41 ; 4 The Lily and the Bee,' 1851 ; and 
several legal work* 

WARTER, Rev. John Wood, English author, b. 1806 ; educated at Christ Churchv 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1827. Edited South ey's 'Commonplace Book,' and a 
portion of his correspondence. Author of 'Parochial Fragments ;' ' The Last of the Old 
Squires ;' and other works. 

WARWICK, George Guy Greville, Earl of, English administrator, b. 1818 ; 
graduated at St. John's College, Oxford ; sat in the House of Commons as Lord Brooke 
from Nov. 1848 to Aug. 1853 ; lieutenant-colonel of the Warwickshire Yeomanry Corps. 

WATERFORD, John Henry de la Poer Beresford, Marquis of, b. 1844 ; 

succeeded, 1867. 

WATERHOUSE, Samuel, English politician, b. 1815; a J.P. and deputy-lieutenant 
of the West Riding of the county of York, and major of the 2d York Yeomanry Cavalry ; 
M.P. for Pontefract since 1863. 

WATERWORTH, Rev. William, English writer, b. 1812 ; educated at Stony- 
hurst ; entered the order of the Jesuits, aud was ordained a priest. Author of 'The 
Origin and Developments of Anglicanism ;' 4 England and Rome, or the Religious Con- 
nexion between England and the Holy See, from the Year a.d. 179 down to the 

Reformation. 1 

WATKIN, Sir Edward William, English politician, b. 1819; chairman of the 
South-Eastern and other railways; was formerly a merchant in Manchester; M.P. for 
Great Yai mouth, 1S57-5S, and for Stockport, 1864-68 ; knighted, 1867. ? 

W ATKINS, Rev. Charles Frederick, English author, b. at Corsley, Wilts, Jan. 
16, 17!'5; educated at Christ's Hospital, and at Christ's College, Cambridge; appointed 
curate of Windsor.

president of the New Dramatic College. 

WEBSTER, Thomas, English painter, b. in London, 1800. Exhibited 'The Soldier's 
Return;' 'A Village School,' 1833 ; 'Punch,' 1S40; 'A Dame's School,' 1845; 'The. 
Race,' 1855 ; and numerous other paintings, chiefly of rural and domestic scenes. 
Elected A.R.A. 1840; R. A. 1840. 

WEEKES, Henry, English sculptor, b. at Canterbury, 1807; studied under W. 
Behnes, and under Chantrey. Executed a bust of the Queen, 18:17; the statues of 
Cranmer, Latimer, and Ridley, for the Martyrs' Memorial at Oxford ; the Marquis 
Wellesley, for the India House; the monument to Shelley in Christ Church Minster; 
and numerous other statues. Exhibited 'The Suppliant,' 1850; 'A Shepherd,' 1852 ; and 
many other works.

M P. for Grantham, 1857-65; M.P. for South Lincolnshire since 1865. 

WELCKER, Friedrich Gottlieb, German archaeologist, b. at Griinberg, Hesse, 
1794; nominated keeper of the library and professor of philology to the University of 
Bonn, 1819. Edited the Philological Museum of the Rhine for more than twenty years.

WE la HAVEN, Joban Sebastian, Norwegian author, b. at Bergen, Dec. 22, 1807 ;

1807 ; educated at Eton and Cambridge, where he graduated D.C L. ; a major- 
general in the army; elected M.P. for Aldborough, 1829, and for Norwich, 1837; suc- 
ceeded his father, nrst duke, Sept. 1852 ; master of the horse to the Queen from Dec. 
1852 to Feb 1858 ; a deputy-lieutenant of Hants. 

WELLINGTON, Right Rev. Charles John Abraham, Bishop of, English 
divine, b. 1815 ; educated at Eton, and King's College, Cambridge ; was archdeacon of 
Waitemate, New Zealand, 1852-57 ; consecrated first bishop of Wellington, New Zealand, 
1857. Author of several theological works. 

WELLS, Sir Mordaunt Lawson, English colonial administrator, b. 1817 ; educated 
at the Grammar School, Huntingdon ; called to the bar of the Middle Temple, 1841 ; 
serjeant-at law, 1855 ; recorder of Bedford, 1856 ; judge at Calcutta, and knighted, 1858 ; 
member of the Legislative Council of India, 1860-63. 

WENDEL, Alexis Charles. Baron de, French politician, b. Dec. 15, 1809; 
member of the General Council for the canton of Thionville, and director of the 
Orleans Railway; member of the Legislative Assembly, 1849 ; and of the Corps Legislatif 
for the department of the Moselle since 1852. 

WER LE , Mathieu E douard, French politician, b. at Rheims, Oct. 3, 1801; pre- 
sident of the Tribunal of Commerce, 1846 ; mayor of Rheims, lt>52 ; member of the 
Corps Legislatif for the department of the Marne since 1862. 

WEST, Augnste Ce sar, French politician, b. at Soultz, July 18, 1810 ; secretary- 
general to the prefecture of Haut-Rhin, 1848; prefect of the same department, 1849; 
prefect of Bas Rhin, 1850, and of Haute-Garonne, 1855; member of the Corps Legislatif 
for the department of Bas-Rhin since 1863. 
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WEST, Lord Charles Richard, English military commander, b in London, 1815, 
eldest son of the Earl of Delawarr ; enteied the army, 1831 ; took part in the war in the 
Crimea, 1855 ; promoted major-general, 1856. 

WESTBURY, Richard Bethell, Baron, English statesman, b 1800; educated at 
Wadham College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1S18 ; called to the bar of the Middle 
Temple, 1823; madeQ.C. 1840; vice-chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 1850 ; solicitor- 
general, 1852; attorney-general, 1856-58 and 1859-61 ; was M.P for Aylesbury, 1851-59, 
and for Wolverhampton, 1859-61.; appointed lord high chancellor, and raised to the 
peerage, 1801 ; resigned the chancellorship, July 1865. 

WESTERGAARD, Niels Iiudvig, Danish philologist, b. at Copenhagen, Dec. 17, 
1815; educated in the University of his native city, and studied Sanscrit at Bonn, 183S ; 
appointed professor of Oriental languages in the University of Copenhagen, 1845. 
Author of ' Radices SanscriUe,' 1841 ; a critical edition of the ' Zendavesta,' Copenhagen, 
1852-53 ; and other works. 

WESTERN, Sir Thomas Burch, English politician, b. 1795 ; educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1818, M A. 1824 ; a J. P. and deputy- 
lieutenant of Suit i ilk and Essex ; M.P. lor North Essex, 1865-68. 

WESTMACOTT, Richard, English sculptor, b. in London, 1797; studied in Italy, 
1820-26. Exhibited 'The Cymbal Player,' 1832; 'Paolo and Frnncesca,' 1838; a bas- 
relief, 'Go and Sin no more,' 1850; and numerous statues, groups, and bas-reliefs. 
Elected A.R. A. 1838, R. A. 1849 ; appointed professor of sculpture to the Royal Academy, 
1859. Author of 4 Handbook on the Schools of Sculpture ;' and other works upon art. 

WESTMINSTER, Richard Grosvenor, Marquis of, English administrator, 
b. 1795; educated at Christ Church, Oxford ; was M.P. for the county ol Chester, 1818-34 ; 
lord steward of the Household, 1850-52 ; lord- lieutenant of Cheshire. 

WESTMORELAND, Francis William Henry Fane, Earl of, English 
officer, b. 1825 ; educated at Westminster ; entered the army, 1841 ; captain, 1853 ; 
lieutenant-colonel, 1854 ; served in India ; was aide-de-camp to Lord Raglan in the 
Crimea; succeeded his father, eleventh earl, Oct. 1859. 

WESTWOOD, John Ohadiah, English entomologist, b. in Sheffield, 1805 ; educated 
at Lichfield ; appointed professor of zoology at Oxfoid, 1861. Author of ' Palaeographia 
Sacra Pictoria f 'The Butterflies of Great Britain ;' and other works. 

WETHER ALL, Sir George Augustas, English military commander, b. 1779; 
educated at Winchester, and at the Royal Military College, High Wycombe ; served at 
the Cape, and was military secretary to the commander-in-chief at Madras, 1822-25; 
became a general in the army, 1868. 

WEY, Francois Alphonse. French author, b. at Besancon, Aug. 12, 1812; studied 
in Paris. Author of 'Enfants du Marquis de Ganges,' 1838; 'Histoire des Revolutions 
du Langage en France,' 1848 ; ' La haute Savoie, Recits d'Histoire et de Voyage,' 18b5 ; 
and numerous other works. 

WH ALLEY, George Hammond, English politician, b. 1813 ; educated at Uni- 
versity College, London ; called to the bar of Gray's Inn, 1839 ; a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant of the county of Denbigh, and a magistrate of the counties of Montgomery 
and Carnarvon; M.P. for Peterborough since 1859. Author of 4 On the Law of Tithe 
Commutations ;' and other legal works. 

WHARNCLIFFE, Edward Montagu Stuart Granville Stuart Wortley, 
Baron, English administrator, b. 1827 ; a deputy-lieutenant of the West Riding of 
Yorkshire ; lieutenant-colonel Hallamshire Rifles. 

WHATMAN, James, English politician, b. 1813; educated at Eton, and Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1834, M.A. 1838; deputy-lieutenant of Kent; 
and a commissioner of lieutenancy of London; M.P. for Maidstone, 1852-57, for West 
Kent, 1857-59; M.P. for Maidstone since 1865. 

WHEAT S"f ONE, Sir Charles, English electrician, b. at Gloucester, 1802 ; professor 
of experimental philosophy in King's College, London ; inventor of the electric telegraph, 
in conjunction with Mr. W. F. Cooke. 

WHITBREAD, Samuel, English politician, b. 1830 ; educated at Rugby, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Beds; M.P. for Bedford 
since 1852. 

WHITE, James, English politician, b. 1809; educated for the mercantile career, aud 
formerly an alderman of the ^ city of London; M.P. for Plymouth, 1857-59, and for 
Brighton since 1860. 
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WHITE, Walter, English author, b. 1808 ; appointed clerk to the Royal Society, 1S44 ; 
Assistant secretary, 1861. Author of ' To Switzerland and Back ;' ' A July Holiday in 
Saxony, Bohemia, and Silesia ;' 4 All Round the Wrekin and other works of traveh 

WHITESIDE, Right Hon. James, Irish judge, b. in the county of Wieklow, 
ISOtf; educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduated B. A. 1827 ; called to the 
Irish bar. 1830 ; solicitor-general for Ireland, March to Dec. 1852; attorney-general, 
IS58-59; M.P. for Enniskillen, 1851-59, and for Dublin University, 1859-66 ; chief justice 
of the Court of Queen's Bench, 1866.

1856 ; and other poetical works. 

WHITWORTH. Benjamin, English politician, b. 1816; a magistrate of the county 
of Lancaster, and a merchant at Manchester ; M.P. for Drogheda, 1865-69. 

WIERTZ, Antoine, Belgian painter, b. at Dinant, Feb. 22, 1806; studied at the 
Academy of Antwerp. Painted ' La Revolts des Anges ;' 4 Triomphe du Christ ;' 4 La 
Fuite en Egypte;' and numerous other paintings, chiefly religious or historical. 

WIGAN, Alfred, English actor, b. at Blackheath, Kent, March 24, ISIS ; played at the 
principal London theatres; manager of the Olympic, Loudon, 1853-57; and of the 
St. James's Theatre, 1860-63. 

WI GRAM , George Vicesimns, English author, b. March 1805 ; educated at 
Queen's College, Oxford ; joined the sect known as the Plymouth Brethren. Author of 
4 The Englishman's Greek Concordance of the New Testament;' 4 The Englishman's 
Hebrew and Chaldee Concordance of the Old Testament,' 1843-44 ; and other works. 

WIGRAM, Right Hon. Sir James, English judge, b. 1808, brother of the pre- 
ceding ; educated at Trinitv College, Cambridge ; called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 1819 ; 
M.P. for Leominster from'July to Oct. 1841; knighted, 1841; vice-chancellor, 1841-50, 
when he retired from the bench. 

WILBERFORCE, Henry William, English journalist and divine, b. 1809; 
educated at Oriel College, Oxford, where he graduated in 1830 ; appointed vicar of East 
Farleigh, Kent, 1843 ; resigned, 1850, on joining the Roman Catholic Church ; pro- 
prietor and editor of the Weekly Register. 

WILDE, James Plaisted, Baron Penzance, English judge, b. 1816; educated 
at Winchester, and Trinity College. Cambridge; called to the bar of the Inner Temple, 
1832 ; counsel to the Duchy of Lancaster, 1859; made a baron of the Exchequer, and 
knighted, 1800 ; appointed judge of the Court of Probato aud Divorce, 1803 ; raised to 
the peerage, 1809. 

WILHELM I., Dnke of Brunswick, b. April 25, 1800, the second son of Duke 
Friedrich Wilhelm of Brunswick and of Princess Marie of Baden ; undertook pro- 
visionally the government of Brunswick in consequence of the insurrection of Sept. 7, 
1830, and subsequent flight of his brother, the reigning Duke, Oct. 12, 1830 ; ascended 
the throne, April 25, 1831. 

WILHELM I., King of Prussia, b. March 22, 1797, the second son of King 
Friedrich Wilhelm 111. and of Princess Louise of Mecklenburg-Strelitz; educated for the 
military career, and took part in the campaigns of 1813 tol815 against France ; appointed 
governor of the province of Pomerania, 1840 ; fled from Prussia to England, March 20, 
1848 ; elected member of the Constituent Assembly for Wirsitz, Posen, May 15, 1S4S ; 
returned to Berlin and took his seat in the Assembly, June 8, 1848 ; commander-in-chief 
of the Prussian troops against the revolutionary army of Baden, June 1849 ; appointed 
military governor of the Rhine Provinces, Oct. 1, 1849; appointed regent of the kingdom 
during the mental illness of his brother, Oct. 9, 1858; ascended .the throne at the death 
of his brother, Jan. 2, 1801. 

WILKES. Charles, American naval commander, b. 1805 ; entered the navy, 1823 ; 
appointed by the United 8Uit.es Government to conduct a voyage of exploration in the 
Southern and Pacific Oceans, 1838; commander of the&i/i Jacinto, 1801; charged with 
the blockade of the ports of the Confederate States, 1862. Author of ' Narrative of the 
United States Exploring Expedition,' New York, 1845; 'Western America,' 1849. 

WILKINSON, James John Garth, English author, b. in London, 1S12. Author 
™ ' the Statute of Limitations ;' 'Swedenborg, a Biography/ 1849 ; 'The Ministry of 
Health,' 1850 ; and other works. 
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WILKINSON, Sir John Gardner, English archaeologist, b. 1707; educated at 
Harrow, and Exeter College, Oxford ; knighted, 18 to. Author of 4 Manners and Customs 
of the Ancient Egyptians, derived from a Comparison of the Painting, Sculpture, and 
Monuments still existing with the Accounts of Ancient Authors,' 1837-41 ; and other 
works. 

WILKINSON, Rev. Matthew, English divine, b. 1810; graduated at Clare 
College, Cambridge, 18 >5 ; appointed head-master of Marlborough College, Wilts, 184:1 ; 
resigned, and was appointed vicar of West Lavington, Wilts, 1852 ; one of the select 
preachers of the University of Cambridge, 1803-04. Author of ' Sermons.' 

WILL EM III., Kin? of the Netherlands, b. Feb. W, 1817, the eldest son of 
King William II. and of Princess Anna Panluwna, daughter of Czar Paul I. of Russia; 
educated by private tutors, aaid at the University of Levden ; succeeded* u> the throne at 
the death of his father, March 17, 1849; married, June 18, 1839, to Sophie, b, J- line 17, 
1818, the second daughter of King William I. of Wurtemberg. 

WILLES, Sir James Shaw, English judge, b. 1814; educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he graduated B A. 1830, LL.D. 1800; called to the bar of the Inneir 
Temple, 1840 ; judge of the Court of Common Pleas, and knighted, 1806. Edited, with 
Sir U. Keating, 'Smith's Leading Cases,' 1849. , 

WILLIAMS, Right Hon. Sir Edward Vauehan, English judge, b. in London, 
1790 ; called to the bar of Lincoln's Inn, 182:J ; appointed one of the judges of the Court 
of Common Pleas, and knighted, 1847; resigned, and sworn a member of the Privy 
Council, 1805. 

WILLIAMS, Frederick Martin, English politician, b. 1830 ; educated at Win- 
chester ; a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of Cornwall ; M.P. for Truro since 1805. 

WILLIAMS, Rev. George, English author, b. 1814; educated at Eton, and King* 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 1837, M.A. 1840; chaplain to Bishop 
Alexander of Jerusalem, 1811-43; warden of St. Coluinba's College, Ireland, 1850-65; 
vice-provost of Kimr's College, 1S54-50. Author of 4 Holy City, or Historical and Topo- 
graphical Notices of Jerusalem,' 1845. 

WILLIAMS, Monier, English philologist, b. at Bombay, 1819; educated at King's 
College, London, and entered Balliol College, Oxford, 1838, and graduated B.A. at 
University College, Oxford, 1844; was professor of Sanscrit at Haileybury College, 
1S44-5S ; elected Boden Sanscrit professor at Oxford, Dec. 1800. Author of ' An English 
and Sanscrit Dictionary/ 1851 ; and other philological works. 

WILLIAMS, Rev. Rowland, English author, b. in Flintshire. 1817 ; educated at 
Eton, and King's College, Cambridge ; appointed vice-principal and professor of Hebrew 
at St. David's College, Lampeter, and chaplain to the Bishop of Llandaff, 1850 ; became 
vicar of Broad Chalkc, Wilts, 1850. Author of ' Review of Bunsen,' in the volume of 
' Essays and Reviews ;' ' Rational Godliness ;' and other theological works. 

WILLIAMS, Thomas Peers, English politician, b. 1795 ; educated at Westminster, 
and Christ Church, Oxford ; a magistrate and deputy-lieutenant of Berks, Anglesea, and 
Bucks, and lieutenant-colonel Anglesea Militia; M.P. for Great Marlow, 18*20-08. 

WILLIAMS, Sir WiUiam Fenwick, English military commander, b. in Nova 
Scotia, 18UH; entered the Royal Artillery, 1825; first lieutenant, 1827; captain, 1840 ; 
colonel and brigadier-general, 1854; defended Kars, 1855; lieutenant-general, 1850 ; 
commander of the troops in Canada, 1S59-05. 

WILLIAMSON, Sir Hedworth, English politician, b. 1827 ; educated at Eton, and 
Christ Church, Oxford ; a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of the county of Durham ; M.P. for 
North Durham since 1804. 

WILLIS, Rev. Robert, English author, b. in London, 1S00 ; educated at Cains 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated in 1820 ; appointed Jacksonian professor of 
natural and experimental philosophy in the University of Cambridge, 1S37. Author of 
4 Remarks on the Architecture of the Middle Ages and of Italy,' 1840 ; 1 Principles of 
Mechanism,' 1841. 

WILLISEN, Wilhelm von, Prussian diplomatist, b. at Strasfurth, 1790; entered 
the Russian service, 1805; colonel, 1840; and major-general, 1845; sent on a diplomatic 
mission to the Emperor of the French, 1801 ; nominated Prussian ambassador at Turin, 
1802.

1807 ; captain 
in the army, 1840 ; colonel, 1853 ; general of brigade, 1S55 ; general of division, 1859. 

WIMPFFEN, Franz Emil Lorenx Herman von, Austrian military com- 
mander, b. at Pragiie, April 2, 1797 ; entered the army as second lieutenant, 1813 ; 
captain, 1822 ; major-general, 1838 ; civil and military governor of Trieste and the coast 
of the Adriatic, 1849 ; field-marshal and commander of the first corps of the Austrian 
army, 1854. 

WINCHESTER, Right Rev. Charles Richard Sumner. Bishop of, 

English divine, b. at Kenilworth, 1790 ; educated at Eton, and Trinity College, Cambridge ; 
prelate of the Order of the Garter ; provincial sub-dean of Canterbury ; and visitor of 
Magdalen, New Trinity, St. John's, and Corpus Christ! Colleges, Oxford ; consecrated 
bishop of Llandatf, 1826 ; translated to Winchester, 1827. 

WINCH ILSEA AND NOTTINGHAM, George James Finch Hatton, 
Earl of, English administrator, b. 1815; educated at Christ Church, Oxford; M.P. lor 
North Northamptonshire, 18a7-41 ; succeeded his father, tenth earl, 1858. 

WINDHAM, Sir Charles Ashe, English military commander, b. 1810; entered 
the Coldstream Guards, 1826; became colonel, June 1854; and major-general, 1855; 
appointed to the military command at Lahore, 1865 ; lieutenant-general in the army, and 
colonel of the 46th regiment. 

WINNINGTON, Sir Thomas Edward, English politician, b. 1811; educated at 
Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1833; a deputy -lieutenant of 
Worcestershire ; high sheriff, 1851 ; M.P. for Bewdley, 1887-47, and 1852-68. 

WINSLOW, Forbes, English medical writer, b. at Pentonville, Aug. 1810; passed at 
the Royal College of Surgeons, and graduated M. D. at Aberdeen, 1835. Author of 'The 
Physiology and Pathology of the Human Mind,' 1831 ; 4 The Plea of Insanity in Criminal 
Cases;' 'On the Obscure Diseases of the Brain and Disorders of the Mind,' 1860 ; and 
other papers and works on mental diseases. 

WINTERH ALTER, Frederick, English portrait painter, b. in the grand-duehy 
of Baden, 1806. Painted a portrait group of the Queen, the late Prince Consort, and the 
Royal Family; also of Wellington and Peel, 1850; a portrait of the Empress of the 
French, 1861 ; the Prince Imperial, 1864 ; and of many other royal personages. 

WINTHROP, Robert Charles, American statesman, b. at Boston, 1809; studied 
at Harvard College, and law under Daniel Webster ; elected to the State Legislature of 
Massachusetts, 1834 ; elected to Congress, 1840 ; chairman of Congress during the 
sessions of 1848-49 ; elected to the Senate, 1850. Author of ' Addresses and Speeches on 
various Occasions,' 1852. 

WISE, Henry Augustus, American author, b. at Brooklyn, New York, May 1819; 
entered the United States navy as midshipman ; became lieutenant during the Mexican 
war. Author of ' Los Gringos, or an Inside View of Mexico, Peru, Chili, &c.* New York, 
1849 ; ' Tales for the Marines,' ib. 1855 ; and other works of fiction. 

WISE, Henry Christopher, English politician, b. 1806; educated at Rugby, and 
Oriel College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1827 ; a J. P. and deputy-lieutenant of 
the county of Warwick ; M.P. for South Warwickshire since 1865. 

WODEHOUSE, John, Earl of Kimberley, English statesman, b. 1826 ; studied 
at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 1847 ; a deputy -lieutenant 
of Norfolk ; was under-secretary of state for foreign aflairs, Dec. 28, 1852, to May 4, 
1856 ; envoy-extraordinary and minister-plenipotentiary at St. Petersburg, 1856, to Mav 
20, 1858 ; reappointed under secretary of state for foreign affairs, June 1859 ; resigned, 
1861 ; lord-lieutenant of Ireland, 1864-66 ; created Earl of Kimberley, 1866 ; lord privy 
seal, Dec. 1868. 

WODEHOUSE, Sir Philip Edmund, English colonial administrator, b. 1806 ; 
entered the Ceylon Civil Service as writer, 1828 ; superintendent of Honduras, 1851 ; 
governor of British Guiana, 1854 ; special envoy to the Government of Venezuela, 1858 ; 
appointed governor of the Cape of Good Hope, 1861. 
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WOHLER, Priedrich, German chemist, b. at Esschenheim, near Frankfort, July 81, 
1809 ; studied at Marburg and Heidelberg, and received the degree of M.D. ; appointed 
professor of medicine and director of the Chemical Institute at Gdttingen, 1836. Author 
of 'Treatise on Organic Chemistry,' Berlin, 1840 ; ' Practical Chemical Analysis/ ib. 1854 ; 
and other works on chemistry. 

WOIRHAYE, Charles Fraugois, French magistrate, b. at Metz, May 31, 1798 ;

WOLOWSKI, Louis Francois Michel Raymond, French political economist,

educated at the University of Edinburgh ; employed on the start' of the East-Indian 
army, 1820-31 ; inveuted the electric telegraph, in conjunction with Professor Charles 
Wheatstone, 1830-37; constructed the lirst telegraph line, from Paddington to West 
Drayton, 1838. 

COUZA, Alexander, Roumanian statesman, b. at Galatz, 1820 ; educated at Paris, 
1834-39 ; entered the Moldavian army, and promoted colonel, 1845 ; governor of Galatz, 
1850; elected priuce-ruler of Moldavia and Wallachia, 1859; deposed, 1S00. 

COX, Jacob, American statesman, b. at Montreal, Canada, 1S28 ; studied law, and went 
to the bar in the State of Ohio ; entered the army of the United States at the outbreak of 
the civil war, and rose to the rank of major-general ; was governor ol* Ohio, 1S05-09 ; 
appointed secretary of the interior, March 5, 1SU9. 

C RE SWELL, John. American statesman, b. in the State of Maryland, 1828; studied 
law, and graduated at Dickinson College, Pennsylvania ; admitted to the bar in Maryland, 
1850, and elected a member of the State Legislature, 1801 ; elected member of Congress, 
1803, and United States senator, 1805; appointed postmaster-general, March 5, 1809.

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DALE, Rev. Robert William, English author, b. in London, 1829; graduated at 
the I'nivenuty of London, 1863; minister of the Congregational Church, Carr's Lane, 
Birmingham, 1850; chairman of the Congregational Union of England und Wales, 180t>. 
Author of numerous sermons and pamphlet*. 

DAVIKS, Rev. John Llewelyn, English author, b. 1826; fellow of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, 1859-59; rector of Christ Chureh, Marylebone, London, since 1856. Author 
of "St. Paul's Epistles to the Ephesians, Colossians, and Philemon,' 1806; 'The Gospel 
and Modern Lite,' isr.y; and several sermons. 

DAVIS, Andrew Jackson, American writer, b. 1826. Author of ' The Principles of 
Nature;* ' The Great llarmonia 'The Magic Staff and other works on spiritualism and 
clairvoyance. 

DUCKWITZ, Arnold, German statesman, b. at Bremen, Jan. 27, 1S02 ; educated for 
the commercial career in England; member of the Senate of Bremen, 1841 ; established 
steam navigation between Bremen and New York, 1S47; minister of commerce of the 
Germanic government at Erankfort, 1848; burgomaster of Bremen, 1857-03. Author of 
several works on political economy. 

DUVERGIER, Jean Baptiste. French statesman, b. at Bordeaux, Aug. 25, 1792 ; 
studied jurisprudence at Paris, and became advocate at the Cour Royale, 1821; elected 
batonnier of the Order of Advocates, 1840; nominated member of the Council of State, 
1*55; appointed minister of justice and public worship, and keeper of the seals (Garde 
des Sceaux), .July 17, 180.*.

Paris, 185S, which passed through fifteen editions in one year; and 'many other 
novels. Founder and editor of the daily journal UEpoque, 

FIGUEROLA, Laureano, Spanish statesman, b. at Cain, near Barcelona, July 4, 
1810; educated at Barcelona, and appointed master of the Normal School, 1841 ; pro- 
fessor of political economy at the University of Barcelona, 1847-55 ; deputy of Barcelona 
to the Cortes, and leader of the free-trade party, 1 .854-00 ; professor of commercial law at 
the University of Madrid, 1850-08. 

FISH, Hamilton, American statesman, b. in the City of New York, 1SO0; studied for 
the bar, and graduated at Columbia College ; successively member of the Stiite Legisla- 
ture of New York, member of Congress, governor of the State of New York, and United 
States senator; appointed secretary of state and of foreign affairs, March 11, 1809. 

FOWLER, John, English civil engineer, b. 1817; designed and carried out many l nil- 
ways, docks, and other public works throughout the United Kingdom, and on the 
Continent ; engineer of the Metropolitan Underground Railway, London. 

FRANK L, Ludwig August, German poet, b. at Chrast, Bohemia, Feb. 3, 1S10; 
studied medicine at the University of Vienna. Author of ' Habsburglied,' Vienna, 18:52 ; 
4 Christoforo Colombo,' Stuttgart, 1836 ; aud numerous other poetical works. Translator 
of some of the poems of Lord Byron.

HAUCH, Johan Carsten, Danish poet, b. at Frederickshald, Norway, May 12, 1790 ;

at the University of Kiel, 1846-48, and at Copenhagen, 1851. Author of 'Lyriske Digte.' 
Copenhagen, 1843 ; « Marsk Stig,' ib. 1850 ; and other poems and dramas. 

HAUSSONVILLE, Joseph Bernard, Count d', French historian, b. at Paris 
May 27, 1809; entered the diplomatic career, 1828, and successively secretary of embassy 
at Brussels, Turin, and Naples ; retired into private life, 1848. Author of 'Histoire de \& 
Politique exterieure du Gouvernement francais de 1830 a 1S48,' two vols. 8vo. Paris, 1S50 ;

HAUTEFEUILLE, Laurent Basile, French jurist, b. at Paris, July 25, 1805 ;

HOAR, Ebenezer Rock wood, American statesman, b. at Concord, Massachusetts, 
1817 ; studied law, and graduated at Harvard College ; was for some time judge of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court; appointed attorney-general of the United States, 
March 5, 1809. 

HOLE, James, English political economist, b. at Manchester, Jan. 9, 1820; educated 
for a commercial career ; secretary of the Associated Chambers of Commerce of Great 
Britain, 1807. Authorof 'Lectures on the Organisation of Labour,' 1851 ; 'The Homes 
of the Working Classes,' London, 1800 ; and other works. 
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HOOD, Tom, English author and journalist, b. 1835; educated at University College 
School, London, aud Pembroke College, Oxford; for some years in the Civil Service. 
Author of several novels, and collections in prose and verse. Editor of Fun since 1805. 

HUGGINS, William, English astronomer, b. in London, 1826; studied astronomy, 
and erected an observatory at Tulse Hill in 1855 ; ascertained, by spectrum analysis, the 
pbysical state and chemical nature of some of the stars, 1862; discovered the gaseous 
state of the nebula;, 1S64; elected F.R.S. 1865, and received the royal medal, 1866; Rede 
lecturer for 1869. Author of many papers in Transactions of scientific societies. 

HYACINTHE, Charles Iaoyson, called Pe're Hyacinthe, French theologian, 
b. at Orleans in 1827 ; educated at tbe Academy of Pau, and at St. Sulpiee, and ordained 
priest, 1849 ; professor of theology at the seminary of Nantes, 1850-52 ; cure of 
St. Sulpiee, Paris, 1852-60; entered the convent of the Carmelites, Lyons, 1861, and 
nominated general of the Order, 1866 ; resigned, Sept. 1869.

PLUMPTRE, Rev. Edward Hayes, English poet and theologian, b. 1821 ; 
educated at University College, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1844; professor of pastoral 
theology, 1853-03, and professor of New Testament exegesis at King's College, London, 
since 1803; rector of Pluckley, Kent, 1869. Author of 'Christ and Christendom, ' 
Bovle Lecture for 1866; 4 Lazarus, and other Poems,' 1864; 'Master and Scholar, and 
other Poems,' 1863 ; a new translation of Sophocles, 1866, and of iEschylus, 1868. 

POCCI, Franz, Count, German poet and composer, b. at Munich, March 7, 1807 ; 
studied at the Universities of Landshut and Munich ; companion of King Ludwig I. in 
journeys to Italy, 1845-60. Author of 1 Soldatenlieder,' Leipzig, 1842 ; 4 Dichtungen,' 
Schafliiausen, 1843 ; and other poems. Composer of * Der Alehyinist' opera, performed 
at Munich, and of numerous songs and musical pieces. 

PRICE. Bonamy, English political economist, b. 1807 ; educated at Worcester College, 
Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1830, M.A. 1832; professor of political economy at Oxford 
since 1868.

REVERE, Giuseppe, Italian dramatic author, b. at Trieste, 1812 ; studied philosophy 
at the College of Milan ; took part in the insurrection against Austria, 1848. Author of 
* Sampiero di Bastelica,' Milan, 1836 ; and numerous other dramas and poems. 

ROBESON, George* American statesman, b. in the State of New Jersey, 1S24 ; 
studied for the bar, and graduated at Princeton College; attorney-general of New Jersey, 
1866-69. Appointed secretary of the navy of the United States, June 25, 1869. 

RODENBERG, Julius, German author, b. July 6, 1831 ; studied jurisprudence at 
Heidellwrg and Gottingen, and graduated, 1856. Author of ' Konig Harold's Todtenfeier,' 
Marburg, 1853; 'Die Insel der Heiligen,' Berlin, 1860; 'Tagund Nacht in London,' ib. 
1862 ; and numerous poems and works of travel. 

ROGERS, James Edwin Thorold, English political economist, b. 1824 ; educated 
at Magdalen Hall, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 1846, M.A. 1849; professor of political 
economy, Oxford, 1862-67. Author of 4 Education at Oxford,' 1861 ; 4 Agriculture and 
Prices, 1269-1793,' 1866; 4 A Manual of Political Economy,' 1867. 

ROON, Albrecht The odor, Prussian statesman and military commander, b. April 
30, 1803; entered the army, 1821 ; professor at the Military Academy, Berlin, 1829-32: 
chief of the statf in the campaign against the Baden insurgents, 1849 ; appointed minister 
of war of Prussia, Dec. 5, 1859 ; and minister of marine, April 16, 1861. 

ROSCHER, Wilhelm, German political economist, b. at Hanover, Oct. 21, 1817; 
studied jurisprudence at the Universities of Gottingen and Berlin, 1835-39; professor of 
political economy at Leipzig since 1848. Author of 'Geschichte der englischen Volks- 
wirthschaftslehre im 16 und 17 Jahrhundert,' Leipzig, 1851 ; and other works on political 
I economy. 

ROSCOE, Henry Enfield, English chemist, b. in London, Jan. 7, 1833; educated at 
University College, London, and at Heidelberg; appointed professor of chemistry in 
Owens College, Manchester, 1857. Author, in conjunction with Professor Bunscn, of 
•Memoirs on the Measurement of the Chemical Action of Light;' 4 Lessons in Elemen- 
tary Chemistry,' 1S66 ; 'Lectures on Spectrum Analysis/ 1869 ; and numerous articles in 
scientific journals. 
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SALT, Sir Titus, English manufacturer, b. at Morley, near Leeds ; introduced the 
manufacture of alpaca wool, and erected the factories composing the town of Saltaire ; 
M P. for Bradford, 1859-61 ; created baronet, 1809. 

SAVIGNY. Karl Priedrich von, German statesman, b. in Berlin, 1818, son of the 
celebrated jurist ; educated under the supervision of Alexander von Humboldt; entered 
the diplomatic service of Prussia, 1838 ; Prussian ambassador at Dresden, at Brussels, 
and at Frankfort -on-tbe Main. 1859-66 ; representative of Prussia in the Council of the 
North German Confederation, 1N00-68. 

SEEBOHM. Frederic, English author, b. at Bradford, Yorkshire, 1833 ; called to the 
t.ar of the Middle Temple, 1856; banker at Hitchin, Herts. Author of 'The Oxford 
Reformers,' 1867. Contributor on historical and economical subjects to the North British 
and Fortnightly Reviews. i 

SILVA, Innocentio Francisco da, Portuguese bibliographer, b. at Lisbon, Sept. 
•_'s. isio ; entered the military career, but resigned, 1836. Author of 4 Dietionario biblio- 
graphic jKjrtuguez,* 4 vols. Lisbon, 1S58-60; and other bibliographical and historical 
works. 

SINF.T, Adolphe, Belgian author, b. at Beaumont, 1S17; entered the government 
service, 1836 ; elected member of the Academic de Belgique, 1855. Author of 4 Dictlon- 
naire historique des Peintres des toutes les Ecoles,' 4to. Brussels, 1848; and several 
dramas and works of fiction. 

SKEATS, Herbert Stradling:, English author and journalist, b. at Lymington, 1888. 
Author of 4 A History of the Free Churches of England;' 'Popular Education in Eng- 
land ;* and several pamphlets on ecclesiastical subjects. 

SMITH, Philip, English historian, b. in London, Nov. 12, 1816; educated at University 
College, I-ondon ; professor of mathematics and ecclesiastical history in New College, 
I/mdon, 1850-52: head-master of Mill Hill Grannnar School, 1S53-60. Author of 'The 
History of the World;' contributor of articles to Dr. William Smith's 'Dictionaries,' 
and other works. 

SMYTH, Charles Fiazzi, English astronomer, b. at Naples, Jan. 3, 1S19; educated 
at Bedford ; assistant-astronomer at the Royal Observatory, Cape of Good Hope, 1835; 
astronomer-royal for Scotland, and professor of practical astronomy in the University of 
Edinburgh since 1845. Author of ' TeneritTe, an Astronomer's Experiment,' 1857 ; 'Three 
Cities in Russia,' 1862 ; 'Our Inheritance in the Great Pyramid,' 1864 ; 'Life and Work 
at the Great Pyramid,' 1867; 'The Antiquity of Intellectual Man," 1868; and many 
papers in the Transactions of scientific societies. 

SNELLAERT, Ferdinand, Flemish author, b. at Courtray, July 21, 1S09: entered 
the Military Academy of Utrecht, and served in the army of the Netherlands till 1830. 
Author of ' Over de nederlandsche Dichtkunst in Bel^ie,' Brussels, 1838 ; and other 
works in the Flemish language. Editor of the journal Eendracht since 1846. 

SPENCER, Herbert, English metaphysician, b. at Derby, 1820; educated and 
practised as civil engineer ; contributor to the Economist newspaper, 1S4S-53. Author 
of 'Principles of Psychology,' 1855 ; and 'First Principles,' 1860. 
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TAUCHNITZ, Christian Bernhardt Preiherr von, German publisher, b. 
Aug. 85, 1816; established a publishing firm, with printing-office, at Leipzig, 1837 ; 
originated a 'Collection of British Authors,' 1841 ; commenced a 'Collection of German 
Authors,' in English, 1806; obtained a patent of nobility, as Freiherr, from the Duke of 
Saxe»Coburg, 1860. 

TORBERG, Carl Job an, Swedish philologist, b. at Linkoeping, 1807 ; studied at the 
University of Upsala, and graduated, 1833 ; professor of Oriental languages at Upsala, 
1835, and at the University of Lund, 1844. Author of numerous philological works, and 
of papers OO the languages and literature of Asia.

VEZIN, Hermann. English actor, b. at Philadelphia, March 2, 1829; educated at the 
University of Pennsylvania, and graduated, 1847; appeared on the stage at New York, 
1850 ; became manager of the Princess' Theatre, London, and produced the ' Man o' 
Airlie,' 1867. 

VIEUXTEMPS, Henri, Belgian composer and violinist, b. at Verviers, Feb. 20, 1820; 
studied music under Beriot and Reicha ; visited the principal cities of Europe and 
America after 1837 ; director of the Imperial concerts at St. Petersburg, 1846-52. 
Author of numerous compositions for the violin. 

VOGEIa VON FALKENSTEIN, Ernst Friedrich, Prussian military com- 
mander, b. Jan. 5, 1797 ; entered the army, 1813 ; colonel, 18 IS ; chief of the staff in the 
war against Denmark, 1S4S ; commander of the seventh corps d'arim'-e, 1S64 ; commander- 
in-chief of the 'army on the Main,' 1S66; governor-general of Bohemia, July-Sept. 1S60; 
elected member of the Diet of the North German Confederation, 1867.

WOHLER, Friedrich, German chemist, b. July 31, 1800; studied medicine at the 
Universities of Marburg and Heidelberg, and chemistry under Berzelius, at Stockholm, 
IS 20-24 ; professor of chemistry at Berlin, 1825-31, and at Cassel, 1831-36; professor at 
Gottingen since 1836. Author of 'Grundri*s der Chemie,' Berlin, 1831; fourteenth 
edition, Leipzig,. 1868 ; and other works on chemistry. 

WULLERSTORF-URBAIR, Bernhard, Freiherr von, Austrian statesman
